It was the laudable and Godly care of your deere Fa. 
ther, to cauſe in his time, a new Tranſlation of the fa-

& Hcire , be mindtull of ſuch weighty matters as theſe 
are? Almigbty God hath honoured this erernall Law of 
the 19 Commandements , with ſuch honour , as he, 
vouchſafed not, toany one portion of Scripture beſids, 
in all the Sacred Bible;tor hee delinered ir,in moſt Ma- 
ieſticall and terrible manner ; in flaming ftyer, the earth 
trembling, Moſes & the people quaking; hee ſpake it & 
proclaimed it, with his owne voyce, and wrote it with 
his owne finger in Tables of ſtone. The Erernall Sonne 
of Gold , whilf on earth bewraied ſuch care ofthis Law, 
as thar hee ratified ir, and every iore & title of it,to the

from the LaWy,till all chings be fulfilled, Mar. 5.18. The 
Charch of God, in this Chriſtian Kingdome, honourerh 
at this day,this Law of God;ftor ſhee hath inrouled it, in 
hir Booke of Common Prayers ; and ordered, that jt be 
deuontly reade,at the Sacrament of rhe Lords Supper, & 
at other times of holy Aſſemblies.

As the 5th Commandement , is directed vnto infe- 
riours ; {015 the obſeruatian of the Sabbath, in the 4th 
Comandement,directed vnto Superiours,as A. Brere- 
wood in his Treatiſe on the Sabbath, hath well obſer. 
ued; the care therefore of Gods Sabbathes, pertaineth 
vnto Kings;and the 4th Comm.doth ina moſt eminent 
ſorte, oblige Kings : Hence no doubt it was, that Nehe. 
miah that Godly! Gouerner, tooke the reformation of 
the prophaned Sabbath, into his care & charge: Whoſe

fore, of Gods Miniſters , to tell his people of their finne; and the 
people and © hurch of God , muſt with patience heare it, & wit 
checrefulneſle reforme it : for which happy Reformation, I mike 
my prayers vnto God,that when they aſſemble next inP.ar Lament, 
they may make this one of their maine Conſultations ;-to cauſe a 
ſerch to be made, both into the <criptures, & into the Eccleliaſti- 
call Hiſtories & Records of t e Church; to ſee, what grownds can 
be found, for the Lords day Sabbath; & ro make alfo, a diligent 
inquiry , after the Lords ancient Sabbathes , to ſee whats become 
ofthem ; and w. en, & vpon what '(prownds they where farſt 
throwne downe; that fo, the crrours foe Fathers,may be refor- 
med, in vs their children.

is deceipttull $6. Terem. 1.7. as ſoone therfore as I can find this 
haughtinelle ariſing, I will labour its mortification, God afliſting, 
But whats this to the purpoſe , among wile men? ſay hee bea 
proude perſon , & that pride cteepeth1n , as it will to a mans heſt 
ations, too too often ; 1s his caule therfore ſtarke naught ? then 
many a lerned, and clegant{cnmon { hould be reiefted ; and many

To which carnall reafon- 
ings [anſwer , {how a fairhfull Miniſter in his Charge , be dif. 
courage | with ſuch arguings , what Miniſter might not forbeare 
the pulpit ? let him preach tor repentance, almes decdes, chaſtity, 
4obricty, or {el'edeniall &c: and may not many in his Congrega- 
tion, tell him, that hee is bat one, and they haue tued otherwile a 
longetime ; and many |, yea Miniſters will doe as they doe ; and 
theretore neuer Jet hum} thinke to reforme them &c? w|1o could 
think wils men, { bould argue tus ynwiſely? and yet theſe cares of 
myne 


e, haue heard theſe arguments vſed by Chriſtians, io other 
hs. of no ordenary vnderſtanding. But let theſe know , that a 
good cauſe, bath not atalltimes , ſucceſle:1 hawe labowred in 
wuaine; 1 hau: ſpent my ſtrength for naught : but my indgment is 
with the Lord , aud my my with my God, faith the Prophete, 
Iai.49.4.A Miniſter therfore, muſt go on with courage , though 
be ſecth no fruite of his labours; for his reward, 1s wich God, 
Some miſlike the vnceaſonableſle of this motion;8& they could 
with in their hearts (they fay ) I had tarried longer, & waited for 
ſome more ceaſonable opportunity , for the diuulging of theſe 
po'nts. To whom I anſwer , Gods truethes, may nt waite at- 
eendance, till men be at leifure :o receiue them: oy why not now, 
as well as hereafter? ynleſle theſe men thinke, theſe times, fo deſpe- 
ratly cuill, as thers no hope left, that they will gue earc vnto 
wholeſomeDoQtrine. But my feare is,that their ſeaſon,is whe I am 
out of ſcaſon,after my death , and ſo they hope , the point ſhould 
dyc with mee ; but I haue peuented them : 4 by the mercy of

heard of it long crr now: butit being a point, ofmuchand hard]a- 
boures', & the reward, like to be notlung but danger,reproch,and 
heard cenſures ; and like to meete with greate enemies & many; in 
ſuch a point , wiſe men will take leiſure, and giue any body leaus 
to goc before them, What hope could I haue,, that others of bet- 
ter, worth, would yndertake this taſke,when as before I publiſhed 


my former booke, many men, of greate leroing & conſcience , to

tion, they did neither ; but rather turned my vtter enemies, for this

& ſhewed myne opinion ;/let no man blame my zeale ; it was 'or

Tis true, the meannefſe of my perſon , will be a grea'e blocke 
in the way, tothe progrelle of this caule; eſpecially in theſe clym- 
ing dayes, wh erin the word of God, is{o much receiued, with re- 
ſpec of perſons; for men eſteeme of the cauſe, iuſt as they doe ut 
the ey” a hence itis,that before many will giue audience to the 
matter, they will firſt knoxy of the man; as, whither he be one of 
t' cir tide or no; & approucd of by them : and whither learned, 
witty, cloquent , and wellired, or no : or whither honoured with 
Titles, eminency, and preferment or no: in ſo much as,if the Pro- 
phet Amos were nowhiuing , and teaching Godstrueth, it is to be 
teared , his booke of prophecy, wowd not be regarded, being he 
was a Neat-heard : andifS, Paul , were now to. preach the »-1y 
doQrine of the goſpell, it may be thoug't, it would not be cnter- 
tained, he being a Tayler or Tentmaker: But where are thoſe N 0- 


ble Bereanes, who ſerched the 086 wpio - and examined the caulc, 


without regard had to Pauls perſon ? where is that Eloquent and 
lerned Apollo, that gaue heed vato the inſtrutions , and watter 
wich Aquila, and 'Prifcilla his wife, taught him ; of whom he 
lerned the way of God more perfeQly , without reſpeR vnto their 
perſones ? for the one was 4 woman that taught him ; and both, 
were Taylers of Tentmakers : If therefore A Tructh , fareth the 
worle, forthe mcannelle of the Autbor , it ſhall be fo , but at the 
hands one'y of fuch perkons, as doe not vnfeinedty delirethe fin- 
cere milke of the word,that they may growe thereby,as did thoſe 
Noble Bereanes;and jt|f hall be fo, but at the hands onely of ſuch 
whoſe lerning is not ſanitified , and feafoned with Humility , as 
Apollos his was. 

Some obie&,that the broching of this point, will breed ſirres, 
and diſtractions in the Church &c, To whom 1 an'wer, tis a 


- truech they lay : when eucrentred any new Trueth , or was, any 


old 


old Trueth receiued , but it came in with ſtirres and diftraQi- 
ons at the firſt ? Irfareth in theſe caſcs , as it doth with phiſicke, 
which a ſikly man takes to recouer his health ; ar firſt , it makes 
him ſicker then he was before , it cauſeth him pains in his belly, 
head, & heart &c : and albeit the pacient know all this before, 
hand, yer will be take this potion , in hope of a' more 

health afterwards: and fo I truſt will it be in this caſe : though for 
the preſent, it occationeth ſtirres, diſtraQtions, & diſtempers; yer, 
it will be ſo onely, in the minds of ſome ſuch, as doe abound with 
cuill humores : neuertheleſſe, the concluſion will be good , by 
the mercy of God ; & a more perfe& health will be obtained. 
When Luther firſt ftirred , to reforme the'ſecond Commande- 
ment,there was then greate ſtirres and diſtraQions in the Church, 
but by thistime , and long agone ; there hath bene a {weete ac- 
corde,& that vpon better c. nditions then formerly: and why may 
wee not hope for like fucceſſe?I mary lay ſome ſcoffingly,and we 
ſhall haue an other Luther now,f hall we? what will you proue an 
other . Luther now? ſuch a dildaintull,enuioule, 8 ſcoffing age we 
now liue in that, that which { hold be a mans greateſt honour,as to 
imitate the moſt virtuoute; it 1s wreſted,as a matter of his reproch 
& derifion: in other caſes,we deſire to iuſtifie our 7 <1 gy the 
like ations, of the godly and wiſe that haue gone before vs, and 
to make vic of them for our incoura2ement , and why { houldI 
onely be denied this benefit ? I pray tell me , is it not a /audable 
thing , for any to become followers of Luther, (alume , Zwing- 
lu? of Paul, Peter,Coriſt?When ever | propound examples to m 
elſe, they ſhall cuer be the beſt, and moſt eminent ; let theſe ſcof- 
fers imitate the worſt : for ſo they doe, they are the ſonnes of 
ſcoffing /[12421. Were itan infallible note of pride , to imitate 
the moſt excellent, Paul would neuer haue exhorted vs, to be- 
come followers of him as he was of Chriſt : Neither could 
Chriſtians be accounted humble men , becaule they doe imitate 
Chriſt. 

Some obieX thus , I but you doe not diſcreetly , to publiſh 
this point , whereby it comes tothe peoples knowledge ; rather 
{ hould a drope of blood, haue gone from my heart, ſuch a 
point as this, vnto common, people: you.{hould rather have im< 
parted it vnto Diuines in priuate. , and diſcufled it with them one-

. deuiſed handſomly to make mee beleeue on the one fide , that,

ly &c. Hereto I anſwer, this obieQion of ſome Diuines , it isno 
berrerthen a faire Alouriſh , whereby ynder a c lour of diſcretion, 
they would haue filenced , and buried this Truet1 cucrlattingty, 
For if they could haue tied me ,- by the rules of this their difcre- 
tion, to haue made knowne this point, onely vnto Miniſte's, they 
then know waies enough, how to {morter it, fo as it ſhould ncuer 
haue cometo light, and fo as the people, poore ſoules , { hould 
ncuer haue heard of it. | 

Indeed, I iudged it diſcretion , firſt to make tender of it ro Mi- 
niſters, before printed, to the viewe of common people ; and fo 
I di4; for I ſent my Notes a broad , to for:dry Diuines of the beſt 
ranke, both nere and atarr off, expeQing their confutation or con- 
firmation, but I obtained neither : In cafe they had anſwered me, 
by way of confirmation , then my refolution was , te hauc benc 
further counſailed by them .as touching the publiſhing of it ; as 
whither by my \{elte. ; or rathcr by ſome more eminent & 
able perſon of their chooling : and touching the time , when? 
whither preſently , or rather hereafter : and for thc perſones,to 
whom ? whither generally vnto all, or rather vnto ſome eminent 
perſons of the Kingdome; and the like. But expe-ting longe their 
an{weres, which divers of them promiſed,though they periormed 
not; and waiting 10'0r 42 monethes , and finding nothing but 
delaies , and foording me off till ; hereby I ſuſpected , that this 
their counſaile of dileretion,was but a dry morſe! to ſtay my ſto- 
make withall for the preſent, and nothing elſe bur a fained thing; 


that they meant ſerioutly and faithfully , to haue taken the matter 
into their conſideration , had not I bene fo raſh in publiſhing it, 
which they neucr meant, as all expericnce cucn to this day f hew- 
eth : for both my Notes then , and my Booke fince, haue neucr 
bene anfwered by them by way of contutation ; nor approued of 
them , by way of cqnhrmation. And onthe other fid« , to hauc 
kept this Tructh ſecret, from the peoples knowledge : and this of 
the twaine indeed, i$that they chiefly aimear:it is moſt grieuouſc 
ento them, that common people , { hould cipic their errours : as 
for ther owne confſciences , many ofthem are large enough (as 1 
 haue expertence,to my exccding greats ſorrow of heart)to brooke 
the ſuper itwoule z and ignorant obſcruation,, of the _ = 
a 
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Sabbath; and to negle& the worl hip of God, in the zth day Sab- 
bath : they could digeſt theſe things , an4 fer downe with them, 
004 quzetly prom ed no body might lee this their blind 19n0- 
rance, & halting with God ; but this 15 that which roucherh to the 
quicke with them ; that ſince my publication of this Trueth , and 
difcouery of their errour , now they cannot halt in ſecret; now 
common people , ſce thers no grownds for the Lords day Sab- 
bath;now their parif honers & others, can anſwer their argaments; 
and ſec their folly and leu ty ; and how a long time they haue bene 
carried ina golding dreame. Well, when 1 ſaw that Miniſters 
Neited Gods Trueth , then I r:{olucd toturne me, and open my 
ſelte vnto the people, truſting to finde more fidelity & ſincerity 
among them:1t therfore it griueth them, that the people know of it 
{ſooner then they would, lerthem thank themſclues , for fleiting of 
it, when tendered vntothem ; and for their attempts to ſmother 
it &c, For ſome of them haue faid vntome, when I have moued 


- them in it moſt ceriouſly, whar thinke you, wee haue nothing elſe 


to doe, but to liſten to your totes? 

Others obic@ ſaying, it I would haue wrote in controuerty , I 
hold haue wrote againſt Papiſts, as Be//armine,& the like;apainit 
a torraine cnemy &c. 'To whom I anſwer , thers more neede to 
deale at home, then a broad : euery man flies ypon A Papiſt : for 
the controucrcy is made ealy by the many helpes of our lerned 
writcrs; & becauſe it is applauded at all hands,ſo as a man may be 
a gainer by the controucrcy: But fewe or none will medle, to re- 
drelle things at home: for theſe arc not onely hard & difficult, re- 
quiring much ſtudy & greate labours — none haue gone 
before to giuethem light; but alſo,a man may eatlly foreſee it, hec 
{l:all be a loſer by the bargaine: wherby you may cally gather,that 
homebred cuiles,are more perillouſe,and like to ſtick longe by vs, 
without reformation: now by how much the fewer will yndertake 
them, by ſo muchthe better ſeruice he doth ynto God , that will 
2duenture himſelfe in them : for this is that I aimeat,not ro pleaſe 
men , Put him that hath called me, and betruſted me with one of 
his Talents ; my chiefe defirenow is, that I may improue it, not 
which way my lelfe may beſt gaine credit, wealth,and preferment, 
but that way whereby I may wine moſt glorie, to my chiefe Lord 
and Maſter, Let none thinke me ſo ignorant , bur that I know 
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well enough, which is the way to riſe inthe world , were that the 
thing I ſhort at ; and I know right well. that whilſt I am in this 
argument,I am cleane out of that way : but with 1oſes, I haue a 
reſpe& vnto the Recompenſe of reward. | 
Some of them obie& vhto me , that by ſtiring in this point , I 
{ hall incenſe the State, and the Byſ hopes will moleſt me &c. To 
whom I anſwer, thats the thing indeed would much pleaſe them, 
that the Governcment of the Kingdome,would oppole mce,S& {o 
much they intimate, by their much mA , that I am fo long 
{uffered in quiet &c : for ſince they cannot detend the phantaly 
of the Lords day Sabbath , by the Scriptures , and {word of the 
Spirit,now they long for the aide of the {word of the Magiſtrate, 
wondering it tarrieth ſo long erro it will aueng them : but had I 
their cauſc in hand, I would be af hamed , to delire aide froni the 
(word of the Magiſtrate, when the word of God , and {word of 
the Spirit, refulerh t9 help: firſt let them ſoundly antwer, & con- 
fute my booke, and theh letthem flieto the Magiſtrat and {pare 
not. I know well, that things tending to changes and alterations, 
are not pleaſing vnto Stat{men, vnlele in cale moſt weighty , and 
of vrgent neceſſity, of which kind , I truſt they will Iudye this to 
be, after they haue once taken it , into their praue and 1wdicioule 
conſiderations. The ſoundnefle and cleernefle of this my caule, 
_ giueth me good hope, that God will inlighten them with it, & ſo 
incline their hearts vnto mercy ; but it not, fince I verily beleeue 
and know it to be a Trieth ; and my ducty , not to {mother it, 
and ſuffer it fo dye with mee, I haue aductitured to publiſh it, & 
rodefend it , faying with Quene-E/tcr , If Þ periſh, I periſh: and 
with the Apoſtle Va, I paſſe not at all, neither 1s my life deare 
wnto mee, ſo that | may foe full my come with 1 y:, AQor. 20. 24. 
What a co17ziue would it prove to my conlcicnce , on my deaths 
bedd, to caleto minde ,/how | knew theſe tlangs full well , bur 
would not reuecale them ; how could ſay with S. Paw, that] 
had reuealed the who/e Counſaile of God,and haue kept nothing 
backe,that was proffitable? AR. 20. 20. 27. what hope could I 
then conceiue , that God would oper his gate of Mercy to mee, 
who whilſt I lived, would not open my mouth for hum? 
Thus Gentle Reader, I have both gwen thee my reaſons mou- 
ing te to wright , and alſo { howne thee , the many diſcourages - 


merits 
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ments oppoling me, & how have encountered themmow in the 
aſt place my requeſt yntothee, f hall be r.rhat thou expeQeſt nor 
from me, expreſſions of greate Schollarf hip , reading , elegancy 
of phraſe,and thelike; but onely foundnele, plainneſſe,and godly 
ſimplicity; as this is all you ſhall find , fo is it as much as I deſire 
you (ould finde. Touching Method , I could wil h that here and 
there, ſome things were otherwiſe placed; but conſidering, that 
nothing is more tediouſe vnto me, then vnneceſſary wrighting 
of one thing twiſe |ouer , whereby ſuch ſlipes might haue bene 
amended, 1 truſt I ſhall obtaine thy patience; and the rather, con- 
(idering that after this worke was farſt nil hed , it laying ſtill by 
mee, I had occation to add too many and ſondry things here and 
there,and not hnding roome enough in the margent of my Notes, 
to inſerte them were I would,was torced to thruſt them in where I 
could. 

2. Whereas in ſome piſſages , a harſh word or two may fale 
from my pen, which the temperate Reader may thinke , might 
better haue bene ſpared; In this caſe, I defire him to thinke,that he 
15 not yet {o ſenſible of the foulnelle of the cau'e, as my lelfe, who 
haue peraduenture better weighed circumſtances: for I conſider 
of the toulnes of the matter,ſceing it moſt palpably;ofthe obſtina- 
cy ofthe aduerfaries,after ſufficient meanes of conviction;tendercd 
long a gone vnto them; and ofthe dangerouſe conſequences , ari- 
ſing from their greate errours , in a matter of greateſt weight and 
moment, it being about a Morall Law.,a parte of Gods worſhip, 
and a moſt Ancient ordinance of Gods ; I {ce their abſurd anfwers, 
diſtintons,and arguments, and how by their ſubtilty they corrupt, 
the Scriptures, and abuſe the well minded people of the Land: 
obſerue it, and you ſhall ſtill find ſome oftheſe things , the fore= 
going occation of euery tare ſpeech I v e; now thele things , my 
K eader at firſt, canno: be poiſeiſed of, as I am: & who can mo 
of {uch foule things, without ſome expreſſions , of a iuft indigna- 
tion againſt them? 

In ſpeciall] , I haue often occaſion to vie the word Paritane: 
Hereat let none be offende 1;tor I vic it not inreproch vnto ſani- 
ty and purity, orthe profeſſours thereof, confidered as truly ſuch; 
for I honour purity in my heart, & endeauor after it in my ifs vie 
the word therfore, but onely as a note of diſtin&ion , to _ at 
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 {oaxve men with whom 1 have to deale,ratherthen others; & gricy 
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ued I am at my heartand in my fſoule , that I muſt haue to dealc 


apainſt perſons ſo qualified, : 

Tis true this cauſe concerneth all men none excepted, whither 
Miniſters or people : yet ih ſpecial, as cauſe there 15 for it , I di-

them, my {pcccit 15 onely againſt puritar1c Munſters : of thele ailo 
there are two ſortes, ſome who happily neucr fo much as haue 
beard of this queſtion, qrif they haue , yet neuer raiſed ſlaunders 
& oppolitions agaiHiſt it; but carying it temperatly and diſcreetly, 
wil h it a duetriall,that forthe tructh may be boulted out, rhele mc 
 reaerence: but there art others, & in ſpeciall choſe tenn Miniſters 

named in the title leafe,] at the begining ot this booke, thete men 
in {pectaltI oppole ; tot thelc after they hauc had my Notes and 
allo my former booke ani conterence with me,now towre yeeres 
paſt, yet {till doe raiſe vp all the oppofiiton, againſt both my per- 
{on and my cauſe ; that they can ; and that both publik]y and pri- 
uatly, Salomon tellcth vs,there'is an appointed time tor all things, 
A time to laugh,and a time to weepe: A time torend, and a time 
roſowc: Atimeof warte, and atime of peace : A Time to keepe 
filence, andatime to ſpeake Eccl. 3.my former booke was a time 
of ſilence: forthere I labourcd, to couer the ſpotes & blemiſhes, 
of thele my brethrens trrour, hoping a word had bene enough to 
the wile; but they abuking it, this booke is a time to {peake , and 
lay them forth in their cullers, My former booke , was a time of 
peace , for there I handled the matter meekly , mildly , and in all 
triedlineſle,hoping theſe my brethren, would redly haue imbraced 
Tructh with peace; butthey proclaiming open warres againſt me, 
& Gods al my hand; this booke 1s a time of warre; & here 
I take them for Gods|enimies and myne: Let me deſire my Rea- 
der thertore, to giue me patience, to proſecute theſe enemies of 
Gods Trueth rowndly , uot ſparing them , though they be Mi- 

niſters, | I, 
Happily thou wilt ſay in their behalfe, oh but cheſe men whom 
you would fo proſecute, they are Miniſters, whom we excce- 
dingly 


dingly reuerence, and who doe truly feare God, as your felfe cans 

not deny &c. Yea,they are your brethren,8c. And fo doe I re- 
nerence them too, but with this limitation, in their virtues , and 
wherin they doe well: And they truly feare God, as I am ſtrong 

perſwaded, yet they haue not at all times, a reſpe& vnto all 
Commandementrs, as the Prophet Dauid ſpeaketh; for they tranſ- 
preſſe the 4th Com. weekly , by prophaning of Gods Sabbathes: 
I may not vnfitly reſemble theſe xo Miniſters , vnto that clowd 
which had a light and a darke parte ; when I behold their light 
parte, & ſee them walking in & teaching the trueth,I cannot loke 
cnough on them,I may truly ſpeake it: but when I looke on their 
darke parte,and ſee them in their errours , I abhorre their fight, as 
one abhorreth the darkneſſe. The Prophet Dauid was to be ex- 
ceedingly reuerenced, yet not in his ſinnes of murther & adultery, 
againſt the 6th & 7th com. Hee truly feared God,yet at this time, 
he had not a reſpe& vnto theſe two Commandements, of murther 
and adultery. The Apoſtle Peter , being a Miniſter , was to. be 
highly reuerenced, yet not in hisdeniall of Chriſt: He truly feared 
God, yet when he forfwore his Lord and Maſter , therein he be- 
wraied it not. Let good men therfore, & Holy, be defended,no 
further , then their goodneſſe and holinefſe will extend ; and ſuffer 
them to be proſecuted and diſcouered, in their erroures & ſmnes, 
that they may reforme them. I confeſle they are my brethren,8& 
{o I acknowledge them ; but what then , may not their erroures 
therfore be diſcouered aud reproued? Peter was Pauls brother,did 
Paul therfore cloke Peters errour? no; Paul diſcouered it, and re- 
proued it to hisface, and that publikly before all men Gal, 2. rr. 
14: ſhall the finnes of the people be reproued , and not the finnes 
of Miniſters? ſhall Miniſters {haue a patent to ſinne without re- 
profe? our Sauiour , reproued Perer , ſaying , get thee behind me 
Satan, I hold, finneis lefſe to be borne withall in a Miniſter, 
then in a priuate perſon; eſpecially ifit be, both in their life and 
doctrine, as that is, for which'I ſhall reproue them: for when they 
not onely praRtiſe it , but alſo erroniouſly teach it , bereby they 
draw whole multitudes after them ; and therefore ſinnefull errour, 
would be ſnibed in them, as a river would be ſtopped in the foun- 


taine, | 


Perbapes thou wilt further ſay for them , but what is it you 
(d) haue 
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have againſt them?it ſcemerh by theſe words,that you haue ſome 


_ OR them, which we cannot beleene, (ince we 


now them to be men ſo Holy, ſo lerned , and every way fo qua- 
lied, as we cannot fay , black is their eye &c. Why amongſt 
others, theſe things 11 have againſt them ; In general I challeng 
them , for their falſe and erroniouſe dot ne, where with all they 
haue now a long time deceiued.and ſeduced the people of God, & 
whercin they (till tifly perſiſt , he particulars whereot are thele;by 
their vngodly and abhominable reiecing , of that moſt ancient 
ordinance, of Gods Sabbath , by name commanded in the Morall 
Law. x. They are become coimpaniones to thole wicked Prieſts, . 
who were partial in Gods Law, Mal.2. 9: fer they deny the Inte- 
prity & perfection of the Law, and teach it onely by halues & by 
parceles and peeces, and fo make Gods Law, a lameand defeRtive 
I aw. 2. They deny God, a parte of his holy worſhip and ſeruice, 
eſcribed inthe firſt Table of the Decalogue, and this they neg- 
ef and omit weekly. 3. T hey haue viterly aboliſhed , and by 
their doQrine nullified ; the whole 4th Commandement , both 
roote and branch. 4. They haue moſt (hamefully abuſed the gth 
Commandement, by their moſt groſle, falſe , and erronioule ex- 
poſitions of it;fo as I newer ſaw,any one portion of ſcripture,more 
corruptly and talfly expounded , by any Popil h Iefuit.

count to God for: and: hengfppncy haue { hamefully abuſed, many

good, againſt theſe x0 Miniſters, as in this booke I ſhall, then

As for them, theſe xo Miniſters, I require and charge them, as 
they will anfwer it betore the Tribunall of Almightie , atthe 
generall day of gamer , that they ſtudy the 4th Commande- 
ment better,and other the Scriptures now in controuercy; fo that 
they may deliver nothing to the people , bur the pure word of 
God, in their expoſition; and that they forbeare theſe erroniouſe 
dodtrines, in pulpit and in priuate; yea and reuoke theſe their foule 
erroures , making a mends to the people of God, whom they 
haue wronged, by acknowled ng the ſame vnto 'them, before 
either they,or any of their ae>. eparte this preſent life: it is no 
dallying with mens ſoules, and Gods matters. Or elle, let them 
anſwer this my booke, and ſo honeſtly acquite themſelues,of theſe 
things I charge them withall ; it is but equall that I demaund,

An Author, may be much wronged and abuled in pulpit, as | haue 
bene alredy by M. Chappell, reporting to the poopie , thingsour 
of my former booke, falſly,which I neuer wrote there;8 ſo con- 
futing their owne phanraſies , in ſtead of my booke ; and the Au- 
thor hath no remedy , bur patience, To auoide the like , I defire 
chem to forbeare pulpit confutations, and come to printed confu- 
tations , that ſo they may be anſwered againe. 
What remaineth Chriſtian Reader, but that inthe laſt place, 1 
crave thy ſingle eye and vnparriall cenfure ; and that you carry a 


| | minde. voide of all preiudice, & euill will , either tothe perſon or 


the cauſe , whereabouts thou arr redy to be imployed in reading: 
Remember , we are not to receiue the word of God , with re- 
ſpe& of perſons; noryet to ſtop the eare', and winke with the 
eye, leaft we ſhould fee and vnderſtand : for ſo thou { halt both 
wrong thy ſelfe, and thy Author. Remember,thou art now inthe 
place ofa Iudpe : for thou muſt reade the Controuercy of the 
Lords Sabbathes, pleaded pro 8 con, betwixt theſe 10 Miniſters 
and mee: they againft Gods Title , and Ifor Gods Title ; they 
againſt Gods Sabbaths , and Ifor them : and berwixt them and 
mee,thou muſt Iud2e & paſle ſentence, now a Iudge muſt not be 
carried away with partiality, and re{pe& to perſons; nor ſuffer his 
minde to be prepoſleſſed, withan ill will to the cauſe, before he 
heareth it: theſe things are bur equall and right , which I crave of 
thee, wherefore I truſt I ſhall obraine with thee.

Againſt this ancient and moft ſacred ordivanceof Gods, I 
find two profeſſed enemies , againſt wbom I muſt bend my 
forces : the one,are they who deny the Law of God,the Mou 
rall Law,or 10 Commandements,to belong ynto Chriſtians: 
and ſo conſequently they deny Gods bes alſo, com 
manded in the Law : and theſe are our ſtes and our 
late ſprung vp Antinomianes : the other, are they whodeny 
the Inteprity and perfe&ion of the Law : they embrace the 
Law of God indeed , but not the whole law : and theſe are 
both ProteFtantes and Papiftes ; for theſe reieR that ancient 
qgdinance of Gods Sabbath day , properly fo called, and _

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preſly commanded jn the morall law, counting it for a cerc« 
mony and aboliſhed; by reie&ion whereof, they reie& ſome 
thing commanded in the Law ; and ſoconſequently they are 
partiall in the law, and doe deny itin its integrity and per - 
teRtion : vrge an Avabapriſt or Antinomian to the ob(cr- 
uation of the Sabbath day, and he will anſwere you , that the 
law is aboliſhed at the comming of Chriſt ,as all thoſe legall 
Ceremonies were : yrge a Proteſtant ora jen to ſanity 
the Sabbath day , and your anſwere ſhall be, that this part of 
the law touching the Sabbath day , is a ceremonie and abolt- 
ſhed at the coming of Chriſt : thus Anabapriſtes and Antino- 
mians renounce the whole law ; Proteſtants and Papilts re- 
nounce the wholeneſle of the law ; the one would haue no 
law,the other would haue noperteC law : Apainſt both thele 
this booke is penned.

The morall Sabbathes , together with whatſoeuer elle is 
commanded in the morall law , I doe defend , the Ceremo- 
niall Sabbathes, with all other Ceremonies, l doe reie& : Ir is 


the Decalogue, and nothing elle, which 1 defend ; and this 


ſtand to maintaine, in the integrity and perfeRion thereof, 
yntoa iott and title. Theſe things premiſed, I come vntothe 
firſt thing propounded , namely the Defenſe of the Moral] 
law, againſt Anabaptiſtes, Libertines,and Antinomianes,

f (m7; the defenſe of the morall law,and conſequent- 
ly of Gods Sabbarhes therein conteined, be plealed ro 
note, that both Anabaptiſtes beyond the ſea,and Antinomians 
oh this fide the ſeazall of them that ever I haue ſpake withall, 
doe freely confeſſe it, that if any day muſt be a Sabbath day, 
It muſt be , not the Lords day , but Satwrday the ould Sabbath 
day : now , that this Sabbath day is now in force they deny; 
becauſe they lopyore the whole law to be aboliſhed , and fo 
the Sabbath day therein alſo: wherefore,if I ſhall proue ynto 


theſe, that the law is ftill in force, I hauc obtained my deſire 
with thew, to wit , thatthe ſcuenth day Sabbath is Rill in 
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Firſt then , as touching theſe who deny the morall law 'T 
can but wonder, how any heart that hath the feare of God it 
ir,can withofit trembling and aftonifhment admit (0 blaſphe- 
ra0us a thought as this,to enter it; as to thinke,that that moſt 
boly and righteouſe Law of God , bath nothing to doe with 
him , to command him, and to dire& him how to order his 
licfe : Moſes ſpeaketh thus in commendation of this Law, 
faying , And what IN ationis ſo great,that hath ordinances and 
lawes ſo righteous, as all this law, which I ſet before you this day? 
Deuteru. 4.8, and is it ſo righteous a law? how is it then that 
theſe men will attempt to aboliſh it? and deny obedience 
ynto it? our Sauiour telleth vs,that the ſumme of this Law,ts 
to louethe Lord our God with alt our hearts, foules, and might: 
and to loue our neighbour as onr ſelues, Matt. 22:37; Can they 
ſhew ys any other law in ſteade of this, that is better}, more 
holy,or moreiuſt? Loue, is the ſumme of this law; andloue, 
is the law we ſhall yvalke by in the kingdome of heauen, 
1.Corint.r3. 8.13, and vvill oy reie& that layy on earth, 
vyhich yve ſhall yyalke by in the kingdome of heauer?. 

It may be they vvill ſay for themſelues', burthe Moral 
lavy it is Moſes layy , novy vve bane forſaken Moſes ; yve 
cleaue ynto Chriſt, and ynto his Lavyes in the Nevy Teſta« 
ment &c. Burt, x. the ceremoniall layy being vvritten b 
Moſes, it may be termed Moſes layy , but the Morall Lavy 
being vvritren by the finger of God , it 'muſt be called Gods 
Lavy, 2: Make they a difference betvvixt the lavy yvritten 
in Ex0d,20.1,&c, and the ſamelayy ratified by Chriftin the 
Nevv Teftament ?let themithen ſhevy me a difference be- 
tyyixt thefe tyyo; Honor thy father & thy morher &c,Ex.20: 
x2.and, Ch:ldrtn obey your parentes &c. Epd.s 1.andberwixt 
theſe tyyo:Ex.,20,1 3,8 Thos ſhalt not kill Ro.13

Happily they vvill fay againe, Ibnt thelayy is of a com- 


pulſiue uature,compelling men to obedience: bur Chrifianes 
we mdued yvith a ee ſphcls doelngahia hnndhe 
Sat oa n 6 
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gf Chriſt corfirainerh them &c. it is true indeed, Chriſtians 
are {et at liberty , and are indued vyitha free ſpirit, but not 
vvith ſuch a freedome, as freeth them from being the Lords 
ſeruantes , and exempterh them from obedience ynto his 
Commandements, Rom. 6-18-22. nor are vveloperfe&ly 
freehere,butthar vve ſtand inneede of the ſpurr,to quicken 
ourdulaeſſe, fee for this purpoſe Matt. 10, 28, Matt,6. 15. 
lerem. 32.409, Phil. 2,12, 

But they will haue no commandements : No ? why then 
did Chriſt give Commandemenrs ? fee Ioh,13.34. x,Cor. 
7.19. loh,1q.ry, Matth.6.9.15. 

Fyrthermore;they ſay,the loue of Chriſt conſtraineth them 
2, Corin.5.14. and this loue may and doth compell them tg 
the gbedicnge of the commandements of Chriſt, Ioh,x4. 15. 

ob.13434. well, and why then may not the loue of God li. 

ewile conſtraine them , to. obey his commandements in 
Exad. 20, 1. &c. ? will they. loue Chriſt, and will they not 
loue God? if conſtraint in reſpe& of Chriſts commidements, 
will tand with the libertie and freedome of Chriſtianes,why 
may it notſtand alſo in reſpe& of Gods commandements? 
 Onething I would adde more, and jt is anadmonition vn- 
co any feariug God, and honouring his Sabbathes , who be 
leaning and but ſomewhat inclining vnto this wicked opi- 
nion,that as they loue and renerence Gods Sabbathes,fo they 
would beware of and (ſhunethis Gmgerons opinion , of abo- 


liſhing the law of God : for t are confidently affirme, 
take away this morall law , and away goeth all Sabbathes al- 
{o: now take away Gods Sabbathes , and: what a floud of ini- 
quity and progrannelle will forth withfloyy in vpon vs , I 
leaue:to be conſidered of by allcthe Godly wiſe; happily they 
may thinke to. find ground and warrant enough in the New 
Teſtament, for a Sabbath, as: namely for the- Lords day, 
though the fourth comman, were abollſhe d; but,that herein 
they are much miſtaken-, and that no-day, cap-be yrged to be 


 JanRtified for a, Sabbath, yolefſe it beby,and from the fourth 


commzſhall abundantly appeare hercafter. Volelle therefore 
you intend to turne Anabaptiſtes , and keepe no Sabbath, 
auoid this peſtilent opinion, I come 
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.1 come now £to the rofe of the point © but firſt for the 
fare of the queſtion : Theſe AnabaptiRticall-Aatinomianes 
hould , that the law is not in force to bEleenters , a4 fic as 
rein Chriſt : And wee hould, that the law is in force ro be. 
lceuers , and men iti Chriſt, Furthermore , whereas the law 
may be conſidered two wayes,cither with reſpe&'viits Iuifti- 
fcation,or ynto obſervation; yvec doe nor defend the lavyy to 
be in force vnto Iuſtification : for , by the workes of the law 
ſhal! no fleſh be in#ified, Rot, 3,20. we defend the layy to be 
in force only ynto obſeruation, and for direQion of ys how to 
walke,and to pleaſe God, Now then,that the law is in force 
vio beleeuers,as a rule of obſeruation and direQion,I proue 
it by theſe inſuing arguments and Scriptures, |

the worldsend. 2.By the law here he ynderſtandeth the mo- 

rall law:for the ſame it is which he expoundethin the follow- 

ing verles,as the fixt comm. in y. 22. the ſeuenth comm. in 

v. 27, the third comm. in v.33, laſtly , note that all this is 

preſſed ypon beleeuers for obleruation,as you may ſee y, te 

6.44/48. where our Sauiour direReth his ſpeech'ytto thoſe 

which were the /ght of the world : and to thofe whom, Godis: 
called their father : and therefore theſe were beleeuers, Wee 

ſee then,that the law belongeth vnto Chriſtians,as well as an- 

ciently ynto Ievyes: yea, our Sauiour teftifieth in an other” 
place,that it is more eaſie for heauen and earth to paſſe awaygthen 
that one title of the law ſhould fall , Luk. 16. 17, ſooner then 
ſhall theearth be remoued', arid the ſunne fall from heauen, 
then this law be aboliſhed.

(\ildren, obey your parents in the Lord 8&6, Honor thy fa- 
ther and thy Mothergwhich is the firft commandenient with prog 
wiſe &c, Eph.6.1-2, Here wee haue one branch of thelayy,, 
vrged, to witzthe fifth comm, and it is yrged with reſpeR ro 
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obſornation and obtdience: yea,it is alſo yrged vpon the Chil. 
dren of Chriſtians, or Chriſtians Children : for as this whole 
Epiſtle to the Epheſians,was dire&ed vnto the Saintes,Ephel. 
1.x, ſo this whole ſixt chapter is likewiſe, I know they are 
ready to ſay, that thele exhortations were ſent ynto the mul. 
tirude, as Sermons are preached yntoa mixed company of 
good and bad ; bur this precept is yrged vpon the good , to 
wir, beleevers ; for as the duety of children,is a branch of the 
fifth comm, ſo is the duety of leruants: now the Apoftle in y, 
57 ſpeaketh vnto beleeuing ſeruants; for he vrgeth them to 
obedience to their maſters as ynto Chriſt : implying thereby, 
that they did obey Chriſt ; and now he- exhorteth them to 
like obedience vrito their maſters, as they did performe vnto 
Chriſt (Epb.y. 24.) now if they did obey Chriſt,then ſurely 
they were belecuers , and did beleeue in Chriſt : and ſuch as 
theſe ſcruants were,on whom this fifth command, was vrped, 
{uch wee are to thinke the children were, to whom the Bene 
comm, was vrged, at the ſame time,in the lame place, and all 
in one breath as it were. 


Doe wee then make the aw of none effeft through faith? God 
forbid ; yea, wee eftabliſh the law , Rom. 3.3r. Inthe former 
parte of this chapter , the Apoſtle had diſputed of faith, and 
the faith of Teſus, and of remiſſion of ſinnes, and iuftification 
by faith in Chrift ; for theſe he ſtood a maine ; but as.for the 
layy,and iuſtification by the workes of the law,theſe he ſtood 
againſt ſtifly: theſe things being laid downe, the Apoſtle, fore. 
Rs ſome Anabaptiſticall ſpirir,ready toſnach and toabuſe 
this his doArine , to the ſubuertion of the lavy, he vyiſely 
preuenteth it, by a God forbid, As if he had faid , doe you 
thinke that becauſe I deny juſtification by the law , and af- 
tirme ittobe by faith, that I intend thereby to aboliſh the law 
vrterly? no; God forbid: for I eftabliſh the law; the law muſt - 
ſtand ſtill in force &c, that is, for obſeruation, though nor for 
iuftification ; for Paul muſt be vnderſtood (o to aboliſh the 
layy in ſome ſenſe, as for all that he ratifieth the Iavy in ano- 
ther ſcale, Hereby we ſee then, that the do&rine of faith, and 

| iuſtification 
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zuſtification by faith , doe not aboliſh the law : yea, ſo much 
the Apoſtle ſaith expreſly ; doe wee then, ſaith he, make the law 
of none effeft through faith ? Whence I thus argue,thar if faith 

oth not make yoid the law, what ſhould make it voide ? for 
our Antinomians ſay, thatit is faith, and being in Chriſt, that 
freeth vs from the law: the law (lay they) is a cholemaſterto 


bring vs vnto Chriſt, and being in Chriſt once , which is by - 


faith, then we arc no longer yader this ſchoolmaſter of che 
law in any reſpe& ; we are freed from the law wholly and al- 
rogether ; bur the cleane contrary ». Paul affirmeth here, na- 
mely , that faith doth not aboliſh the lavy, thatis , in all 
reſpe&ts.Furthermore,it faith doeth not aboliſh the law, then 
the faithfall man is not freed from thelayy. So the, when the 
Apoftle faith that he eſtabliſhed the lavy, it followeth, that he 
eſtabliſhed ir to the faithfull; yea, they were the perlones of 
whom Paul ſpake , as you may (ee by Rom, 3. 30, for there 
circumciſion of faith, is put for the circumciſed and fairbfull. 


Owe nothing to any man,but to lone one another : for hee that 
loweth another hath 7 mp the law : for this , Thou ſhalt not 
commit adu:tery, Thom ſhalt not kill, Thox ſhalt not ſteale, Thots 
ſhalt net beare falſe witneſſe, Thou ſhalt not conet: and if there be 
awy other commandement , it 1s briefly comprehended in this ſay 
ing, Thou ſhalt lone thy neighboar as thy ſelfe, Rom.13.8.9, Be= 
hold , hoyv the Apoſtle pretſerh the obſeruation of the /aw; 
and hoyy that he repeateth 5 or 6 of the ſeuerall commande- 
ments thereof, one after an other : yea further, that all this is 
ripe vypon beleeuers, is plaine in v.xx. vvhere the Apoſtle 
victh a reafon , to moue to the obſeruation of theſe comman« 
dements, laying , for now is our ſaluation neerer,then when wee 
beleerved it : therefore he ſpake to them yyhich beleeued : vn« 
lefle ablurdely you vvill fay, thequeſtion vyas concerning 
one lorte of people, and the argument concerned an other,

forall the law is fulfilled in one word, which 1s ibis, Thou ſhalt lone

Tntheſe words, the 
Apoſtle prefſeth the duty of loye, vyhich is the ſumme of the 
lavy 2 and heeprefſleth it for obleruation : and that he doth 
by this reaſon, becauſe in ſo doing the lavv ſhall be fulfilled: 
now yyhy ſhould the Apoſtle moue the Galatians to the duery 
of loue, becauſe of or inreſpe of the layv,it the lavv did nor 
at all appertaine to theſe beleening Galatians ? Furthermore 
the Apoſtle prefſeth the layy here vpon belecuers : for hec 
calleth them brethren: and luch brethren alſo, as had obtained 
a liberty by Chriſt: ſtand faſt therefore in the libertie wherewit!; 
(bnſt hath made ws free, Gal.$.1, of this liberty by Chriſt, he 
{peaketh againe in v.13, ſaying , brethren, yee hawe bene called 
ynto libertze &c, Wheretore , {ince they to vyvhom the Ap- 
ſtle ſpake , had abtained , & yvere called ynto a liberty by 
Chrift, it is more then maniteſt, that they vycre belecuers to 
vvhom he ſpake (here then it js plaine, that they that bad ob. 
tained liberty by Chriſt, from the ceremoniall layy,ſtood yet 
bound ſtill ynto the Morall lavy.) Ina vyord, it is manifeſt 
that Paul ſpake here ynto belecucrs : for he [pake vnto them

But if yee fulfill the rogall law according to the ſcriptures,which 

faith, Thou ſhalt lowe thy neighbour as thy ſelfe, yee doe well, Iam. 
2,8. Soſpeakg yee, and ſo doe , as they that ſhall beiudged by the 
law of libertie,Jaw,2,12,, Was not Abraham our father inſtified 
through workes, when he offred Iſaack, his ſonne;&c, ye ſee then, 
how that of warkes a man 1s iuſtified, and not of faith only, Tamd 
2.21.24, Bit wilt thou vnderſtand, O thou vaine man,that the 
faith which is without workes , 1s dead, Tam. 2.26. The lavy 
vyhich S.lames vrgeth here, it is the morall lavy, as is plaine 
by his inſtances in the ſcuenth and cipth commandements, 
Y., 11, and by laying done the ſumme of the ſecond Tabke in 
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v. $, Moreoner, that this lavy is vrged ypon beleeners is 
plaine by theſe reaſons, 1, Becauſe the Apoſtle ſtilerh them 
Brethren to vyhom he ſpake,y, 1. yea,and hs belowed Brethren, 
v.5. ſecondly S. Iames vrgeth the layy vpon ſuch as ſhall be

Thus I realon againſt them; ; they that hold and ſay,that the 
morall lavy is aboliſhed, they muſt hold this abſurd and WIC 
Ked opinion, that no parte of the Old Teſtament is now in 
force,but that it is wholly aboliſhed in all the partes thereof, 
vnto belceners: the reaſon hereof is, x fecauls all the lawes 
and precepts in the old Teſtament, and all the dire&ions to 
leade a godly liefe, from the beginning of Geneſis to the end 


of Malachi , are referred toone of thele lawes , the Morall, 
"0 Ludicall, 
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Tadicall, or Ceremonial : if then they reieR the morall Law, 
mach more will they reie& the Iudicall and Ceremoniall 
Jawes: and if they reieft the morall law,then will they reie& 
all the expoſitions and branches thereof, delivered by the 
Pcophets;and fo they reie& the whole old Teſtament,the law 
and the Prophets: for they reie& all the three lawes,the Mo=. 
rall, Tudiciall, and Ceremoniall, with all their appurtenances, 
2.50 much they doimply by ſaying , they are not vnder Mo- 
ſes, but vnder Chriſt : not tobe gouerned by the law , but by 
the Goſpell ; and thelike, Now that it is a moſt abſurd and 
wicked opinion , to bold that all the partes of the old Teſta- 
ment are aboliſhed, and no rule of our liues,{hall appeare by 
this, that the Apoſtles doe euery where ſend vs for dire&ion; 
into the old Teſtament : ſee thele places Rom. 14.1x, Rom. 
15.4. x.Cor.9.8.9.10. 1,Cor.rto.1T. 1.Cor.14.21. Heb. 
13.5. lam,2,8-10,lam,5.10.1T, 1,Pet.1.16. 1-Per.z.5.6. 
IO. 

An other abſurdety let me add&, to ſhew the yanity of 
their deſtin&tion,holding the law to belong vnto,and to bind 
ſuch as are yet vnregenerated and want faith , but not to be- 
long vato, nor to binde ſuch as are regenerated and baue 
faith : this diſtin&tion is yery abſurd ; for 1t produceth greate 
confuſion and diſorder in the Church ; and nolefle inconye- 
nience in the family; for if it beſo, that belecuers are nor 
bound to the obſeruance of the law , then when the Sabbath 
day cometh, theſe men are not bound to ſanity ir, itbeing 
a parte of that law, from which they are freed;bur others, thar 
doe not yet beleeue, they are bound to keepe the Sabbath 
day, it being enioyned in that lavy vnto yvhich they are ſtill 
bound : ſuppoſe we then,the maſter and the miſtris of the fa- 
mily be beleeners, the children and the ſeruants as yet ynbe- 
leeuers; why then, the maſter and the miſtris may goe to 
their workes priuate cr. publike ; the ſeruants and children 
muſt then goe tothe Church : what diſorder will this be ,to 
baue families thus rent and divided ? ſome goeing to church, 
other ſome of the ſame body going to worke ? yea, what a 
poore Sabbath (thinke you) will be kept by the inferiours, 
ORE 7-9 IRS when 
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when they ſhall ſce ſobade an example before their eyes, as 
their ſuperiours , either idle doeing nothing , or following 
their ſeruile laboures? yea, whatan aduantage may Sathan 
t ypon younglings by this diſtin&ion, to hold them Rtill 
aſt in his clayyes; 2; may they ſay with themſelues, ſolon 
as we beleeue not,and remaine in our ynregeneracy,it goet 
well with vs : for now we haue an holy day allowed ys once 
a weeke , wherein we are freed from our toileſome labours, 
but did we belecue as doe our Maſter and Miſftris, then ſhafl 
we haue no holy day at all, then ſhall we moile and toile day 
by day vnceſſantly, like horſe in a carte : who yvold be a be- 
leeuer > who wold be regenerated > Furthermore, if on the 
Sabbath day,it pleaſeth the Maſter or Miftris to ſet ypon any 
vyorke vyherein they cannot proceede,yvithout the helpe of 
ſome of their ſeruants or children , they muſt in ſuck caſe 
keepe holy day too of neceſlity: For they may not command 


their ſeruants to helpe them : but in caſe, they yvill ſet ypon 
ſome workes,vyhich themſelues can doe alone,then loe what 


a diſordered family is here! the Maſter and Dame vvyorking, 
the ſeruants .and children ſiting by , vvithout any vyorke in 
their hands,this makes me call to mind that yye read of Eccl, 
10-7. 1 han ſene ſernants on horſes, and Princes walking, as ſer« 
#ants on the ground. Furthermore, vyhereas the {eruants and 
children, muſt ſanRify the day yvhileſt they are at home, by 
reading , conference , lingin of Plalmes, evltng to minde 
vvhat they yyere taught in the Chureh, and meditating di. 
uine things , they ſhall not onely ſee and behold their gouer- 
ners , exerciſed about ſeruile labours, to their great diftra- 
Rion , but alſo heare them talking in the houle of worldly 
affaires, asking for this, calling forthat ; hovy poorely ſhall 
theſe younglings ſanRitie the Sbbath, vvhen they haue ſuch 
diſturbances ? and yyhen they that ſhould goe before them 
in example to dravy them on , are their onely hinderers and 
pulbackes ? Surely,God is not the authour of this confuſion, 
nor of their diſtinQion, the ground of it: God yyould as well 
baue beleeuers as ynbeleeuers to ſanRtify his Sabbath, 

Thus hauing bewraied the ablurdety of this Antinomian 
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opinion, and alſo firmly proued it, that the law belon 
to beleeuers, as touching obſeruation; Tcome now to aofwe! 
to theic obie&iones brought” againſt rhistrueth; and here! 
will not ſpend time in anſwering ynto all their obie&ions, 
1 will only cull out the chiefe , and thoſe wherein they place 
the moſt confidence, and anſwer them, | 
It is obie&ed that we are'freed from thelaw-: becauſe the 
Apoſtle faith plainly, yee are not ynder the law, but vnder grace, 
Rom.6.14., And againe,1f ye be led by the ſpirit,yre are not on= 
der the Law, Gal.g.18, | 
How euer many anſwers might be ginen to theſe textes, 
yet I will content my ſelfe with one: ye erre (ſaid or Sanionr 
Chriſt) becauſe you know not the Seriprures , the ſame 1 i) fo 
apply vnto thoſe who thus abuſe theſe Textes : did they bur 
ynderſtand the Apoftles ſcope , and yſe of this phraſe ( tobe 
vnder the law) they might haue ſpared vs this labour: who ſo 
will but obſerue the ſcope and drifte of .S, Panl', ſhall eafily 
find it , that he diſputed only againſt juſtification by the law, 
Rom, 3.20, Rom,9.3 1.32. Gal.5,4. And tharhe'might'the 
better difſwad his aduerſaties, from ſeeking itfificarion by” 
the Law , and ſo from being ynder the layy. in thar reſpect, 
he ſheweth the danger of being vnder thelaw , arid ſeeking 
righteoufneſſe by the lavy ; for, by the ! (ſaith he) comes the 
knowledge of ſmne,Rom. 3.29.and,the Ja tanfeth wrach, Rome, 
4,15. and, 4s many as are of the Workes of the law,ave yn the 
curſe, Gal. 3.10, and this is the condition of allſuchas will be 
vnder theLaw,and wil be juſtified by the Law,where as they 
ſceke for iuftificationby it,they ſhal find the cleanie contrafy,, 
namely wrath, the curſe, and condemnarion: On the Contra 
ry, whenthe Apoſtle ſpeaketh to the Faichfull | who fooght' 
juſtification by grace and by Chrift, ard renouvced the law, 
be ſpeaketh ynto them, as ynto men ſet at liberty, fayitig, yee' 
are not vnder the lay : that is , yee beleeuets are not vnder.the! 
law now, as once yee were before yee beleeued, and asthipſe' 
ynbeleeuing lewes are, that is , you are not ynder the a 
for iuſtificatioh,and conſequently,you are not ynder the Jaw,, 
as.

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as canſing wrath, and as being ynder the carſe: thus you ſee,the 
Apoſtle treeth the fairhfull, from being vnder the Jaw;as thos 
vnbelecuing Iewes were, that is, as touching the curſe of 
the law; but hers nota word of freeing the faithfull , from 
the obſeruation of the law , and from being vnder the law in 
this refpect, 
2. This may further appeare , by that other phraſe ioyned 
with it and oppoled to it, (vnder grace) whereby is no thing 
elſe ſignified , but the free iuſtitication of a beleeuer by 
the mercy.of God, for the merite of Chriſt ; as you may (ce, 
Rom. 3.24 Rom.g.rt5.17,21. Rom.6.r. Gal.2.2r. Gal. 5. 
4.wherfore,as this phraſe(ro be ynder grace)hath reſpeR only 
ynto iuſtification, ſo irs oppoſite (not to be ynder the law) 
hath-only reſpect yato juſtification; the one phraſe expreſſing 
bovy belecuers are iuſtified;the other how they are not iuſtt- 
fied : beleeuers are iuſtified by the grace of God, not by the 
workes of the law;by being vnder grace, not by being vader 
the law : as if the Apoſtle had faid, yee beleeuers are not vn« 
der the law for Iuſtification , but are vnder grace for Luſtifi- 
cation, So ftill the Apoftle freeth not the faithfull from being 
ynder the Layyv, for obleruation, but only for iuftification, 
3. That by this Phraſe, vader the Jaw , S. Paul meante a. 
being vnder the law for juſtification , I proue it in bis Epiſtle 
to thy Galatians ; for in Gal.4.21. be oſerh this phraſe ſaying 
tell mee,yee thatwill be vnder the law,&c.The which Phraſe, + 
him ſelfe by andby in the next chapter expoundeth , by ex- 
preſing , the ſame thing, in other and more perſpicuouſe 
words, ſaying, ye are aboliſhed from Chrift : whoſoeuer 
areinftified by the law, Gal, 5.4. ſo then tobe ynder the law, 
is nothing elſe then to be juſtified by the law : for the Apoftle 
goo againſt the law, in one and the ſame ſenſe, in the 
ourth and fifth chapters , his diſcourſe being continued as a= 
bout one and the lame matter; ſo then, this phraſe being 
rightly vaderſtood , it maketh againſt the yſe of the law for 
iuſtificatiop, but not at all for obſeruation, | 
I remember I haue heard ſome of them reply againſt this 
diftinQon , and ſay , that the law was not made to juſtific 
any; 
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any; feither did God ener intendto iuftify the law.” 
Where to I anſwer, that God ated her eli for 
juſtificationor for condemnation, ſee Luk.10.28,27.Gal.3, 
12, Rom,10.5. but admitthat God neuer intended to tuſti. 
fy any man by the law, yet many men there were, that ſoughr 
zuſtification by the law, ſee Mar, 19.16, 17. Rom, 9.31.32. 
Gal.4.21, Gal.yg.4. And therefore, there is ground enough 
for vs to lay, that S, Paul diſputed againſt the law, as vrged 
by ſome vnto iuftification, 
OBIECT, I: 

It is further obie&ed,the law is aboliſhed, for S. Paul ſaith 
of it, if that which is done away , was glorious , much more that 
which remaineth is glorious,2 Cor.z,1 1, here the Apoſtle ſpea- 
keth of the Morall Law, for he ſpeaketh of that law , which 
was ingrawen in ſtones , v.7, and of this law he faith , that iris 
aboliſhed or done away. 

HereyntoI anſwer. r, That howbeit thei text ſpeaketh, 
as if the law were quite aboliſhed in all reſpeRes,yer that the 
Apoſtle muſt be ynderſtood here, to aboliſh the law only in 
ſome reſpe&,and tolet it ſtand ftill in ſome other reſpe&,our 
aduerſaries them ſelues doe and muſt hold : for they ay, 
that the law is aboliſhedin deed toa beleeuer , bur it ſtands 
ſtill rtoan ynbeleeuer and one vnregenerated : for the law 
ſerues ſtill tobe a ſcholemaſter, to bring men ro Chriſt,Gal. 
3-24. yea , they haue no other enafion from all our Scriptu- 
res ; whereby we proue thelaw to be ſtill in force , ſaue this, 
to anſwer that thoſe Textes were ſpoken to a mixed congre- 
oation of belecuers and ynbeleeuers, and fo the Textes are 
ſay they to be ynderſtood of the vnbeleeuers: tis plain there- 
fore, that they vrge not this Text for the vtter aboliſhin 
of the law;wherefore,ſfince them ſelues doe diſtinguiſh of the 
law , in what ſenſe it ſtands ſtill, and in what ſenle it is abo- 
liſhed, they muſtgiue vs leaue to diſtinguiſh alſo, (N 

.I anſwer then ynto this text, the law is to be conſidered, 
either as it (through our weakneſſe) tenderh ynto condemna. | 
109,07 as it ſheweth ys light for obſerwation : now the Apoſtle

deſerue no an{wer : to conclud then,fincel haue firmely pro- 
ued it,that the law is ſtill in force,and that to all ren,belee- 
uers aud yabelecuers for obleruation; and ſince they can nei- 
ther anſwer our Textes, nor yet proue the coptrary,it remai- 
neth , that the Morall law is ſtill in force; which veing lo, 
Gods ancient Sabbath commanded in this law is ſtill in force 
alſo: for both Anabaptiftes and Antinomians haue confeſſed 
this ynto me , that if it can be proued , that the Morall law is 
ſtillin force , then it muſt and doeth yndeniably follow , that 
the Satwrday Sabbath is ftill in force, as well as any other 
thing commanded in the law.

N the former Chapter , to the end that vye- might via 
dicate the Lords Sabbaths, vve baue defended the Morall 
Lavy,againſt my and Antinomians: and nov inthis, 
and the folloyving Chapters of this Booke, for the ſame end, 
namely to vindicate the Lords Sabbaths, vye vvil defend the 
Integrity and perfeQion of the Morall Lavy, againſt Prote- 
ſtants and Papiſtes : for Anabaptiſts and Antinomians deny 
the wholelavy , Proteſtants and Papiſtes deny the vyholneſle 
of the lavv : they, vvill yeeld no obedience at all to the Lavy; 
theſe,vyil yeeld obedience but by balues: and of this number 
arethoſe ten Miniſters , my profeſſed enemies in this point, 
who in ſpeciall ſorte, I doe oppole, by name Mr. Grenewod, 
Mr, Benton, M*, Hutchinſon, Me*, Furnace, M*, Gallard, Mr, 
Ta'es, M r, Chappell, Ar, Stmnee, 11 Tobuſon, and M*, Ward, 
dyyelling in and abqute Noryvich, 
As for Papiſtes, tell them of their Gone of Idolatry in 
vvorſhiping of Images, &c. againſt theſecond Commande- 
ment of this Law, and among other anſwers this yvil be one, 
that the ſecond Command. is Ceremoniall, and pertaineth to 
the lewes only : tell them againe of their finne of Sabbath. 
breaking, thar they profane Gods ancient Sabbath, againſt 
the fourth Comm. of this Lavyy , and this ſhall be their an(- 
ver, that the fourth Comm, is partly Ceremoniall, and that 
the 014 Sabbathday is Iewiſh, and pertaineth ro the leyyes 
only : As for Proteſtantes , vve tread in their ſteppes vp andi 
doyvne, ſaue that vve arenot fo impudently audacious as 
they : for vye acknovyledge the ſecond Comm. for Morall; 
bur come vnto the fourth Comm. and bere vve jumpe vvith. 
them, ſaying the fourth Comm. is partly Morall partly. Cere- 
moniall, and the 014 Sabbath enioyned inthe fourth:Com, is 
leyviſh,&c, In ip pc therefore of Gods Sabbathes; v yhich\ 
both they and vve deny, yyee yeeld obedience to Gods Layy / 
but by halues : and ſaying the fourth Comm, ispartly Cere. 
moniall,thereby vve are partiallin Gods Layy:againſt thcre» 
fore this partiall dealing vyith God , in his Layves and or«: 
dinances,{hall the following partes of this booke be ſpent, 
SECT. 
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S-ECT.,' 1, 

The thing vyhich 'Almightie God intendeth generally in 
this Corn. is hoyy all the time and dayes of our lives, ſhould 
be ſpent and imployed in his ſeruice : the vyhich, is backed 
yvithan effetuall reaſon(for my purpoleis firſt to handle the 
commandement generally , as in this ſecond SeCtion: and 
then more particularly , as inthe thirth Se&ior, 8c.) As for 
the time, we haue a diſtribution of ic in the comm, and that 
into the Sixe dayes, and into the {euenth day : touching 
both of theſe, God hath ordered it , in this comm, hoyy he 
yyould be ſerued ; to vvit, on the ſeuenth day , by SanAify- 
ing and Hallovving of it, inthe partes of his yyorſhip and 
{eruice, and a ceſſation from all {eruile yyorkes ; on the fixt 
dayes, by following ſome layyfull calling orother, vvich may 
redovvnd to the glorie of God; according to that, x Cor.10, 
3 1. Whither thereforz,ye eate,or drinke,or whatſoeney yee doe,doe 
all ts the glory of God, As for the realon,it is a lively & mouing 
one, it being fetched from God him lelte,and from his owne 

cnſample. 

In this reaſon, conteined in Exod. 20. 11. vve tiaue alſoa 
diſtribution of time, into the fixe dayes, and into the ſeuenth 
day ; vvherein it pleaſeth God, to declare vnto vs , hovy he 
you and imployed his time, to yyit, the firſt yvecke , or 
euenth dayes,that euer the yyorld ſavy or heard of : the fixe 
dayes,that is thoſe ſixe dayes, vvhich for order of number,8 
order of nature, vvent immediatly before the firſt ſeuenth 
day,or firſt Satarday that euer yyas; theſe God ſpent in yyor- 
king and.in making the heauens and the earth, and all the 
hoſte of them, play ow hath reucaled vnto ys, vnto this 
end for one,that yve ſhould in imitation of him, make choyſe 
of thole ſame fixe dayes vyherin God vvrought, that in them 
and none other, yye ſhould yyorke as God vyrought and in 
them, vve ſhoald fnith all our yyorkes, as God in them fi- 
niſhed all bis yyorkes. The ſeuenth day, thar is, the ſeuenth 
day from the Creation , or the firſt! Saturday that euer vvas, 
this day God ſpent in an holy ceſlation and reſting , from the 
vyorkes of creation; and therefore thistime ,:this day, aboue 
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and before all other times & dayes,God blefled & ſantified* 
and this hath reuealed ynto vs ,'to this end and purpoſe, that 
we {hold in an holy imitation of God,ceaſe from the workes 
of the fixe dayes before, and reſt from all ſeruil labour ; and 
that we ſhold make choile of this very day, to Sanctifie it and 
to hallow ir like as God blefled it, and hallovyed it, 

Noyy that we are not left toour liberty , in this imploy- 
ment of the time and dayes of our liefeappeareth here by, 
firſt becauſe God hath commanded it 2 and ſecondly , God 
hath backed his commandement, by a ſtrong & forcible rea- 
ſou , dravyne from his owne enſample ; that we ſhold ſo im- 
ploy the dayes of the weeke,as God him ſelfe at the Creation 
imployed them ; and this is noted by thar rationall particle 
(tor) Exod, 20.1x. And this is that which God aimeth at in 
this com. generally namely , that we ſhold ſpend and np 
euery day , and all the dayes of the weeke , after the enſam- 
ple of God ; or as God himſelfe ſpent them, 

Thetthing which Almightie God intendeth in this com, 
ſpecially and principally, is the hallowing of that ſacred time 
and day, called the Sabbath day,and the Senenth day, as in the 
third Comm. God inioyned the hallowing of his Sacred 
I ame, {0 in this fourth com. God inioyned the ballowing of 
his Sacred day , towit, the ſexenth day , the which him lelfe 
had made holy , aboue all dayes , by bis bleſſing of it , and 
SanQifying of it , az we reade, Genel. 2,3, like as the king 
might lay to his ſubietes, Remember my Coronation day,to 
keepe it an holy day; or Remember the Gunpowder Treaſon 
day, to Keepe it an holy day; fo faith the king of kings , Re- 
member the Sabbath day , to keepe it holy , Exod, 20. 8. 

Secondly , the SanRtification of this day , it is inioyned, 
both affirmatiuely , and negatively; affirmariuely , in theſe 
words, Remember the Sabbath day, to Santtifie ut: Negatiuely, 
in theſe words, /n#:,thox ſholt not doe any works : the affirma- 
tive parte of the precept, requireth (nQtiry , and the par- 


formance of holy duties ; the Negatine parte of the precepr, 
requiretha reſting from laboures in our ordenary callings, 


which binder and thruſt out thoſe oly duties. 
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Thirdly , the Lord God inioyneth vs in this comm, tvyo 
things;the one is the duety of the day;the other is the dueries 


of reſt from labours, and the perfermance of ſondry the parts 


of Gods worſhip and ſernice, in the day, 
I call it the duety of the day , becauſe we are no lefle 


bound in duety ro God , to that day , then to the dueties of 
reſt and bolinefle in the day ; or, we are noleffe bound , to 
performe the dueties of reſt and holineffe on that day , then 


we aretyed to performe the duetjes of reſt and holinefſe 


them ſclues, 1 cleere the point by thele examples, as in a bond 
'0u baue two efſentiall parts;the one, is the ſome of mony to 


; be paied;the other is the day and time when it is to be pated; 


and a man is equally and alike bound to both of theſe;thar is, 
as well to the day , as tothe ſome of mony ; as appeareth by 
this, that al though a man brivg the full ſome of mony, yet if 
he omit the day , and come the day after , his bond is forfei- 
ted. Andas incircumciſion, there was two things inioyned, 
the one was the cutting off of the forcskine,the other was the 
time and day when it was to bedone , namely ypon the 8th, 
day, Geneſ,17.12. and as in that other Sacrament of the paſ- 
ſouer , there was tyyo things commanded , the one vyas the 
ſlaying and eating of the paſſouer lamb, the other was the 
time andday when to bedone , namely ypon the 14th. day of 
the moneth, Exod. 12.6.8. in both which Sacraments of cir. 
cumcifion and pallouer, the day & time was nolefle a duety, 
then were the ations tobe performed in thoſe times and 
dayes : for it was death to omit thes dayes., Genel, 17.14. 
Numb,9.13. Iuftlo, inthis fourth com, God intoyneth 
vs cxprelly two things , as eflential parts of this comm, the 
one, is the duety of the day , in theſe words Remember the 
Sabbath day, Exod,;20. $, and,the ſenenth day , is the Sab- 
bath, verl, 10, the other is the dueties in the day, in theſe 
words, To keepe itholy,verf.$. and, in it thou ſhalr not doe 
any vvorke, verl, 10. and here the time and day as you ſee,is 
no lcfſe commanded, and that both afhrmatively and nega- 
tinely,then are the dueties in the day. 


The thing vyhich Almightie God intendeth in this cory, 
le{le 
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leſle principally, is the duety of labouring ſixe dayes,ſeruing 
God in ſome honeſt calling;tor which God hath giuen a cam- 
mandement alſo ſaying, Sixe dayes ſhalt thou labour, and doe all 
thy worke. Now this commandement ( as I conceine it) is 
{ubordinate to the former 5} made for the Sandtification of | 
the Sabbath day ; and made to backe it and to ſupport it : for 
becauſe God wold haue his people , to SanRtify his Sabbath 
day, and to reſt therin from labours, that ſoa yacancy may'be 
tor holy dueties,therefore hath God added an other precepr, 
commanding vs, to doe all the workes we haue to doe , with 
in the compaſle of the {ixe dayes, that ſo no worke may be 
left rodoe in the ſeuenth day Sabbath : So then , thele tyyo 
Commandements,to wir, to Sanctify the {euenth day, and to 
labour in the Sixe dayes , may well goe in accompt bit for 
one, and be both called the fourth Comm, becauſe they tend 
both to one thing, that is,to the ſanRification of the ſeuenth 
day Sabbath, alike caſe you haue in the 10th, command. 
in which are many commandements , but becauſe they agree 
all in this one, of coueting, therefore are they all 2x, but 
for one, 

Thus much be ſpoken, touching the generall ſuruey , of 
the ſeuerales and particulares, conteined in the fourth com. 
In which paſſages , for matter of vie , we may note firſt : 
what manner ohne of time God maketh , when he 
ſpeaketh of his Morall Sabbathes: this may eafily be gathered 
out of this fourth com, for heere God diuideth all the dayes 
of the world into ſeauenes;or weeks; as thus, Sixe dayes thou 
ſhalt labout, &c ; but the ſeventh day, is the Sabbath : and 
againe , In Sixe dayes, the Lord made heauen and earth, &c, 
and reſted the ſewenth day , &c: And this account hath bene 
Keprin the Church , all along from age to age , both inthe 
times of the Old Teſtament,and of the New Teſtament; ſee 
Genel. 1.31, with Geneſ,2.2, {ce Exod. 16.,22,23,26,Exod. 
20.9.10, Mark.16.1.,2, AQt,20.7, Luk, 13.14, Yet further, 
becaule we are tobe imitatores of God , in this poin& ; it is 
needfull that vye diligently Marke which are thoſe dayes, 


the which in Gods account , doe make vp a weeke ; or which 
Ws || of all 
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of all the dayes in the yeere, are thofe dayes, which belong 
ynto this or that Number of Gods feauen : the which if ir be 
not well obſerued, vve may make a contuſion of the account 
of Gods weeks and leauens; and vvhereas he laith , tix dayes 
thou thal: lakour ; if this be not ob{crued,, vve may lo rckon 
our {ix dayes,as vve may count the day peculiarly appointed 
for the Sabbath day , fur one of our fixe dayes , and ſo make 
it a vyorking day, Quit againſt the mind of God , and manie 
drifte and {cope of his fourth comm, yea, it we baue no cer - 
taine rule, where to begine our accomprt , then may we skipp 
oueras many dayes as yve pleaſe, before yve begine to rekon 
our fixe dayes, and fo God ſhall haue a Sabbath or leuenth 
day,burt once a moneth,or once a quarter,or once a yeere;tt is 
very ncedfull therefore that we learne this point of God, to 
knovy vvhich day be counted for the firſt day of the weeke, 


and yvyhich for the {euenth day of the yvecke, that ſo vve 


may knovy,which are thole dzyes vyherein yve muſt labour; 
and which for certaine is that day,in which mult reſt from la- 
bour:leaſt the ignorant doe miſtak one for an other;and leaft 

the Cuning Sophiſters of our times,doe bequile the t1mple. 
In this point we may be inftructed, from the reaſon in the 
fourth comm, Exod. 20,11, For in {ix dayes the Lord made 
heauen and earth &c, and reſted the ſetenth day;it now you 
will know which dayes in the moneth or yeecre thole were, 
which here God called the fix dayes, and the {cuenth day; 
looke but into the hiſtory of the Creation of heauen and 
earth , whereot God {peaketh in this reaſon, and there you 
ſhall be ſatisfied, ſee Gen.r, That day, God counted tor the. 
firſt day of the weeke, or of the ſcauen , wherein he created 
the light. v. 4. F. and which was the ficft day that Cuer was; 
this day 1s our Sunday,or Lords day,and called conſtantly by 
all the Euanpeliſts,and to by all Churches to this day,the firſt 
day of the weeke , jt being the firſt day of the worlds ctea- 
tion, ſee Matt,28.1, Mark,16.2.Luk.24. r., loh.20.1,. AQ. 
20. 7, That day Gud counted tur the {econd day of the 
wecke, or Of the leaen, whoarom he madethe grmament, v, 
y.8, and this was te leeyng! Gay tat Cuer was, this day is 
| Our 
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our Monday : That day , God called the third day of the 
weeke, or of the {cauen dayes, wherein he made the Earth to 
appeare, and the Seas, v, 10.13. and this vvasthe third day 
from the Creation : and this day IS our Tewlday 2 That day 
God called the fourth day of the weeke, wherein he made the 
Sunne, Moone and Starres,v.16.19.and this yyas the fourth 
day from the creation,and this day is our Wedneſday. Thar 
day wherein God made the faſhe in the Sea , and the foulein 
the ayre, he called the fifth day,v.21.23.and that day,is our 
Thuriday. That day God called the f1xt day of the weeke, 
vyherein hemade man, v.26.31. and this was the {1xth day 
' from the creation, and this day is our Friday, And that day 
God called and counted the ſeuenth day of the vyecke, 
wherein he reſted from the yyorks of.Creation,and which he 
bleſſed & ſanRtified, Gen,2,1,2.3-8 this day is our laturday, 
Forſomuh then as vve haue found out, vvhich are thoſe 
dayes, which in the fourth comm. God called the fix dayes, 
and which day he called theſeuenth day,it reacheth all mini- 
ſtres, in expounding this fourth com.to ſpeake as God ſpake; 
and to call & count vnto the people, the dayes of the weeke, 
by thoſe numerall names, vyhich God hath put ypon them: 
and therefore they muſt call our Sunday or Lords day , the 
firſt day , and our Saturday , the Senenth day. And allo, as 
touching praAiſe,that they exhorte and perſwade the people 
to be imitatours of God,labouring on the firſt {1x dayes of the 
worlds creation , and reſting for the Sabbath Cay , on the ſe. 
uenth day from the creation, y vhich is Saturday; becauſe God 
himſclfe did ſo, for in fix dayes the Lord made heanten and earth, 
and refted the ſexenth day, vvhich is our Saturday, Exo,20,r1, 
It is as you ſee, the very reaſon and prefident , vyhich God 
himſelte hath ſet before our eyes ; and if vve like to doe as 
God did, and to treade in his ſteppes, then muſt vye ſpeake 
as God ſpake, in our account , and doeas God did, inour 
praCtiſe ; This is that which MMnſculus bath, in his expoſition 
vpon the fourth comm.fol.66, The imwation of the example of 
God (laith hee) ſtandeth in this , that in the ſame fix dayes , in 


which God wrowght all his workgs , we worke 0415 ; and in the ſe=

wenth day , when hee reſted from hw , we doe reſt alſo from ony 
works, according to his example. It is to be noted, that hee faith, 


- that our imitation of God ftandeth in this,that we vyorke on 


the ſame ſix dayes, in which God vvyrought:and that we Reft, 
on the ſame leuenth day,in vybich God himlelte reſted, This 
is the true expolition of this fourth comm. 

Here then is diſcouered the errour of many , yyho thus 
pleade for thernſelues ; Doe not vve according to the Com- 
mandement, vyorke fix dayes,& reft the ſeuenth day?chis is a 
rrueth they fay indeed, bur it is not Gods trueth, they labour 
ſix dayes indeed, but they labour not on thoſe ſame fix dayes, 
which God ſpake of , and which God ſet them a ſample of in 
his oyyne perſon : nay they profanely labour vpon that day 
for one , yyhich God let them a parterne to reſt on, and that 
is ypon the Saturday, Tis true as ihey lay allo, they reſt the 
{euenth day , but not on that ſeyenth day, vyhich God coun- 
red for the ſeuenth day; but on that ſeuenth day, vyhich God 
cuer counted for the firſt day |of the weeke, vyhich is our 
Sunday.Novy no maruaile God ſet himſelfe out for our pat- 
eerne, that vve (hold imitate him ; ſee hovy nere vve folloyy 
him; on our Saturday God refted from yyorke,and ſanRifed 
it, and yye in imitation of him, yvorke on that day, and pro- 
fane it : againe , on our Sunday, God yyrought, as vpon the 
firſt of his ſix working dayes ; and vve in imitation of God, 
doe ceaſe from yvorke, and ſanity it : thus vyvhen God reft, 
yye yyorke; and yyhen hee yyorketh, then vye reſt: is this to 
imitate God? or can vve oppole,and thyyart him more ? and 
yet theſe men yyold thinke yye doe them yyrong , tofay they 
doe not imitate God, but rather mocke God ; pretending in- 


_ deed,ro imitate him,according to his fourth-comm, vyhen in 


yery trueth, yye cold not deuife on the ſuddaine , hoyy to 
thvyart and crofſe Gods example more then yye doe, 

Now vyhence comes this erronious praiſe amog the peo- 
ple,but from the erron ious dodrine of fome Miniſters, vyho 
beſides other errours , touching the Sabbath , doe falſly ex- 
pound the fourth command, to Je people,by nicknaming of 


dayes , as ifthe fix dayes mentioned in the Comm, might be 
vnaderftood 
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ynderſtood of other fix dayes , then God ever 
yyrought in ; or then the Church for thouſands 0 vn- 
derſtood the fourth comm.to ſpeake of; and as ifthe feuenth 
day, might be attributed to ſome other day,then theſenenth 
day from the creation , yvherein God refted : and for this 
purpoſe they haue inuented a diſtipQion of afeuenth day, 
and the ſeuemh day , making the ignorant people beleeue, 
that the fourth com.ſpeaketh not of rhe ſeuenth day,bur of « 
ſeuenth day,thar is of any day of the ſeuen : whereby God 
is plainly defeated of his purpoſe : which vyas to haue that 
one ſeuenth day ,ſanRified , vvhich be had therefore bleſſed 
and ſanRified ; and which himſelfe refted on,and left vs for a 
patterne; and hereby an other day is foiſted in,and intruded 
into its roome, This idlediſtio@ion,gines vs tolearne novy, 


that there is « firſt day of the vyeeke , and the firſt day of the 


yveeke: that there is 4 Lords day , and the Lords day : and 


that there might baue beene in the Church of the Iewes;had 
they beene (o skillfull as vve are become, 4 cigth day, for 
circumciſion, and cheeigth day : and a fourteenth day of the 
moneth for the paſſouer , and the fourteenth day : and theſe 
vnderftood,not of one and the ſame day, but of diners dayes: 


and yyhy not all thele as yyell as 4 {cucnth day & rhe ſeuenth 


day ? and ifthey pleaſe roo , vve may haue « Chriſt;, and the 


Chriſt: a Mathevv,and the M athevv: a TIohn;and the Iohn : & | 


Paul , and the Paul : and{{ometinies: heſcſ{hall be expounded 


in one cf theſe ſenſes,and aftervyard, at an other time, in the 
other of theſe ſenſes, DiftinQions they be , more fit for chil- 
dren, then for men of yeeres ; for Teluites, then Proteſtants 


for luglers,then honeſt meaning men,

A ſecond thing out ofour generall ſurney of the partes of 


this com, is that vye have proued, that the time and day, 
ſpecified in the fourth com. is no leiſe commanded by God, 
then the dueties ofreft and bolineffe : which being ſo, here 
cometh to be reproned an other errour of our Minifters: they 
vie to Anſwer itthus, yvhen the duery of the very day and 
time is yrged ypon them: oh ſayth'y , thecime, thats butan 
adiunQ,but an accident, but a circuniſtance; and tis not the 

circum= 
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circumſtance ſo much yyhich God lookes at, bur it is the ſub- 
ſtance which God regardeth : novv lee, hoyy theſe men have 
learned an arte to extenuate Gods commandements , by cal- 
ling them lightly and regardleſly,but an accident, butacir- 
cumfſtance : who could thinke that Miniſters , yea Puritane 
Miniſters , vvho (hold back Gods commandements , and re- 
ucrence the things commanded , ſhold bzt at them; and as it 
were puſh at them vvith a bat, ſaying tis bt a circum- 
ſtzace, &c? is not this a contempt offered tothe Holy one 
of Iſrael , thus to fleight him in his ordinance? durſt euer the 
Church of the Ievves, thus bzt at the eigth day, appointed of 
God for circumciſion , ſaying the tri day is 6#t time ,\bwt 
a Circumftance , what it we negle& it, and circumciſe onthe 
nineth day, the day after ? it is the Sabſtance , of cutting off 
the toreskine,which God lookes at: & might they then Fave 
thus fleighted the time ordeined'of God for the patſouer , to 
be eaten on the' 14th. day of the moneth , by ſaying the 
preciſe time , was b«r a circumſtance , and ſo be we eate the 

aiſoucr, it matters not , if we eate it on the 15th. or 
16th. day of the moneth > were any of vs , bound in 
a bond, to paie ynto his Maieſtie, a certaine ſome of mony, 
vpon the ſeuenth day of May, durſt we aduenture it, to 
ſleyghr the preciſe day of payment , vpon this idle pretenſe, 
that the day and time in the bond , it is b#t an adiundt , bmt a 
circumſtance: all will be well enough therefore if I tender 
the ſome of mony ypon the eigthday or ninth day of May? 
v vere this but a common bond betwixt ſubie& and ſubiect: 
{ure Iam no Lawyer, noludge, no nor any common man. 
but yyold lay this were a plaine forfeiture of the bond ; and 
that the debitor his calling the time bur a circumſtance, vyas 
but a pore ſhifce ; this vyere a filly plea before the. ludg of 
Atfhles, to lay the time my Lord, it was but a circum- 
ſtance,&c, well hoyy eucr men dare not dally thus before an 
<arthly Iudge and with an earthly king , yet men dare palter 
thus with the king of kings : were a man ſummoned to ap- 
peare at a day apponinted, but inan inferiout courte , who 


darſt fleight that day ? They are only Gods dayes,and Gods 
| rimcs 
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\ times then, that may beſleighted : this bewraies that God is nor 
ceuerenced as is a mortall king or Iudg , men dare nor fleight 
the preciſe day of appearance in the Courtes of men ; but men 
dare ſleight the preciſe day of appearance before the Lord 
chiefe Iuſtice of heauen 8 earth;in che Courtes of his fanQtuary:: 
nor are men ſo atraid to make a forteiture of the bond of Gods 
fourth comm. by negle& of the day , as they are afraid ro for- 
feite abond of 10. or 20, to a man by negle& of rhe day, Thus 
much for the timeand day, in generall, we ſhall hereafter come 
tothe particularity of the time , to ſhew how more ſpecially' 
what day it is which God requireth, | 


| SECT. IT, 

Hauing laied forth the ſeuerall partes of this Com. in the fo- 
regoing Section, & deteted ſome of the errours of our timegn 
abuſing the ſenſe & meaning of the Spirit of God , in this Com. 
it now remaineth,thatI come tothe Expoſition of rhe ſame: and 
whereas the com. is laid downe partly affirmatively, and partly 
nepatiuely , we will in the former place, ſpeake of the aftirma« 
tive parte , the which is conteined in thele words , Remember 
rhe Sabbath day , to ſanttify it : Sixe dayes ſhalt thou labour , and 
doe all thy worke, In this affirmatiue parte , firſt we will ſpeake 
of the word day : ſecondly of theſe words, Sabbath day: thirdly, 
of the Cgmmandement, in this word Remember, &c, 

For the word Day,to gine an Expoſition of it according to the 
minde of the holy ghoſt, we muſt ſerch how the holy Ghoſt yſerh 
this vyord in Scripturezfor this purpoſe ſee Genel, 1.5. And God 
called the light, day , bat no where hath he called the darkneſle 
day; wheretfore the light only is the day, in Gods accounte: ſee 
allo x Cor, 3.13. cuery mans worke {hal be made manifeſt , for 
the diy ſhall declare it. Where, by the word Day, the holy Ghoſt 
meaneth the light: ſee x Thel. 5.8. But let vs who are of the day 
be ſober, Where by day , is meant light, as appeareth by the Op= 
poſition of, the wo: night, inthe former verſe: ſe Joh. 11.9.are 
there not 12, howres in the day, if any man walke in the day,he ſtum- 
bleth not, becauſe he ſeeth the light: the day therefore is the time of 


light,by Scriptures accompt: wherefore by the word dayzin the 
E fourth 
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fourth Com. I vaderftand the time of light , and of light only, 
A ſecond querie may be to know , how long this day is , and 

when it beginneth,and when it endeth, For the beginning of 

;t , we are topiue it the Jarpeſt extent, as to begin ear:y in the 

morning Ly Ny breake, or day peepe, euen whilſt if1s but a 


| lircle light, and much darknefle, fee Joh, 20,1, and Mark, 1,35. 


this laſt text is to. be reade as Chemmrin well oblerues thus ; In 
the morning, whilſt ir was very much night,&c, &z avs; cirvyer 
ale» , and fo BeJa readeth it allo. Now as the day-beginneth, 
with the leaſt light appearing in the skie, ſo we are to thinke, it 
Jaſterh ſo long,as there is any ſunne light in the skie,or yntill the 
day be quite off che skie; thus much be ſpoken of the word day 
ſhewing 1.what is meant by it, to wit,the time of light. 2. How 
long this day is,to wit, from the firſt approch of the lunne light, 
vato the laſt departure of its light, 
T he eonfideration of theſe rwoo Points dilcouecrcth vnto vs 
a threetold errour of our times ; the one is of ſuch as bould that 
the Sabbath day , beginneth at midnight,and laſteth ro the next 
midnight: the other , is of thoſe who hould the Sabbath day be- 
ginneth in the morning, &laſteth tg the next morning:1the other, 
of ſuch as bould it beginnetb on the Euening of Saturday night: 
al which opinions in they bould as well a night,as a day, to be a 
parte of the ſabbath day : bur thele are all erroniouſe, becauſe 
3 for the word day,in the com. ſignifieth the time f 
ight,& this is the frequent vie of the word in {criptures;& that 
the word day , muſt lignify darkneſle; as wel as light, Ithinke, 
cannot be ſ{howne in the Scriptures, Wherefore, as to giue God 
leiſe then the wholl tyme of light, isto giue God nor a day, bur 
a peece of aday ,ſoto give God more then the wholl time of 
light , it to give God more then a wholl day , and ſo more then 
God hath commanded. | 
But againſt this it may be faid, that there it a day naturall, 
& aday artificiall,the one co!1ſting of 24 howres,the other of 12 
howres, now we muſt giue God the largeſt day, of 24. hovvres: 
Bur for this pointe, how euer this diſtinction may haue its vſe.in 
ciuill aftaires, yet is it not founded in Scripture :.the Scriptures 
andeed-mention a day of 12. bawres, Ioh,11,p, but of a day of 
44. oyyres 
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24. hovvres, I no where reade : it is not fafe therefore, to 
expound the word day, inthe fourth Comm, ofa day of 24: 
hoyvres. 

Further it may be ſaid , that by the word day , we muſt yn- 
derſtand , the night and darkneſle allo, cuen the wholl time of 
24. howres : for lo it is taken, Genel, 1.5, And the evening and 
morning were the firſt day : where the euening is put for the 
darknetle; and the morning is put for the light,and both thele 
are called the tirſt day. Whererol anſwer, that this expoſition 
is growndleſſe , to ſay that the Euening is put for the night or 
darkneſle; tor it cannot be (hovyne in Scripture, that any where 
che word Euening, is put for the night or darkneſſe; Herevnto 
allenceth Afr, Perkins in his cales of conſcience, at the end of the 
ſecond booke, Secondly I an{wer,to giue ſuch an expoſition of 
the Text, Geneſ,1,5.as maketha confuſion of things, is not 
ſafe, for to vnderſtand by the Eucning the darkneſſe, and fo 
makipg the vvord day , to ſignify or comprize both lightand 
darkneflc is to make a vvofull confuſion ; for fo one and the 
ſame yyord ſhall ſignitie things quite contrary ; as yyel might 
one fuppole hell to be {ignified ynder the yyord heauen,as night 
vnder the yvord day : God hath diſtioguiſhed the light from 
the darknefle as in nature , ſo by ſondry proper names , calling 
the light day, and the darknefle he called night, Genel, 1,5. let 
not vs then confound them: a better expoſition of the yyord 
Euening,is therefore to be ſought - for this end it is to be noted, 
that the vyord Eucning in Seripture,is yſed for the ens, 
and fo yatill day light befully ended, according toour Engeliſh 
{peech, ſaying, good Euen to you Sir , when tis paſt noone; and 
calling them Euening prayers vied in the Church abont 2. or 3. 
aclocke in the after-noone ; and fo theire Euening Sacrifice in 
the Temple, in the after-noone; and in this ſenſe (ce thes Scrip- 
tures, Genel. 24.11, Mark, 15.42, Exod.29.38.39, Deut.23. 
x1, loſh. $8.29. Ezra. 9.4.5. lerem. 6.4. Deur. 16.6. Where. 
tore, according tothe conſtant yleof the vyord Evening , both 
amongſt vsto this day , and allo in the Scriptures, I wold in- 
terpret the word of the after-noone; and ſo yyhereas ir is 
laid, the Eucnipg and the morning made the firſt day , that is, 
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the after-noone and the forenoone made the firſt day ; vnder. 
ſtanding by morning the fore noone , as by cuening the after.” 
noone, 

I knovy nothing againſt this interpretation, vnleſſe it be,thac 
{ome may obie&t BY ,this is ro make God put doyvne things 
A for it had bene better to haue ſaid, lo the forenoone

noone and the forenoone made the hiſt day, Wheretol anſwer, 
1. The darkeneſle was for order before the light, and yer God 
Wt the light before the darkneſle, in this very fifth yerſe , and 
God called the light day,and the darkneſſe,he called night: and why 
might be not alſo put the afternoone before the forenovone? 
2, \W hy might not God ſet the afternoone,which is the latter, be- 
fore x 4 farenoone , which is the former, as well as Chriſt our 
Saviour ſetteth forth the Lord of the vineyard , coffimanding 
his ſteward , to call the labourers , and giue them their hier, bz- 
ginning from the laſt vnto the firſt, Matt. 20.8? and thus much 
rouching the two formoſt erroures, holding the Sabbath day to 
beginne at midnight, and inthe morning, 1oas they will hage a 
night, added to rhe day, or light, 

| Now, touching the third errour of thoſe who would haue the 
Sabhath day, to begin on the Euening before the day, and fo to 
conteine all that night that goeth before the day; & theſe ſeeme 
to have many Scriptures to backe them , as firſt Leuir, 23, 32 
from Enen to Een, ſhall ye celebrate your Saboath, Flerevnto I 
anſwer , this is a peculiar law , for one of the annuall ceremo- 
niall Sabbaths;and it therefore concerneth not the weekly morall 
Sabbath inthe fourth comm. now we muſt not draw the law of 
this ceremoniall Sabbath, vpon the morall Sabbath : for then x. 
muſt the morall Sabbath be annuall only, 2.1t muſt be ypon the 
reenth day of the moneth , without regard had to the day of the 
yvceke;tor lo it was with this ceremonial] Sabbath, 3It muſt laſt

vvas vvith that ceremoniall Sabbath, it vvas to hold ypon the

Aa other text they produce out of Nebem,1 3.19, And it came

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to paſſe , that when the gates of feruſalem began robe darke before 
the Sabbath , I commanaed that the gates ſhould be ſhut , and char= 
ged that they ſhonld not be opened , till after the Sabbath 8&c, Here 
lay they Nehemiah tooke order for the Sabbath to begin, yyhen 
the gates of Ieruſalem began ro be darke,and this is on the eue- 
ning. W hereto I anſwer,it fulloyveth not that becauſe the gates 
vvere commanded to be ſhut, yvhen it began to be darke, that 
this vyas done , leaft that euening ſhould be profaned by buying 
and ſelling ; for it may be very likely, that {uch as came into the 
citty with their packesof wares, and pedds of fiſh , (as v.16.) fo 
late in the euening, vyhen it vyas almoſt darke, yyould not open 
their packes that night, nor goe into the fiſh ſales in the marker 
place, at that time of the day, but rather Nehemiah foreſeceing, 
rhat if he permitted them to come into the citty laden, folate 
in the euening , that they minded to be at their marketing early 
the next morning; vyherefore to preuent that,he ſhut them our 
of rhe citty ouer night , but not becauſe the Sabbath began oner 
pight , in the evening. 2, I anſyyer , i the Sabbath day 
began in the evening, at yvhat time Nebemnabcauſed the gates 
tobe ſhut in, then (hel abſurdeties vvill follovy , 1, taat chey 
began the Sabbath , before it vvas Sabbath; and they kept the 
Sabbath , till after it vvas Sabbath ; for fo ſaith the text, that the 
gates vyere ſhut in before the Sabbath , and that they vvere not 
opened apaine, till after the Sabbarh, 2, If the ſhutting in of the 
gates,doe declare ypto ys the beginning of the Sabbath,fo muſt 
it declare vnto vs by like reaſon, the end of the Sabbath : & then 
this abſurdety follovverh, that vve muſt keepe one day , and 
tyvo nights, for our Sabbath; for ſo long yyere their gates ſhur 
in : for1f they (ſhutthe gates in, on fryday tovvards night, they 
opened them not againe,on Saturday,the Sabbath day,tovvards 
night, nor in all likely hoode , vntill our Sunday morning ; {0 
their gates remained ſhut one day and tyvo nights. | 
A third text they produce,is Mark.1 5.42. nd now when the 
euen was come, becauſe ut was the preparation, that 1s,the day before” 
the Sabbath : Hence they colle&rhatthe Sabbath began in the 
eueninp, and thatthen vvas the preparation of the Sabbath: for 


anſyyer hereto, vye muſt knoyy , that on Saturday the Sabbath 
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day, vyherein Chrift lay in the graue, there yyas tyvo Sabbaths 
mett together ypon that one day , to yvir, the morall Saturday 
and yveckly Sabbath day , and allo an annuall ceremoniall Sab- 
bath day, as BeJa, Piſcaror and others affirme ; this ceremoniall 
Sabbath day , it yvas the 1 5th day of the moneth, the day after 
the Paſſouer,, and by the layy it yvas a Sabbath day : for on it, 
they had an holy conuocation and aſſembly , vvherein they did 
noleruill yvorke, Leair,23.6.7.Novy the leyves keeping their 
Paſleouer on good fryday , it yyas the 14th day of the monerh 
and conſequently Saturday , yyherein Chriſt lay in the graue, 
muſt be the r 5th day of the moneth, and ſoit vvas this annuall 
ceremoniall Sabbath day : Noyy then here being tyyo Sabbaths 
on this one day, to yvit, the morall Sabbath, and a ceremoniall 
Sabbath , hence it is , that the text may be ynderſtood of the ce- 
remoniall Sabbath,not of the morall Sabbath ; and ſo the prepa- 
ration ſpoken of on the euening before , may concerne the cere= 
moniall Sabbath , which vvas called the firſt day of ynleaucened 
bread: and indeed yve reade of a preparation, that was euer vp- 
on the day before this ceremoniall Sabbath, and it was the ma- 
king ready of a lamb , it muſt be ſlaine, and dreſſed, and roſted, 
before ir could be eaten, and a conuenient place muſt be prout- 
ded for ittobe eaten in, Exod. 12. 46.8, Luk. 22.8.9.1r. yea, 
that this preparation,bad reſpe& of the two Sabbaths, only ynto 
the ceremoniall Sabbath, is plaine,in that it is called the prepara- 
tion of the Paſieoner, Loan. 19,14, rather thenthe preparation of 
the Sabbath : fo this text it concerneth neither the morall Sab- 
bath,nor any morall preparation. | 

By the way,thecleerivg of this text Mark, 15.44. wherein is 
mention of a preparation before the Sabbath: may be viefull vnto 
vs,to diſcouer their errour, who yrge a preparatioh on the Eue- 
uing before the Sabbath, from this or the like rextes ; as if the 
Church yyere bound on the euening before the Sabbath day, to 
make a preparation, as they call it, and to refraine all ſeruil] la- 
bours, and begin then the ſanctification of the Sabbath in holy 
exerciles ; but this is groundletſe, x. For albeit yve read of a 
preparation to the ceremonall Sabbath , which ſtood as hath 
bene ſhowne, in dreſſing of the lamb for the Paſleouer &c, yer 
vye 
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yre reade not of any preparation to the morall Sabbath enioy- 
ned,or vſed : they erre therefore yvho vvould from this,and the 
like rextes colle& any ſuch preparation for the Sabbath , as to 
begin it on Saturday at euen : all the preparation , which God 
requireth for the morall Sabbath,is no more but this, ro remem- 
ber it before it cometh, and that {o, as all our feruill yyorkes 
may be compallſed and finiſhed by the end of the ſixth day, that 
ſv nothing may hinder vs from Sanification of the ſeuenth 
day,yvhen it commeth, 
Yer further 1 anſwere tothe text Mark.1 5.42, ſuppoſe vve 
that by Sabbath there mentioned, be vnderſtood the morall Sab- 
bath, why then by preparation there ſpoken of, may nothing elſe 
be vnderſtood, bur a preparation by finiſhing of the yyorkes of 
the ſixth day in the ſixth day, that fo no yvorke be left for the le- 
uenth day ; and for this the context giueth ſome light, by the 
example of loſephof Arimathea,v.43- vvho vpon the {1xth Ys 
at euen , bought fine linnen], and tooke Chriſt from the croſle, 
and embalmed him vvith ſpices , and wrapped him in linnen 
clothes, and laid him into the ſepulchre, and finally rouled a 
None vpon the ſepulchre,y.46.Iloh.19.40. all thele yyorkes Io. 
ſeph tin ſh d on thefixth day , and fo prepared himſelfe for the 
ſeuenth day,the Sabbath day.So in vvhich ſenſe ſoeuer you take 
it , heres no place for any ſuch preparation as they vrge, Yet 
further, this is to be noted,that itis one thing to make a prepa- 
ration for the Sabbath , and an other to begin the Sabbath : chis 
difterence they note not yyho vrge the Sabbath t&begin on the 
euening before the Sabbath day : for, vve may make prouifion 
and preparation on the day before the Sabbath, for che Sabbath, 
by haſting on,and contriuing of our yvorks fo the day before,as 
no worke may be left tobe done on the Sabbath day,and yet not 
begin the Sabbath vntill the next morning. | 
Thus we haue dane with the confutation of thoſe z errours, 
which vrge from the fourth com. more then a day for the Sab=- 
bath; as either all the night foregoing the Sabbath day; or all the 
night coming after the Sabbath day ; or elle balfe of the nighe 
foregoing the Sabbath day, and balfc of the night following tbe 
Sabbath day, 
| Before 
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Before we can conclud this pointe, a caſe of conſcience wold 
be ſcanned , tis this , if ic be ſo (may ſome ſay ) that the Sabbath 
day is but the time of light only , vyhat ſhall become of the 
night then, or of that parte of the night, to vvir, an boyvre, 
two, or three before day in the dephx of winter, in caſe a man 
riſe fo foone ? and of that parte of the night, ro vvir, tyyo , or 
three howres aftcr candles lighted;may men ately employ theſe 
times, intheordenary workes of their callings > W here voto 
I anſwer, in {ucha cale.as this, wherin God bath left noexpretle 
order, Chriftian prudency and diſcretion muſt determine the 
matter ; as then in the longeſt dayes of ſommer , we giue God 
no more of the time of light, then wecan well refraine from 
ret and ſleepe, ſoin the ſhorteſt dayes of winter, we ſhould in 
reaſon and equity , as it were by vyay of requitall , giue God all 
that time, of the night or darkneſſe, the which we can well ſpare 
trom reſt and fleepe : for in the longeſt dayes, we ſleepe 2,3 or 
4. howres after day light, and againe goetd reſt one or two 
howres before day liohe bedone. 2, Itis fit we ſhould deale by 
God in his Sabbath dayes, as we deale by our ſelues , on the ſix 
working dayes; if inany of theſe we be diſpoſed torile before 
day light, or to {et ypafter day be done , weſpend thole times, 
in aRtiones or workes of the ſame for kind , which we doe in the 
day which belongeth vnto thoſe times, towit, in common la- 
boures : and folet ys deale by God in his Sabbaths, if vve riſe 
before day , and let yp after day ,let thoſe times be ſpent in 
workes ſutable to the day, to wit, in holy exerciſes, 

But more ſpecially, tor the time in the morning, before it be 
day, {ince that we muſt ſerue God, with all our heart , and with 
all our ſtrength, inthe dueties of his worſhip and ſeruice on the 
Sabbath day , it yndeniably folloyyeth ; that a man may not fall 
to the laboures of his calling, 2.or ;3,hovvres before the Sabbath 
doth beginne; for {qo the ſtrength of his body is yyeakened, and 
cheliulineile and freſh cheerfulnefle of his minde is abated and 
dulled, and the edpe of his affe&ions is before hand taken off 
and blunted : and 1t cannot be doubted, buth that God yvold 
be {erned in his Sabbathes , with as much liulineſſe and cheere- 


tullnelfe, and ftcength of body and minde as may or can be : the 
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eyhich cannot be, if a man ſpend yp and waſt his ftrength and 
vigour, before hand by labors : Wherefore let vs with the Pro- 
phet David, when vyaking or vp before day , ſeeke God by 
prayer , and the like : / prevented (ſaith he) the dawning of the 
morning, and eried : } hoped in thy word,Plal. £19,147. Ir 15 then, 
a fit time, for a Chriſtian to exercile his faith,and hope in God, 
and to pray vnto him, namely, in the morning erly, 

And for the time in the Euening , or afterthe euening , after 
the day , beſides what hath bene ſaid before in general], this allo 
maybe added in ſpeciall, that ſiace there is a time for medita- 
tion vpon the yvord of God, Plal.r19.r5, / will meditate in ns 
preceptes, Plal.119.55. 1 hawe remembred thy name, O Lord, in the 
night, Plal. 119.148. Mine eyes prenent the night watches : that 
I might meditate in thy word, And Pal, 42.8. the Lord will 
grant bis louing kindnefle inthe day , and in the night will I ng 
of him &c, Since I ſay there is a time for meditation of Gods 
word , and for ſinging of Plalmes in priuate , what time can be 
more fir, then thattime of the night, which immediatly follow. 
eth the hearing of Gods word in publike ? for then things are 
freſh in memory : weareto prone and try all things , which we 
heare, r,Thell. 5.2r, andto ſerch the Scriptures with thole Be- 
reans, tolee whither the things ang VS, b {o or no, AR,17.11, 
Now what time can be more fit for this duety , then the time 
preſently folloyving the hearing of the yvord ? There is a pre= 
cept vnto parents Deut, 6. 7. And theſe words which I command 
thee, ſhall be inthine heart, and thou ſhalt teach them diligently ynto 
th 'y children, and ſhalt talke of them when thou ſuteſt in thine houſe, 
and when thou laicſt downe , and when thou riſiſt vp : Now what 
time is more fit , for parents and maſters , to whet the word of 
God vpon their children and ſeruants , then preſently after they 
hauc heard it in the Congregation? bur this cannot be, if all 
ſortes may fall to their ſeuerall yyorkes , ſo ſoone as the publike 
aſſembly is diſmiſſed, And ſo much be ſpoken of the word Day.

We are now to ſpeake of thes vyords , Sabbath day : that yve 


may piue a true expoſition whereof, and that we may alſo dit- 
'F couer 
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couer the falſe gloſſes, and horrible abules of this our time,tou- 
ching theſe words of the Commandement , we thus begin : Of 
Sabbaths, we muſt know that there were ſundry lortes , preſcri- 
bed of God ; there were Sabbathes of yeeres , and Sabbathes of 
dayes;the Sabbaths of yeeres,were {uch as laſted a wholl yeere, 
of thele yve read in Leuit.2F. 2.3.4. but of thele we haue not 
to ſpeake,partly becauſe they were ceremoniall,neuer comman- 
ded in the morall lavy ; partly becauſe the 4th com. treateth of 
Sabbaths of dayes, not of Sabbaths of yeeres. Againe, Sabbaths 
of dayes,arc of two ſortes,for there yvere Annuall Sabbaths;and 
there yvere yyeckly Sabbaths: of the annuall Sabbaths vve read 
in Leuit, 23. 7.21.24-32.35.39. theſe Sabbaths came but once 
in a yeereonly : of the yveekly Sabbaths,vvhich came cuery 7th 
day, or euery vvecke, of thele yvereade in the 4th com. Exod. 
20.8.10.11, As touching the Annuall and yeerely Sabbaths,we 
haue not to doe ; partly becauſe they yyere ceremoniall,and ne- 
uer yyrote in the morall layy, in Tables of ſtone ; partly becaule 
they came but once a yeere, but the 4th comm, with which yve 
haue to doe, treateth of Sabbatbs yybich come once a vveeke; 
this vveekly morall Sabbath, vyricten in the morall lavy, is that 
yvith yvhich yve hauc to doe : and thus much of the ſeuerall - 
{ortes of Sabbaths, 

This morall Sabbath may in generall be thus deſcribed , The 
Sabbath day, ts a certaine ſacred tyme ſanthified by God,and appoin= 
ted to be ſautlified by man, A more particular deſcription hereof, 
vou ſhall have by and by , after that vve haue by ſerch found 
out, vyhich day of the v veeke, this Sabbath day is. 

For the yvord Sabbath ,toyned vvith the yyord Day, thus 
(Sabbath day) it is agreed on all ſides, that it ſfignifieth Reſt : fo 
then , vvhen the Lord ſaid, Remember the Sabbath day; it is as 
much as if he had ſaid, Remember the ReFt.day. Furthermore,it 
Is to be nured, that hoy vcuer here be tyvo vyords, to vvit, Sab- 
bath, and, Day :or Reſt,and Day ; yet here is but one thing, but 
one time,and one day ſipnſfied; like as vve lay,the Virgine Ma» 
ry, thele tyvo vyords figniftie butione vyoman : and the Apoſtle 
Paul, thes fignitie but one man ; and the Lords Supper, bgnify 
but one thing, or one meals, ha 

It is 
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[c is true, yyhen Diuines in expoundiog theſe yyords, hau® 
oJone thus farre, namely to haue ſhowne that the word Sabbath» 
lignifieth a Reſt; here they leaue the point, yvithout any further 
ſerch,to knovy vyhichis the Sabbath day,or Reſt day,leaſt they 
ſhould tid ir : but vve not being afraid tofind it , but deſirous 
tofind it, vvill proceed further ; As vyhen God commanded vs, 
ſaying, Honour the King, 1.Pet.2.17, Remember yee the law 
of Moſes &c, Mal.4.4, And, Moſes ſaid ynto the people , Re- 
member this 4:y,in vyhich yee came out of Egypt, Exod.13.3. 
It is not here enough, to enquire yyhat the yyord King,or Law, 
or Day,fignifieth; but a farther ſerch ought to be made allo,and 
that is to knovy yvbo, and vvhich is the King, that yve may ho- 
nour bim : and to knovy vvhar, and vyhich is the layy of Moles, 
that vve may obey it: and thoſe Iſraelites, to knovy vyhich was 
the day , in which they came out of Egypt , that they might ob- 
ſerue it: Euen lo, ic is not enough, ro enquire vyhat the yvard 
Sabbath ſignifieth , but alſo yvhich is the day , that vye might 
ſanRify it : the which, ynlefle we be acquainted vvith it, vye 
ſhall be ignorant of the yery ſubic& of the Com. The name Ie- 
ſus, it Hgnifieth a Sauiour; bur if novy in the expounding of 
Scripture, vyhen yve meete vvith the yvord leſus, vve haue 
reſpe&onely ynto the ſignification of the yyord , neuer enqui- 
ring further vntothe perſon, to knoyy vyhich Ieſus the text 
ſpeaketh of, may vye not commira fople miſtake, taking a com- 
mon man,for Chriſt Iefus,our Sauiour? For there is in the ſcrip- 
ture a leſus,yyhich is Ioſhuah, vybo brought the I{raelires into 
Canaan, A&,7,45.Heb.4.8, And there is a Ieſus,vvho is called 
Juſtus, Col.4.rr, As it is needfull then, after vve haue ſought 
out the {ignification of the name Ieſus,in the next place,to ſerch 
to knovy vyhich leſus? fois it vvith the yyord Sabbath day, vye 
muſtſerch yyhich day ? 
 Tothis query then, which day of all the weeke, or of al the 
ſeauen dayes, is the Sabbath day ? I anſwer, it may beknowne 
r.by rthisname of it, which God hath impoſed, Sabbath day : for” 
the name of a thing, doth giuelight tothe thing named; and'by 
mens names, theire perſones are found ont. As John, and'Tho- 
mar,are proper names'totwo of Chrifts Apoſtles, ſo Sabbath day, 
© 2 is a 
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is a proper name, to one certaine day of the yyecke, to vvit, to 
Saturday, tbe {cuenth and laſt day of the weeke,that thes words 
Sabbath day , are a proper name for Saturday , I thus mee= it, 
1. becauſenone other day of the yveeke , was conſtantly called 
by the name Sabbath day, but the ſeucnth or laſt day of che wee - 
ke, which is Saturday : ſee for this purpole thes Scriptures, 
Ex0d.16,22.23.26, Exo0d.20.

Thirdly that our Saturday , wasthe Sabbath day, which yvas 
once commanded to the Iewes,, by the 4th com, I proue by the 
Teftimony of all Diuines ; for doe not all, both Proteſtants and 
Papiſts, wget, our Sauiour was crucified on Good: 
Friday, and that hee lay in his graue, al our ſaturday, being the 
lewes Sabbath day , and roſe on our Sunday ?wherby they con 
teſſe,that our Saturday,was the Sabbath day: Further.more,doe - 
not all Diyines affirme , that Saturday , the old Sabbath day, 
was aboliſhed by Chriſt, 8&c?In which words they confeſſe,that. 
Saturday, was the Sabbath day mentioned in the 4th com. what 
neede of further proofes? - 408, 
Hauing found out particularly,which is the day of the weeke,, 
to which the 4th com. had reſpe& , namely Saturday:;:\/Now we 
may be bould to make a more particular deſcription of the Saby 
bath day and thus it may be deſribed ;. The Sabbath day , is that 
ſacred time , called Satu day , counted the ſeuenth day from the Cre- 
ation, which was ſanttified and hollowed by God, and appointed to be 
Santtiſied by man, I call it, afacred time, and that in a double 
reſpe@, 1. by deſtination; 2, By conſecration : the Sabbath day is. 
holy by deſtiuation, it peing {eta parte for holinefle, and for the 
worſhip of God to be celebrated in it , like as the Temple once- 
was : Remember the Sabbath day , to Santhifieit , Exod, 20. 8. 
The Sabbath day is Holy by conſecration, becauſe at the Crea- 
tion God conſecrated it and made it - Holy day :'and _

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did two waies : 1. By bis perſonall and exemplary Reff ypon 
this day : And'the 7th.day bee reſted from all bis works, which be 
had made;,Genel,, 2.2. For if the groyvyvnd whereon Moſes ſtood 
became holy nd, becauſe of Gods preſence there, Exod. 3. 
5. what ſhold binder it, but that inlike forte , the day wherin 
God him felfe reſted , ſhold forthwith become an Holy day ? 
2, By his hallowing and ſanRifying of this day : So God bleſſed 
the 7th, day and ſanttified it , 8c, Genel. 2, 3, other Sabbathes 
were holy bur by deſtination only , but ſarurday Sabbath was 
holy,both by deſtination and by conſecration allo, 

Hauing finiſhed this point it remaineth that we make ſome 
vſe and applicationof it; the tirſt vſe then ſhall be for informa- 
tion : and thus I reaſon, if Saturday be the day and time, which 
God aimed at in his qth.com. by thoſe words Sabbath day , then 
may our Tranſlatotes, in tranſlating of the 4th. com. = tran- 
{late itSaturday:for Sabbath day,they may put Saturday,laying, 
Remember Saturday, toSanttify it, For Saturday is that day pro- 
perly meant by the words Sabbath day; neither haue we any day 
of the weeke, which will anſwer to the Sabbath day , but our ſa- 
turday only : and if ir be objected, that the name Saturday,doth 
not fully expreſſe the name Sabbath day, becauſe Sabbath figni- 
hetha Reſt : I anſwer, itis no more then but this , that to the 
name Saturday, vve add the word -Reft,and ſo we ſhall haue the 
full ſenſe, thas, Saturday-Reſt ; Remember the Saturday-Reſt , to 
ſanttifie it, | 

Itis obieRted againſt this , that ſodoing , we ſhold bring 
an heatheniſhname, as Saturday is, into the Scriptures, &c. 
Heretol1 anſwer, truſt thats our holy vſe of our Temples and 
Churches, hath purged that abuſe of them, vnto which many of 
them were firſt erected ; ſo our Chriftiaen vie of\the name Sa- 
tarday , may ſanRfie and purge it, from heatheniſh abuſe : 
2, We yiethe name but for diſtinion ſake onely , voide of all 
heatheniſh yanities : now why may not thename Saturday , be 
bronght into the ſcriprure of the 10 commandements, as well as 
that heatheniſh name AZars into the ſcripture of the Aes of 
the Apoftles ? Then Pan! ſtood inthe. muſt of Nars bill , and

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Bur I meane not to contend for«this, I leane it yato the wile» | 
dome and diſcretion, of.our lerned Tranflatores,, all thatI aime 
at hereby, is ouly this, that 1deſiceall meanesand helpes may 
be eforded,w hereby the true and proper ſenſe of the ſcriptures, 
may be eaſily ynderitood, andthat in as muchas may be,by the 
ignorant and vnlearned ; This one fore enill I find ,.that whilſt 
we-retaine the word Sabbath in the Com. it being an Hebrevy 
yvord, itis in our Church, as it yvas in thoſe dayes , yyhere in 
the {criptures, vvere in Lattine; becauſe the pong ynderſtood 
not the Lattine toung,the prieſts might make yybat Expoſitions 
they would ; and ſoit is here , becaule the yyord Sabbath, an 
Hebrevr vvord, is not tranſlated into Engliſh, bur redd in our 
Bibles and retained till ; our Miniſters, many of them, giue 
what fained and fabulouſe Expoſitions of the vvord Sabbath 
they pleaſe, as a Sabbath, and the Sabbath,and «'Reft; and all ro 
this end, that they might dravy the gth, Com. vato the Lords 
day, and expound it ofthe Lords .day,or Sunday; as it the name 
| Sabbath day , might be giuen indifferently vnto any.day.of the 
weeke: none of yyhich corrupt loſſes could delud rhe peoplegit 
they had che words Sabbath day traflared into Engliſhwordes; 
for ſo they need not , fo yvholly rely ypon the Miniſters fi

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as to apply the 4th com.to the Lords day, and expound it,of the 
Lords day ; why enery child would ſee his rs abuſe of the 
4th com, for itdire&ly ſpeaketh not of the Lords day , bur of 
Saturday : For it is not the name Lords day, that God hath pur 
into the 4th com.but the name Sabbath day,or Saturday. 

Thus I have ſhowne , whatlight would come voto Gods 
commandement, by the tranſlation of the Hebrew word Sab- 
bath, and what fruit would come vnto cuery one in the Church 
of God thereby ; if this I cannot obtaine, yerthis at leaft let me 
preuaile in, that Miniſters would be pleaſed hereafter in expo- 
ſition of thoſe words Sabbathday , to {ignify vnto the people, 
that thereby is meant our Saturday : Por this I haue proued 
abundantly and yndeniably both by Scriptures, and by the Te- 
ſtimonies of both lewes, and Chriſtians of all ſorts, Proteſtants 
and Papiſts: this duety therefore,in the true and faithfull expo- 
ſition of Gods word vnto the people, I require of them , as they 
will anſwer the contrary before Almighty God,at that Day : ler 
them bevvare of Sophiſticaring with Gods lawes , when th 
expound them; In'the 4th comm. God ſaid, Remember the 
Sabbath day : but he ſaid not, Remember the Sunday , or the 
Lords day ; nor remember the Monday , the Tewſday , or the 
Wedneſday &c, but remember the Sabbath day : Now looke 
which day of the weeke was euer in ancient time namedand 
called Sabbath day , that is the day commanded in the 4th com, 
If then they can ſhew me , that either Sunday, Lords day, Mon- 
day, Tewſday, Wedneſday Sc. or any day befids Saturday,was 
wont to be named and called Sabbath day , then may they baue 
ſomeculler for their errour, but now haue they none. 

A ſecond vſe , ſhall be againſt ſueb Minifters, as doe either 
exponnd the 4th com. to mgm on the Lords day, or Sunday, 
becaule then we Reſt: or el{e,when the 4th com, is vrged vpon

not God looſe in that yyecke, his morall weekly Sabbath, inioy- 


ned by the 4th com, which fell ypon Saturday? and that becauſe 
they kept a ceremoniall yetrly Sabbath , that weeke, vpon the 
Teyv{day or Wenſday ? tor vpon this Tevyl{day or W enlday, 
they did Reſt. What iugling trickes are theſe ? yyould a man 
belecue it, that Puritane Miniſters, profeſſing the feare of God, 
vvould vſe ſuch diſſimulation, and handle the yyord of God fo 
craftily ? pardon me good Reader, hovyy euer I reuerence their 


- holyprofcſſion , yet I cannot ſpeake of this their vileabule , of 


Gods ſacred vyord , vvithourt indignation of ſpirit : yvho that 
lincerly loueth God , and his ſacred Scriptures, can paſſe it ouer 
in filence , to ſee his holy vyord thus yvreſted , and baſely abue 
led ? 

Chriſtmas day, vyben it falleth ypon ſome one of the {ix wore 
king dayes;and fo the Coronation day; and fo thos common hoe 
ly dayes, S. Mathews day, S.lohns day,and the reft ; tis true,we 
Reſt ypon theſe dayes from our labours, and that by an ordi- 
nance of our Church ; but will any be ſo abſurd as to ſay , that 
theſe holy dayes ſtand by yertue of the 4th comm. becauſe we 
Reſt on thele dayes? or fuclpole the patrones of the Lords day, 
vyho pretle the 4th comm, ypon it, frould vrge me,tolan&i 
the Lords day,by the 4th com.might nor I _— them in their 
owne an{wer,that the word Sabbath in the 4th com. it ſignifieth 
a Reſt; noyy on Chriſtmas day,and on Coronation day , and on 
S, Matthews day &c, vveReft? Secondly I reply, be it that on 
the Lords day, wereft,vyhy this is not the reſt, ſpoken of in the 
4th corn. for this is a Lords-day-Reft, but the com.calleth for a 
Saturday-Reft: this is a firft-day-reft, but the com.calleth for a 
Seuenth-day-refſt : this difference is bigge enough to be ſeene. 
Finally,if ſuch anſvvers be layyfull,then vvhen wee meete with 
the name Teſus, in a text wherin it is manifeſtly meant,of Chriſt 
our Lord ; yet then may yveſay , vyby Ieſus, it ſignifieth a Sa- 
uiour,now Ioſhua vyas a Sauiour,for he ſaued the Iſraelits from

theſe trickes, ſome men turne oft rhe Lords Sabbathes, ſo by the 
 like,may they tarne off allo, the Lord Iefus, their Sauiour : it is 
but to play the foole a little, with the nameleſus, as they doe 

with'the name Sabbath, | 
A third yle ſhall be againſt ſuch Miniſters , as doe not onely 


_ Inpriuate, but allo in publike, in their Pulpires , call, or miſcall 


rather,the Lords day, Sabbath day,in reference tothe 4th com, 
by reaſon of whoſe errour, the people allo baue learned to nick- 
name the Loris day, calling it , the Sabbath day : But vyhat an 
horrible confuſion of times , and the proper names of dayes , is 
this ? If this may goe on , err long vvee ſhall learce know one 
day of the weeke, from another : may not vve, as vvell call onr 
Saturday, Sunday; or our Sunday, Saturday; as call our Sunday, 
Sabbath day, which is Saturday ? if we ſhall make proper names 
of things , common names , vyhat an intollerable contuſion doe 
we bring in tothe vyorld ? Yet furtherzif vye may call the Lords 
day, which is halden tobe a new inftiturion, Sabbath day,by an 
old name , why may we not call Baptiime, which is a nevy inſti- 
tution, Circamcifion, by an old name? and vvhy may we not call 
the Lords Sy pper, which is a new in ſticurtton,the Paſſeover by an 
old name ? For as Baptiſme and the Lords Supper, are come in 
the roome of Circumcition, and the Pafſeover,ſo it is faid, that 
the Lords day,js come in the roome of the Sabbath day?Neuer- 
thelefle , this nicknarming of dayes , as full of confuſton as it is; 
and as improper as th? ſpeech is; yer it might be borne, if it were 
not of euill confequence; for hereby rhe poore ignorant people 
are delude+d;\and! tercby they are bronghr off the more alfured- 
ly to beleeuc, thar the 4rh comm, doth bind them to reft from 
theie labours on/the Lords day : but to the contrary , vve have 
proued,that the 4th com. doth bind onely to the zth day, or Sa- 
turday. Yea, I adde, that men may as vvel fay , they cat Sacra- 
mental! bread ar their common Tables, and that they celebrate 
the Lords Supper , when they | eat bread and drinke vymne at 
their cymmon Tabl:'s , as to lay, they ſanRify the Sabbath day, 
yyhen on the Lords day they heare a Sermon , pray, and ſing 
Plaloues : lr the vittercnce betyyixt the Sabbath day , me = 
as oras 
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Lords day, is as great , as is the difference beryyixt the Lords 
Supper,and our common Suppers, betyvixt Sacramentall bread 
and vyine, and common bread and yvine,as ſhall beſhowne. © 

T he name Sabbath day}, may be conſidered as dininly impo- 
ſed, by God him ſelfe ypon a certaiue day, or as humanly impo- 
{ed by man; novv of all the dayes in the weeke , God impoled 
the name Sabbath day, onely vpon ſaturday, the ſeuentlrday 
of the weeke : if therefore we vvill take'God for our guide, vve 
are to call no day Sabbhth day, in reuerence to h's 4th. com, but 
that day which God him(elfe hath named Sabbath day :hur as for 
the Lords day, it is no where in all the ſcriptures called Sabbath 
day; ler the patrones of this day,ſhew where in all the New Te- 
ſtament , the firſt day of the weeke, or Sunday , is called Sab- 
bath day : the which ſince they cannot doe, it is altogether 
grovyndlefle ſo to name it , yet further , wheras iris ſuppoſed 
that the Lords day , was ſet vp for a new Sabbath, at Chriſt his 
relurreCtion, yet, as it is to be noted , this day, had no neyy na- 
me put vpon it, of many yeeres after thar}, but ic was ſtill called 
by its old name, to wit, the firſt day of the weeke, as we readin 
all the 4.Euangeliſfts, yea and when it yvas named Lords day, in 
Reu, r.i0. yet it was not named Sabbath day , then nor at any 
timeelſe: this name then Sabbath day , being put ypon our ſun- 
day,it is not of Gods impoſition, bur of mans impoſition; and {6 
tis but hamane; it yvere to be wiſhed then, that men vyould ra« 
ter conforme theire ſpeech vnto God then ynto man;calling Sa. 
turday, the Sabbath day, as God did ; and not Sunday the Sab. 
bath day, as man doth, 

It vvtre the more tollerable I confeſle, it there were ſuch 
a penury of words, and ſcarcety of names, as vve had no other 
name for our Sunday : but vve haue 3 (euerall names forit , to 
wit, 1,Stnday, 2.the Lortls day. 3, the firſtday of the yyceke: 
here are names enough for one day ; thers no neceſſity there- 
tore to robb the ſeuenth day, of its name, that ſo we might haue 
4.names for one day : no no, it is not penury of names, but thers 
an other matter.in it: the name Sabbath dy it is an auncient 


name,and it is an honourable name, and God had made ws proc 


milcs tofuch as kept his Sabbathes ? if r9# tmrne away thy foo

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om the Sabbath { from doing thy pleaſure on myn Holy day , &c, 
Tn [ will cauſe thee toride vpow the high places of the earth , and 


feeds the with the Heritag of [acob,8ec. la. g8. 13.14. And the 
violation of this Sabbath day , God had leuerly pnniſhed, as we 
reade, Numb: x5. 32.35, and Nebem. 13.18, Wherety God 
from heauen hath ſhovvne in what eſtecme he bad this day, yea 
this Sabbath day, God himſelfe kept it , and alſo hee Sanctitied 
it, and bleſſed 1s,Genel.2. 3. yet further, God hath giuen a ſpe+ 
ciall commandement for this day , and put it in Tales of ſtone, 
vttered it yvith his owne voice, and vvrote it vvith hisovvne 
finger, Exod. 20, thus hath God honoured this day ; wherefore 
the name of it, is alſo honourable; novyy the Patrones of our 
Lords day , (eing all this , and finding no ſuch honour pur vpon 
cheir Lords day,hence it is, that they might aduance the Lords 
day, in the minds of the multitude, rhey baue rubbed the Satur- 
day of all its honourable ornaments , that there vvith all they 
might decke yp and trimme vp the Lords day ; and hence it is, 
that our Sunday, muſt needs be called the Sabbath day ; and fo 
by this meanes, all choſe Scriptures which mention any thing of 
the Lords Sabbatbes any vybere, they are together vvith the 
name, tranſlated vnto the Lords day ; vyhat is this, but to robb 
the Miftris of hirlewels , tobeſtow them vpon the handmaide? 
cotakethe honour due vnto the Maſter, and pine it vnto the 
ſeruant ? or totake the Crovvne from oft the head of the King, 
to ett it ypon a common lubieQ ? for, as for the Lords day , tt 
is but a common working day , in'Gods account , it bzing one 
of thole lix dayes, vyherin God ſaid , S:xe day:s ſbalt thow labowr, 
Exod,20,9, | 

Tis true, vve received a greate bleſſing on that day, becauſe 
our Lord roſe then from the dead, and tis as true allo that vve 
received a greate bleſſing on friday b?caule on that day , our 
Lord laid doyyne bis liefe for vs, and luffered vpon the Croſſe, 
and yet for al that, friday 15accounted but for a common vyor.- 
King day, for one of the {xe dayes, vvherin yve muſt labour: yer 
further, the Lords Oy is but a commmonday, in reſpe& of Sa- 
turday, as touching all thos particulares mentioned before ; for 
the name Lords day, it is but neyv , and put ypon hg 
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fince Chrift and that many yeerers too fince Chrift : butthe 
name Sabbath day, it is auncient ,and put vpon the Saturday 
thov viands of yeeres before Chriſt : againe, you no yybere read 
of any bleſſings promiſed by God,in all the New Teſtament, tg 
thoſe which Keepe the Lords day Holy : nor of any iudgments 
ioflicted,or threatened vpon any, that worke on the Lords day: 
further you no where in all the Nevv Teſtament , find any 
commandement,to keepthe Lords day Holy. Nonor can it be 
ſhowne that Chriſt ever Keptir : In a vyord , God neuer hal- 
lovved the Lords day, nor bleiſed and ſanRified ir,vybereby ir 
ſhold become anholy day ; but all theſe and more, God did to 
the Saterday ; therefore is the Saturday , as the King or Mi- 
Rtriſe,to the Lords day : as then the King and all good ubietts, 
wold think amiſſe of him , that taketh the crowne off the King, 
and ſer it vpon the head of a common ſubie& , yea though he 
were abouea common ſubiect, as is a knight , or a Noble man, 
and as Friday , and Sunday in ſome ſenſe are aboue the other of 
the ſixe dayes: Sono doubt will God, and-ſo ſhold euery Godly 
man,think amiſſe of it, to beare Miniſters take" that name of ho- 

nour , from offthe bead of Saturday , toſet it ypon the head of 
Sunday. 

By this tranſlating of the name Sabbath day , from Saturday 
to Sunday , common people, when they read in the Scriprures, 
of any thing of note , touching the Sabbath day , preſently they 
caft that in theyre minds ypon the Lords day,thinking that to be 
meant of it : thus being meerly deluded , they honour the ſub- 
ie& for the king , the maide for hir Miftris , and mifapply and 
abuſe all thoſe Textes of Scripture; is ir not bigh time then, that 
this abuſe were Looked vnto ? and the rather allo, becauſe by 
theire caryulg of the name Sabbath day , from the Saturday, 
vnto the Sunday ; they hereby doeſubtilly carry alſo, the gth 
commandement from the Saturday, vnto the Sunday : and thus 
they robb the Saturday, both of its diuine name, and alſo of its 
Commandement; for noyv, no man cales the Saturday,Sabbath 
day ; nor applies the fourth com. vntoit at all : by this robbery 
God and his Sabbathes are leeſers , but they are greate gainers, 


fot nov y they haue not only got that deuine vame, Sabbath day,

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for'theire Sunday ,. butalſo they haue got (though but by vſur? 


pation) a Commandement too for theire Lords day , the which 
had no commandement before, It bewraieth theire beggarly- 
nefle in ornaments for the Lords day,when they muſt thus robb 
and pu!l from an other day, toclothe and artire it vvith all : 
neither hath the Lords day, ary thing in the neyy Teſtament, to 
tye mens con{ciences with all , bur on[y what the patrones there 
ot, haue vniuſt'yraken out of the Old Teſtament, from the Sa- 
turday Sabbath ; and out of whole ruines , they haue erected a 
nevy day, For concluſtqn, let me exhorte Miniſters, and peo- 
ple, toretraine putting the name Sabbath day , vpon the Lords 
day, forhereafter ; we haue names enough beſids , we may call 
it, Sunday, Lords day, or Firſt day of the weeke; doe not mocke 
God,and deceiue the world any longer, vvith vie oft the name 
Sabbath day, vnlefſe you meant to giue God his proper Sabbath 
day, the Saturday ; why ſhould you retaine the name with out 
the thing? this is co mocke God , with a ſhaddovy for the Sub. 


ſtance, | 
And here I cannot bur ſpeake of that common fault of Minie 


ſters in the pulpit, yyhole very words , and vvorkes areat iarr, 
the more is the pitty: for in application of theire dodrines,they 
are frequent , in prefſing 'the obſeruation of the Sabbath day, 
amongſt other virtues , and holy dueties; and on the contrary, 
in many of there yles of reprote , they are very zealoule, in re-« 
prouing the breach of the Lords'Sabbaths, together vvyith other 
linnes of drunkenneſſe, Syyearing, lying, oppreflion,pride,and 
the like; vyherein they doe very well , it their words and their 


- vvorkes vyyeat together ; if their.words, and their mind did 


avree, for aske themin priuate, vvhar day of the vyecke, they 
meant by the name Sabbath day, ani they vvill tell you Sunda 
or Lords day : fothen, with their toungs , they call tor the Sab- 
bath day, which is Saturday in Gods account,as hath bene pro- 
ued ; bur they meane; an gther thing then they ſpeake of ; for 
they meane it of Sunday or Lords day ; like as if a man ſhould 
talke much and erneſtly of Saturday , but meaneth ir of friday:

greater enemies, then theſe who cali ſo much for them; for they 
ar other times, yvill beare the people in hand that they are abo- 
lithed; and they vvill and dare vadertake to proue , that that 
Sabbath day, once commanded in the 4th com, is a ceremony, 
and aboliſhed; and yet thele men, Iwill haue the Sabbath of the 
Lord , ſtill in their mouthes , and make a great clamour for it: 
the Prophet Ieremiah reprooued thole of his time,ſaying, Truſt 
ye not in lying words,ſaying, The Temple of the Lord, the Temple of 
the Lord, lecem.,7,4- And may not I ſay, of our time , forbeare 
your. homonymioule and double meaning ſpeeches ; refraine 
your words of zquiuocation,and of mental releruation,laying, 
the Sabbaths of the Lord , the Sabbaths of the Lord : either be 
right doyyne for the Lords Sabbaths, before the people ; or clſe 
let them be no more heard in your mouths : doe not abuſethat 
proper name Sabbath day, diuinely impoſed by God , ypon our 
Saturday; and by your xquiuocations,and mentall releruations, 
meane it of Sunday, | 
Happily , I ſhall preuaile vvith ſome, to forſake the abuſe of 
this name,and in ſtead of it,they will call our Sunday,the Lords 
day , and fo preſſe the ſanRification of it vnder that name. To 
ſuch I fay , let them doe ſo then, it th:y can find any grounds 
out of Gods yyord, to vyarrant them to preſſe the Lords day,to 
. be kept as the Sabbath day ; but this ler them take with it, that 
they muſt with the forbearing of the name Sabbath day,retraine 
the vie of the gth com.allo; tor theſe goe inſeparablie together; 
they muſt not prefſe the 4th com. vpon the Lords day ; for the 
4ih com. ſpeaketh of a day , yvhich by diuine impoſition, is cal- 
led che Sabbath day, and not of a day vvhich by humane impol1- 
tion is called fo,as hitherto many of their owne braines doe ; or 
not of a day , called the Lords day : the com, runneth thus, Re- 
member the Sabbath day &c. not thus, Remember the Lords 
day,&c, Some there are , vyhoallredy, of their oyvne accord, 
doe call our Sunday,Lords day,and not Sabbath day: but I mar- 
naile of all the reſt, vvith vyhat face , thele men can preſſe the 
4h comm, ypon that day , vvhichthemſclues centeſle is _ 
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Lords day , and not Sabbath day : yvhen as the 4th comm, doth 
expreſly mention a day , which is named Sabbath day, and noe 
Lords day, The name Sabbath day therefore, and the 4th com, 
muſt goe inſeperably together;hold the one and hold the other, 
renownce the one and renownce the other al(o, 

A fourth vſe, ſhall be for the covfuration of a common, but 
very friuolouſe an{wer ; let a man vrge the 4th com. for the zth 
day, or Saturday Sabbath; and preſently their anſwere will be, 
that the com, may be vnderſtood not of the Sabbath day , bur of 
a Sabbath day. But that | may difcouer the idleneſle of this di- 
ſtinion,and ſuch as vle it; firſt yve muſt ynderſtand what they 
meane by it; by the Sabbath day , they meane that certaine 
knowne day , called the 7th day from the creation, which is onr 
Saturday : and by « Sabbath day, they meane, ſome vncertaine 
day, as one or other of the 7 dayes , but not determined which, 
whither this or that: novv lay they,the com. may be vnderftood 
either of theſe wayes, for the vyord Sabbath , it may be tranſla- 
ced either a Sabbath,or the Sabbath : either ofa day certaine,or 
of a day vncertaine, Hereynto I reply , admit we (ſhould grant 
them,that the com. may be ynderſtgod of a Sabbath, vncertaine 
which ; yet by Sabbath, they muſt meane a Sabbath day , whoſe 
name is of diuine impoſition ; well, can they now ſhew vs any 
day of the yvecke, ſaue Saturday,that is named by God in holy 
Scripture , Sabbath day ? fure I am they cannot : If then, they 
cannot ſhew vs,any day in the vveeke, called in Scripture Sab- 
bath day but Saturday, muſt they not be inforced then to apply 
the 4th com.to the Saturday,and to ir alone? 

2.By the likelicentiouſe libertie in expounding of Scriptures, 
we may make moſt things that are. certaine , and well knoyyne 
which, to become vncertaine, and voknowne which : for ex- 
ample, the name /eſus,vvhen the text declareth that itis ſpoken 
of Chriſt our Sauigur, might not a vvrangler ſhift it off alſo, by 
this anſvvyer, that thename Ieſus, it may be tranſlated aleſus, or 
the Teſus &c,- and fo lay that that text may be meant of aleſus, 
as Ioſhua,or vncertainly which Iefus;and not of the Ieſus, which 
is Chriſt? Againe, whereas tis ſaid , / was in the Spirit on (the) 
Lords day : that is, on Sunday,lay they : well,may not I anſwer 
them, 
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them, as they anſwer mee, ſaying, it may be tranſlated a Lords 
day , or the Lords day ; and lo it may be meant of ſome other 
day beſides Sunday ? let a man read ouer z or4 verles in thebe- 
oinning of the firſt chapter of Geneſts,and let him in ſtead of the 
where he tind it,put 4, and he will beaſhamed of his foreadin 
it; yet further,why might not the Iewes, haue the diſtintion of 
2 Paiſeouer , and of the Paſſcouer ? and of a Pentecoſt, and the 
Pentecoſt? as well as a Sabbath, and the Sabbath? And why may 
not vve haue a Lords day, and the Lords day ; a Chriſtmas day, 
and the Chriſtmas day ; an Faſter day , and the Eaſter day ; as 
well as a Sibvath day and the Sabbath day ? To conclude, ſup. 
poſe we that Chriſt had left an expreſſe commandement in the 
New Teſtament for the Lords day, in thele words , Remember 
the Lords day to ſanttifie it: how would the patrones of the Lords 
day Sabbath rage and ſtarme , to heare any goe about ro wreſt 
this commandement of Chriſts, from Sunday the firſt day of the 
vveccke, voto ſome other day,as to Saturday, or ro Monday &c? 
and yetina ſenſe euery day of the vyecke is the Lords &y :I 
defire them but to deale with Gods 4th com.which mentioneth 
the Sabbath day,like as they yyould haue others deale vyith the 
Lords day, if it were commanded. 

I come now to ſhew that by Sabbath day, in the 4th comm, 
is meant not an vnknowne and vnc:rtaine day , but a certaine and 
well knovvne day:not 4 Sabbath day, but the Sabbath day;(novy 
this bath bene ſufficiently proued before , neuerthelefle I yyill 
proue it furrher , becauſe ſome thinke , that the name Sabbath 
day may as vvell be applied ynto Sunday as to Saturday, and (o 
the 4th comm, may hold its morallity in binding vnto Sunday: )' 
and firſt I yvill begin vvith the Teftimony of all Tranſlators, 
both new and old; looke into all our Engliſh Bibles , both old 
and neyvly traoſlated,and you ſhall ind hi not only in the 4th 
com. bur alſo conſtantly, in all other places of Scriptute, yyhere 
is any mention of this name Sabbath day , and you ſhall find 
them tranſlating/it,not 4 Sabbath, but the Sabbath: which ſhew* 
eth cleerly,that hoyy euer the word may be rendred « Sabbath, 
yet that tranſlation is not the beſt, and therefore they haue re- 


:eRed it , and haue vnanimouſly tranſlated it the Sabbath : nei- 
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tber is this done by = that fauoured the 7th day Sabbath, but 
by thole vyho rather fauoured the Lords day , and therefore no 
doubr, but they would haue made fome way for the Lords day, 
by this their tranſlation, it it could haue bene, 

2, The Lord hath in the yery com. it lelfe, limited the Sab- 
bath vnto a certaine and knowne day , and that 1, by its proper 
name Sabbath day , vvhich belonged properly ynto our Satur- 
day , not indefinitly and in common to any day ; as hath bene 
ſhovyne, 2, By deciphering it our moſt plainly , robe the zth 
and laſt day of the weeke,in thele yyords, But the 71h day,is the 
Sabbath &c. Now the 7th day , is not vncertaine which day of 
the yyeeke it is; but well knovyne to be Saturday the laſt day of 
the weeke. 3. Itis that very day, vvhich muſt be ſanRihed by 
man , vyhich God himlelfelanRihed, and let ys for apatterne, 
toyvir, the 7thday from the creation; as vve haue it in the rea- 
ſon athzmed to the com, Exod, 20.11, Novyy the day vvybich 
God refted on,and the day which God bleſſed and fanctified, is 
a certaine and knowne day, fee Gen, 2,3. it was the 7th day,not 
a 7th day. | 

3. I proue thatthe Sabbath ſpake of in the Comm, was a 


'certaine knowne day , and not an vncertaine day , partly by 


the Teſtimony of Moles, Ex0,16.23. where ypon the fixth day 
of the weeke, v.22, Moſes teld the people thus, laying, To mor- 
row 45 the reſt of the Holy Sabbath,&c.to then the time of the $1b« 
bath it was a ctertaine knowne time, and fo certaine and fo 
knovyne, that Moſes could fay of it, the day before it came, To 
»110w , it ſhall|be, &c. fo much alto may be colleted out of, 
Luk.r 3.14.and AR. 13-42:44. Finally,] proue it by the Tefti- 
mony of all dinjines, vvho afacme that our Saturday , vvas the 
lewes Sabbath day, which they Kept by virtue of the 4th corp. 
ynrill Chriſt came, as ele where hauc alredy,proued more lar- 
gly : Novy it Saturday were the day which they kept for the 
Sabbath day , then by the praiſe of all the Church of the Iewcs 
vntill Chrift, the Sabbath day yyas a certaine knoyyne day, eucn 


as Our Saturday, is a ccrtaine day, 
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Thus I baue proued yndeniably , that the Sabbath day , in- 
toyned in the 4th com.it was the Sabbath not « Sabbath ; it yvas 
a day certaine, and not yncertaine, it yyas not vnderſtood of ſome 
one day of the weeke indiſtinly , but of one certaine vyell 
knowne day of the weeke ; which being ſo, hoyy fondly, yea 
wickedly and profanly haue they done, who by their falle gloiles 
and idle diſtinions ', |doe labour to make people belecue , 
that Gods certaine and knoyvne times for his worſhip and ſer-, 
uice , are vncertaine , and yndetermined 2 that fo they 
mightalter and change Gods times, and make way for their 
humane inventiones , that is, roſet the Lords day into the 4th 
com. you haue ſcene it futhciently proued , that Saturday yyas 
the Sabbath day for thoy viands of yeers, vntill Chrift; and that 
by the name Sabbath day, was no other day knowne nor ynder« 
ſtood but only Saturday, vntill Chriſt: how yaine then are thoſe 
men , vyyvho yyould noyy a dayes hauea neyy ſenſe of the name 
Sabbath day 2 for yntill Chriſt, theſe words Sabbath day , ſigni» 
fied the Sabbath day, but novy ſince Chriſt , they muſt ſignify 4 
Sabbath day : then they ſignified rhe Saturday , but noyy 1" 
muſt ſignify the Sunday, or Lords day: was euer ſuch madnefle 
heard of before? muft yvords be mutable, and chang their 
ſenſe, with the chang of times ? that one yyord, in diuerle Tex- 
tes , may Ggnify diuerſly is not ftrang ; bur that one word gr 
name, in one & the ſame Text,ſhould tor thoyvſands of yeeres, 
ſignify one thing; and the lelfe ſame word or name, after thow- 
ſands of yeers, then ſhould haue an other ſenſe, it is matchleſle; 
this may be the queene of all ablurdeties; & yet thus abſurd are 
all they, who would by their diſtin&ion of 4 and the Sabbath, 
and the like, bring the Sunday or Lords day, noyy into the 4th, 
com. and turne away the 7th.day : The approch of the goſpell, 
hath not altered the ſenſe of words in the layy: for theſe words, 
pafleouer, Circumciſion, 8 Sacrifice,though they be aboliſhed, 
and we haue others in their roome , yet thole words, in the 
ſame Textes, doe ſignify now none other thing, then they were 
yyont to doe : muſt only the word Sabbath be changed inits ' 
ſenſe ? If words in the Old Teftament ſhall haue one ſenſe be- 
fore Chrift came, and an otlr ſqnſe after his coming , hee 
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vvilbe no certainty ofthe ſenſe of any of the Scriprures of the 
Old Teſtament. This is quite to vuerturne all certainty of Ex- 
poſition, Were a man but ro conſtrue a peece of lattine , our cf 
ſome profane Author, Terence, or the like, and ſhould Engeliſh 
a word in a differcat lenſe, from that ſenſe which vyas vied in 
that Authores time , and diuerſc from all Di&tionarics and the 
like, vvyould ithe borne with all thinke we?and yet many of our 
diuines, vvill deale worſe with Gods facred Scriptures , then 
vvith a profane Author, for albeit the word Sabbath , vvas cuer 
vied in the Scripthres, fur Saturday , and ſo in our Didtionaries 
alſo, yet they will bhaue one foolii]: anſvyer , or diſtintion or 
other , vyhereby they vyill rurne'oft the Saturday , to bring in 
the Sunday, into the name Sabbath day, and into the 4th. com. 
yea,and neucr fo much as bluſh at it nenher:iudg good Reader, 
it the Scriptures be not fouly and ſhamfully abuſed by theſe 
men , yvhen they yvill by their corrupe Expoſitions of the 4th 
com. offer that violence ynto it , that all menare a ſhamed tv 
ofter ynto A profane Authour, as Terence or the like : Bur have 
you no more care of the.foules of thoſe God hath committed to 
your charge , then,thus to vie your vvites, to blind their eyes, 
leaſt they ſhould fe the trueth , and vvalke in the vyay of Gods 
4th com? le to it in time, it Sabbath day, did once ſ1gnity the 
Saturday , it muſt ſo ſignity tothe vvorlds end. 

Thus farr I haue laboured, to vindicate Gods 4th com. from 
the corrupriones of the time : bur before I paſſe this poiat, I de- 
fire to lay before the eyes of our Miniſters , tvyo notorioule 
abales; the one is the abule of theire flockes , the people «f God: 
the other is the abuſe of Gods lacred vvord: for the former, by 
their corrupt previing the 4th com.ſy hard ypon the conlciences 
of their people, for the SanQifying of the Lords day, they haue 
drawne many well afteQed people , to a great deale of zeale in 
keeping it holy , inſo much as many doe, in conlcience cf the 
4th com.hbeare rv vo Sermones in a day , if not in fome places 3 
or 4:they reade the ſcriptures priuatly at nogyethey refraine all 
ſeruile labour all the day long, they rcfraineTo much as to talke 
of vyorldly buſineſſes , rhey neglect their gaine and proffites, 
which elle they might baue ; yea ofc they ſuftaine loſſe , and all 
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in conſcience ofthe day and time, and of tlie 4th com, and in 
hope and expectation , that they performe a good vyorke, and 
acceptable ynto Almightie God, and ſuch as ſhall one day , be 
ynto their praiſe and glory : but vvbat novy ifthis, euen all 
this be. in vaine and to no purpole,in reſpe£t of their endes and 
orownds , by reaſon it isa ſeruice which God requireth nor, 
have not then ſuch Miniſters lamentably abuſed their people ? 
for this end , confider what hath forme)y bene proued , to wit, 
that God in his 4, com. requireth the Sabbath day,nort the Lords 
day ; the Saturday Reſt, not the Sunday-Reſt ; the 7th day for 
Savbath day,not the $th day,or tirlt day, for Sabbath day;{orhen 
to Sanctifie the Sunday , or Lords day , in conlcience of the day, 
and of the 4th Com, is meere ſuperſtition, and needlefle reli- 
gion: becaule this Sunday or Lords day , is no where comman- 
ded in the gth com.now to doe any thing inc6{cience of the 4th 
com.the which is not commanded in the ſamecommandement, 
itis meere ſuperſtition ; ſo all that care and zeale of good peg- 
ple, yea all their paines, and zealouſe deuotionesare loſt labour; 

oh what a pitty it is ? ſo that, vnletfe as yve may (if vve may) in 

the deepeſt and greateſt of our charity , hope that God will ac. 

cept of thoſe good meanings, and good intenſtons, of ignorant, 

milled , and deluded Papiſts ; vve can nor hope that God vvill 

accept of the good meanings and inten\1ons , of our beſt people 

in their zcaloule ſanRifying of the Lords day : bur that rather, 

when at that day , they ſhall expe& the praiſe of their piety, 

God may ſay vnto them,and who hath requireth this at your hana? 

Ifa.1. 12, for becaule this day , ſtands not by Gods Com, all our 

pertormances in conicience of the day, becomes a limme of that 

yOl untary rel Ig100 and wil/-wo; ſhip, condemned by S.Paul, Col, 

2.23. it hath as he ſaith indeed a ſhew of wiſedome, but it is but a 

ſhew , not the {ubſtance , vve may aſyvell San&ify Friday , as 

Sunday. 

Burt it yvill be obieRted, yve haue the dueties, as Reſt, and 
holineffe, though vve haue nor the day, Wher tol anſyver that 
many indeed doeſouth and flatter themſelues much with this 
an{yyer; but I ſay , you haue not the duties , to yvit, the datics 
of thc Sabbathday, bur all you haue js , that you haue likg duties 
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to thos of the Sabbath, you haue not the ſame: for none can pro« 
perly be called Sabbath day dueries , but luch as are done in the 
Sabbath day , and by virtue of the 4th com, yyhen' you keepe 
a taſtday, or a day of publike thankſgiuing to God , or an holly 
day, on thele you Reſt, and performe holy aQions , as ypon the 
Sabbath day ; but yvill you call thele Sabbath duzties? if you will, 
then may you keepe thes holy dayes allo , in obedience to Gods 
4th com. tor Sabbathes ; and then may you allo ſay of theſe 
holy dayes, thoughwe haue not the day,yet haue vve the duties 
of the ; aq and ſo you may ere yer more Sabbaths, and lo ſtand 
by the 4th com, wheretore this obiection,which 1s yery common 
in the mouthes of Miniſters and people, is of no moment, ir 
vvill not free them of {uperſtirion and vvill-vyorſhip. 

W hen Saul offred Sacrifice , and Samucl ihou] haue done ir, 


why Saul might baue anſwered , why I gaue God a Burnt 


oftcing,& a peace offering,it vyas as much,and the {ame,which 
Samuel vvould hauc offered, here lacked nothing but the cir- 
cumſtance of the perſon , it was Saul inſtead of Samuel : I, but 
this excule could not ſerue the turne,, Samuel teld Lim he had 
done fooliſh for all that, and Gud would depriue him of his 
Kingdome forir, 1, Sam, 13.9. 10.&c. lo it is here, they doe 
fooliſhly that alter Gods dayes and times, and they ſhall leeſe 
their ſhare of thole bletſings , which God hath promiſed ynto 
them that keepe his Sabbathes, I{a,58.13.14. becauſe they kee- 
pe not his Sabbaths but their Loris dayes : and they doe foo- 
lifhly , becauſe thc y think as Saul did, to pleale God yvith an, 
halte leruice, doeiog {omrthings which God commanded, and 
leauing out and vndone otherſume thing which God comman- 
ded : Sauls obedience came ſhorte in the circumſtance of the 
perlon , and therfore reicted : and thele men that keepe the 
Lords day, but not the Sabbath day,their obedience faleth ſhore 
1n thecircumſtance of the time, Guds Sacred day, and therfore 
will be reiected of God, Let them looke too it, and receiue ad- 
monition, And further whereas they pleaſe them ſelues laying, 
they haue the dueties of the Sabbath , though they haue not the 


' tire : they muſt know , that for ſo much as the day and preciſe 


time , is as expreſly commanded in the 4th com,as ate Reſt and 
holy 
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holy exerciſes, therfore the day and preciſe rime , is noleſſe a 
duety , then are other things commanded in the ſame Com. lo 
then when they pleaſe themlelues ſaying , they baue the duertes 
of the Sabbath and negle& that day and time, they haue but 
one halfe or ſome partes ofthe Sabbathes duties : for they want 
the ſett time, which is aparte of the Sabhathes duetie: yea, and 
uch a parte too, as being vvanting , the duerties of reſtand holy 
excerciles, become no better then common holy dayes dueties: 
for on cuery common holy day they doe ſuch Sabbath dueries , 
that is, they Reſt, and heare Sermones, &Cc. Noyv to rcturne, 
it through-the falle Expoſition of Gods 4th com, Gods people 
be led into fuch an errour, by keeping a vyrong day , as they 
ſhall leele the revvard of their expected hopes ; and their reh- 
pion in reſpect of this day , become a ſuperſtition ; and their 
con{cience of the 4th Com. proue a non-obedience vnto it, 
is it not high time that this matter be looked vnto? and haue 
not Miniſters lamentablie abuled the people ? 

Yer further, when people in their priuate family prayers, on 
Sunday morning, before they goe into the Congregation, pray 
to God to afliſt them and helpe them in the ſantification of 
that day Sabbath , doe they not bable before God , making him 
beleeue that that preſent Sunday, is his facred Sabbath day, the 
yyhich God knoweth is moſt falſe? the ſame is true alſo of the 
Miniſter, vting ſuch prayers}, in ts pulpit publikely, Againe, 
when night commeth, doe not ſuch as vie to call ypon God 
morning and Euening , make an humble contefhon to God , in 
their priuat families, of their ſinnes , among which they rekone 
vp their failings in the ſandtitication of that Sabbath day novy 
paſt, for one : thus they ignorantly contefle finnes ynto God, 
vyhich are nofinnes; and feare yvhere no teare is;for, if a finne, 
i: muſt be a tranſgreſhon of forme law ; but ſhew me a law, for 
the fanQiſying cf the Lords day ; thers one indeed for the Sab- 
bath day , but none at all for the Lords day , neither inthe old 
nor new Teftaments: Noyv doe not fach Miniſters lamentab!y 
abuſe their people,who by abuſiue expfitions of Gods comman= 
dement , doe put a needleile conſcientie into men ? and cauſe 
them to thinke that to be finne,yyhich is no fanne; and o—_— 
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worſe, cauſe them ro acknowledge ynto God, moreſiones them 
God himſelfe knowes ; and to aske pardon , where they haue 
commiteed no offence : is it not high time , that God thould 
raiſe vp ſome man, to dete& thele errours ? yis doubtleſſe ;and 
the times vvill in an irefull diſpleaſure at him, for his hone 
paines,woefully reward him, in b>dy , goods, and good name, 
Thus tar of Miniſters abuling of the people of God , committed 
to their charge, 

I comepovy to Miniſters abuſe of the ſacred word of God, 
a thing to be thought on:let a. man trauaile ypon the Lords day: 
or doe any common worke , prelently they charg him with a 
breach of the 4th com.and with a protanation of the Lords Sab- 
bath day : a gaine , in'their pulpites, to dravy mento a con- 
ſcience of the Lords day , they vrg bard the 4th com. vpon the 
Lords day ; yea, they apply allo to the Lords day , all thole 
Scriptures , which any where mentton the Sabbath day , and 
were made properly and ſolely , for it; as Numb. 15. 32. 
&c, and Nehem, 13, 18, where 1s mention made, of Gods 


 iudgments, for profanationot the Sabbath day : and lla.58.13. 


14. where is mention madeof the holy manner of keeptng the 
Sabbath day ; and of bleſſings promiſed there voto : novy they 
making no difterence , betwene the Sabbath day,and the Lords 
day , doe apply all theſe Scriptures with others, ynto the Lords 
day , which are proper ynto the Sabbath day : bur thus doing, 
they abulethele Scriptures, and profane the vyord of God ; and 
thus I make it good ; as for the Lords day , it is but a common 
working day ; tor it is one of thole ſ1xe dayes, wherin God hath 
commanded ys in the 4th com, to doe our workes in ; and it is 
the firſt of thoſe ſix dayes, called in Scripture, not Sabbath day, 
but by an old name copſtantly, to wit, the firſt day of the weke 
and be it, that we receiued a'greate bleſſing on this day, to wit, 
Chriſt from the dead : fo we receiued allo on Friday , another 

feng to wit , the Remitlion of our finnes, by Chriſt 
is paſſion and ſuffetance that day ypon the Crofle for vs ; and 

yet Friday remaineth a common working day, for all that ; and 
le may, and doth Sunday , or the Lords day allo : if then the 
Lords day , be but a common day, and Miniſters will apply 
Gods 
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Gods ſacred yyord, which vvas deftinated and ordeined for [a- 
cred and holy time, vato common and profane time, is not this 
to abaſe and profane the holy and ſacred yvord of God? | 
It any ſhall obie&t, that the time of the Sabbath day, is not an 

holy time and thelike I anſvyer,that as the Temple was an holy 
place, ſothe 7th day, or the Sabbath day,is an holy time, and an 
boly day; for God bimſelfe made it holy, when he bleſſed he 7th 
day, and ſanttifiedit, Geuel.

{ol iudge it, an horrible profanation of Gods Sacred yyord, for 
any Miniſter, to take that parte of Gods yyord, towit , the 4th 
com, yvith thofe other Scriptures, v vhich vyere peculiarly delti- 
nated of God, for his ſacred Sabvathes , and to apply them pro- 
fanly totheLords day,whichis and common & yyorkiog day,as 
Friday 1s, in aright account, 

Thus [haue out of that zeale I beare to Gods Lavy , and to 
Gods Sabbathes, declared ynto Miniſters, hovy they doe a buſe 
the people of God , on the one fide; and profane the Sacred 
vyord of God , on the other ide ; and this I haue done , not to: 
aggrauate their paſt inne, but ( God knoyverh)) that they may 
preuent the like in time to come: but yvhat ſhall be done to the 
man, that hath diſcouered all this? will theſe Miniſters loue him! 
for it?no they vvill hate him for it,and reuile him for it,and per- 
{-cute him, and lay all manner of euill againſt him falfly , ſaying 
he is of a provvd {pirir,to dilcouer any erroures in them,and the 
like: if it proue better, tis more thenl looke forzand better then 
I haue found hither to + bur I paſſe not for their diſpleſure,ſo be 
I may keepe a good conſcience to wards God ; Miniſters muſt 
heare of their {1nnes as yvell as common people, And ſo much; 
for the Expoſition of theſe vyords (Sabbath day ) and for-de.

Haning inthe former S:&ion,expounded the thing comman« 
ded, to wit, the time of Gods yvyorſhip, in theſe words{(Sabbath 
day) vyc ate novy tocome vnto the Commandement it felte:; 
and this is delivered indigerle words, as in Exod. 20. 8, Re. 
member the $.ybbath day : in| Exod. 31. 16. Wherefore the children 
of Iſrael ſhall Keepe the Sabbath, &«c. and in Deut. 5, 12, Keepe 
the Sabbath diy, to ſunthify i, c, 

Wheretore che obleruarion of the Sabbath day,is not at lib-r- 
ty, butitis neceſſary , for it is ſtronghly Commandcd, and 
that vnder thele two words Remember : and Keepe, 

For matter of vie, ſince this time, is cotnmanded in the firſt 
Table , a mongſt our duties to vyards God , and not iv the le- 
cond Table, vyclearne, that as to hallovy and fandtily Gods 
IN am: in the third Com. fo to SinRify Gods Time, inthe 
4th Com, 1s a parte of Gods worſhip ; and thertore this time, is 
not to be (leited,as it is by many,faying the 9th day you ſtand lo 
for, it is but a matter of time, and God repardeth not time lo 
much, &c, but ſay I then, why did God plealc lo expr. ily to 
giue a Commandement fort, ſaying Kepe it, and Remember ut? 
and why did God place it; jn lo high a rank , asto ſet it intotiie 
firſt Table ? they doe well therfore , who honour this rime, this 
ſacred and {anftified rime, and who ſtand for it, and ſpcake for 
it, For my parte, I know no reaſon , why vvg thold not ſtand 
for the SanAtihcation of Gotls Time, as vveli as for the Sanctih- 
cation of God Name, they being both Commanded , and both 
Commandedt in the tirſt Table, 

An other v{+ of this pointe, is it fo, that God bath charged vs 
to Remember his Sabbath day , vy har vvill become of ſuch Pres - 
chers the, as ate ſo farr off from aremembrance of it as that they, 
reach men publikly to forget it?and to this euill end & fanetull, 
they labour tobe blurr Gody day , by calling it odiouſly Iewiſh 
and Ceremonial! : and tothis end; thy haue coined many di- 
ſtin&tions, wherby they would peruert the ſtraight vvay of the 
Lord, and put a ſtumbling blocke before the people, that lo this 
thing commanded by God might be lighted; yea, they haue 1o 
Bandled the matter, and blered the eyes of the people, that they 

are 
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are ſo farre off novy from Remembring the Sabbath day, as 
thar, (poore people as they are) they know not which day of the 
wecke [huuld be called Sabbath day. 


As thele Miſter ſhall vndoubredly anſwer to God, for the. 


ſinne of the people,in profanation of the Lords Sabbarh weekly; 
{o doe | vviſh and aduile all people, tolay the weight and perill 
of their foules', ypo1 theſe their Miniſters, vvho tach them 
thus:celling them plainly thus,we leea plaine and expreſſe com- 
mandement of Almightie God for the Sabbath day', but vve 
lee none tor the Lords day ; veherefore vye dare not in our 
con{ciences, ſpeake againſt the Sabbath day , nonor profane it, 
by that common light of vnderſtanding and conſcience which 
God hath given vs to dp by : f we durſttruſt our ovvne judge 
ments, vve durſt not bar fanGify the Sabbath day ; and God 
knowerh , if you our Miniſters, v vere as vvilling as vve are, WE 
vvould keepe it holy ; yybertore, th! fault is not in vs, nor the 
1nne ours , it ir be profaned , ſee you toit therfore, our blood 
be ypon you, it we periſhin this finne eternally,or be plagued of 
God tor it heere temporally;for, it is only the reuerent regard, 
yvhich vye baue «f you, and your lerning , and honeſty , which 
maketh vs todiſregard rh's thing commanded of God : this we 
ſhali b> able to plead bf re Almightie God, at that greate day 


of Atſiles, that we are junvcent in this matter ; and if for all this, | 


it then goe ill vvith vs, vye (hallcurle the day, that euer yye 
knevy you,and bel-eued you:thus I aduiſe people, to diſclaime 
and abandon the hauing any hand in this finne , and tolay the 
burden of it, vvholly vpon ſuch their Miniſters , as doe perſiſt 
in enmity tothe Lords Sabbathes, or to any thing commanded 
inthe 4th Com, noyy the reaſon of this my aduile is, becauſe 
| ftindethe people generally, indifterently afte&ed, and ready 
enough to imbrace Gods anncient Sabbath in conſcience of 
Gods 4th Com, and the only bridle , that cauſeth them tore- 
f aine conlent, is the reuerent opinion they haue of their Mi- 
niſters, vyhoare contrarily minded , and reach them other- 
wile, &c, Whereby ir appeareth, that the whole f1ulr is in their 
Miniſters ; and therfore haueI aduiſed the people, to lay the 
waight and whole burden of this matter, vpon their Miniſters, 
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to prouoke them to reforme and cale backe their erroniouſe 
D-Qrines touching God Sabbathes , leaſt they baue the blood 
of many loules an other day laied totheir charge, 

Another vle of this pointe, is againſt Miniſters alſo,and it is of 
exceeding greate conlequence , enough tocauſe the haire ypon 
| their heads to-ſtand right vp, and their hearts to tremble againe 
| if there beany lone and feare of God lett in them : it is this; 

Is it fo, that Almightie God hath charged and commanded vs to 
Remember his Sabbath day, to ſan&ify it ; and ro this end hath 
given v$ his 4th com, how dangeroule then, is the caſe of ſuch 
Miniſters, as haue by theire vaine diſtinQiones , and tond vb- 
| F iections , not only abuliſhed the Lords Sabbath day ir ſelfe, bur 
allv by aboliſhing ir, have quite and cleane fur euer, ouer 
throwne all the gh commandement allo; fo as the 4th com. . 
(hall novy ſtand among the 10 commandements , but asa Ci. 
pher of no yle ; behold yvhat havocke ſome Puritane Miniſters 
i: WW haue made , that [9 they might make a way to bring in , and yp- 
: LH4ÞV8! hold their Lords day Sabbath. 
9d HY "That it may appeare co the world, that I taxe them not cauſl- 
leſly , I proceed ro proue what I haue laid, and that partly from 
their diſtin&ions,, and partly from their objections : Firſt for 
their diſtin&tions; they doe diſtinguiſh of the time in the 4th 
com, and of the duerics of reſt and holineſle,in the rime : Now 
for the time, the 7th day, and the Sabbath day, theſe are Iewith , 
(lay they). ceremoniall and aboliſhed : but the dueties inthe 
time , they onely are morall and perpetuall :-ang to this head 
come all their other diſtinctions, and from hence they are deri- 
ued : ypon this diſtinction , thus I argue ; If that time, that 15, 
all that time whith was commanded to the lewes, and compriſed in 
theſe words (the 71 day) awd (the Sabbath day) be a ceremony aud 
avoliſhed as Tew-(k, then 15 there no uae left in the 4th com, ſor any 
Sabbath day : But that time, that 15, ail that time,nnce commanded 
fo the [ewes , and compriſed in theſe words (the 71b day, and, (the 
Sabbath day) is 4 ceremony and abol'(h:d 4s lew ſh:Thevefore there. 
#5 no rec left in tht 4th. com. for any Sabvath day : and , by Conſe - 
quence,no 41h cow, For the Minor,they cannot deny it;tor it is a 


lice of their owne diſtinction ; tor they lay (the 7th day) is 
abohihed 
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aboliſhed , and (the Sabbath day) to wit , that ancient Sabbath 
day,commanded tothe Iewes in the gth cow.that they fay ao, 
is, Iewiſhand aboliſhed : Wherefore vnlefſe they can ſhew vs 
ſome new Scripture, or ſome other partes of the 4th com. which 
hanec hitherto laine hidden and vnknovvne, where there is men- 
tion made of any other 7th me one, and of any other Sah- 
dath day the one, it muſt neceffarily follow, that when they lay, 
that that one 7th day, and that one Sabbath day, once comman« 
ded to the lewes in the 4th com, is aboliſhed ; that theo all the 
time once commanded,is aboliſhed; for,all the time then come _ 
manded,was that one 7th day time onely and that one 7th day 
time, was all the time , that was commanded : take away then 
one, and you take avyay all. For the Major its confequence, it 
is cleere of it ſelfe, Thar if all the commanded time,in the com« 
mandement , be aboliſhed ; then there is no commanded time, 
left in the commandemenrt,ftor a Sabbath day: for exarnple,ſ' ups 
pole a man hath a garden , wherein are ſondry bedes ofherbes, 
among the vvhich he hath one bedd of Tyme : If now the par- 
diner come and cut yp by the rootes,or roote out,and digge vp 
all that bed of Tyme ; may not a man ſoundly argue thus, that 
ifall the Tyme in the garden be rooted vp,that then there is no 

Tyme left in the garden ? Why lo it is inourcale, take away 

that time,that was commanded, and there is notime, that is, no 

commanded time, Thus youlee,that by their aboliſhing of that 

very day and time, which the lewes kept, to wit, that Sabbath 

day ,and that 7th day , they haue aboliſhed all time out of the 

4th com, ſo as noyy it commandeth not any day, nor any time 

ro be antified, * 

In the laſt place, Iamtoproue, that ifthere be no time left 
in the 4th com. that 1s,no commanded rime; that then by conſe- 
quence,there is no 4th com,in yſe,bur that it is a meere Cipher, 
For this purpole , remember, they diſtinguiſhed of the things 
commanded , to be the rime, and the dueties in the time : ike 
time then being aboliſhed , as hath bene proued , and as they 
every where profeſſeto hold , there remaineth nothing in the 
commandement, as commanded, bur the dueries in the time,to- 
vvit, Reſt and holy aRions , and fur theſe dueties , there is no 
I 3 COM» 
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commanded time lef. now, ſo that either the dueties, muſt fall 
to the ground,and be aboliſhed rogether with the time,as com 
mon reaſon would teach a'man ; tor, the proper time or proper 
place for any thing being taken avvay , the action to be done 1n 
that time, or in that place,n-uft needs be taken avyay allo, and 
ſo the dueties muſt come to naught and be nullified , for yvant 
of a tit and proper time to doe them in : or , if any time be to be 
allotted for thele dueties, (in cale me may ablurd'y luppole the 
dactics to {urvive the time) it is not a commanded time ; for 
thats gone and aboliſhr,as they lay; vyuherefore it muſt be an in« 
difterent time,and at the vy:ll and pleature« t men onely : or,at 
moſt , it muſt be no more time, then can by f-rce of necellary 
conlequence , be cullegted tor the pert >rmance of rhos duettes, 
Relt, and holinetle : vycll then to proceed,ler vs [ee yyhat time 
It is which they can collect : lure 1 am, that from the conſidera» 
tion of the duetics of Reſt and hvlinefleas they ſtand in the 4th 
com, they can culle& yo mure but this , that if Gul hath com- 
manded , thele ducties.« f R: Rt and holineflc, to be performed; 
thenthere muſt be a time, or lome time allotted vut by man,tor 
the pertormance thereof. 

Now be it granted,that ſome time muſt be allowed for theſe 
ducties; the queſtion then is 1. when that time muſt be? 2. How 
often that time muſt be? 3 ,Hovy long that time muſt b: ? For fo 
much as novy by their opinions, the time of the 4th com. is vt= 
terly aboliſhed, therefore thes queſtions cannot be ſatisfied by 
the 4th com, the Church theretore muſt determine them. To 
the firſt then 1 anſvver, vvhen muſt the time, or Sabbath be? 
why cuen then, yvhen men pleaſe it ſhould be,as they can agree 
vpon the matter : This age may appoint it,at one tirae,an other 
age may appoint it at an other time, To thelecond queſtion I 
anlwer tor them,hovyv often muſt that time be,for pertormance 
of thes dueties of the Sabbath? yvhy,lince thoſe vyords the 7th 
day 15 the Sabbath, Exod. 20.10. be aboliſhed vyhich taught vs 
hovy otten to Keepe a Sabbath day, to vvit,cuery 7th day; vvby 
bovy vve are left tg our choile and liberty ; for novy , vye are 
pot by Gods commandement, nor by any neceſſity of conſe- 
Quence 1a reipect of the dueties, vrged to giuc God a Sabbath 

| day 
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day, frequently , but the Commandement may be. throughly 
fultilled, if we giue Goda day, either once in euery 7 dayes, or 
once in euery 14 daycs,-or once incuery 21x dayes; or once in a 
moneth , or once in a yeere , or once in yeere, or once 1n a 
mans liefe: {o be that once in a mans liete,a man doth Reſt and 
performe holy exerciſes,a yyhole day long, he bath fulfilled the 
Commandement ; for it requireth by their doctrine , novy no 
more, but Reſt and holinefe a day long, vvith out any mention 
hovy often, To the third queſtion, I anſwer for them , hoyv 
long muſt thattime be, yyhen it cometh? yyhy, not a day long; 
for the t4me , and the vyord Day in the 4th Com. is aboliſhed 
(ſay they) lo then , novy the Com. requireth not a day to beg1- 
uen God , vvbither a day of 12 or of 24 hovvres : it only requi- 
reth the dutics of Reſt and holineſle; vyell then, it the Church 
giue God but one hovvre ina day , yyhen the day commeth, in 
the dutics of Reſt and holineſle, the com. is fulfilled ; and thus 
the Church,needeth not, voleſſe they vvill, giue God any other 
Sabbath , but one hoyvre ypon {ome one day by hearing a Ser- 
mon ; forall that hovvre they pertorme the duties of the Sab- 
bath, to vvit, Reſt, and holinefle: ſo then to ſumm vp the Sab- 
bath which. thes Miniſters muſt haue; It is a Reſt from labou- 
res, and an holy exerciſe of prayer vvith the Miniſter, and har- 
kening vnto Gods yvord preacht, an vvboll hoyvre long ; and 
that once in a vvecke, or once in a moneth, or once in 7 yeeres; 
or once in a mans lief time , behould your Sabbatb? Onething 
I muſt remember you of, vyhich is this , that Gods time being 
aboliſhed, this time of an hovvre or the like, vvhich comes now 
by force of colle&ion , it is not a Dinine time, but an Humahbe 
time; ſo the com.isembaſed, by the chang of a Diuine time, for 
an Humane time, Iudg novy Chriftian reader, if by theire di- 
ſtinQtions, boulding the time in the com.ceremoniall, they haue 
not nullified with the time , the vvholl qth Comm. alſo for, 
1, vyhereas the time, ſhould be at Gods appointement , when? 
novy they haue brought it to be at manes appointement, when 
he vvill, 2, vyheras the Sal bath day yyas frequent, once in 7 
dayes; now it needeth not be once in 7 yeeres. 3. vvheras the 
Sabbath yyas a day longe ; noy y it needeth not by the 4th com, 
| = 6 be aboue 
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be aboue an houre long : yyheras then the Commandement 
was, Remember the Sabbath day : now k may rune thus, Re- 
member the Sabbath hovvre. 1 may noyy with Dauid turne 
my ſpeech from men, vnto God, and ſay, /t i time for thee Lord 
to worke, for they hawe deſtroyed thy Law. 

Yer turther I prove againſt them , that rhey haue aboliſhed 
the vvhole 4th Com. and thatby their aboliſhing of rhe proper 
time in the 4th Comm, vyheras they ſay there are twoo things 
inthe 4th Com, the one is the time , and this is aboliſhed ; the 
other is the duties in the time , as reſt and holinetle , and thes 
they hould Morall ; it then I thall proue that thes duries , are 
nullifiedand abvlithed then you vvill lay vvithme, that they 
haue aboliſhed the gth Com. indeed: for both the time,and the 

| duties alloyvill be aboliſhed. For this purpole we muſt know, 

”rhat there are Sabbath day duties, and 4th Com, duties, proper- 
ly lo called; and chere are duties very like vnto them ; as one 
egg is like an other;but the like is not the ſamezor as a counter- 
fait ſhilling is like a true and current ſhilling ; but yet it js not 
atrue ſhilling and paiable by the Kings authority : thus Samu- 
els Sacrihcing, mt Sauls Sacriticing, wherealike, but $.muels 
Sacriticing, vvas ptfoperly a Sacrificing, Sauls was but an Apiſh 
imitation , anda counterfait : for he vyas not the perſon that 
ſhould doe it: Soto reſt from laboure an vvholle day , and to 
ſanQtifie it , in Holy protormances : this day b:ing the 7th day, 
which is properly called Sabbath day, thus theſe duties,are pro- 
perly called Sabbath day, and 4th Coum.duties: but on the other 
11de, toreſt an whole day , from labour , and to ſanQtifie it by 
holy proformances, and this day not being the 7th day , but 
{ome other day : thele dueties novy are very like the oth:r in- 
deed,as one egg toan other,as a counterfait,is to a currant ſhil. 
ling? and as Sauls Sacrificing was tb Samuels; but they are not 
che ſame duties , nor can they be properly called Sabbath day 
duries, nor 4th Com.duties; no more then a counterfait can be 
called a true (hilling , or Sauls Sacrificing be counted Samuels 
Sacrificing ; be caule rhis was not the day yybereon thele ſhold 
bedone, | | 

For example, the Tewes had yeerly Sabbathes ; and weckly

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Sabbathes ; now albeicthe reſt , and tbe holy ations , done on 
rhe yeerly Sabbath day, vverea like, andall one for kind, with 
thole done on the weekly Sabbath day , yet no man vvill ſay 
they were the weekly Sabbath day dueties,or the 4th Com.due- 
ties; for they vvere done by virtue of an other {peciall Com, 
Apgaine the lewes, bad Sabbath dayes; and they bad faft dayes, 
and allodayes of publike thankſgiuing, as vve baue on Corona- 
tion and Gunpoyyder treaſon dayes and the like : Novy albeit 
they did reſt ypon theſe dayes , and performe like dueties, as 
vpon theire Sabbath day , yet no man will ſay thele were Sab+ 
. bath day dueties properly , and 4th Com, dueties : [truſt no 
wan thinketh that thoſe are Sabbath day duties , and 4th Com, 
dueties, vyhich yve doe on Chriſtmas id vyhen it falleth ona 
weeke day, or on Coronation day , and thelike : notheſeare but 
like them : Thus it is for our Lords day , albeit we doe the like 
dueties on this day , which ought to be done on the Saturday

periy called Sabbath day, and ſo Sabbath day duetics; thele, on 
the 8th day,called Lords day,and ſo Lords day dueties: 2,thole 
vvere done in memory of the Creation, theſe in memory of the 
Redemption, 3. thoſe. vere doneby the appointement of God 
inthe Lavy ; theſe , are ſup to be done, by the appoint» 
ment of Chriſt in the goſpel].

Butthele dueties of Reft 
and holineiTe on the Lords day,are not done in imitationof God: 
itall, foritisthe $chday. Novy vyvere there no more butthe 
firſt difference, in that thes duties were done 0n a wrong day,it 
vvere enoughto ſhevyy that theſe are no Sabbath day dueties,. 
nor 4th Com. dueries, no more then Sauls Sactihcing was Sa- 
muels Sacrificing or a true and commanded Sacrihicie : but all 
the 4.differences put rogerher, it is manifeft,that the dueties of 
reſt and holinetſe which we perfurme @n the Lords day , are not 
S$abbathday dueties, ner 4th corm.dueties,thoughtiey beneuer 
fo like them-wherefore fince thes be cot the duetiescommaded 
in the 4th com, which we yerforme, it followth that the yur 
K ueries- 
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dueties of the 4th Com, are nullified and aboliſhed, as vvell as 
the time andday ; and fo the time, and the dueties in the time, 
being both abolithed, the whole 4th Com. is aboliſhed, 

Thus hauing proued from their diftin&iones, that they haue 
aboliſhed not onely the Lords Sabbaths, bur allo the 4th Com. it 
{elite : Iam noyy allo to proue the ſame, from their obieRions, 
eyherby thee profane abuſe of Scripture ſhall appeare, in that 
they {o expound Scripture, as therby they ouerturne one of the 
Tenn Morall Lavves, rhe 4th Com. and by that time this be 
made apparant,l truſt all that loue God,vvill hate their doinges; 
and they that loue Gods Commandemen:s , vvil contemne 
their Expolitiones : for this purpoſe I vvill produce you two of 
ther ſtrongeſt and maine Textes, vyhence they collect their ob- 
iections : the! one is, Col. 2.16, Let no man condemne you it 
meate, or drink , or in reſpett of au holy day ,-or of the New Moone, 
or of the Sabbaths; vybere by the word Sabbaths,they vvill needs 
vnderſtand the yveckly Sabbath commanded in the gth Com, 
and {o that ſhall be aboliſhed in this text, as a Shaddovy of 
Chriſt, The other Text is, Exod, 3 1. 13. verily, my Sabbaths ye 
ſhall keepe, for #1 15 a ſigne betweene me & you,&c.\W here lay they, 
the yyeekly Sabbath , mentioned in the 4th comm. is made a 
Signe, andſoit is aboliſhed. Novv from thes two textes and 
obieRions of theirs , I gather twoarguments as necelſfarily tol- 
loyving, for the ytter abolition of the 4th com. 

The firſt is this, that if theſe two texres doe (as they ſay )abo- 
liſh that very Sabbarh day, vybere of God ſpake in his 4th 
com, thenarethele vyords in the com, to vvit”, tbe Sabbath day: 
a ceremony and aboliſhed : the reaſon of this conſequence is, 
becaule theſe vyords Sabbath day , in their two textes, are in 
their nature the ſame , and of the ſame extent, vvith the like or 
fame words (Sabbath day) in the 4th com.and it muſt be o, for 
they oppole thes words (Sabbath day) in their two textes, vnto 
the like yyords ( Sabbath day ) in the 4th com, rhe one to abo- 
liſh the other, This being 4 [ proceed , if that theſe vvords in 
the 4th com, to yvit, Sabbath day,be a ceremony and aboliſhed, 
then is the 4th com. nullified , and vtterly overtbroyvne : that 
this is fo, I pray looke the texr, Exod,20,8, Remember (the = 
«th 
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bath day ) to ſ.nttify it : Thaue put the vvords in controuerly, in 
a parenthef1s as you ſee ; novy let thes Minifters take a way 
thoſe yvyords inthe parentheſis , and you take quiet avvay , the 
very ſubie& matter of the Lords ſpeech; you leaue a roofe with 
ont a foundation : God faith, Remember the Sabbathday': bur 
if now there be no Sabbath day , for that it is aboliſhed , as they 
lay, hovy then ſhall a man Remember ir ? God commandethto 
keepe the Sabbath days Deut, 5. 12. but if there be no Sabbarh 
day, hovy ſhall a man keepe it > Againe, God faith , ſantbifie 11:

ie&iones, and made to ſpeake non-ſenſe,or a nothing; this is my” 
tirſt argument, 

My 2dargument, is taken from the yyord Sabbath in their 
owne ſenſe & vſe of it ; for when I yrge thE with the name Sab- 
bath in rhe 4th com. they turne me off yvith this, that rhe He-- 
brew vyord Sabbath, ſignifieth a Reft,'in Engliſh: vvell be ir fo, 
a-Reſtlert it ſignify : from theſe two rexres then, I argue againe, 
thus, If the Reſt in the 4th com, be aboliſhed the is the 4th com.ut ſelfe, 
vtterly aboliſhed: but that the Reſt in the 4th com,is aboliſhed ; then 
{clues confeſle it in their obie&ted two Textes: for in thes Tex-' 
tes, is the vvord Sabbath, ſeeExod.31.r3. Col: 2, 16. vyhich: 
ryord Sabbath ſignifietha Reſt, novy they doe 6ppole the word 
Sabbath which ſ1gnifieth a Reſt , in Exod, 3r. 13. Col. 2, 16.- 
againſt the ſame yyord Sabbath, in the 4th comm. which tgni- 
eth a Reſt alſo , prouing vnto vs, thatthe Sabbath and Reſt in 
the 4th com, isa ({igne and a ſhaddoyv, and \o aboliſhed, by 
theſe Textes, Exod. 31. Col. 2, which being ſo, hence it is ap. 
parent by their owne yyorkeand ſenſe, that not ' the Hee 
brevy yyord Sabbath is-an aboliſhed ceremony atid ſhaddoyy, - 
but alſo thatthe Reſt vyhichit ſignifieth,is alſo a ceremony and ' 
an aboliſhed {haddoyy, And fol come ro proue theconſe-- 
quence , namely , that if the Reſt in the 4th com. be abolif hed, 
then is the 4th com. vtrerly and for euer aboliſhed: this I make 
good thus ; if that Reſt from our ſeruile laboures, be aboliſhed, 
vyhich was once in the 4th com, commanded ; then noyy yve* 
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may labour, inour calings,not ogely on the {axe dayes, but alſs 
on the zth day ; nor onely on the yvecke dayes but alſo, on the 


Sabbath day ; and if vve may onthe Sabbath day , be occupied 


a broad the fieldes after our bulineſles, this doth neceſ{arily ex- 
clud all neceflity of aſſembling in the congregation, topray to-« 
gether, and praiſe God togeather ; for bovy can a man be both 
2 broad and at home; ip the held and in the Church; ployving 
there, and praying heere, both together? 

T hus | haue finif h:d my arguments, raiſed out of their two 
Textes, vyherehy I haue proued, that from their obieRions and: 
expaſitions,there follovveth not onely an abolition of the Lords 
Sabbaths,but alſo a nullification of Gads qtb com. I muſt needs 
confeſſe, I can but wonder that there is any Sabbath day art all, 
kept in our Church, vyhen I conſider of thes common receiued 
diſtin&ians, and obieRions z for they doe dire&ly ouerturne all 
force and virtue of the 4th com. fo the keeping of any day at 
al as thence: and to goe about to raile a Sabbath day, out of the 
Nevv Teſtament is impoflible , as {hall be hovvne,, volefſe 
{ome Neyy Scriptures can be found out, that be not now in our 
Bibles; wberefore conſidering theſe things , it muſt needs be a 
ſingular vvorke , and providence of God, to incline the hartes 
af aur Church to giue God a Sabbath ynto-uhis day: but it lyerh 
at the pitres brinke , and attbe haſt gaſpe , the leaſt puſ h of a 
profane minde , vvho ſpurneth at piety , would thruſt it in, and 
bury it for ever. | 

Thus mich be ſpoken of this vſe, wherein I haue conuicted 
theſe Miniſters,of the vtter ouerthrow & aboliſhing of the 4th 
com. and that partly by this , that they baue aboliſhed that day 
and tirae which is preſcribed in the 4th com.ſo that now we can 
not haue the commanded time , the Diuine time, nor that ſan. 
Rified time; and as good. therefore no time. But ſuppole we 
muſt have atime, by force of conſequence} why then haue we 
fora Divive time, appointed by God, an bumane time,by man: 
and for a time fanftitied by God , we haue a profane time ant 


velauQitied: and yet far 2ll this, this time is not a day,nor week- 
ly; but av boure in a day, once in a mans life : or at the beſt, bur 
a Lecture day for 4 Saabath day; thus auch far the time. m_ 
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as for the dueties in the time , either they haue vtterly aboliſhed 
them alſo, as hath bene ſhowne; or ar the beſt they baue but 
counterfeit Sabbath dueties, for true Sabbath dueties: ſo much 
of the dueties, Laſtly , they haue as hath bene ſhowne, taken 
away the very ſubie& matter of the gth comm. ſo as now God 
commandeth vs to Remember a nothing ; and toſanRify a no 
thing ; and ſu Gods commandement is made ridiculouſe, Loe, 
this Foule errour,it is an errour,wotthy the diſcouery;and high 
time it is that God ſhould raile vp ſome man to diſcouer theſe 
things,and to ſtand in defence of his gth com.and for this cauſe, 
as I have inticled my booke,a defence of the Lords Sabbaths; fo 
haue I intitled ic allo a defence of the 4th com, for you ſee how 
they haue by blotting out the Lords Sabbaths , allo defaced rhe 
whole commandement with rhern, 

[t is ftravg to ſee, what violence this one finale portion of 
Scripture, to wit, Gods 4th com. bath vndergone: and it is the 
more ſtrang , conſidering the learning and knowledyge of theſe 
times: what vaine & frigolouſe diftin&ions, of a Sabbath & the 
Sabbath,of one day in 7:of theSabbath belonging to ys,as ir fig- 
nifieth a Reſt: & as it belongerh vmoall Nations:rhar the rime 
i5 a ceremony,& the duries in the time morall:by all which they 
exclud the proper time in this gth coma, and yet rhen againe to 
contradi& themſelues;though the time of dy be abolithed, yet 
Rill they will baue the day , and a day out of the gth com. anda . 
day too of 24 houres long:and t the Sabbath day,be abo. 
liſhed,as they bold,yet they vvill have a Sabbath day ftill,& our 
of the 4th com. too: The 10, commandements they call them 
the Morall Law : but bring them to this point , of the Sabbath 
day , and then they are become partly Moral , partly ceremo- 
niall; they might as well ay,that chat which in common ſpeech 
they call white , as the ſnoyy , that it is white , 
blacke, The PapiiF;are blamed for making the 24 com, 


and Ceremoniall;and yer ſay wer this 4th , touching the 
Sabbath day, is Iewiſh and Ceremonial! : thus contradi- 


Qed our ſelues , then vye fall ro borching and cobling of the 

Commandement ; firſt it is fained that the Lords Sabbath d 

is aboliſhed, and yyorne our of vic; and then to repaice the = 
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and breach againe,that there may bea full number of ten Comes 
mandements,the gth comman.wherein the breach vvas, muſt be 
cobled vp againe , the nevy leather where with all it muſt be 
amended , it is the Lords day, and it is put into the roome of 
the old and ouer yyorne Sabbath day : ſo we hane now, a new- 
old com. or an old-new com. whither you vvill ; tor it is partly 
old,and partly new. Laſtly,as if all the frmer were not enough, 
after ſundry contradictions ; and after londry tine diftintions, 
whereby they haue violently torne a lunder, what the Almigh. 
tic hath inviolably and inleperablic T yaed ropether, at laſt they 
caſt them all quite away, aboliſhing both re, and dxeties inthe 
time,and commandement & all: thes,with others, which I might 
reckone vp,and with other violences and abuſes, which yer I am 
to diſcoucr, hath this one {mall portion of Scripture , the 4th 
com.vndergone: I cannot thinke,any one portion of Scripture, 
in controver(y betyvixt vs and Papiſts,hath bene more wreſted, 
and abuſed by them, then this by vs: God amend it.Paul telleth 
Timothy 1,Tim. 1,7. that there were ſome among them which 
deſiring to be teachers of the law , underſtood not what they [aid , nor 
_—— affirmed:This Scripture is veritied of ſome Teachers 
in theſe dayes, as may appeare by the premiſſes; and as (hall yer 
further appeare bereafter. 

I come now tothe word Remember,and touching this word,a 
reaſon may be demanded, why the Lord ſhould put a Memo= 
randum vntothis com.aboue any others of the 10? and why the 
Commandement , ſhould be exprefled by this word Remem- 
ber ? The common reaſon hereot rendered by diuins is, to Pre- 
uent careleſnes and forgettulneſſe on the fix working dayes, of 
the Sabbath day , next enſuing ; leaſt men ſhould Jeaue ſome 
common workes of the (ix dayes,to be done onthe 7th day Sab- 
bath : this I confeile a trueth indeed, but this is not all I fu 
poſe : for, if one demandeth a reaſon, why God prefixed a Me- 
mento tothis Com, more then ynto any other of the comman- 
dements , this cannot be the reaſon ; becaule that by mens nor 
toreth:nking, of the Sabbath, ſome-yvorkes arc left yndone on 
the ſ1x dayes, tobe done on the Sabbath day,and fo the Sabbath 
is profaacd, and the 4th com. travſgreiſed : For,leeing that vye

are in like danger , of breaking euery other of the Commande. 
ments, by a careleſnes and a not forethinking of our dueries in 
them enioyned,ir ſhould baue bene necdtull therefore,to haue 
had a Memorandum prefixed, vnto euery one of the 10.Com, 
as vyell as vnto this 4th com, leaſt we breake them alſo,through 
forgetfulneſſe: bur ſince a Memorandum is put tothis com.and 
not ynto others, ſuch a reaſon therefore would be ſought , as 
azreeth to this com, and nor yato others : Noyy in this point, 
it 1 may take leaue, to deliuer mine opinion, I Tannot finde out 
a better reaſon then this: God foreleerng,that after a lonp time, 
that is , about 364 yceres after Chriſt (for then was the Sabbath 
day aboliſhed, by the Zaodicean Countaile, as afterwards you 
ſhall heare more) this his Sabbath day , vyould be not in part 
violated , and profanely kept ; but that it yyould be vtterly and 
altogether blotted out of remembrance, in all Chriſtian Chur. 
ches , for 1200 yeeres together, as it is to this day ; to prevent 
which forgettulncſle and vtter negle& of his Sabbath day , it 
pleaſed God, to prefixe a Memento to this com. that fo, if it be 
forgotten, it might in time,by one meanes or other, bebrought 
to remembrance againe, which God graunt, 

If we take a luruey ofall the xo Com, we ſhall find, that no- 
thing commanded in any of them, is {6 wholly and vtterly bu- 


ried and forgotten , as is the Sabbath day , commanded in the 
gth com. vyben they had buried Chriſt, they laid a ſtone ypon 


bim , and ſealed it , to make all ſurg, that be might neuer riſe 
againe ; ſo haue they buried the Lords Sabbath day , and leaſt it 
riſe againe , they haue caſt an heape of ſtones vpon it, calling it 
| will , and Indaiſme , and a figne and ſhaddow, and a buried 
aboliſhed ceremony , and vyhat not ? and all to bring it our of 
; remembrance : Now though Papilts, haue foully forgotten the 
2d com. yet all Proteſtants remember it well enough, God be 
thanked : I know not any one thing in all the 10, Clncande. 
ments, forgotten by Reformed Churches ; but this one thin 
onely , to vvit , the Lords Sabbath day : and as for this; this 1s 
forgotten of all,both Proteftants and Papiſts: it was,very need- 
full rherefore,that the Lord ſhould pretixe a Memoraridum to 
this Comman, aboue and before all others,that ſo his Churches - 
might 
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might come into a remembrance of his Sabbath day againe. * 
The Lords Sabbaths are noyv forgotten, they ley buried in 
abborred forgetfulnefle , like as a mans body, lietb ſtinking in 
the graue,God graunt them a ſpeedy and glorious reſurre&ion: 
they are forgotten, God of his mercy bring them once againe to 
remembrance, I am but a poore and meane one,cuery way low 
and little, timoroule by nature, ftammering ih toung , vntitted 
for a buſineſle of this nature, ſoas I durſt not aduenture vpon a 
buſineſle of this conlequence,it by any other meanes or perſons, 
I could haue foreleene any potſibility of a reuiuing the Lords 
Sabbaths : but lookijog abour,and ſeeing none that would let to 
his hands , bur that ſtill the Lords Sabbaths muſt remaine in 
obliuion ; I haue aboue and beyond my yvonted courape, (as it 
is yyell knoyvne) taken vnto me a fiery zeale for the Lord of 
Hoaſtes ; if it be raſhneſle,I yyill beraſh : if it be folly,I vvill be 
a foole, vvith Dauid ; if Iperiſh, I periſh : that ſmall mite, and 
{ingle Talent , vyhereyvith all God bath be traſted me, I vyill 
improuec it and imploy it, tothe vtmoſt, for the reducing Gods 
Sabbaths, into remembrance againe, in his Churches : hitherto, 
in compariſon of this cauſe of Gods , I haue not counted deere 
ynto mee, Wife nor Children , Friends nor Country, i ainte- 
nance nor good name;but cheerfully in regard of the goodnefle 
of the cauſe, haue parted with then all more or letſe;l have now 
nothing left,bur lite and liberty,and theſe I truft,the ſame God 
that hath inabled me, will ſtill; I aw ina readincile, todepart 
with thele alſo or either of thele, for God , and to ſeale vp his 
' rrueth with my liefe or liberty , that ſol may once art length at- 
taine voto that toytull Crowne of Martyrdome , for bringing 
Gods Sabbathes, into remembrance apaine, Remember the 0s 
bath day.

either God hath miſplaced things, or M,, Greenyyood hath 
miſtaken things ; but ſuppoſing no other diuines will ſecond 
him, and that the bare mention of this abſurdety is enough ts 
confure ir, I paſſe on, 

The tirſ* vſe of this point , is for the diſcouery of the errour ' 
of many , vvho being vrged by the 4th Com, to keepe the 7th 
day for the Sabbath: they an{wer,that Sunday,or the Lords day 
is the >th day,to them : for they labour the fix dayes which goe 
before the Sunday. To vyhom 1 reply, that albeit Sunday is the 
2th day to them, yet is it not the zthday to God : for that day, 
vyhich they count the 7th day, the ſame day, God euer counted 
for the firſt day ; our Sunday , is the firſt day of the vyceke in a 
dinine accompr,not the 7 day & laſt;as we haue proucd: where- 
fore vyholoeuer rekoneth Sunday for the 7th day, he follovyerh 
an vnyyartantable and humane account , and forſaketh the 
Scripture account, yyhich calleth Sunday , the firſt day of the 
vvecke conſtantly ; now in diuine matters, vve muſt follovy a 
diuine accowpr, and in Gods matters, vve muſt take Gods ac- 
count:. apaine, wholgeuer rekoneth Sunday for the 2th day,and 
therfore reſteth on Sunday, he doth not imitate God, in reſting 
ryhen he reſted, and in yyorking when he yyrought; according 
as is preſcribed in the gth comm, but rather be crofſeth and 
thwarteth God , by reſtm# when God yvrought ; and yvorking 
vyhen God reſted : for (your Sunday vve reſt,but on our Sun- 
day God yvronght;in that he began the firſt dayes vvork in the 
creation vpon our Supday,making the light on this day, Genel, 
1. 4. F. againe,, we crofle God unour Saturday , forin it , we 
worke, bur in it God reſted ; yea , this day, God bleſſed it and 
fanQihed ir for an holy day , Genef. 2.2.3. and yet this day vve 
protane it, and make ita working day. 'Thus it is plaine, that ir 
is a foule errour in any to count our Sunday , or Lords day, the 
2thday, and (o a Sabbath or reſting day , when as it is one of 
the Six labouring dayes, and ſoa working day, 

The ſecond vle of this point, is for information : for if by the 
4th Com, our fix dayes , to'wit, Sunday , Monday , Tewlday, 
Wenſday, Thurſday, and Friday, be thoſe fix dayes, wherin we 
are to worke, after the example of God ; then it folloyveth, 
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that no day of the weeke can be the Sabbath day,or Reſting day, 
" but Saturday, the zrb day, This is to be noted again all thoſe, 

who by their vaine glolſes, would expound the 4th com, fo, as if 
ſome other day of the weeke , belids Saturday , might be the 
Sabbath day by the gth Com, now this cannot be, ſeeing God 
hath appointed all the dayes of the weeke beſids Saturday , for 
working dayes. =. 

The third vſeof this point, is for confuration : is it fo, that 
our Sunday , or Lords day , is by Gods com, a working day, it 
being one of the ſixe dayes , and the firſt of them ; hoyy yn ad- 
viſed then are thoſe which goe about toſet vp , and yphold the 
Sunday or Lords day,for a Sabbath day,and reſting day weekly? - 
when God appointed it for a vyorking day , and allo paue it vy 
ynder his oyvne example; himſelfe vyorking on it , for our imi- 
tation : neither can any apſyver , that this Iavy , {1x dayes thon 
ſhalt labour : vyas a Ceremony and ſhaddow, and ſo aboliſhed 
by Chriſt: for there is no grownd for that in (cripture:the con- 
trary is rather manifeſt, for what God did at the creation in 
vvorking on our Sunday, Chriſt our Sauiour ratefied atthe re. 
demption ; for being riſen from the dead; vpon our Sunday,tbe 
day of his reſurre&ion, he trauailed , and two of his diſciples 
allo, a matter of x5 myles, Luk. 24. 13. wherefore Sunday is a 
trauailing day , a working day ,, whother you reſpe& Gods 
example , at the Creation; or Gods 4th Comm, ypor: Mount 
Sinay ; or Chriſts example and his Diſciples after the Re- 
demprion. | 

Bur chiefly and principally , I mind to urgethis vſe againſt 
ſome Miniſters, vyho doe againe notoriouſly abuſe this 4th 
com. by prouing out of it, an inftitugon for the Lords day , or 
S:nday , to be a Sabbath: thes men ſeeme for the time , to haue 
laid alice both wit, and learning : are they not aſhamed, to goe 
about to vvreſt that Com. to ſpeake for,and command the Sun- 
day , to be kept for a Sabbath and reſting day , the yvhich doth 
expreſly command the contrary ? For, this branch of the com, 
Six 'daye thou ſhalt labeur, Doth command: labour on the ſix 
dayes ; Novy the firſt of thes ſix labouring dayes,is our Sunday: 
or Lords day ; noyy yyas it cuert heard before, that one come. 
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mandement,ſhould command contrary things ? or that one part 
of a commandement, ſhould command ys to labour, on the firft 
day of the vyecke , and an other part of ir , command vs, to reft 
fromlabour on the fame firſt day of the yveeke? is this to deale 
honeſtly and faithfully with the word of Godin expounding ir, 
to make it contradi& it (elfe ; and that nor in diuerle places, but 
in one and the ſame text ?4 (ee it is not vvithour caule, that the 
Scriptures command people, to Tr:e all things, 1.Theſlal.5.21. 
and lothey bad neede doe, leaſt they drinke in poiſon , in ſtead 
of an healthtull potion, | 

Thus I haue diſcouered an other ſhamefull abuſe of this 4th 
com. wheretore, vyhen hereafter you ſhall heare any of theſe, 
preach for the Lords day,and proue it to be a Sabbath day, out 
of the 4th com. then thinke of this vſe, colle&ted from thele 
vvords , Six dayes ſhalt tho labowr, Yea, when you heare them 
preſſe mens conſciences for the Lords day, to keepe it holy,and 
reſt from vvorke; becauſe the 4th Com. faith, Remember the 
Sabbath day : doe you'then call to minde , that this day which 
they vrge 1o, it is not named Sabbath day , but Lords day or 
Sunday ; novv the 4thcom. faith not , Remember the Lords 
day &c. but Remember the Sabbath day &c.and further call to 
minde,that the gth con. faith, Six dayes ſhalt thou vyorke: one 
of yvhich fix dayes is the Lords day : Hoyy then can theſe men 
vrge meto reft vypon the Lords day,which is one of the 6 dayes, 
and that by the 4th com. yyhen the ſame com. biddeth me to 
labour on the Lords day , as being one of the fix labourin 
dayes? Thus if people yvill be vviſe, thes Miniſters, if they will 
decciue,they ſhall but deceiae themſelues, 

SECT. ||'FIT. 

We haue finiſhed the former,and «ffrmative part of the com, 
vve novv come to the latter, and nepatine part in thes yvords, 
But the ſenuenth day u the Sabbath of be Lord thy God, in t thou 


ſhalt not doe any worke &c, See the ſame repeated Exod. 31.15, 
Exod.z5.2, Exod. 16.26.28, Exod.23.12. Leuit. 23.3. Deut, 
5.14- in yvhich textes,, the 7th day is delivered in preceptiue 
and commanding termes , prohibiting ftraightly , the propha-. 
nation of it by yyorking , and that yportpaine of death &c, In 

this

this negarine part of the Com, I yyill incift by yyay of expoſi- 
tion , anely yponthe yyord ſeventh: for the true lenſe of this 
vyord, vve muſt note that there are two fortes of numbers, a 
Cardinall , and an Ordinall: the Cardinall number runeth thus, 
one,tvvo,three,foure,fiue,(ix,ſeuen 8&c. The Ordinall number 
runeth thus, the firſt, ſec5d, third, fourth, fifth,{ixth,ſeaenth 8c, 
the due vnderſtanding v#hereot , btingeth much light torhis 
poitit ; as for the Cardinall number , be it foure, fix, or ſeuen, it 
comprizeth all and cuery one of the number;as all the fowre,all 
the tix,all the ſeauen: but novy the ordinal! number,it ever no* 
tifieth but one of the number, and that is cuer the laſt of the 
number alſo; for example, The Third, it comprilſeth not all the 
Three, but onely one of the Three : apaine it ſignifieth not the 
ſecond,nor the firſt,bur the third, vvhich is the laſt of that num- 
ber, 2, The fourth , it cowpriſerh not all the 4, but onely ſome 
one of the 4 ; againe it pointeth not tothe ſecond, or third of 
the number, but ro the fourth only, which is the laſt of the num- 
ber. Novr to apply this, yve muſt knoyy that this vyord in the 
4thcoth, (ſeuenth) it is not a cardinall,bur an ordinall number, 
the propertie vyhereof is to notifie one onely,and alſo the laſt cf 
the number ; yyherefore , yyhen the Lord (aid , Bat the ſeventh 
day 1 the Sabbath, &c, hereby he gaue vs to vnderſtand,that he 
meant it of the laſt day of the wgeke, and of the laſt day of thar 
number , not of the third day , nor of the ſutth day, bur of that 
vvbichislaſt of the number,to yrit,the Seuemb day.And if you 
vvould knoyy vyhich day of our vyeeke this 7th day is, ſec all 
the 4 Euangeliſts,calling the Lords day of reſurre&ion,which is 
our Sunday, the firſt day of the yveeke ; if then our Sunday be 
the firſt day ofthe vyecke , then reckone onewards, and Satur- 
day vvill be this ſeventh day; and alſo che laſt of the nuthber. 
Come we now ymo the ves of the point , and firſt, is it fo, 
that this 2th day , is commanded, and delivered in preceptiue 
and commanding termes,as hath bene proned by ſondry rexres. 
of Scripture;then this bevyraicth the fully 8& madnefie of ſome 
Diuioes , vvbo ſeeing that here che Lord God doth fodirely 
point at the Saturday for bis Sabbath , as they haue no way to 


avoide it, Hereypon they fall to blaſphemonte derfiall, ſaying, 
thar

that theſe yyords, But the 7th day,is the Sabbath of the Lord, in it ] 
thou ſhalt not doe any worke,8&c. are no parte of the 4th com.and 
that they are nothing bur appurtenances for ſooth ; thes men 
yvill rake aWay no lef{c at once , then the Negatiue parte of a 
Com, they would haue no more in the 4th com. bur thes words, 
Remember the Sabbath day , to ſanttify #r. I might eafily ſhew 
them, that thes words, Sabbath day, and ſeauenth day , are vſed 
promifcuolly,foas take ayvay the one,and take away the other, 
graunt the one, and graunt both, ſee Exod, 20.11. Exod.2z. 
12. Luk. r3.r4.yea,they be vſed both, to notify one & the ſame 
day; like as Lords day , and Sunday , be both names for our firſt 
day of the weeke,fo are Sabbath day , and, [eauenth day, names 
for Saturday the laſt day of our weeke , if the one then belongs 
\ not ynto vs, no more doth the other; and it the one be a parte of 
Ahe Com, lo muſt be the other alſo. 

Burt by theſe and the like euaſions , they vvill by hoocke or 
by kroocke , as vve ſay , by one bad means or an orher, reie&t 
the proper day, and time of the 4th Comm, and yertheir yery 
conlciences tell them, that the dueties of reſt and holineſſe, 
vyhich vyere commanded together yyith the time and day , & 
in the (elfe ſame com, doe belong vato ys:novy vybat an abſurd 
thing itis, for any to goe about ro diuorle,leparate, and dil- 
ioyne,thole things whichGod hath married as it were & toyned 
together ? in the 4th Com, God ioyneth together the time, and 
the duties tobe performed in the time : novy vyhat God hath 
ioyned together, let no man put afſunder. They thinke the due» 
tics commanded to the Ieyyes, are deſcended to vs, but not the 
time, wherin thoſe duties were to be performed: this conceipt 
of theirs, is much like abſurd to thele ; as if an houſe ſhould 
deſcend tothe heire , but nor the grownd whereon iz ſtands: or, 
as if a bondof 16! paiable to the father vpon the zth day of May; 
ſome Lawyers ſhonld be of opinion that the ſome of mony in. 
deed, to wit, the x01,is deſcended to his ſonne, after his deceaſe 
but not the time & day of its payment, mentioned in the bond: 
or, where as our Sauiour taught the Iewes his Diſciples, in the 
4th petition of his prayer,( aying, give vs this day our daily bread, 
to beg for two things, the one is bread, the other is the day , and 
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time when to haue it, to wite, this day: ſome Miniſters ſhould 
imagine that indede the petition concerning bread is Morall, 
and concerneth vs Chriſtian Gentiles; bur for the day and time, 
that they vvould haue it chis day, thats Ceremoniall,and belon- 
ved onely ynto thoſe Lewes the Diſciples of Chriſt, nor varo vs: 
uſt thus, deale our Miniſters novy, vvith Gods 4th Comm. the 
dueries belong to vs , ſay they, but the time concernd the Tewes 
onely , not vs : neuer were there any Expoſitions moreablurd, 
then are our Expoſitions of che 4th Com. no, for ablurdery,po- 
piſh [eſuites themſelues cannot out ſtripp vs : rather then faile, 
a parte of the Com. ſhall be denied roo. 

A ſecond vie may be for confutation offuch Miniſters as will 
by one means or other , ſo falſly expound rhele vyords in the 
Negatine parte of the Com,vvhich mention the 7th day;as they 
will make che people ſtrongly beleeue , that God meanerh the 
8th day , or the firſtday : as if God had not knoyyne hoyy to 
ſpeake , but vyhenhe nameth the 7zth day , he meaneth the $th 
day; yvhen he ſpeaketh of the 7th and laſt day of the yyecke, yer 
he meaneth the $th or firſt day of the yveeke; whowould think 
thele to be faithfull expounders of Gods vyord?thereare argu- 
ments & lights enough in the Com.as hath bene ſhoyyn, wherby 
one that is bur vvilling , may ſee yvyhich day of the yyecke God 
meant, Neuertheleſic : | hain can be”laid ro the con- 
erary , thes men vvil apply & vrge this qthcom. hardly ypon 
mens conſciences for the. $rh day , or Lords day ; as if the zch 
day, & the $th day wereall one: may it not truly be laid of ſuch 
Miniſters, as oncethe Lord ſpake of thole prieſts , Her prieſts 
hane wreſted the Law,Zepha. 3.4. 

This vſe may alſo be prefled againſt the peopre, for ſuffering 
them ſelues to hc thus deluded , & blinded : it ſemeth they ob- 
ſerue nor therule of the Apoſtle toTrie al things: nor the pratiſe 
of the Bereanes, to ſerch the Scriprures,to (ce it the things be ſo, 
or not : but they handouer head, take all thatis ſpoken for 
goſpell, if the Miniſter be an honeſt man , in their repure, As 
S.Paul ſaid, O ye foliſh Galatians , who bath bewiched you , that 
yee ſhould not obey the trueth ? (o may I ſay:to many Engliſh peo- 
ple ; O foliſh Audiroures , who hath bevyitched you, that yee 

M ſhould 
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ſhould not yrdetftand the trueth ? doe yee not knovy the right 
hand from the lefre, the zrth day , from the $th ? the beginaig 
of the weeke from the end? vvil you ſufter your felues fo ro be 
abuſed, that a Com, for the 9th day , you ſhould be brought to 
beleeue that it bindeth your conſciences, to the 8th day? finally 
it ſeemeth you choole rather to beleeue man then God; for God 
ſaith in expreſſe words, the 7th day is the Sabbath : bur many 
Miniſters ſay , the $th day is the Sabbath: novy vyhither of 
theſe tyyaine , you pgiue more credit ynto, your {clues ſhall be 
Iudpes. 

Fine well they think to ſalue yp the matter with a diſtin- 
Aion of a 5th & the pth: and ſo our 8th day, may be a 7th day, 
though not the >th day. Bur we muſt know there is a Dune 
accompr , and an h»mane accompt , now in diuine matters vye 
are to hould ys to a'Giuine & {cripture accomprt , not touch a 
one as yye may forge out of our ovyne braines, beginnig at 
what day of the ws. yye plealc for the firſt of our 7, Novv 
foralmuch as God vſeth tobegine at our Sunday or Lords day, 
for the firſt of the 7; both at the Creation, Genel, x. 5. and after 
rhe Redemption, Mat. 28.1. Mark. 16,2, Luk.24.1. loh.20, 
1. AR. 20, 7. if vve vvill rekone the dayes of the weeke , as 
God rekoneth them , and beginne where he beginneth , vve 
muſt count our Suuday or Lords day , for the firſt day of the 
vveeke, or of the Scauen ; vvhich being ſo, rekone forwards, 
and you cannot pofliblie make , any day of the weeke the 7th, 
beſids Saturday : yea, Saturday is the 7th day, euen in Nature, 
for it is the zth day from the Creation : yea , Saturday is allo 
the zth day, in a Chriſtian accompr, if you rekone from the Re- 
demption; for Sunday or our Lords day,being the day of Chriſt 
his Relurre&ion, yyherin he bad finiſhed our Redemption,and 
this Lords day , being the firſt day of the vyeekein a Chriſtian 
account, for all Chyiſtianes ſo counte it , & lo did the 4, Ewange- 
liſts, Mat.28,1. Mark. 16, 2. Luk.24. 1, Ioh. 20.1. 19. count 
forvyards and Saturday muſt needs be the 7th day, towit,, the 
7th day from the Redemption : fo that Saturday is the 7th day 
eucry vvay, both from the Creation , & from the Redemption : 
wherfore , they vyba talkeſoofa 7th day , as if any day of the 
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weoke might be a 7th day , they are neuer able to ſhew vs, any 
day of the weeke, to be a zthin Scriptures accompt, but Satar- 
day , what a folly is it then for them to talke of a 7th day, as if 
Sunday might beir? & yer ſo hey TY ſaying wee keepe a 7th 
day , on Sunday, though not the 7th day: it isa 7th day in- 
deed, buta 7rhof their ovyne deuiſe , bur neuer of Gods al-« 
lov vance. 

Some expound thes words, the ſexenth dry , to be meant thus 
#ne of ſcaxen: ſome one day of the 7, but whar is this better , or 
other, then to ſay a 9rh?for both wayes they make Gods certaine 
time, to be vncertaine : for God ſpake of the 7th day, which is 
for cerraine the laſt day of the number & weeke , not of lome 
one day or other vncertainely, 

This one thing is to be noted , as a greate fully in rhe Pa- 
trones of the Lords day , they vvill haue a Sabbath ih Remem- 
brance of the Redemption , as the Iewes had in memory of the 
Creation ; & this their new Sabbath alſo, thatit may ſtand 
the 4th Comm, it muſt be on a pth day ; & yet they cannot tell 
vyhere xp find a zth day, in any dixine accompt for it , vnles it 
be Saturday, which they abborre; & therfore in roome of azth 
day, vyheron they tell vs,they haue at laſtlighted on a firſt day; 
are they not neere the matter think you ? furthermore, they a 
borr the zth day from the Creation , for their nevy Sabbath; 
well then, I would gladly knovy of them, yyhence they yyould 
baue a 7thday ; it muſtbe either a 7th day from the Creation, 
or a 7th day from the Redemption; there isnothird to be ima-« 
gined : I knoyy they vvill chooſea 7th day from the Redemp. 
tion ; vvell then, fince Sunday or Lords day,is the day vyheron 
Chriſt roſe, and fo thefirſt day of Redemption, yvherin he 
brought light & liefe into the yvorld;let them rekone onwards, 
& Saturday(though ir greeueth them)willbe the 7th day, from 
the Redemption: wherefore,if they will be like them lelues,Sa- 
turday muſt be their neyy Sabbath day, if they yvill keepe a zth 
day from the Redemption, in remenbrance of ir, 

Saturday , is not onely the 7th day from the Creation , but 
alſo from the Redemption ; vvherefore , yyhat day can be more 
fic for a nevy Sabbath, then Saturday? for it anſyyeretb both » 
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the Creation , & ro the Redemption , being the 7th day from 
both : hovy firly then might the memury of both Creation , & 
Redemption, be celebrated both together , ypon one day , to 
wit, Saturday euery yvay the 7th day? 

To conclude,luppole vye, that Chriſt bad left a commande- 
ment for the Lords day,in th:{c vyords, Remember the Lords day 
to ſantbifie it, G6. but the firſt day 15 the Lords day, cc, ſhould not 
they be cenlured for corrupters & wreſters of the Sc: iprures, 
who vyould attempt lo roexpound this hiſt day, which is Sun. 
Gay or Lords day, as it might be vnderſtood « f Monduy the le- 
cond day , vyhichis the day after ? why iuſtlo doe they novy 
deale vvith Gods 4th comm, it faith, Remember the Sabbath. 
day, &c. but the {caueuth day , 1s the Sabbath dry Fc, And yer 
they vvill make the 81h day , which is the day after, to be the 
Seauenth day : vvby might not the ſecond day be vnderſtood, 
when Chriſt taid the firſt day , as vyell as the 8th day , vvyhen 
God laid the 7th day?

Z. How thelc words, 
are a reaſon tv the 4rt) comm. as for this third thing, it thall be 
handled in 8a Section by it {elte, For the firſt, that God lanGihed 
the 7th day , or Saturday Sabbath : ſee this plainely in this 4th 
com, Toerefore the Lord Elijſ:d the Sabbath day , and hallowed it, 
Exod. 20.11. (ce italloGenel. 2. 3: So God bleſſed the ſenenth 
day,aud fanthiped it, Sothen,this Saturday, 7th day, Sabbath,is a 
bleiled and a {anctined day : looke.yvhat God hath blefled, ir 
{ha'l be bleſſed : and what God hath fanctihed, it muſt be holy; 
the S417 day, 7:h day,Sabbath therefore,is an holy Time,an ho. 
ly day. Tous Muſcn/ns tol,62, God might ({aith he) haue com- 
manded onely the attes and domgs of the day , but to fet out the mat- 
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ter more pubulie, be ſaid , Remember that thou ſantlify the day of the 
Sabbath : He chargeth that the day ut ſeife ſhalt be reput-d boly. 
W here Muſculus doth not onely athrnie, that the time and day 
was as well commanded , as thole duerties in the day, of reſt and 
holy exerciſes , bur alſo ſaith,that the day ir '{c|f- is an holy day, 
Neither is this day boly,by any mans hallovving or ſanGtifyin 
of it, but by the proper worke of God himlelfe ; tor, ſaith theſe 
rextcs, the Lord blef{ed the Sabbath day,and landtitied it : and, 
God blciled the 7th day , & ſanRihed ir, H:reby we lee, hovy 
God hath choſen out the Sirurday for an holy day , aboue all 
day2$:t the weekezand God hauing made it an boly day,be hath 
there! y put as much difference betyvixt it,& other dayes of the 
wereke, as vvas wont to be betwixrt A Prieſt, 8 a common man: ' 
the Temple, & their common houlen : & as is now betwixt $xr- 
cramentall bread, & common bread at our tables, Hence it is,that 
Saturday the 7th day, 1s called , the Sibbath of the Lord Exod. 
20,10, and,the holy of che Lord, Ila,58. 3, and, wy holy day, 
Ila.g$.1z.and my Sabbath,I{a.56 4, How meanly foener rimes 
nuw count of rhis day,yet you lee by rhele names, and Epithites, 
how God eſtemed of it, 

I come tothe lecond thing conſiderable , which is the reaſon 
vyhich moued God,to ballovv this zth day,Saturday, Sabbath: 
the realon then why God ſanQified this day,it vvas,becarſe him- 
{elf} had reſted on this day, from his great & miraculouſe-worke 
of the Worlds creation ; ſee this moſt euidently Genef.2.3. $1 
God bletſcd the 7th day,& ſanRihed it, becauſe that in it,he had 
reſted from all bis vyorke. You (ee one reaſon rhen,of the Sab- 
baths inſtitution & conſecration: thus A Kingdome , doth fo- 
lemnize the Coronation day , becauſe on thar day the King 
eame to his Crowne : men keepe rheir Birth dayes, and Mar- 
riage dayes,becaxſe on thole dayes they were borne,& married: 
Toole [ewes Eſter,9. kept the dayes of Purim, becauſe of their 
deliuerance from Hamans conſpiracy. | 

I come now to the vles of thele rwo points: and firft,is ito, 
that therefore God ſan&ified the Saturday, 7th day , Sabbath, 
becauſe that init be bad reſted from all his vyorke ; why then 
ſay ſome men, it matters not which day , we pgiue God for a 
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Sabbath,ſo be we giue him one 8c? Here was a reaſon you ſee, * 


mouing God to ſer apart Saturday , rather then Swnday , or any 
other day ,to wit,becauſe he had reſted on that day: and had God 
a reaſon mouing him to make a choile of dayes then, & is there 
noreaſon at all now , but one day may be as meete as an other? 
hath length of time, worne this reaſon out of vie ? will any lay, 
it matters not which day we keepe for Coronation day, birth 
day,or Marriage day? tor Chrifts Paſſion day,reſurre&ion day, 
or alcention day ? 1s there not ſome reaſon euen in thes , for one 
day aboue all others ? euen ſo,is there not a teaſon, why the 7th 
day , ſhould be folemnized & reſted on aboue all others, fince 
that God (olemnized it, & reſted on it; and did therefore blefſe 
it, & ſanfify it, becauſe himſelfe had Reſted in it ? I defire this 
Faay be obſerued , by ſuch as expound the com, ro be meant of 
one of ſeuen: that is,of one day of the 7,or of ſome one day of the 
- 7 or other?as if God had made no choile,or difference of dayes; 

& as if God had as well ſanttified Sunday, monday,tew{day &c. 
and made them Holy dayes,as ww his ſacred day, 

There are beſids others , theſe realons why we ſhould cele- 
brate this day,rather then any other, 1.becaule on this day God 
reſted,and not on any of the other 6 dayes ; & vve muſt imitate 
God, 2,God balloyved and ſanRified this day, ſo he did not 
honour any otber of the fix dayes ; but inted them for 
worke, 3. God had ſpeciall reaſon to ſanQiie this day, becauſe 
bimſelfe had reſted on it ; but he had\no reaſon ſo to ſanRifie 
any of the {1x dayes, for he refted not on thos, but yyrought on 
them. 4. God commanded this day in ſpeciall to be ſanQified 
by his 4th comm. which yvere reaſon enough for vs toput a 
difterence of dayes, if we had none other. We ſee then , it is a 
friuolouſe obieQion, to lay the leaſt of ir, for men to ſay, it mart. 
ters not {o much,which day we giue God for his Sabbath, fo be 
he hath one, God is in loue with his owne choiſe, no day can fo 
pleaſe him, as bis owne choſen day, The Iewes mighras well 
haue (aid , fo be we offer Sacrifice in an bouſe, & by a man, it 
matters not which houſe , nor what man : yet God had choſen 
his Temple before all Houlen, 8& his Prieſts aboue all men,there- 
fore they durft not alter Gods choiſe, Might not we as well ſay 
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now, it matters not ſo much what man miniftretb the Sacra- 
ments, fo be a man doth it : nor what we drinke at the Lords 
Supper , ſo it be liquor ? doe'wee nor abhorre ſuch obieQions?- 
If vve will keepe a Sabbath by the 4th com, vve muſt betake vs 
to ſuch a day onely, vnto vvhich this reaſon of the Sabbaths in- 
ſtirution mentioned in the 4th com, doth properly belong : it-- 
cannot be ſaid of any of the other 6 dayes Sunday , Moody: 
Tewſday , Wednelday, Thurſday, or Friday, that God bleſſed 
or ſan&ified any of them , becauſe he had Reſted on them : if 
therefore yve choole ay of theſe & dayes , 1, yye keepe a day 
vvhich God did not blefſe nor ſanQtify for.thatend, 2. We de- 
feate & diſapoint God, of his maine reaſon & end , yyhich mo- 
ued him to ordaine & command the Sabbath,to bleſle it and to 
ſanQify it ; for, becauſe God had refted on the 7th day,which is 
Saturday, Therefore the Lord bleiſed the zth ay hallowed it, 
Geneſ,2.2.3, I pray let this point be well obſerued, for it is of 
great conſequence, | | 
Vie 2. is it ſo, that God hath ſanQified & hallowed , this »th 

day , Saturday, Sabbath; hoyy is it come abour, that this ſacred 
time, is noyy euery where in all Churches ſo trangly profaned? 
for,as thoſe Iewes,dealt then with the Temple,they bought in it, 
& (ould init,& changed their money in it, Mat.21,12. So doe 
we now profane the Saturday Sabbath, by hauing markets there- 
in , by buying & ſelling therein ; yea, vye refuſe not to doe the 
- moſt bale, ſeruill, drudgery vvorkes, that the Kitchine hath, on: 

the Lords Sabbath day : vveare farre vnlike our heauenly Fa- 
ther in the vſe of this day; he ſanRified ir,we profane it; he re- 
ſted on ir, we worke on it ; he commanded vs to Remember it, 
we forgetir, Theſe things conſidered, it is high time for euery 
man , to make a ſerch & inquiſition , to know whats become of 
the Lords Sabbatb? and to be well informed ofthe reaſon. why 
the Lords Sabbaths are now forgotten; & ſo ſtrangly profaned: 
The Prieſts lippes muſt preferue knowledge , _ people muſt 
ſeeke the law, at their mouths, Mal.2.7. Wherefore I aduiſe 
people , to haue recourſeto their Miniſters in this nfatter , and 
in moſt ſeriouſe manner demand of them whats become of the 
Lords Sabbaths? & by what warrant this ſacred time, is now fo 
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profaned ? and if they cannot for the preſent giue you a found 
realon,delire them to take it into conlideration, & to ſtudy the 
point better , that fo a full ſatisfation may be giuen to Guds 
people in this matter , or el{e'a reformation may be ſought : it 
is nodallying ; the matter is weightie; that a ſacred day, {o hal. 
lowed by God , (bould be now 1o protaned, it ſtandetheuery 
man vpon , to haue ſound arguments tor it , vnletle he will be 
ouilty of the ſinne of profaning Gods Sabbaths, weekly , and 
tran{preſſhon of the 4th com, & tletting Gods example and pre- 
{1dent. 

This one thing I dare cortidently auovvch, that no Miniſter 
is able to ſhew, any text of holy writ, which doth neceſſarily abo- 
liſh this 7th day Sabbath: as for thole textes Colofl, 2, 16. Exod, 
31-13. Vyhichare their maine textes, thers no neceſſity at all in 
them, for abolition of the Morall Sabbath; for there be an(v vers 
enough to ther, & {ufficient enough, (as ſhall be ſeene hereaf- 
ter, when we come to an{yver to all their obie&ions) if thoſe that 
oppole God in his Sabbaths, did bur pleaſe to retaine them, and 
to ſanRify them: I am confident therefore,that it is nothing bur 
their meere willes,& pleaſ{ures,that makes rhem inueigh againſt 
the Lords Sabbaths:Ler people therefore fee to ir, what manner 
of arguments & reaſons,they admit of from their Miniſters, for 
their profaning of the Lords Sabbaths , which he hath haftowed 
& ſanttiſied ; let not every trifling probable argument be auai- 
lable , hauing but lome liklihod to be ſo; but let them call for. 
ſuch folid & ſubſtantiall reaſons,as doe proue the aboliſhing of 
the Sabbath day neceſſarily,cleerly, & vndeniably,ro the full ſa- 
tisfyivg of their conſciences ; & let Miniſters giue them no 
realons here, for their iuſtihable profaning of the Lords hal- 
lowed Sabbath, but ſuch as will hould currant,before God,at the 
day of wadgement , when God ſhall call for at account of his {a- 
cred time,& holy Sabbaths: neither ler the people reſt ſatished, 
till they baue ſuch reafons, for their profanation of the SanQi- 
hed >th day Sabbath, as they doe verily beleeue are{ſound &- 
warrantable , & fuch as God will accept at their hands, vvhen 
they ſhall be queſtioned therefore, betore his Trib#nall : for no 
probable contingent , & doubttull argurnents , will then paſſe 

| for 
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for current, againſt an expreſſe commandement,and ſo ancient 
& ſacred an ordinance,as is Gods Sabbath, I conclud this point, 
with thoſe words of the voyce from heauen to Peter Aﬀt.10.15. 
The things that God hath purified, pollute thou nor, So lay I to Mi- 
niſters, when your people repaire ynto you, for reaſons,roiuſtt- 
fy them in the profanation of the Lords ſacred & holy Saboaths; 
hane a care,leaſt you drayv all the guilt of Sabbath breaking, &© 
the ſfinne of cranſoreliog of the 4th com, ypon your owne ſoules, 
and that by your reaſons, you doe not pollute the things, which 
God hath f{anCified & purified , the Lords Sabbaths I meane: 
the things that God hath ſanttif:ed, pollute thow not. 
SECT, IX. 

I come noyy to the 3d thing conſiderable in the reaſon t othe 
4th com. mentioned in theſe yyords , Foy , in ſixe dayes the Lord - 
made heanen & earth,the ſea,} all that in them is,CF reſted the 3th 
day : Therefore the Lord bleſſed the Sabbath day, & hallowed it, 
Theſe words /ixe dayes, you hane them tyvyiſe mentioned in this 
4th com,the firſt rime they are mentioned, is in Exod. 20.9.and 
there they are to be confidered as a commandement: for they 
are deligered in commanding termes, The ſecond time, you 
haue them mentioned , is in Exod, 26.11, and herethey are to 
be conſidered as a reaſon : and ſo much is manifeſt by the ratio- 
nall particle (f#) prefixed as you ſee, Wherefore noyv yveare 
to conſider of theſe yyords,as they are areaſon vrged by God,to 
induce vs to the Sanifying of his Saturday, zth day, Sabbath, 
commanded in this 4th comm, & the reaſon is to be applied to 
the com. on this manner. x .On the 7th day thou ſhalt reſt from 
thy labours; becauſe I the Lord thy God at the Creation, reſted 
from my worke on the ſame day , or on the 7th day. 2.Onthe 
ſixe dayes thou ſhalt labour 8& finiſh all thy workes, ſo as no- 
thing be left ro be done on the 7th day: becauſe on the fix dayes, 
I the Lord thy God did worke,& finiſh all, leauing nothing ta 
be done on the >th or Sabbath day. Thus ſtands thereaſon, in 
relation torhe com, as I conceiue it: as in the former part of the 
4th comm. God preſſeth vs tothe obſeruation of the Saturday 
Sabbath, by virtue of the 4th com. in commanding termes, ſay. 


ing , Remember the Sabbathday, to ſanQify it, lo in the latrer 
N part 
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part thereof,God preſſeth vs to the obſernation of the ſame day, 
by his owne example: {o then, if either precepr,or preſident will 
auaile with vs; it either an imperioule commandement , or a 
{weerte & gentle realon will auajle any thing with vs, then vye 
muſt keepe Gods Saturday Sabbath : and ſuch with whom net. 
ther Gods commandment , no nor yet his patterne & example. 
propoſed for vs to follow , will preaaile, they ſhew themlelues 
not children of God, bur rebellcs ro God, 
- God is plealed many times, in Scripture, to propound hitr - 
ſelte for our patterne, as 1,Pet. 1.15. eAs he which hath called 
you ,15 holy , ſo be ye holy, &c. Our $auiour Chrift exhorteth vs, 
£2 doe good to thoſe which harme ys, that fo we may be the 
children of our heauenly father &c.& then he concludeth thus, 
you ſhall therefore be perfect , as your father which ts in heauen , 15 
perfett, Marth, 5.48. and lo in this 4th com. God hath fer forth 
himlelte for our patterne, laying, Remember the Sabbath day , 
to ſanRify it ; for\] the Lord ſanRiticd it ; on the 9th day,thou 
ſhalt reft ; for,on the 7th day,I the Lord reſted: if therefore you 
will be led by reaſons , as realonable men ſhold , then let Gods

whit; if any of theſe 3, or ifall of them together , would rake 
place with ys, behold, vve haue them all in this 4th com.For r. 
God commanded the Sabbath day, 2. God kept it himlſelte, 
3.He allureth ys by a ſtrong reaſon, taken from his enſample,& 
noted by the particle for, How could a point be more thorow- 
ly pretſed > of all fortes of people , vvhich come ynder this re- 
proofe, I find none more guilty , then lome of the Clergie ; for 
as for the Laity,though they be guilty hereof, yet a little matter 
would foone reclaime them,bur as for theſe of the Clergie, they 
are intoxicated,and euen drunken with reaſon & Sophiſtry; for 
Gods reaſon , which he vleth here in this com, ro allure men to 
keepe his Sabbaths,it is vyith them as no reaſon; for,cither they 
will make this reaſon,no parte of Gods comman.or but as ſome 
needleſſe appendix vnto it; or let it fand ftill for a cipher,as no 
reaſon at all; fo they make a ſheyy to imbrace Gods 4th com. 
but not his reaſon which hee added to the ſame comandement; 
it is the property of an vnreaſonable man , to reiet Gods rea- 
{ons, Orelle, by their ſubrill yſe of reaſon, they can toſſe it,as a 
man doth a Tennis bale , from one day, ynto another, as if the 
reaſon muſt runne thus; Therefore God blefled & (anRified the 
7th day , becauſe vye ſhould keepe the $th day : theretore God 
hallowed the Sabbath day,becaule we ſhould ſan&ihe the Lords 
day, As abſurd as it is, for the, concluſion to be yuderſtood of 
one day,& the premiſſes of an other, yet can they put ſome cul« 
ler or other on it, whereby the ſimple, yea & themſelues roo,are 
deceiued : and this deceipt is the more dangeroule, in that it is 
cullered ouer vvith a ſheyy of learning ; common people verily 
bcleeue, that becauſe they areſo learned & conlcionable, there- 
fore they yle their learning & conſcience in euery matter they 
medle withall; I wiſh it wereſo ; Oh that Lot, Dawid,and Peter 
had alwayes vicd that knowledge 8 conſcience , that was in 
them? | 

Were it the common people that violated Gods Sabbathes, 
vve could ſoone check them with the 4rh com, & with the 


example, & reaſon of Almightie God, tothe contrary: but novy 
: N' 2 {1nce 
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fince it is the ſyne of Miniſters , no bonds, nor realons of God, 
can hould them; for they baue fond out o mavy diſtinctions, & 
anlwers, & obiectiones , as they can both violate & profane the 
Sabbath day;& yet againe make God & man beleeue,that thy 
keepe the Sabbath hay as you ſee none cale more tor it then 
they , witnetle their Sermons; lo thele can profane Gods Sab.

Many louke before they will reade my booke, or ſcane the 
point , at the virer impollibility of any reformation; {as if our 
dayes vvcre yyorle then euer were any betore) & thertare they 
haue no mind to ynderſtand it ; thus they looke vpon Gods 
matters yvith carnall eyes; yyho,in other cales teach men to due 
their duety & leaue the ſucceſle ro God: ſhovld all men treade 
their ſteppes,th'y would make all ſure againſt any reformation, 
lince they vvi!l receiue no information. 

Some are of opinion, that God will yyincke at ys,as he did ar 
the Patriarks hauing many vviues ; ſince it is the practiſe of all 
Churches, todoe as we doe ; & therforc they vvill goe on, re- 
pardlefic of any further knowledye of the point:But ſuch men 
may liue in adultery ar this day, pon the ſame growndlefle opi. 
nion, if but: mavy others would conlent & toyne vvith them in 
this wicked practiſe,ſo as they might but haue this plea, that all 
men doe fo,or that ail Curches doefo, (I would not be thoughr 
to.ſpeake at roucrs,& to pueſſe only inthele obieRtions & by re- 
ſ(peQes,at what men may think;for theſe myne eares have heard 
men make the moſt of theſe obie&ions which here I propound.) 

Many before they vvill open the doore of their ynderſtan=

that man not worthy'ro teach others, yvho [corneth to learne 
of orhers., | 

Many thinke, if they ſhould giue ary way tothe knovy vledge 
of this point, they (ſhould but diſturb the peace of the Church, 
& vveare noyv at a {wete concord; it is better .therfore to be 
Ignorant of it, &c.But by this reaſon, vre might haue remained 
all Papiſts vnto this day ; for had our forefathers , ypon this 
grownd reie&ed Luthers doctrine , had yye not all bene deeply 
guilty ſtill, of the {yne & breach of the ſecond Com. & Popith 
Ldolatry? yea,& what I pray is this better, then grolſe tempori- 
zing , & pleaſing of the times? 

Many thinke, poſſibly it may come to paſle , that the profeſ- 
f10n of this point, may colt them lofle or hazard of their liuings, 
wherby they are now comfortable maintained; 8 rhertore it is 
good, not to be firſt in the knovyledge & profeſhon hereof; 
they think they may Know it ſoone enough 1o or 20 yeeres 
hence to their coſt, let others breake the yce in the meane time, 
Bur theſe men ſer more by a good liuing , then by a good cone 
{cience: they loue to ferue God, but it (hall be no further, then 
they may lerue theire owne turnes: they will ſerue God,it they 
be lucr once, it will coſt them nothing. 

Many thinke , it 1s not late to be acquainted with this point, 
leaſt it intangletheir conlciences,&c, But thes men,yv vhilit thry 
ſeemeto be of render conſciences , bewray they haue no con- 
{cience , or very corrupt conlciences : for ,if they had any con- 
(cience , or any good conſcience, yyould it {ufter them to refuſe 
{ucha lipht in tro Gods Lavy, as vyould caule them to make a 
conlcience of it? were Gods Lawes, and the knowledg of zhem 
made { thiak you ) t9 intangle mens conlciences ? doenot Mi- 
niſters & pcople bytly,pray & yle meanes,to increaſe in knovv- 
ledge of Gods Lay ys; & are they novy afraid of the knowledye 
them, when of tendred vato themleaſt their conſciences thould 
be intangled with them? Mary 
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Many thinke, happily iris atruerh , & it vvere notamiſle if 
it yvere preformed;tor yve haue little to ſay for our Lords day; 
& as ice apainſt the Sabbathday « but that ſuch a meane ob- 
(curc fallow, as this Brabourne is, vvho is ſuch & ſuch ; vye 
knovy him yvell enough, both yvhat he 1s,8& vyhat he was, &c, 
that ſuch a one ſhould attempt this reformation, our Spirits 
c:nnot brooke it: But bretheren, I haue oſten & ftill doe vvith 
enfcinedly in many reſpettes, that God had pur it into the barte 
cflome other man, an eminent perſon, to haue informed in 
this caſe , that lo my meanenefle, ſhould haue bene no impedi- 
ment , to the progreſle of Gods cauſe, but God is vyont to glo- 
rify himſelte by weake inſtruments, that fo the praiſe may be to 
God,& not to the inſtrumeEt: that our times are no chanplinges; 
that they difter not from former times,fhall appeare by a ſtorie 
I reade of in Peter Heylyns Microcoſmos pag: 29r, where it is 
thus reported; /n the tuae of Luthers reformatio, one Matheo Lan- 
gie A (ardinal, & A Byſhop,of A Biſhepricke,of the greateſt rewe- 
* news, of any in all Germany, ingenuouſly confeſſed, that tbe Maſie 
' W4s not void of its famlres ; that the Courts of Rome were corrupted, 

C that a generall reformation, of the liues of p1s ſts & fryers , was 
neceſſary : But that a poore , raſcall Munke ( for ſo he thought Lu- 
ther, ſaith the Amtbor ) ſhould beginne all ; that hee deemed intolle- 
rable, & nat to be indured, Thus you lee, ſcandall hath formerly 
bene taken, at the meaneneſſe of the perſon: great Clerkes, will 
neither attempt the reformation of abuſes them felues , nor yer 
can they beare it , that their inferioures ſhould doe any thing 
neither: the reaſon I take to be, becaule in the former , they are 
in danger to looſe their greatneſſegin the latter, to looſe heir

\W ho that looketh ypon theſe ſo many tumbling blockes, 
with many others that night be ſhowne, can wonder , that men 
of a (harp fight, yea & holy licte, ſhould haue their eye ſight da. 

-z"Nled, & not lee fucha tructh, as is encountered with fo many, 
difficulties: were it {ucha trueth, as the knovvledge & publike 
"roytcihon thereof, yvould Rand vvith antiquity, vaiuerſality, 
publike applauſe & approbation,facility of reformation, credir 
& reputation, liucings &'ipreterments , then {hould I wonder 
& yvonder againe, if Miniſters ſhould not find ir our preſently. 
& protetſe it pablikly : but this is ſuch axrueth, as is at the firſt 
thoughts of it, oppugned by a vvbole army of gaine ſaying ob- 
iections, all vyhich ,are preualent vvith manes naturall corrup- 
riones : let nor people therfore , think it a thing altogether im - 
pothible , for many Godly & lerned Miniſters , ro fide it roge- 
ther, againſt ſuch a trueth, & to bewillingly ignorant of it: and 
let ſuch Miniſters themlclues, ſerch out which of theſe obſtacles 
here mentioned , or the like to them, hath ſoblinded their 
mindes;, & dazelled their reaſon , as neither Gods Memoran- 
dum, pretixed to the Saturday Sabbathz nor Gods Commande- 
ment ; nor Gods enſawp!e ;nonor yet Gods reaſon & perſwa- 
1100; & all written in the Mqggall Layy,can preuaile with them, 
to take into Remembrance againe, the Lords Sabbath day: for 
doubrlefle , there muſt beſome beame or'orher , in the eye of 
their realon, which cannot {ee reafon in Gods realon.

they allovy to be memorall, and omit that vvbicithcy make cc- 
remonall, that is, [o muchas i is put Within the halfe moone Cir. 
cles, & les what aneece of {enſeletle Rafe there will be: and this 
thenitis; Remember ro heepe holy, Sixe dayes ſhalt thou labour, 
doe all thy works: But, of the Lord thy God, thou ſhalt net doe avy 
Work \thow, nor thy fobne, nor thy danghter ec. lec itby their di- 
Kinctions & lubtilties, they hiue not p; icked out the heart, and 
{cnle of this com. by picking out tho time, T hus for the comm, 
bar further, forthe realon which Gud hath annexed to bis.com, 
taken from his reſting on the zth day; and,from 15 lanCtifying 
and ballowing of the > day : ths realon 1 lay, hath not one; y 
{ome vyords pick our of it, as had the com bur vvhich i 1s More', 
the vyholl reaton it lelte , as God laid it dovvne , & | vvrote it 
10 Tavles of ſtone, j is vtterly by them aboliſhed & vlelefle; no

people tothe obedience of the 4th com. Wherefore, by your 
cyc light, you way beho!d the abule/of this comm, and by your 
obleruation ,you may take notice, how the reaſon to the com, is 
null fied; two remarka\e things to be obſerucd, 

The conſideration of theſe things (me thinke) ſhould plead 
tirongly againſt all the enemies to the Lords Sabbaths , that iv 


all their realons they bring a them,ſhould be luſpeted & 
rejected; 
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reie&ted ; becauſe by their aboliſhing his Sabbaths , they muſt 


needes make ſuch hauocke of Gods gth com. as you lee 2 Their 
rextes of Scripture allo Col. 2.16.17. and Exod.zr.13.with the 
reſt, are to be ſuſpeRed as corrupted & groſly abuſed by them, 
ſeeing thar they yvill ſo vrge & pretſe them,againſtthe zth day 
Sabbath in the 4th com. as that by one text of Scripture, they 
will mangle another; & ſo ynderſtand one text of Scripture, as 
it ſhall eate out the very bowels of at vther;({o ſetting Scripture 
againſt Scripture; the text Col.2, 16.(}-all car out the bowels of 
the 4th com. yea this text Col.2, 16, with other the like,& cer- 
rain reaſons they haue, ſhall picke out the very heart & ſenſe of 
the 4th com. & make it ſenſeleſ{e,as you lee : of like nature are 
all rheir diſtinCtions, & therefore worthily to be abhorred,of all 
ſuch as loue Gods lawes : God will yndoubtedly one day; ac» 
curſe all ſuch diſtinRtions, & expolitions of ary text of Scrip» 
rure,as are made in oppoſition to his Lawes : is there no way to 
expound the Goſpell, bur ſoas it muſt needs quite ouerturne 
the law,or ſome part of it? and is it meete ro receive ſuch ynnes- 
ceſlary diſtinRions , as ihall rend out, & raſe out ſome portion 
of Gods law,the Decalogue or 10 Com, I meane ? 

Bur it may be obiected, that vye doe not make ſuch bauocke 
with the 4th com,nor make it {o voide & ſenſelefle,but that we 
doe ſtill re:aine ir, & doe preſſe it ypon mens conlciences, vvell 


nigh eucry ſermon &c, True indeed,you vrge the 4th com.but 


how abſurdly, ler all men judge; like as if a man ſhould cancell 
a bond, & plucke off the ſeales, & yet ſtifly plead his bond ſtill; 
ſo theſe, after by their do&rinethey haue made the comman. a 
peece of {enſelele & ridiculouſe ſtufte;yet ſtilkthey call and cry 
out the 4th com, the 4th com. yee tranſpreiſe Gods 4th com. 
Furthermore, the reaſon annexed toit by God,as moſt eftetualt 
to perſwade men to obedience of this com.,taken from Gods en. 
ſawple,this you altogether omit 8 neglect : For,when are you 
heard to perlwade the people thus? Ler vs reft from our workes 
on the Lords day, becauſe God reſted on the zth day,Gen.2.2, 
Exod, 290.11? Let vs ſanRife the Lords day, becauſe God ſan- 
ctitied & bailowed the zth day, Gen. 2, 3.Exod.20,11? Let vs 


be imitators & followers of God, as deere children, and keepe 
C2 that 
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thar day vyeckly for anholy day,vebich God himſelfe made. 
keprt.an holy day, at the Creation ? Nu,nofuch matter , fir fo 
they ſhould contradi&t themlehues : If they ſhould per{vvad 
men tofolloyvy Gods example,lo the myſterie of their iniquity, 
yvould be diſcourred: tor God kept the 7th day, trom the crea- 
tion; burour Lords day,is the $th day from the creation: & the 
day vvhich God kepr, vvas kept 1n memory ot the Creation;hir 
our Lords day , is kept in fnemorv ot the Redomprion : has 13 
the com, isnulliticd, {othe realon to rhe com, 15 mate a meere 
tupertluouſe cipher , & altogether vicleſle , let them fay what

ration, vtrtered by obr Saujour Chriſt,afrer that he had ratified 
the law, in the integrity & perfection of partes, euen to a vor & 
ritte of it, Mar. F.18. \W hereto be addeth tho(le words , Whoſo emer 
thertore [3 ill breake 0x6 of theſe teaſt Commandements,& teach men 
{#, he (th. ill be callid thc le. uf in the K ap4 tome of heaxen : but wi o{0- 
enccy ſhall obſerne, (F'trach them, the ſame ſhall be called great i the 
K ing dome of bebbedl, Matth, 5.19. In which words,our blefſed 
Sauiour,dothpertwade, to the keeping of the Morall Lavv, in 
euery jote & title of it, yntovhe worlds end : Further,our $a. 


uiour iheweth wherein, or in what manner,be would hand euee 
ry lot 
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ry iot & title of the Law kept ; and this is rwo wayes , rhe one 
by doQtrine , noted in theſe words , and teach men ſo { The other 
by practiſe, noted in thele words, Whoſoener ſhall obſctue &c, 


whereby wee ſee,it was the minde of Chriſt, to baue enery title 


of the lavy , not onely oblerued & practiled ; bur alſo, h: would 
hauc euery title of it, 14#7ht vnto the people, & vrged & prel- 
ſed vpon them : and on the other ſ1de, becaule the bare doctrine

Furthermore, vve are jn ſpeciall manner tonate , ynto what 
manner of perſones theſe words are dire&ed , not ynto lay men 
as they cal! chem , but vnto the Clergie, vnto Miniſters in ſpe- 
ciall;as vye may vnderftand by the vvords reach men fo: lorhen, 
this portion of Scripture,it is direted vnto the Miniſtry; & the 
vvill of Chriſt tothem is , thar they ſhall buth teach to the peo- 
ple , and alſo praQtiſe before them , vnto the worlds end, cuery 
1ot and title of the Law. 

Now in the next place, we haue Chrift his arguments, to mo* 


ue & perſwade Miniſters, to theſe tyyo dueties ; and becanſe 


Miniſters are of tyyo fortes ; ſome , though but a ſmale ſome, 
vvill reach and praQile, enery ior & title of the Lavy , tothe 
vemoſt of theire poyver ; but others , yvill neither reach nor 
practiſe the ſame ; therefore hath Chriſt htred' his Arguments, 
to both forts; & by name, to ſuch Minifters as doe both teach 8 
praQiſe; to them our Sauiour promilerh this bleſſing, chat , they 
ſhall be called greate in the Kingdome of hzanen : o that there 
vvere yet many more,that would couer this greateneſſe in Gads 
fanour , by teaching &reuealing rhe whole counfaile of God, 
euen all his Ten commandements, intirly, in euery iot tirle of 
them ? Bur now as for thoſe other Miniſters, vvho refuſe cither 
ro teach, or to praiſe , this Lavy of God intirly : to theſe, our 
Sauiour threateneth a Curfſe , ro vvite , that theſe ſhall be called 
leaſt in the Kingaome of beanen : novy vvheras our Suuiour de- 


nounceth this curfle, ynto them, yyhich breake one of the leaſt » 
FI theſe 
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th:fe commandements : (uppole vye the Time commanded in the 
4th com,yvhere the yery leaſt of the commandements becauſe 
they vie tocale it, but a circumſtance, andthe like; vyby yet for 
all thar, ſo long as it is a commandement, though the leaſt of all 
the commandements,, yet Chriſt denouncerh this Curſſe ynto 
luch Miniſters, as refule to teach the people this leaſt com, and 
refuſe to pratiſe it before the people: they haue pleaſed ro mi- 
(calc itaceremony , & Iudailme &'the like ; butler them try 
if this yvill free them betore Chriſt his Tadgment ſeate , from 
this Curfſe of Chriſt, vvhich he denounced being on earth, [I 
belecue all cheyre ſubrilties & thiftes, yvherby they blind the 
eyes of men here, vyill hardly ſo blind the eyes of Chriſt then: 


hee yvill haue an account of his yvholl Layy, not of peeces and 


percels of it, as vve pleale. - 

Thus vvye fe vyhat the duety of Miniſters is, namely 
to reach the people, to oblerue the Lords feauenth day Sab- 
bath, « hich is one of the commandements, though you make it 
the leaſt : and it is their duetiealſo,, ifthey vvill be freed of 
Chriſt his Curſſe, ro obſerue & keepe the 7th day Sabbath , be- 
tore the people ; lo leatling them by liete & doAtrine together: 
but hovy farre off, is the practiſe «f moſt Teachers from obler. 
uing the minde & yvill of Chriſt ? ip ſteade of pratiling the 
-th day Sabbath in their ovyne perſones , for example vnto 
others ; they could be content to perlecute any , that they ſe for- 
ward this way ; oh feartall ! In ſtead gf reaching the people this, 
vvliich they count the leaſt of Gods commandements, & yrging 
them to keeper, euery iote andiitle 'of Gods Lavv , & fo the 


| Lords Sabbath day ; they teach openly & publikly the quite 


contrary ; as namely , that this leaſt of Gods commancements,

& time of Gods worthip & ſeruice; but if they inde, that by 
the paines of any others , more faithfull in this point then them- 
{clues,any of their flocke are taught & inſtrued in this way of 
the Lord more perfe&ly,, that they begin to lee a further light 
into this Law of God , then they were wont ; preſently they be 
labour it , to extinguiſh/this light in them : to theſe, I may fitly 
apply that word of the Lord, Ierem. 23.30, Therefore bekoid, 1 
will come againſt the Prophets , ſauth the Lord , that ſteale my word, 
enery one from his neighbour, Thele then, be ſacrilegioule theeues, 
who will not ſow the ſeed of Gods word , in the hearts of their 
people, but vvill watch vyhen it is ſowne, that they may come 
& ſteale it away againe. 

I truſt Gods Miniſters, will bridle corrupt nature, and giue 
me leaue to Jay the plaiſter , where the fore is ; knowing it is 
their office , to doe the like to others dayly ; they vyho teach 
others to take a reproofe,are not to learne in this point, 

Let me ſpeake gne yyord novv, toall theſe 3 ſortes of Mint- 
ſters rogethcr: yyby are yee,you Tribe of Lemie,luch enemies to 
the integrity, wholneſſe,& perfeRion of the Lavy of your God? 
deliuered vvith ſuch maicſtie ard terrour , ypon Mount Sinal 
Exod.20 ? Why oppoſe you your ſelues alſo, againſt thoſe ores 
& titles of this lavv, ratified by our Lord Chriſt, vnto eternity, 
in his lermon on the Mount Mat, 5.1.8? Why doe you not ac- 
cording to his yvill & mind , teach the people , this leaſt com- 
mandement , touching the proper time of his worſhip and ler- 
uice? Nay, why are you lo ynlike your ſelues? For it is a rule 
approuecd in expounding cf the Scriptures , that things are 29 be 
taken inthe largeſt ſenſe, if nothing hinder, Now why then in ex- 
pounding of this 4th! com, doe you abridge it, excluding the 
proper time thereof ,as if nouthing bur the ducties of reſt and

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holineſſe, belonged vnto vs? Whereas you ought to expound te 
more largly, prnaroze?; both the time of the zth day , & the 
dueties of reſt & holineſle al{d? fince there is nothing that you 
can iuftly lay apainit the time.

Thus I haue def-nded the Morall layv,againſt both Anabap- 
tiſts & Libertins : and alſo the integrity & perfte&ion of this 
lavy,againſt Proteſtants and Papiſts : to this end I baue opened 
& expounded one branch of this lavy, to yvir, the 4th com, and 
 diſcouered many foule & grofſe errours inthe ordinary recei- 

ued expoſition thereof : Now for concluſion, I purpole ro adde 
an Exhortation tothe loue of this lavy of God, ; 

It is calleda royall Lavy ; But of yee fulfill the royall law,accor. 
ding to the Scripture &c, Tam, 2,8, It is called a righteouſe Law; 
What nation ts ſo great that hath ordinances and lawes ſo righteous, 
as all this law, which I ſet before you thus day ? Deurt,4q.8. Itis as a

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alight pnto my path, Plal.1r19. 105. - Of all men, the Prophet Da.

ther letthis thy loge to it appeare : & that by harty & firuent 
prayers vnto Almightie God daily, that he yyould be pleaſed ro 
infule,the livhe cf this knowledge ,in to the minds & haerts of 


all wer : & that it would pleale God,to incline the heart ofour' 


{oucraipne Lord & King , together with all the greate gouer. 
ners, in Church & Common weale , to embrace this Law of 
God,in its integrity & perfeCtion ; that fo a refrmaiion being 
made, we may inivy the Lords Sabbath, in practife,as well as in 
1udgment, | 

To this end, two things are required of thee, who arte alredy

The other thing required of thee, is that in loue to Gods 
Law, thou beeſt redy in thy place, to defend it, & the integrity 
& perfe&ion of it, again all gainſayers : as the Apoſtle /ude 
ſaith, contend for the maintenance of the fauth, which was once ginen 
ynto the Saints , Tud, 3; 10 ſhould we contend, for the mainte- 
nance of the integrity and perfe@ion of the Law , which vvas 
once giuen vnto the Saints and Church of God, This is thar, 
vyhich God laied ro the'charge of bis Church long ſince , thar, 
N o man contendeth for the trueth , [ai, 59. 4. bevvare it be nor 
laid to our charge alſo. Moſes had many brethren,the Hebrewes, 
yet vvould he not ſuffer. any one of them , to ſuffer yyrong of 
the Epyprianes, but role 'vp in their defence , and defended 
them lo, one after an other , that at laſt he vyas forced toflic for 
bis ovyne liefe, Exod.2.11.15. fo vve brethren, if vve loue this 
Layy of God, it vvill Kindle in vs,an holy zeale of Gods glory, 
& indignation againſt the enemies of Gods trueth, fo as vve 
ſhall riſe yp ro defend & reſcve any one, and cuery one of Gods

Bur you qnay lay, hoyy ſhall this exhortation , ro love rhe 
Lavy of Godin its perfeQion,concerne ſuch as you ſay are ignd- 
rant of the Lavv, as touching irs perfe&ion? can a man loue rhe 
thing vnknovyne?for anſwer hereunto,we muſt know,that how 
euer a man may he be ſaid to be ignorant of a thing , as by it fel- 
fe, & in particular: yet may he be ſaid to knoyy it, and fo allo to 
loue it,by an other, & in the generall: I make it plaine thus; he 
that loues one or more peeces of gold, as gold, he loues all pee- 
ces of gold ; and as vvell thole peeces in genetall , yyhich he 
neuer {awe,asthole peeces in particular, which he hath ſeene! & 
by thoſe particular peeces, vvhich he hach ſeene, &vfound good 
& pleſant vnto him , he comes to know that the other peeces 
vnleene, being of like nature, they are alſo good & pleſant, and

The way vyberby thou muſt make knowne thy loue , ynto 
the vnknovvne partes of Gods Lavyv, is in theſe two things : In 
an earneſt deſire to become acquainted in particular , vvith 
thole voknovvyne partes of Gods Lavv ; and, in a redy reorongy 
ncs to embrace the knovvledge of them , yyhen occation by 
Gods mercy is oftred thee, 

For the former, as Dauid , defiring to be deliuered from his 
ſiones,praid not only againſt his knowne ſinnes, but al ſo againſt 
his onknowne finnes, ſaying, cleanſe me from ſecret faultes, Pl. 19, 
12, {owe muſt deſire. & that erneſtely , not onely the conte- 
nuance of the knoyyledge of the knovvne partes of Gods Lavy, 
but alſo the knovyledge of the vnknovyne and ſecret partes of 
Gods Lavy : yve haue the Prophet Dauid a notable Peg 
this point , bovv erneſt a ſuiter, vnto God vvas he in this cale? 
Open maine eyes (ſaith he) that I may ſce the wonders of thy Law: & 
againe Hide not thy commandements fram me & againe , gine me 
wvnder ſtanding, that I may learne thy Commangements. And then, 
his heart burſteth againe@vith capre/defire thereof, mine heart 
breaketh (ſaith be) fax the deſire to thy indgments. Thus if there be 
in vsa ftiruent Joue yato (Gods Lavv, as there vvas in Dauid, 

rye vvill neuer be at reſt, vntill vue knovy Gads Lavy yet bet- 
ter , and more tally, euen vnto perfe&ion. The ſecond thing, 
to vvit,a ready vvillingneſſeto imbrace this knovvledge, vyhen 
it isrendred thee : this needeth no proof , for it follovyerh of ir 
ovyne accord; think you that after the Prophet Dauid,had thus 
belought God by prayers, for further knoyvledge of Gods 
Layv , that then he vyould not haue yvith both his armes , im- 
braced him , that yvould haue inftruRted him? how beawut:fz1 
are the feere , of them which bring glad tydiuges! Guds Layv he 
| called 
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called ir, the ioy of his heart : his inberitance; vt was better unto bim 
then thouſands of gold & ſiluer, Would nota man be redy to im- 
brace the ioy of his heart? an inhericance? and that which is bet- 
ter then gold and filuer, when tis tendred him > Yis vndoubted« 
ly;why ſuch is the law of God, ſuch allo will be thy redinefſe 
to entertaine it when tendered , if truely thou Joucſt Gods law;

this, being tendered vnto men, they bevyray their ynwillin 
nefle ro be taught & inſtructed in ir, & that two wayes; the c 
is, in that yyben the matter cometh to tryall , they admit'0f in- 
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ſufficient Avrificiall arguments ; for , they preferr feeble and 
weake realons, before ftropg and able realones : the other is, in 
that they admit of inſufficient /nartifics argumers; tor they ad- 
mit and allow of diflallowable and vaſufficieat Teſtimonyes to 
decide this controuercy by : | vvben thele two thhogs are made 
plaine, the cale yvill goe cleere againſt them: for a foundation, 
ficſt of all, ſuppoſe we , the point in controuercy , to wit ,'this 
vaknowne parte of Gods Law , touching his Sabbathes , is as 
dilpucable , contingent, queſtionable, & as doubrfull as you 
will ; in fo muchas in your very conlciences you'thinke, it may 
be,& ic may not be a trueth;and that it is as 1ikly not ro be true, 
a5 to be true;let all this be. granted; perhaps there is ſome reaſon

brought onb oth (i des : the reaſons brought for the Lords Sab- 
baths,among others are thele, x.

8. Remember the Sabbath day : and, [pit thow ſhalt not doe any 
worke: 2, Chriſt ratified it , vyhen he yvithſo vehement an Al. 
{zucration , auovyched the duration of euery iotand title of the 
Layy, vato the yyorlds end, laying, Ferily, [ ſay vnto you, wncill 
beauen & earth periſh one zote or one tule of the Law ſhall not eſcape, 
vnill all things be fulfilled, And againe , whoſoewer therfore , al 
breake one of theſe leaſt commandements, and teach men ſo , he ſhall 
be called the leaſt in the Kwingdome of heauen, Mat.

Thus by the comparing of theſe two textes of Scripture to- + 
gether , it appearerh to every eye, that whoſoever refuſerh 
the Lords Sabbaths, vpon that text Col. 2, 16. rather then em. 
braceth them, from this text Exod, 20. 8. hee preferreth weake 
& inſufficient arguments, before able 8 ſtrong arguments 2 
the which whoſoeuer doeth, after fufficient notice giuen him, 
be bewraieth that he loueth not Gods law in trueth of heart, & 
for it ſelfe, but out of by reſpeRtes : for , by his preferring this 
weake text Col, 2. 16. before that ſtrong text Exod, 20. 8, he 
ouerturneth & raſeth ro the grownd , parte of Gods law : & 
who can ouerthrow a parte of Gods law, & yet loue Gods 
law ? Suppoſe we thatthe Title of A Miniſters Liuing , or of 
any mans Inheritance , were tobe tried , & be could ſhew but 
as good Euidence for it , asthe 4th com, is for the Lords Sab- 
baths ; thinke you he would feare to leeſe the day, to one that 
eould ſheyy no better Enidence , then is rhe text Colo, 2, x6. 
againſt the Lords Sabbaths? no vndoubtedly: or,ſuppoſe we the 
Title of A Miniſters liuing , or of any mans Inheritance, were 
to be tried, & there were 2, Kinds of Euidenceat his choiſe

ſuch equiuocall & doubtfull words & manner, as a man (ball be 
neuer the betrer for it, 

For the 2d of theſe properties, to wite, honeFy(for I wil be. 
gine with the ſecond) I grant it to be in our Miniſters;be it they 
be all godly &: relleionlh,ve! this is but one of the properties of 
a vvarrantable Teſtimony, Negertheleſle, becauſe many peo- 
ple plead much the honeſty of their Miniſters , ſaying , they

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are godly.holy, & very zealouſe men &c.tor my parte,if I could 
be moucd roqueſtion theire honeſtie, here is caule enough: for | 
what greater cauſe can there be , ro mpue one toſuſpect theire 
z'ale to be ignorance, & their bolinefſe to be hollovvnetle & 
& fained , then to heare them ſpeake or diſpute apainſt Gods 
word, & ordinance, & againſt an expretſe com. in the morall 
law?a man wold thinke,that man can not be [ound at the core & 
heart , that dares oppole god, & that yoneceſfarily : the which 
th:y doe, that oppole his commanded Sabbaths. 

For the farſt of thele properties , to|wit , wiſedome : I graunt 
they haue wiſedome & learning enough to ynderſtand this 
point ; but haue they-employed this their wiledome & learn- 
ing , in the imparnall ſerch of this point, for the hinding of 
it out ? tor take a wile & learned mans teſtimony in any Arte, 
or in any point ab ut Duinity , wherein he is nor ſtudied , & 
he is like an vnlerned man ; as Sampſon , when his Lockes were 
cut, he was weake like an other man: [Now be it that they haue 
neuer lo much learning, & wiſedome, yet tince they hauc not 
impl.yed theire wildome & learning for the finding our « t this 
point what auaileth ic that they are wile & lerned ? for in this 
matrer,they are neither wile,nor learned;becaute thoy baue vied 
neither of th in this Rudy: thar this is lo, appeareth from theire 
own cotetſis; for lome, & of the very chiete & principall the, 
haue contefled vntowace , & others vnto my trends who have 
relared ir rruly to mee, that they have fajed that they have ſtu- 
dicd indeed romaimane A Sabbath doy,out of the 4th com, bur 
whither it ſhould be ypo the 7 day;zor'the $th day,on the Satur- 
day,or on the$S unday,th's point neuer came 1nto their minds to 
frndy ir : well then , if it hath not bene ſtudied by the chicte of 
them, that haus benethe moſt Radious & fſerchiag , ic muſt be 
yeetded,thit the renGue iftrhem have much more ouerskipt it:

our cymmon people haue hitherto gone, in relying their foules 
in this matter, ypon their Minifters zeale,holinefle,8 learning; 
yybar if they be neuer fo zealous, holy,pure, 8 lerned, it is but 
a. zeale vyithout knowledge , vyhich ſpeaketh cf things not 
{vund:y [tudied, 

And (vo T1 come t» the 3d property,namely g-04 will : this pro- 
pertic of a warrantable teſtimony our Miniſters want ; for they 
haue no good yvill at all rg the cauſe, but all euill vvill that may 
be; witnefle all their words and deedesin & about this matter: 
if a man hath a cauſe to be tried betore the Iudge, by 12 Tury 
men; it he ſulpe&eth ſome one of the 12, to be his enemy, they 
ſay,it is lawfull tor him roexcept againſt that mi,for that cauſe; 
& the Iudge vvill cauſe that man ty be drawne, and an other to

as he once by wildome knovyeth the trueth firſt ; then much

nor euer ſavy ſo much as the out ſide of my former booke, yet 
at the firſt heareſay of it, cry burne the booke, & the like : 
wherfore, if people ſhall ſay,l, but novy our Miniſters haue bet 
ter ſtudied the point, they haue ſeene & redd his booke , 8 
are yet as violent againſt it as before &c., vyhy yyhat maruaile, 
ſeing thy ſer ypon readinge it, vvitha foreſtaled opinion? 
they reſglued by reading it , to get no good by it , but to ſee 
vyhere it vvas vyvcake in theire conceit , & fo toblaze that a 
broad: for they vvant that propertic of an alloyyable witaeſle,to 
vvit, goodwnll, 

And yyhat though people ſay,their Miniſters are many, who 
are of the ſame minde? for the opinions of x0000, of them,are 
not wortha ruſhinthis caſe : the opinion of tome one Miniſter, 
who ſpeaketh for the. Lords Sabbath, with hazard to looſe his 
liuiag, and credit , with the reſt,is more to be eſteemed and pri- 
z.:d by the people I auowch it , then is the opinions of 10000, 
Miniſters , who ſpeake againſt the Lords Sabbaths , not darin 
to doe otherwiſe, for feare of lofſe of liuing , credit , and thole 
other diſcommodities forementioned ; the Teſtimony of one 
Martyr,is of more worth,then of all his perſecutors:for the wit- 
neſſe of theſe many, is to be ſuſpeed , toſpeake for their prof- 
fic rather then for a good conſcience, bur the witnefle of that 
one,is to be thought to ſpeake rather for his conſcience, then for 
his profftie, Wherefore if people vvil beled bythe judgment of 
others rather then by themſclues ; or if they will leane any thing 
at all to other mens iudgments, let them choole to Glow the 
opinion of him that looſerh by his judgment, ratber then of them.

they (hall m_ their vowillingheſſe to be inftruted in the 
wreprity & perfection of Gods Law, & conſequent!y,that they | '' 
loue not the Lavy of God in trueth, Yea, a vvyorſe matter; they | 
bewray that they make Idoles of their Miniſters, equalling them 


to God, 
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to God, if not aduancing them aboue God: tor many people, yea 


z-aloule profefſoures, doe ſer more by what their Miniſters lay, 
then by what God himſelfe ſaieth: tor God faith expreſly inthat 
Morall Law, Remember the Sabbath day to ſanttify uv. Nofaith 
the Miniſter, you muſt not SanQtify ir ; & to culler his ſpeech, 
lie cales and milſcales it a ceremony & Ilewiſh &c, now of thele 
two, that is, of God or the Minifter , who is obeicd { are not the 
Miniſters words regarded, & Gods word neglected > who cold 
thinke, that men profeſſing godlinefſe, ſhould fo fleight their 
God? 

Did men loue Gods Lavyv, aboue gold and filuer , as David 
did ; and did they account it as their inhericance , as Dawid did; 
they would neuer hazard the lofſe of any portion of it , ypon 
luch (leity ſhifres as theſe,roſay our Miniſters {peake againſt it: 
And our Miniſters ſay it is a ceremony , & the like : vyhenthe 
Title of A mans Inheritance is in queſtion , be it that one Law- 
yer ſaith histitle is not good, yer the Heire will nor lo reſt in his 
iudgment,but he will try an other: & if an handreth Counſailers 
[hould tell him one after an other , that his Title is naught, yet 
if among them all, but ſome one whom he thinketh an honeſt 
man, ſhould tell him his Title is ſound & good ; would not hee 
retaine him for his Counailer, & cleaue vnto his iudgment? ſo, 
if you were in loue with the waycs and Lawes of God , though 
an hundreth Miniſters ſhould all ſpeak againſt them, or againſt 
any,branch or portion of them: you would reic& them all , fuſ- 
peQing theire zeale, holinefſe , & iadgments, that dare ſpeake 
againſt any of Gods Lawes, & you would clcaue ynto that one, 
v ho ſpeaketh for God, & for his Lawes, 

There remaineth yer two vies more , tobe made of this ex- 
hortation,toloue Gods Law: the former is this ; is it ſo, that 
thou doeſt loue Gods Law, then thou vvilt ever more {ide it, 
& take parte , not onely vvith ſuch partes of Gods Lavy , as are 
alredy infalliblic-knowne vnto thee to be partes therof ; but al- 
{o thou wilt take parte with fuch partes of Gods Lavy,as are but 
luſpe&ted by common| prelumpriones, to be partes ofthe ſame: 
as if there be but probabilires , conieQturall hopes; & liklihoods 
of it : thus an Heire vyili doc vvith his Inheritance, if any man

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(hall informe him after he is come to his Lands,that in all likeli. 
hood, ſuch an Acre of Land is percell of his Inheritance, he vvill 
redily imbrace this nevvſe, forthyyith he vvill lerch his Eui.

there remaine but a poſſibility or probale liklihood that it may 
be his, he will ro Law for ir,&c.The caſe is a like,it a man be bur 
excequtor to his deceaſed fricd,he will not onely vic meanes,for 
the gathering vp of fuch debtes,, as in his owne knowledge, are 
owing vnto his deceaſed friend , byt alſo, if there be but a bruir 
& rumor, that ſuch a/one oweth his friend a ſome of mony, or it

weth ynrotriall, or into controucrcy;burtneuer tooppole ir ,or 
to take yp armesagainſt it: tothis end, let me propound vnto 
you ſondry reaſons and Motiues, as 1,the Law of God, with all 
the partes therof, are the /nherizance of the Church Deur, 33.4.

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The 5th & laſt motiue ſhall be from the conſideration of the 
Title whoſe it is ; & this is tobe regarded , for if the Title in 
controuercy , be but a common mans , then to oppole it , is but 
common danger ; but if it bethe Title of a King, then men had 
need take heed how they take parts againſtir: ſo the Title of the 
Sabbaths, now in controuercy , to be tried ; if they were called 
mans Sabbaths , & cf mans inſtitution,then to oppoſerhem rhe 
danger were not ſo great : But theſe Sabbaths are called Gods 
Sabbarhs , of his inſtitution;therfore the Title here is not mans, 
but Gods, the King of kings : here then take heed if euer thou 
rookeſt heed hovy thou oppole Gods Title: it a farher hath the 
Title of his land, in triall before the Indge , thoughthe baſtard 
regardeth not whither he wine or looſe , becauſe he knoweth 
that he ſhall neaer inherit ; yer the true borne ſonne , wiſheth in 
his heart , that his fathers Title may haue the day , ſo long as he 
ſceththere is a probability that it is his fathers : So doubtleſle, 
euery true borne ſonne of God,cannot but wiſh from his heart, 
that the Title of God his father, rouching his Sabbaths may pre- 
uaile, rather then goe downe: bur he that regardeth not which 
end poeth forward , as we lay , he bewraieth himſelfe to be no 
{onne, but a baſtard; bat he that not onely regardeth not which 
end goeth forvyard,but yyhich is farre yyorle,turneth himlelte 
enemy to his fathers Title, inſomuch as he dareth with an im- 
pudent face diſpute, and openly in Court plead rated in 
pulpir preach againſt his fathers Title, what a one he bewraieth 
himlelte to be,l baue no names bad enough to giue bim, 

If an informer cometh intothe Court , & informeth for the 
King , albeit the Court knovveth not hovy he is able to make 
good & proue his information , yet it being a matter probable, 
ſecing it is the, Kings cauſe, both the Iudge and all the Iuſtices, 
euen the whole Court,doe countenance the cauſe: yea & {o farre 
forth take in vyith ir, as that if it be poſlible,ſo as no iniuftice be 
done, nor any Lavy of the Realme thereby violated , he that in- 
formeth for the King , ſhall haue the day , ratberthen a private 
lubic& ; and good realon for it: Well, in the caſe of the Lords 
Sabbaths,lI informe for the King of kings,the King of heauen & 
earth ; it is noyy the parte of all Gods Miniſters, both ſuperiour 

as 
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a5 Biſbops, 8 inferiour as common Preachers,totake inwith this 
cauſe of Gods Sabbarhs,as Gods cauſe, their Lord & Kingz& to 
countenance it to their yemoſt ; yea, fo farre forth to backe ir, & 
take partyyith it,as Gods Sabbaths may haue the day,it no law 
of God, nor text in Scripture, be thereby violated, as I dare 
pawne my life for it,there ſhall not, If Miniſters in the Church, 
both ſuperiours and inferjours,doe not thus honour God before 
the people,by giuing his cauſe the preeminence;the Magiſtrates 
of the common bak , ſhall riſe yp in iadgement againſt them, 
& condemne them. 

I come now to the laſt yſe of the point;ls it ſo, that thou louefſt 
the lavy of God ; then take vp a ow lamentation,for the lamc- 
nefſe & imperfe&ion of Gods layy;tor the yyeekly violation of 
Gods 4th com, and for the profanation of Gods Sabbaths; if we 
haue not Gods Law, inits inteprity, and perfeRion , as we haue 
not,if yve yyant his Sabbath therein commanded, then haue yve 
bur a lame & imperte& lavy ; and if the Saturday be Gods Sab- 
bath , as I haue ſhoyvne it 1s, and ſhall further proue hereafter, 
then is the qth com, yyeekly broken,and Gods Sabbaths week- 
ly profaned. 

As Dauid hath bene our Preſident, ſheyying vs hovy vye 
ſhould loue Gods law ; folet him be our Preſident, co ſhevy ys 
hovy vve ſhould mourne for the violation & tranſgreſſion of 
Gods Lavy : Mine eyes guſh out ({aieth he) with riners of waters, 
becauſe they keepe not thy Law, Plal,r19.136. And againe, / ſaw 
the tranſgreſſours , & was grieued , becauſe " kept not thy word, 
Pſal.119.158, Itis a property then of a Godly man,to mourne, 
and to prieue, to ſee Gods Layvs tranſgrefſed ; and thereaſon 
of that his ſorrow & priefe, is becauſe he loueth Gods Law , as 
Dauid did : Oh then that all ſorts of people , would bevyvray 
their loue to Gods Lavy, by their ſorrow of heart,toſee ittran(- 
preſſed weekly,in the profanation of Gods Sabbaths?Apgaine, 8 
doeft thou indeed loue the Lavy of God ? how canſtthou but 
take it to heart , to ſee this holy and Diuine Layy of thy God fo 
mangled 8& defaced,folame 8& imperfeR;as in theſe dayes it is, 
in all Chriſtian Churches? It is, and euer hath bene, a ſpeciall 
fauour of God, to betruſt any Nation or people,yvith his _ 
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A and Oracles ; as we may (ce it in Rom. 3.1.2. Wot is the prefer- 
ment of the Tew? &c, muth enery way, for chiefly, becauſe ynto them 
were of credit committed the Oracles of God, Where the Apoſtle 
counteth it, 4 preferment of the Iew ; and the chiefe preferment 
ro haue the word of God commirred vnto their cuſtodie: and it 
is reported of them, that they baue bene euer very faitbtull, in 
keeping the leiter of the text yncorrupted. Among all Nations 
and people it hath plealed Almightie God , topreferr this our 
Engiih Nation with this cbiefe prefermient, and to be truſt vs 
with che cuſtodie of his word and Oracles, thole x 0 Comman- 
dements, wrote With his owne finger : our Church is now be- 
come the receptacle and Hoyſe of God, wherin he bath laid vp 
his word, for its conferuation ; it is the grownd and pillar,to up- 
porte and beare yp this trueth, as Paul.caleth ir, 1, Tim, 3+! 5.

18, be died for grief of 
heart ; vyhy the Lords Sbbaths , vyere his halloyved times, as 
the Arke his holy place. Ohthat the people of the land , vvould 
take it toheart! fo did the people in Nebemiabs time; for{gith 
the text, all ns (4 wept, when they heard the words of the Law, 
Nehe.$.9, And is there not like caule for our people to/yveepe 
alſo, when inthe Congregation they heare theſe Tenn Oracles 
reade, and yet but nyne , or nyne & a peece of them kept ? for 
that vyhich concerneth the pth day Sabbath is altogether by 
cuery)one negleQed, Ezra the Prieſt yyhen he tooke into con- 
lideration, the vnlavvfull Marriages'ot the people, ir is ſaid, he 
rent his cloathes, and plnckt of the haive of his bead , and beard, and 
[ate downe aſtonied, Ezra. 9. 3. becauſe of their ftrayge Marria- 
ges: hovy ſhould vye then be afteed to thinke of the ſtrange 
Sabbathes , vvbich now are kept ? for yye haue diuorled & put. 
ayvay from vs, Gods ancient Sabbaths, and yyeare married 
ro a nevy Lords day Sabbath, a ſtrange Sabbatb, neuer heard of 
in Scripture, for a Sabbatb, 
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Greate cauſe we haue to lament: for , x; rhe-Sacred & |boly 
day, vyhich is of preateſt aniti nity, is profaned; this Holy day, 
being as ancient , as the vyorld irelfe,Genel.2.z, ſecondly,the 
moſt honourable Holy day, is vahalloyved ; For God him feltc 
made it an holy day , by blefling it, and ſandtifying it, G:nel.2, 
3. Yea, and God himlelfe refted on it, Genel. 2.2.3, Thertore 
it is ewo vvaies honourable, 3, .T bat day vvbich God expreſly 
* commanded, Exod.zo. 8, is profaned , and by protaning of it, 
not onely Gods qth Com, is violated; but allo, Gods example is 
profaned, and ſet at naught:tor vve doe not novy imitate God, 
by reſting on the zth day as he did}, vve hauean other day , to 
yvit, the 8th day. And allo Gods reaſon, yvhich he annexed 
to the 4th Com. to allure and perſyvad men to keepe his 7th 
day Sabbath , this is nullified, and our of all vic in thele our 
dayes, & {o Gods realons are protaned,as not yyorth the nam . 
ing in our Churches : is not this to be lamented , vyhen nei- 
ther Gods Com. por Gods example , nor yet Gods reaſons ,.can 
_ auaile vvith vs ? ſomtimes things honourable, ſomtimes things 
Auncieot are admired and eſteemed; but heere loe , neither the 
Antiquity , nor yet the Honourablenefle of the Lords Sabbaths, 
can auaile vvithvs, and is not this to be lamented? vvbart an 
yron ae live vvein, that none of all thele cane moue vs? 

A 4th caule of lamentation is, becaule by this negle& of the 
righr day , and keeping of a v vrong day; by letting a common 
& vrnhallowed day , to wit, the Lords day , in roeme of a 
SanAihed and holy day , namly the Sabbath day, allour Rc- 
ligion in keeping this vuballowed day, (for God never hallo- 
vved it ) in Conſcience of the 4th com, is meere {uperſtitior; 
and God way lay ynto our people an other day, vvho required 
thisat your hands? thus are people abuſed ;; and is not this a 
caule of lamentation ? ſome lament for the Ceremonies of the 
Church, as the Surplitle and the like : ſome complaine of Ar- 
minianilme how ir meth ome complaine of Popery vſed in 
corners of the land 2 euery one complaines of his prievance, 
but I heare none of them all complaine of the protanation of the 
Lords Sabbaths, of Gods example , of Gods reaſons , and of 
Gods 4th com, no man takes thele to heart , albcit cuery one of 
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them haue theire hands in theſe nec 17 : I wiſh the cur- 
rent of mens complaintes, yyould turne ynto thelerbings, which 
more neerley concerneth them, then thoſe others, = _ 
A 5th cauſe of lamentation is , becauſe ynto the conſcionable 
ſanQifying of the Lords Sabbaths, thereare promiles annexed, 
ſcella,j8. 13. 14, and on the other (ide , to ſach as profane 
them, there are curſes annexed,ſe Numb, 15.32.35. Nehem, 
13.1718, now inaſmuch as yve profane that yery day ,to wit, 
the Saturday Sabbath , vnto vyhich thele promiſes were pro- 
perly made ; it folloyyeth, that we are not novy capable of an 

of thoſe promiſes ; becauſe yve keepe not the day, vnto vvhi 
the promiſes yvere made : I confeſle that our Diuines haue and 
doe apply theſe promiſes, vnto a Counterfaite day , to wit, the 
Lords day, & that they might doe ir with the lefle ſuſpition,& 
with the greater applauſe , they haue like counterfaiters & dil- 
ſemblers, called this Lords day , Sabbath day': thas by their 
humane impolition,cf new names, vpon the daies of the weeke, 
the ſimple yyell meaning people are beguiled : but the day 
vnto yvhich theſe promiſes properly doe belong ,.it is the day, 
called ina Divine accompt Sabbath day , not ynto the day lo 
rug inan humane accompt ; not ynto the day called Lords 
ay. 
Andis not this to be lamented , when people wh 1 their 
proffites , & commodites on the Lords day ; ſome looſe their 
Corne, ſome their Hay , many poore men, their labour and 
vvorke wherby th ey maintaine their families; vvith many 
other loſſes and damages to their eſtates, which might be re- 
koned yp; and all theſe the yvell minded people of the land, doe 
vvillingly negle& and looſe , 8 all in hope of' theſe promiſes; 

truſting to make a better excbang, that for loſle of erthly thin 
in conlcicvce ro Gods Command, they ſhall gaine ans. 
things, and intereſt into Gods promiſes : but Tebould , they 
mult faile of the promiſes, becauſe they faile God in the Con- 
dition : for Gods promiſes rune thus , if thou performe the 
condition, which is to SanQify the day named Sabbath day, 
not the day named Lords day: tellme novy, is not this matter 
of 1uſt lamentation ,to ſee the people of the land, bus beguiled 
V 2 and 
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and deceiued, and that both in their remporall eſtate , & alſo 
of the promifles of God 2 if-rhen/baue any- compaſſion & bro- 
therly.loue in»theny, they canvort/but forrow and mourne' for 
theſethinps. *'i] |; 

On the contrary , «s for thoſe+forementioned Curles , an- 
nexed to the Sabbath day, and the profaners of it : vyheras 
our people bope th auoide them, by a religioule ſanRifying of 
the Lords day ;\behoald , the people tobe pittied ! for all thar, 
they tale into the danger of theſe Curſes ; becaule they profane 
that very day ; named Sabbath day , vnto the profanation of 
vyhich, theſe curſes vvere poperly made : fur theſe curſes, were 
neuer made ynto the profanation of the day named Lords day, 
or voto the day nicknamed & counterteitly called Sabbathday, 
as now the Lords day is : for theſe curſes were threatened long 
before cuer the Lords day,bad any being, or could be kept for a 
Sabbath day , if it had ever ſo-bene kepr : as for their relipioutc 
{anQifying of the Lords day in conſcience ctthis 4th com. God 
may ſay vnto them ,, who required it at your hands ? & is not 
this alſo matrer of juſt lamentation', to ſee well minded people, 
ſtrive and endeauor with greate| dillipence , to auoide Gods 
Curles,and yer by reaſon of mileinformation , & corrupt teach- 
10g,to faleinta danger of them? yea, it is the morepitritul],in 
that the ſelfe ſame labour & denoti6s, hadthey bene performed 
both 'on the day befyre,rhey had for certaine,8& out of all doubr, 
both bene liable toall the promiſſes , made to them that keepe 
Gods Sabbaths; and allo bene freed trom theleaſt danger of the 
Curles , threatened to fuch as breake the Lords Sabbaths. 

The 6th and laſt cauſe of lamentation , is roſee the prieſts of 
the Lord, of all men, Gods Miniſters , turne enemies to God's 
Law :' for they vvill needs yyithour/any necefſity at all , make 
lomthing in Gads Law ceremoniall and ſo aboliſhed, Iudaicall 
& fo to b2 hated ;; they cannot abide that Gods 10, command, 
{hould be like a'chaine of 10, linkes , all of pure gold , cne 
linke as yyell as an other : but though all rhe g. be pure gold, 
yet ſome one of the 10. muſt be partly gold partly leade; partly 
morall partly ceremoniall, as jf noyy could be partly vyhite 
partly blake; ora ſhadovy and ceremony placed in the hearte ct 

| | a morall 
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a morall Layy.! thus they make Gods Lavy, like vnto Nebu- 
kadnezzars Image, which he ſavye in his dreame, Dan, 2.32. 
partly gold , and partly clay 2: ſurely this their fi&ion is but 
a dreame,, Gods Layy muſt be morall in euery iot and Title cf . 
it, it muſt beall gold or none gold , all clay or none clay : but 
our Miniſters will be partiall in the Lavv ; they will nor endure 
itro be morall in.allthe partes therof; they are enemies to the 
integrity & perfeCtion of it: that ſeryants ſhould nor take parte 
with the commandements of their Maiſters, but oppoſe them; 
that children ſhould not take parte with the command, of their 
fathers, but rurne enemies to them;that ſubieAs ſhould not take 
in vvith their King todefend his Lavves, but ſer them ſclues 
againſt them ; it is yndurifulneſle, diſloyaltie , and rebellion; 
but that Miniſters, whom God hath taken ſo neere vnto him, 
as to make them of bis Counſaile; and to make it their proper 
office to defend his Layves, & to this end hath allowed them 
large maintenance as the Tyeth of the Realme &c, that theſe 
kinde cfmen , ſhould refuſe to defend his Layv , and turne 
enemics ynto it in whole or in parte, what ſhould I ſay? itis 
hightyme the world were at an end : as the Sabbath is Gods 
ordinance, ſo the Decalogue is Gods Law : novyy were men 

rofefTed enemies to God,then if they ſhould doe what inthem 
licth, to aboliſh his Sabbaths, & to reie& as much of his Law 
as poſſiblie they could with any colour deviſe , it were bur ſu- 
rable to their profeſſion ; but that wee , who are profeſſed 
friends to God and to his Layv,& therfore ſhould imbrace as 
many of his ordinances , and as much of his Lavy as poſhblie 
yyecould; that weel ſay, ſhould reiect, any of Gods ordi- 
nances,and dcfire and indeauour to reiect and aboliſh as much 
of Gods Layy, as polsiblie by ary wite we can deuile , this 
is monſtrouſly horrible , and much to be lamented, 

Th's I dare confidently auowch, that if our Miniſters pleaſed 
but to take parte with God , and yvould but ſpeake for Gods 
Sabbatbs, what vvith a very little ſtudy, they are inabled to 
{peake, both by partes ofnature , and Arte, that all the world 


could neuer be able to vvithſtand them ; they wonld victo- ' 


riouſly beare downe all oppofitions and is it not to be lamented, 
- V 3 when 
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when Minifters vyvill not doe for God, yyhat oy can , or ma 

docibutin ſtead of their little ſtudie in defence of this cauſe, all 
their care and ftudy is hoyy they may be ſtil] ignorant of the 
point , leſt by knowledge of it they ſhould ſpeake for it, and ſo 
indanger their liuings & reputations and the like : for generally 
they doe eſchew the reading of my booke , wherby they mighr 
be inſtructed in the point, without their labour , yalefſe ir be 
ſome fewe, vyho read it only toſpie a mote in myne eye, and 
that they may picke out ſomthing to lay againſt it: yea, they 
elchevy alſo all arguing conferences, among them felues in 
priuate , wherby the point may be {canned and come to light: 
they permit not any of their brethren , to take vp a defence of 
the Lords Sabbaths , & to argue againſt the Lords day, albeit 
lie doth it but for argument ſake , the better to boult out the 
erueth; if any in the company will be more ingenuouſe and true 
harted then the reſt , as defiroule by oppoſeing of our tenets to 
find out the trueth, the ſhall be ſnibed & curbed ; ſome man of 
eminency in the place will put all ro filence with ſuch words as 
theſe, no more of this point now , no more of this argument 
in this place ; thus they are afraid leaft God ſhonld by theire 
conferences inlighten them : theſe/rhings haue bene related ro 
me by credible perſones: and are not theſe things to be lamen- 
red > any man ſhall have free liberty , heart and good will, to 
ſpeake in their company, any thing he can invent, againſt 
Gods Sabbaths , & for the Lords day , but not on the contrary, 
to [peake for the Lords Sabbaths, & againſtthe Lords day: take 
my word for it, you ſhall never heare 2, Miniſters ſcann this 
point pro and cop before any of the people, as you ſhall heare 
them in ſome other pointes of doubt: nay it were to be wiſhed, 
that any 2, Miniſters vvould by themſeclues when none heare, 
them, argue the point ſeriouſly pro & coy,the one taking the one 
parte, the other irs contrary, that ſo Gods trueth may be found 
out ; but I feare me, a man ſhall as ſoone dravy a Beare to the 
ſtake, tobe baited with dogpes , as dravy them to any ſuch 
courle as may bring the point to light ; they cannot but foreſee, 
theifſue of this courſe vyould be,what they would ſhould nor 
be: &is not this to be lamcted, if I {hauld not preuaile with them 


in 
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in ſo reaſonable a requeſtas this is? I defire my brethren of the 
Miniſtri , to take int» deepeſt conſideration Gods Sabbaths , to 
ſtudy the point ſeriouſly , to caſt a ſide preiudice ; & out of a 
loue to this ordinance of Gods,ſtudy but vyhat may be found in 
its defence, to ſtudy but with alike good will to defend this 
point, as they doe other pointes : and is not this to be lamented 
it I ſhal not preuaile ? | 
When Paul was to take his laft faryyell of the Church of 
Epheſus , he could ſay with a good conſcience, that he was pare 
from the blood af all men, becauſe he had kepr nothing backe, but 
had ſhewed them all the counſaile of God, AQt,20.26.27, But how 
many of our Miniſters, when they lye a dying,ſhall be able thus 
comfortablie to pleade for themlelues I know not : can they ſay 
they haue kept nothing backe of Gods counſaile , what not his 
Sabbaths 4 can they ſay to their flocke, they haue ſhewed them; 
all che Counſaile of God ; what all the Layy,in its integrity and 
erfe&tion? what euery Jote & Titie of the Law? have they baul- 
Led nothing for feare & caraall reſpe&es ? or for yvant of that 
induftry that might 8& ought to haue bene in them, inſerching 
out euery iot & title of Gods Lavy in its perfeQion ? for this ler 
them knoyy, that they muſt be countable to God, not onely for 
baulking & concealing vyhat they knovy ; but allo for not de- 
claring vnto the people , vvhat by their ſtudy, they mighr and 
ought to haue knowne ; if therefore they haue not bene lo pain. 
fall & ſtudioule in the [erching out of this parte of Gods Lavy, 
as they might and ovght co haue bene , they may acquite them- 
ſelues before men,but before God they ſhall neuer acquit them 
ſelues , eſpecially , if they baue refuſed a light into Gods Layy,

the other (ide,cuery man is imboldened to ſpeake in defence of

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$a1bbath breaking , and no man is aſhamed to ſpeake apainſt 
the Lords Sabvaths,no not the Lords Miniſters; wherefore this 
ſinne, is a dangeroule ſinne,men may commit it vyith authority 
of their Miniſters ; men may commit it vyithour bluſhing , no 
man may check & controule them by.the 4th com. tor their Mi- 
niſters vvill defend them in it : and is nor this to be lamented, 
vyhen men ſhall be boulfered out;& defended in figoe, & that

As it yvas in thoſe vnlayvfull marriages, the 
rext laith, And the hand of the Princes and rulers, hath bene chie fe 
mm this treſpaſſe, Exra.9.2, So may I truely ſay, in this Sabbat\ 
breaking,the hand of theMiniſters 8 Teachers, hati1bene chief- 
in this treſpaſle : by ſo much the more thertore robe lamented. 
But ſome man may ſay ynto me/, vybat ſhall it proffit a man 
to lament thele corruptions of our time? he (hall amende no- 
thing _therby ; for men are ſetled in their courſes ; & thers no 
ſtirring of them &e,' Well, be ito , if needs it muſt beſo; yer 
this knoyv , thatiif by thy teares, thou caneſt not amend others, 
yer hereby is not thy labour loſt-to thy ſelfe, vnleſſe thou thikeſt 
that the Prophet Davids teares were in vanie, when he faid, 
Aline eyes guſh out with riers of waters , becauſe they keepe not thy 
L.aw,Plat.rr9.136.

Irſt of all,a word or tyvo touching the name Lords day : It is 

to be obſerued,that this name Lords day,the which we now 
put vpon our Sunday, or firſt day of the weeke ; yea vpon euery 
S nday, and vpon euery firſt day of the yyeeke, it is not found 
t> be lo vſed inthe Scriptures : that is, it is not found in the 
Scriptures, that every Sunday in a yeere was called Lords day: 
For all the iiij Euangelifts, Mathew, Marke, Luke,and Tohn,yea 
& S.Paslalſo, they neuer called our Sunday, or firſt day of the 
yvecke, Lords day ; for, they euer called it, the firſt day of the 
vvecke,by it old name,ſce Mat.28.z. Mark.16.2.,9.Luk.24.7, 
loh.20.1.19. Ator.20,7. 1.Cor.r6.2, Onely once it is found 
perhaps,to be called Lords day,burt it was long firſt,as by S. /hn 
Reuel, r.10. {o the oddes is 8 to one ; for our Sunday,is found 
to be called $ times, the firſt day of the vveeke, for once called 

Lords day. lo | | 

The knoyvledge of rey 2; may be vyſefull vnto vs theſe 
vrayes; firſt, is it ſo,that our Sunday had no neyv name put ypon 
ir by none of the Ewangeliſts,but that ic yyas frequetly called the 
firſt day of the yyeeke ſtill, by its old name, & that after Chriſt 
his relurre&ion ; Then is it a matter very likly & probable,that 
this day had no new inſticutionor ordination,but that it remats 
ned after Chriſt his reſurre&ion , as it yyas before hisreſurr&+ 
Aion, in its old nature ſtill, that is,to be a yyorking day ſtil], as 
it was before:For it is very likely,that if the old nature and vſe 
of the day had bene changed, that the old name alſo would haue 
bene changed,and a neyy name put ypon it. If this name Lords 
day,had betokened any change ofthe vſe of this day,from com- 
mon vie vntoan holy yle,in memory of Chriſt his reſurre&jon, 
me thinke ſome of the 4 Euangeliſts'vvould have ſaid ſome ſuch 
like thing; and ſome of them yyould in token thereof, haue al- 
tered the name of the day, and calledir Lords day ©: bur for ſo 
much as the Euangelifts (who doe largly,& euery one of them, 
ſer forth the Lords reſurreQion) haue neuerthemore , either 
ſpake any thing,any of them touching the change of the day,in 
memory

2dly,but ſuppole we for argument ſake,that this name Lords 
day , had ſome ſecret yirtue in it (as the patrones of it would 
make vs beleeue) to betoken, that the day ſonamed,muſt needs 
be a Sabbath day ; yet it followeth nct;, that euery of our Sun- 
dayes, and euery firſt day ofthe weeke, muſt be kept for a Sab- 
bath day; for,it is not found in tbe Apoſtles times, that they cal- 
led euery Sunday, Lords day, as we doe ; for they , the moſt of 
them, neuer named our Sunday, Lords day, but ſtill calledit,by 
its old name, the firſt day of the weeke ; yea, $ times ig was called 
by its old name, the firſt day of the weeke,to once the Lords day: 
Wherefore, it is likly, that this Sunday was kept for a Sabbath, 
not conſtantly, but ſeldome, as namely, vpon ſome one firſt day 
of the' yyeeke or other, once'in a quarter'or halfe a yeere , or 
once in ayeere,or the like: ſo often as it can be proued, that our 
Sunday, was called Lords day ; (o often ir poſſibly may be , that 
our Sunday muſt be kept for a Sabbath,8 not ofter: now [ ſup- 
poſe , it will trouble the patrons of this weekly Lords day $1b- 
bath , to proue, that euer there was any more ynoderes called 
Lords day, then one in a yeere onely : fo then, the moſt that can 
be made of this name Lords day, is to yrge the people to keepe 
it for a Sabbath day, once in a yeere onely, What iniury then is 
done to the people,to cauſe them torefraine the workes of their 
calling, on euery Sunday throughout the yeere; and that vnder 
this prerenſe that enery Sunday in the yeere is the Lords day, 
& ſo a Sabbath day ? let this be thought 6n, 

Secondly as touching the name of the day ; tis to be obſer. 
ucd, that our Sundayis no where in all the New Teſtament 
named Sabbarh day : bur it iseuer called, either rhethrft day of 
the weeke , or the Lords day : Yea, S, Mathew , doth plainly 
diſtinguith betwixt the Sabbath day , and the firſt day of the 
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weeke ; as being the onethe day before the other; the one vpon 


the Saturday, the other vpon the Sunday. Now in the end of 
of the Sabbath, when the firſt day of the weeke begane to dawne, &e.

The knowledpe' of this point, |bewraieth the errour of our 
Miniſters, in calling our Lords day, and firſt day of the weeke; 
Sabbath day : this/their practiſe is all rogether growndleſle : for 
none of the Apoſtles euer called rhe Lord day Sabbath day: no, 
thoy did as 'you (ee proued , diſtinguiſh betrwene the Lords 
day, and the Sabbath day, as beiog the one , the day after the

Nay they are mych departed from the praftiſe of the Apoſtles 
and Fuanpelifts ; for they called our Saturday , the day before 
our Lords day , Sabbath day; but many of our Minifters , who 
vvill be thought to tullovy the Apoſtles: in keeping the Lords 
day for a Sabbath, yer will nor follow them in calling our Satur- 
day ,Sabbath day:'if they will imitate the Apoſtles, and Apoſtal- 
licall times in one thing, why ſhould they not imitate them in 
an other ? if the praCtile of the Apoſtles doth binde vs, as they 
teach ; then vyhy! doerhey not cale our Saturday , Sabbath day, 
hnce that yyas the praRile of the Apoltle@why is not Saturday 
honoured vvith that proper name which doth [belong vnto it ? 
why doe they deceipttully robb the Saturday, of its honoura- 
ble name Sabbath day, and put it vpon the Lords day? the very 
Papiſts ſhew more fidelity in this poiot, then we Proteftants;for 
they imitate the Apoftolike times, and to this day, they call Sa- 
rurday, dies Sabbath, and, Sabbathwn , that is , Sabbath day, as 
did the Apoſtles: wherefore , it we yvill doe as the Apoſtles did, 

; vve muſt call Saturday , Sabbath day, and if vvye vvill not be 
d''| __ then Papiſts, 'vyc muſt call/our Saturday , Sabbath day

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Sometimes vve vyvill borrow light, from the primitiue Church 
es; vylyreade the Eccleſaſticall Hiſtories , for 300. yeers & 
more fe Chriſt ; and you ſhall find them calling our Satur- 
day , the day before our Lords day, Sabbath day, conſtantly : 
how cometh it about then , thatour times are lo farr denegera» 
ted from the primitiue churches, that vve abhorretocall the Sa- 
turday, Sabbath day ? and inſtead thereof, the Lords day muſt 
be called Sabbath day : this neyy Chriſtening or new naminge 
of dayes, is a nouill thing, it is a nouelty of late inuention. 

2, The knowledge oF this point , may proue profhrable to 
common people , for their direCtion , in reading of the' Scrip- 
rures, both of the Old & New Teſtament; for often times they 
(hall in reading meet with this name Sabbath day : Now the yi 
muſtbe Grefull which day of the weeke to apply it vnto, elle a 
foule errour is committed,albeit hitherto men baue not thought 
ſo : by the name Sabbath Cay is meant our Saturday, as you ſee 
it proued by all the 4 Euangeliſts aboue mentioned ; and as is 
plaine by the praftiſe of the primitiae Church for ;00 yeers and 
more afcer Chriſt : yyherefore when you meete vyiththe name 
Sabbath day, as in Ifai, 58,r3, Nebem. 13.18, AR. 13.1442. 
44. At.16.13. AR,17,2. and A8.18.4.You muſt ynderſtand 
it of Saturday; and not of Sunday,or the Lords day, vyhich wee 
novy call, and milcall Sabbath day : it is ſtrange to ſee how 
ignorant people are in this point ; for they make no difterence 
betwixt Sabbath day , and Lords day , but take them for the 
ſame;when as Sabbath day , is on the 7th day, and Lords day,is 
on the $th day : hence is their errour,that when they reade any 
of thoſe forementioned Scriptures,they apply them to theLords 
day; as if in Eſaias, and in Nehemiahs times, the Lords day,had 
bene then in yſe fora Sabbath; vyvhat a monftrouſe errour is 
this? againe, when they reade the gth com, Exod, 20,8, which 
ſpeaketh of the Sabbath day,they here gone Ignorantly ynder- 
ſtand by Sabbath day,the Lords day;and yetthat was on the zth 
day of the yyceke,and this is on the 8th day of the yyecke;as if 
the Lords day , had bene in vſe for a Sabbath day , in Moſes his 
time, and at the giving of the layy : butler this alredy (aid, be 
enough to reforme this exrour for time to come; you ſee all the 
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4 EvangeliRs after Chrifts reſurreQion , calling the day before 
our Sunday or firſt day of the yyeeke , yyhich 1s Saturday , the 
Sabbath day ; vyherefore if here after, your Miniſters vvill miſ- 
apply the 4th com.to the Lords day, beleeue them not : for you 
ſee allthe 4 Euangelifts call Saturday , the Sabbath day ; nor 
Lords day,the Sabbath day; and the 4th com, is for that day on- 
ly , which is hamed Sabbath day , as you may lee by reading ir. 
The rather this is to be noted, becauſe ſuch a miſtake of one oy 
for an other, in a bond, may forfeit your bond;as ih caſe Thrpapt 
a miſtake, you carry your money in the 8th day of the monerh, 
when it is due onthe 7th day of the/moneth: now the 4th com. 
is a bond, wherein man ſtands bound vnto God,to pay his diuine 
ſeruice, onthe 7th day of the weeke, bur if he delaies vntill the 
$th day, I dare aſſure him that be hath forfeited yvith God, and 
broken the band of the 4th comm: For this bond is not due and 
payable on the $th but on the 7th day.

Touching the former queſtion, that euery Lords day muſt 
be a Sabbath day conſtantly;ifchey cannot proue this conſtancy, 
that every Sunday muſt be a Sabbath day; then it vvill follovy, 
that we are not now tied to keepe a Sabbath once euery weeke, 
but onely ſometimes ; as once in a quarter of a yeere, or halfe a 
| ycere 
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yeere, or once in a yeere,or the like, and fo the life and ſouleof 
this neyy Sabbath ,is extinguiſhed and as good as vaniſhed. 
That it may appeare , vvhat they can make good this vyay , I 
vvill produce you all their textes of Scripture, our of yybich 
they muſt proue this point if it can be proued ; and if ir ſhall 
appeare, that none of thoſe Scriptures yvill afforde any ground, 
for a conſtant yveekly Sabbath, then you vvill ſay with me, that 
they goe groundleſly to yyorke,when they yrge a conſtant kee- 
ping of the Lords day. 

Butto 
this Text I anſwer, that it is true in deed , that the 4th Comm, 
doth call for a weekly Sabbath , but this Text hath nothing at 
all to doe with the Lords day , as ſhall be ſhowne fully in the 
next queſtion 2: wherefore this Text is not tozhe rat ac" 

Alecond Text they hane & it is, Reuel. 1,10, was in the 
Spririt on the Lords day : to this TextI anſwer , admit for argu- 
ment ſake, that this Lords day , whereon S.lohn receiued his 
Reuclation, vyere a Sabbath day , and that this name Lords 
day, did impley ſomucb; yet can it not be proued from hence 
that euery Sunday, and euery firſtday of the weeke, was a Sab- 
bath day : all that can be gathered out of this Text, is but to 
proue one day a Sabbath day , and namely that one day , which 
vvas called Lords day, inthis Text : ( if it could be certainly 
found out which day of the weeke it was.) As hath bene ſhow- 
ne, it cannot be proued, that euery firſt day of the the weeke, is

Bur I an{wer, howbeirt I could gige other anſwers, yet this ſhall 
ſuffice for this, that, be ir in a caſe of neceſhty , toreconcile two 
rextes of Scripture, we be neceſhcated co deparre from the pro- 
per (enſe of the one ; yet vvhere ts noneceſlity , as hereis none, 
there to departe from the proper ſenſe of yvords , is vnſuffer- 
able , by the iudgement of all Interpreters ; what other text is 
there , which ſaith , //poy the eight day , againe his Diſciples were 
within &c? Or what abſurdety is in it , to take the yyords pro- 
perly,as that Chriſt appeared 8 dayes after the day of his reſur- 
re&ion , vpon the Monday ? lo then , notwithſtanding all their 
wreſting, this text can make nothing for Chriſts apparition, vp- 
on a ſecond Lords day : where then are thoſe apparitions. of 
Chriſt, ſo conſtantly ypon eyery Lords day ? there can but one 
dayes apparition be thowne ; ang ſo conſequently , there can be 
proued bur ane Sabbath day , 45 namely once in a yeere , ypon 
Eafter day ; for Chriſts apparition was ypon Eaſter dey , being 
the day he role an ; hitherto theo, they cannot proue a weekly 
Sabbath, vpon every Lords day. 
For all this I deny not, bat that it may be proued, that Chriſt 
appeared vpan euery Lords day, after bis reſyrreR&ion; becauſe 
he appeared on euery day,for 40 daies together , A.x. 3. Bur 
this text', I know they dare not being again me , leaR whilſt 
they proue the frequent apparitions of Chriſt ypon eueryLords 
day,they diſproue their nevy Sabbath day,and quite ouerturne 
it: for, if Chriſt made bis apparitions , ypon every day of the 
vyeeke , for 40 daies together; then is euery day of the vyccke 
aſmuch a Sabbath,as is the Lords day: becauſe Chriſt appeared, 
alyvell ypon euery day,as vpon the Lords day ; yea,he appared 
the third time , vpon a Fiſhing day , vvyhen they yvent a bſhing 
Ioh.21.1.3,6. which they made a yvorking day, for all Chrifts 
apparition to them on that day, Loe,vvhat poore ſtuffe here is, 
to proue the conſtant practiſe of che Lords day , & yet I baue 
heard ſome graue Dwins affirme, that this one argument , of 
Chriſts conſtant appearing on the Lords day , doth abundantly - 
ſatisfie them, for prooke of the Lords day Sabbath. Doe you nor 


thinke therefore,tbat ic is. poore ſtuffe, that will ſatisfy the con- 
T.'N {ciences 
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{ciences of ſome Minifters ? had nor people need in theſe dayes 
ty trye all things, and keepe that which is good? 1.Theſl, 5.21, 
Thus 1 hiue anſwer:d all their texres ; and yet no conſtant 
continued prattiſle of the Lords day , tinkiave? bo But happily 
' they may thinke, thit albeit none of chele textes & examples, 
will finglie & alone pruue the conſtancy , yet if all be pur roge- 
thr they may proue it; well, we will |\doz them no wrong, let vs 
1oyne them all rogether then: we will begin at the day of Chriſt 
his reſurre{t16, for this is t'1e firſt fuppoled new $4bbath day, Iovh, 
20.1.19, and vpon this day , Chritt appeared ro his Diſciples: 
but we reae not of any other Lords day , after that , wherein 
was any Sabbath day dueties done, vatill Pentecoſt, AR.2,r,&c. 
which was about Fo daies, afcer the reſurreAion day : fo then 
here was no continued practiſe ; for we reade not of any thing _ - 
done here tor {lixe weekes ,or fixe Lords daies topgethrr. 
2.The next day luppoſed for a Sabbath day, is that firſt day 
of the vyecke, wherein Panl preached till midnight at Troas, 
AQ.20,7, Now we are to {erch how long this ſermon of Paul 
at Troas, was preached afrer the {ſermon of Petr, at Terufalem, 
on Pentecoft day, whither Pauls ſermon were the next Lords 
day,afrer Pentecoſt day,or not: For this end, we muſt note, thar 
Paul was no preacher at-C hriſts death, nor at Pentecoſt neither, 
which vyas 7 vveekes after Chrifſts death : for Paul made ha- 
uocke of the Church, A&.7.58. At;g.1, long after Pentecoft 
day ;and it is holden, that Paul was not conuerted , till the 3d 
_ after Chriſts aſcention : now after his connerhon, it was at 
caſt 14 y2eres before he went to lerufalem, Gal.r.18.Gal.2.r, 
now in this his latter journey to lerulalem,Gal.,2.1.1 ſuppole it 
was , when he yvent vp about the difference of Circumciſion, 
A&.r5.2, whichbeing determined, hereturned, and irfhis re- 
rurne he delivered the Necrees of the Apoſtles , to ſeuerall 
Churches where he came,AQt.16.4. atd fo as he went along he 
preached,as at Philipps, AR.16.12.13. and at Theſſulonica, At, 
17,1,2, and at Cormth, AR,18.1,4. and atlaſt he came to Troas 
where he preached this ſermon , of which we doe inquire AR, 
20.7. Sothen,count theſe, & it will be found about a matter of 
3 7.yeeres difterence,betyvixt the ſermon of Peter at Pentecoſt, 
| and 
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and the ſermon of Paul at Troas : yyhere then is the conſkancy 
of the Lords day Sabbath, vyhen yve can fiade none kept for 4 
matter of' 7,yeeres together ? 

Thz 3d text wherein is mention. of our new Sabbath , it is 
r,Cor,16,2, vyhere Paul ordeined a colletion, ty be made on 
the firſt day of the yyecke &c, Novy how many weekes , mo» 
ne ths,or yecres,this collection was ordeined,afcer Pauls lermon 
at Troas,AQ&,20.7. I cannot tell; nor canthey prouethat it was 
the next Lords day after the ſermon Paul preached at Troas: {o 
then, as yet there can no conſtant yyeekly Sabbath be proued, 
The laſt text is Reu., 1,20, where S.luhn receined a revelation 
on th: Lords day; now how many yeeres difterence there was, 
betyvixt the ordination for that ColleCtion for the poore,r Cor. 
16,2. and S.lohns Reuelativn, I know not; neither can they 
proue I preſume, that it was onthe next Lords day ufter thas 
Culle&tiun, So ſtill there appeareth no conſtant and weekly ce 
lebration «<t the Lords day ; let their tzxres be conſidered this 
Way ,or that yvyay-. 

W hcreas they talke ſo much of the conſtant praQtiſe of the 
Apoſtles, this I dare auowch, that ic cannot be ſhowne,that euer 
Peter , or Paul, or any other of the Apoſtles of Chriſt, did euer 
preach any {crmons , vpun tyvo Lords dayes, immediatiy tol- 
lowing one an other: Nay yvhichis more,it cannot be {ſhovyyne, 
that any one Apoſtle, did euer preach tyvile in all his l:fe time, 
vpon the Lords day : nay , vvhich is yet more, it can not be 
ſhovyne, that all the Apoſtles , pat them all cogerher, did cuer 
among them all,preach tvyo Lords dayes together,one after an 
other. Who that conſidereth thele things,could beſo blinded,as 
to thinke this Lords day , can be eſtablithed & proued ro be a 
weekly Sabyath, from the Apoſtles praiſe? ſurely, he that cele« - 
brateth a weekly Sabbet1 on the Lords day, as he hath no com- 
mandement for it from Chriſt in the new. Teſtament,fo he hath 
not ſo mych as the vyeekly practiſe of rae Apoltles,'for his war- 
rant, 

But my Brethren,if you vvill yvalke, in a vvarrantable vvay, 
vrierein you ſhall haue both an expreſſe commandement from 


God, and alſo the yyeckly and conſtant practiſe of the Apoſtles, 
then 
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then forſake the Lords day,the Sunda Sabbath : and keepe the 
Sabbath day, the Saturday Sabbath : tor, for it,you haue the 4th 
com. exprelly : and then for prattiſe of the Apoſtles, be pleaſed 
but to verſe theſe rexres of S-ripture, and you ſhall find the 
Apoſtles conſtantly,keeping the Sabbath day,ſee AR. r 3.14,42. 
24. At.16.13, At.1>.2, & AR,r8.4. and this was all after 
Chriſt his reſurre&ion': Now iutlgethou that readeft , whither 
the pradtiſe of the Lords day weekly, or the praQtile of the Sab- 
bath day weekly , be more {oundly proued , and follow the ber- 
ter; Be no more children, wanering & carried about with exery wind 
of dottrine, by the deceit of men, and with craftineſſe, whereby they 
lay im waite to deceine,Eph.4.14, Butytry all things,and krepe that 
which 15 gooſt, 1, Theſi.5.21, | 
Furthermore,whereas it is ſuppoſed, that this Lords day was 
kept conſtantly for A Sabbath ; 1 will giue inſtance to the con- 
trary ; of all Lords dayes that cuer were , that firſt Lords day, 
wherein Chrift roſe fromthe dead , and then appeared vnto his 
Difciples, that Lords day was the moſt eminent and chiefe ; for 
from this day, all after Lords dayes take their name & excellen- 
cy ;this being the ſubſtance as ir were , and all others but {had- 
dowes & relfotnbdncts of this : for on this firft Lords day,was 
the worke of the ReſurreQion performed, & not on the others: 
of all Coronation dayes in the Kings reigne,none is ſo property 
called Coronation day, nor fo excellent & ioyfull, as is the fir 
Coronation day, in which the Crowne is 7h ypon the Kings 
head: Many keepe their Marriage dayes, but of them all,none 
is{o excellent and fo ſolemnly kept,as is the firſt Marriage day, 
wherein the Bride & Bridgrome were joyned together : euen 
ſoit is berweene the firſt Lords day,and other Lords dayes fol- 
lowing after ir : The difference is , as the body from the ſhad- 
dow; and as the life from the pi&ure ; if therefore I (hall ſhevy 
that this firſt Lords day , vyas not kept as a Sabbath day , iris 
more then if I ſhould ſhevy that 20 Lords dayes together,were 
omitted inthe Apoſtles dayes, after Chriſts alcention, Further, 
if I ſhall ſhevy, thar Chriſt himſelfe}, and his 4.05 gow whilſt 
hee vyas on earth, and reſident vvith his Church, did not keepe 


this firſt & moſt eminent Lords day ;; who then yvill imagine, 
| that 
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that theſe Diſciples of Chriſt , and this Church, yvonld keepe 
the Lords day a Sabbath, afrer Chriſts departure from them, 8& 
alcention into heauen ? for vyndoubtedly,the Church would imi- 
tate Chriſt, & tolloyy his example ; looke yyhar they ſaw him 
doe, whilſt he was on earth vvith chem, the ſame vyould they 
doe, after he was deparced from them : follow me (ſaith Paul) as 
I follow Chriſt, x.Cor.1r.1. 

Noyy I ſhevvye that this firſt Lords day , vvas not kept as a 
Sabbath and Reſting day : becaule it vvas vſed fora rranailing 
day : tor this purpole fee, Luk, 24. 1.13. vyhere you bage men- 
tion , of rwo of Carifts Diſciples , yyho rrauailed vpon this frrſt 
Lords day, whereon Chriſt roſe, a matter of 15 myles: and this 
I make good thus, they went from Ieruſalem,for there the Dif- 
ciples were refident, v. 9. and they trauatled ro Emmans which 
Towne vvas threeſcore furlongs ; from Terufalem, as the Text 
ſaith, v. 12.novv 8. furlonps make a myle; lo then 60. furlongs, 
make Scauen myles and an halfe : this done , they returned the 
ſame day, backe againe to leruſalem, v, 33. vvhich is feauen 
myles & an halfe more ; ſo add thele rogether,8& they trauailed 
that day, fifcene myles : it cannot be thou he-that theſe ſpenr 
lefle time,then all the'vvhole afcer noone of this firſt Lords day, 
intrauailing : for tyvo myles an hovvre , isan ordenary tra- 
nailers de , {o that fifrene myles coſt them neere 8, hoyyres 
vyorke. 

Novy can it be thought , that theſe erwo of Chriſts Diſciples, 
vyould haue made this day , of all dayes inthe yeere,a trauail- 
ing day , it the Church of Chriſt had folemnized this day as a 
Sabbath day, atIcruſalem 4 theſe two , vvere two of Chriſts 
Diſciples & follovyers, vyherefore they yyould haue laid a fide 
all vvorkes, that they might vvith ioyfulneſſe haue ſolemnized 
this day, in a moſt. thankfull remembrance of Chriſts reſur. 
re&io,it any fame or report they had heard at Ieruſalem, before 
they came forth , that this day ſhould haue bene celebrated for 
a Sabbath , in memory of the R-ſurre&ion of their Lord and 
Maſter: Chrifts Diſciples vyere ſad, and ſorrovyfull men novy, 
for the deara & loſe of their Lord & Mafter, Mark.16,10.Luk. 
24. 17. bovy therfore yyould they baue ſheyyed all rokens of 
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joy & thankfulneſle, for his reſtoring to life againe, by celebra- 
ting a Sabbath, if they had knovyne of any ? Beſids, thefe tyvo- 
yyere religiouſe & deuout men, or elſe they yvere Eypocrires 
poyy vyhitherſocuer they vyere, had they but beard any rumor 
at Jeruſalem, that morning before they.came forth, that this 
day preſent, ſhould be ſolemnized by the Church of Chrift, for 
the tirſt Chriſtian Sabbath of all ſucceeding generations; 8 that 
they ſhould leade the yvay , andſer a patterneto all folloyvivg 
gencrations,doubtleſſe they yyould for this day,baue laide afide 
all journeys : Further , the Church of Chrifts Diſciples, vvere 
nct ſo many then, bur that tyvo men might be miſled, if abſent 
from the Chamber vvhere they mert; novy if they vvere truely 
religiouſe,then yyould they not have bene abſent from the Ci n- 
pregation of the $aints, ſo in loue they yvere vvithſuch Alſem- 

lies, if they had knoyyne of ary : if they vyere bypocrites, they 
vvould not have. bene abſeat-at ſuch, a time, bh their credit 
ſake,lcaſt they ſhould be pointed at for it : all vyhich,laid toge= 
ther , declare plainly , that they knevy not of any Sabbath to be 
kept that day ; nor that it vyas knoyvneto the reſidue of the 
Diſciples. at leruſalem ; for then they (Hould hane beard of ir 
trom thew,by a common reporte,like as they heard before they 
came forth , of all other things, that had happened on that day, 
ſee v.22-23.24, So much for the travailing of the tyvo Dilci- 
ples, on the Lords day, | - 

Burt bappily the Patrones of ournevy Sabbath, vvill plead, 
that this trauaile might be ſome vvorke of neceſſity & charity, 
& lo a Sabbath dayes vyorke, To vvbom I anſvyer, that ſure 1 
am the text. giuerh no ſuch light : a Sabbath dayes iourney in 
common eſtimation is but ryyo myles, AR&.z.12.but this is much 
more then a Sabbath dayes iourney , for it yvas15 myles: bur 
17 they could proue , that this trauaile, 'vvas ſome vvorke 
of neceſſity &c. yer yye knovy that as they, yvent to Emmaus,ſo

16.12; and here , he trauailed from Ieruſalem, vnto Emmaus, 
vvith the tyyo Diſciples, Luk. 24.13.15.28.29.30,and this was 
ſcauen myles 8& an halfe} as hath bene counted : Furthermore, 
that he might ſheyy himſelfe, vnto the reſidue of the Diſciples, 
the ſame day, he trauailed backe againe ro Teruſalem, Luk.24.

: Nenertheleſle it is not to be ſpoken, hoyy confident our Mi- 
niſters are, that this Lords day,was conſtantly kept by Chriſt 8 
his Apoſtles; in ſo much as I haue heard,of ſome purirane Mini- 
ſters, that haue auowched it, that they yvill giue their liues, & 
dye for the defence of this day: whither 1 may belecue them or 
no I cannot tell: I ſhquld thipke they yvould looke, before they 
leape, as the proverb is : preate is the difference betyvixt ſay- 
ing, & doeing : I would faite beleeue them though ; bur this I

Will our Miniſters dye for the defence of the Lords day lan&ti. 0 
fication, yvhen the Apoſtles themſclues profaned itt for, the 
Apoſtles did not b:lecue| any ſuch matter, as if it vyereto be 
ſanQified, as you baueſeene it proucd : Ltruſtthe people, yvill, 
be ſo vviſe for themſclues in this point,as to giue their Miniſters:

One thing would be noted more, before yye leaue this point:

his Church , by ſtrong reaſons , to the ſanRification of the pth 
day,taken from his owne example,becaule hee reſted on the zth, 
day ;and becauſe hee bleſſed & lanRified the zth day.But Chriſt 
neuer perſwaded his Church,by any reaſons,to keepe the Lords. 
day, nor by his example; nay rather,he diflyyaded them from. 
ſanCifying of the Lords Pay, by his exawple,& by the exawple. 
of his Diſciples, recorded in Scripture; for they trauailed roo &. 
fro ypon the Lords day ;ſhewing vs thereby, that yve may doe- 
the like. Foraſmuch therefore,as yve haue nocom.in the Nevy . 
Teſtament, for the ſanRiffing of the Lords day, yve ate f to: 
follow examples : Now I find the example of Chriſt, vpon the 
Lords day , farre vnlike tothe example of Gad, on the 7th day;. 
and therefore we may follow the example of Chriſt , and be as 
valike on the Lords day to the example of Gud on the 7thday,, 
as Chriſt was, ,

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Apainft this;ſome Miniſters obieRt thus;rhar happily the new 
$4bbath was not yer knoyvne ; the Charch being in hir infancy; 
.and Chriſt being newly riſen from the dead, things were not yer 
eſtabliſhed in the Church &c. Herevnto Vanfwer 1. if rhis new | 
Sabbath wis rior” knowne vpon'this firft Lords day ; why then 
they graunt me, what I'wonld haue,which is,that theLords day, 
was not conſtantly & weekly kepr/in rhe dayes of Chrift & his 
Apoſtles , as now they vrge vs to keep®-it euery where; and fo 
they ouerthrow their owne dodtrine. 2, This obie&ion maketh

2.Where- 
as they ſpeake of the! often repetition of the Lords day , inthe 
Nevy Teſtament ; the Sabbath day, is oftener repeated then it: 
tis rrue, the 4 Evangeliſts doe egery one of chem mention jt, but 
all rhat,is bur as if it yvere once mentioned onely;tor the Euan- 
gelifts doe bur mention one & the ſame thipg, albeit it be 4 
times repeated by chem all 2: that there are more Sabbath dayes 
\pake of, then Lords dayes, fee theſe textes, AA, 13. 14.42.44.

Thirdly , vehereas they make ſome pgreate tratter of it, be- 
caule there vyvere fo many notable vyorkes done vp0 this Lords 
day , &this$ point is much in their mouthes : ] anſvver, x. the 
day vvheron notable yvyorkes vyere done, is ylually put dovvne 
in Scripture for the more certainty ſake : noyy to enquire after 
other realons & ends , yyhereof the iScripture is filent,is pryin 
curiotity, & to affirme any other ends, is preſumption, Pckiel 
the Propher had areuelation,or a viſion, on the fifth day,of the 
4b moneth, Ezek, 1.1. Noyv vyhq can tell me, vv} y he had 
his viſton, on the fifth day, rather then on the firſt: or in the 4th 
moneth , rather then inthe 5th or 6th moneth? Eliah had a re- 
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nelation in the third yeere, x.King.18,x, Hezekiab, that godly 
King , began to raigne, onthe third yeere, 2, King.1$.x, who 
can giue a reaſon why theſe notable workes fell our ſtill ypon 
che third yeere? Inthe 7th moneth, the Arcke reſted vpon the 
Mount Ararat, Genel. $; 4. oa the zth moneth ; they bad a {v- 
lemne faſt day , Leuir, 16, 29, on the 7th moneth,they had a 
Sabbath, Leuit.23.24. in the 7th moneth , the rrympet for the 
Tubile was blowae, Leuit. 25, 9. now what wile man , can tell 
why God did theſe things, ſtill on the zth monetb, rather then 
on the eight,or nynth moneth, yoleſſe the Scripture had reueal- 
ed it ? thele are idle braines yaniries, 

2, [anſwer, if theſe notable workes done in the Lords day, 
{ſhould ſanRtify the day & time, for ever after, why ſhould they 
not haue power, to angtify the place allo, wherin they were- 
done ? for thele workes ſhould alwell ſanRify place, as time,in 
common reaſon : and {b /ersſalem ſhould be the Holy place 
ſtill, for Gods worſhip ; as well as the Lords day , be the Holy 
time, for Gods worſhip; tor, were not all theſe notable workes, 
done in the place of Ierulalem , as well as in the time of Lords 
day? did not Chriſt rile from the dead there? did he not appeare 
to his Diſciples there ? did not the Holy Ghoſt deſcend there,in 
Ieruſalem? did not Peter preach,& conyert thowlands there?8 
did not Chriſt ſuffer there? 

But happily they may thinke, that theſe notable workes , bad 
more power ouer the circumſtance of the time , then of the 
place z and therfore to ſatisfy them, in all their fopperies , vve 
muſt ſpeake of the time, becauſe the queſtion is for ſooth about 
time : well then for time; if cheſe notable workes , had power 
to lanRify, or to declare as ſanRihied , the Lords day , the Firſt 
day of the weeke; then why ſhould they not ſanity or declare 
as SanRified the yeere , that is , the firſt yeere of cuery 
ſeauen , from the firſt yeere of our Lord , hitherto4 and ſo yye 
ſhould keepe euery farſt yeere, of euery 7 yeeres, for a Sabbath

3. I anſwer, theyerre, and that by applying theſe notable 
workes , done on the Lords day , to vies and ends whereof the 
Scripture giueth them not the leaſt light ; for they apply all 
theſe notable vyorkes, ynto the time & day,wherein they were 
done ; as if they did ſhew & declare this time & this day to be 
a more holy time, and a more boly day , then other dayes and 
rimes; and by name,that it muſt be a Sabbath day too: whereas 
the Spirit of God, intendeth no ſuch matrer,in recording theſe 
vyorkes that wecan find , but thereby aimeth at other ends : as 
for example, the reaſon vyhy Chriſt roſe on the Lords day , ra- 
ther then on any day after , might be , leaſt that he ſhould ſee 
corruption, At, 2.27. and a reaſon why hee appeared to his Diſ- 
ciples vpon this Lords day,rather then vp6 any day after,might 
be, leaſt his Diſciples ſhould diſpaire in him, ſaying, he is ſwal- 
lowed vp of death; and alſo Chriſt appeared to them on that 
very day , toput an end to their ſorrow and mourning for him, 
as loone as might be; for ynto that very day,the Diſciples were 
lacd for him,yea they mourned for him,and wept, Luk.24. 17. 
Mark.16,10, yea, Chriſt appeared on the Lords day, to fulfill 
& make good his 9wn prophecies, of himſelfe; before his death, 
as that Mat.12,40, as Lopas was 3 dayes & 3 nights inthe 
wheles or; {v ſhall the ſonne of man be 3 dayes & 3 nights in 
the heart | the earth, And, Deſtroy this Temple, and in 3 dayes I 
wil raiſe it yp &gaine oh, 2. 19,21, It was veedfull hires, 
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that both Chriſt ſhould riſe on the Lords day, it being the third 
day from his Paſſion ; and alſo that be ſhould ſhew hinafelte 
being rilen, to bis Dilci ples, vpon this rhird day, to make good 
his owne words, | | 

And forthe boly Ghofts: deſcent ypon this day, Aﬀ, 2.7. it 
being Pentecoſt day,a great feaſt day ofthe [ewes,wherein were 
mwett at leruſalem many ſtrangers ; and on which day , all the 
people of th2 Citty were at home, not abroad in the fields ; and 
were more aptto aſſemble and gatber together to take knovy. 
ledge of this myracle, therefore as it is moſt likly , did the holy 
Ghoſt choole this day , rather then any other to ſhew this my- 
racle ; to grace 8 countenance the Goſpell, in the ſight of all 
men, and coadd authority ynto the Apoſtles dotrine before all 
men,that they might be wone to the faith ; and what notable ef- 
te& it rooke you in for thowlands of the people aſſembling ro- 
{ee the myracle ypon Peters ſermon inſtantly made vnto them, 
were conuerted, A&,2.14.41- The like may be faid of Peters 
ſermon vpon this day , it was meerly occationall , as namely to 
rake off the {launder of drunkennefle , caſt ypon the Apoſtles, 
AR,2,13. and to informe thoſe that doubted of rhismyracle, 
what it ſhould meane,A&.2,12, but to ſuppole the holy Ghoft 
deſcended,to make this day a Sabbathzis an idle fittion, 8 fain- 
ed invention. Hereby you may ſee how they wring and wreſt 
the Scriptures, vnto ſuch vles,as the holy Ghoſt neuer intended, 
& whereof the holy Sctipture is altogether filent : whomade 
theſe men of Gods priuy Counfaile , that they ſhould be ſo well 
acquainted with ſuch ends of the holy Ghoſts aRions,as he hath 
concealed ? ſuch interpreters of holy Scripture,if they had their 
due , would be ſent backe to the kerma agaive, to learne 
more Logicke,or confined to their ſtudies, for a leaſon,that they: 
mipht grow better acquainted with the holy Scriptures , be= 
fore they be permitted to make publike interpreratios of them; 
they let not todamne men,to the pit of hell,for nor keeping this. 
Lords day conftantly for a Sabbath , and that vpon tele idle 
grownds; were it fir to put a {word into a mans hand, that 
knovyes not when or yyhere to vie it? ſhould theſe men be be- 
truſted yvith the Keyes, toſhut men out of heauen,and tolocke- 
men into hell, thus cauſleſly ? { "As $ By 
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By what hath bene ſaid, it appearcth r. that itcan no where 
be proued , that the Lords day , was in Chrifts & the Apoſtles 
times, kept conſtantly & weekly fora Sabbath day. 2.That the 
firſt Lords day,was not kept for a Sabbath day, by Chrift,nor by 
his Apoſtles & Diſciples ; Wherefore it followerh , that if this 
Lords day , was not kept conſtantly & vyeekly in the dayes of 
Chriſt & his Apoſtles , then we are nottyed in conſcience in 
imitation of their examples, to keepe cnc Lords day, vvecke 
by vyecke,as now we doe : it is ſufficjent if vye keepe but lome 
Lords day,fometime; as one ina yeere,or one in thre moneths, 
or one in 6 monerhs , or the like; but/a vyeekly obſeruation is a 
needlefſe & growadlefle obſeruatis, fince it cannot be (howne, 
nor proued in the holy Scriptures, [Thus much touching the 
Scriptures: Novyy a vyord or two out of the Hiſtories of the 
Church. | 

We reade it mentioned by Mr. Perkin; in his firſt Volume, 


ypon the 4th com, pag.48. that the Lords day (vvhich he there 


cales Sabbath day) was neglefted, and not obſerned by thoſe primi- 


tive Chnrches,which lined next after the Apoſtles,vntill it was eſta- 


bliſhed by Chriſtian Emperowrs &c, Thus you ſee,the Lords day, 
vvas not oblerued q lmg/ of the primitiue Churches, for 300 
yeeres ; for ſolong it was ere Conſtantine enacted alaw for it, 
who was a Chriſtian Emperour : Now whocan imagine , that 
the Lords day, was euer kept in the Apoſtles dayes, weekly and 
conſtantly,for a Sabbath day,when as thoſe Chriſtian Churches, 
whoimmediatly ſucceded the Apoſtles, kept it not at all for 3e0 
yeeres together?is it credible,that thoſe pureſt Churches ſhould 
neple&ſuchan ordinance of Chriſt, as the Lords day Sabbath, 
it any ſuch ordinance there had euer bene inthe Church? No, 
no , the yveekly & conſtant obſeruation of the Lords day Sab- 
bath, it is but a nouelty,and lately {prung vp. 

The vſe I yyould make of this point is this ; is it ſo, that the 
Scriptures doe not bind ys to a vyeckly keping of the Lords 
day, but that it is enough, if vec keepe it at [ome times onely; 
Why then doe Miniſters preſſe the people {o bardly to keepe 
euery Lords day,and every Sunday,none excepted? may it not 
1a this reſpeR , be ſaid of theſe Miniſters , as the Lord ſpake of 
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thoſe Prophets , 1 hawe not ſent theſe Prophets , ſaith the Lord, ye 
they ranue : 1 hawe not ſpoken to them,aud yet they prophecied? ler? 
23.21.W hy are theſe Miniſtets more ftri&t then God himſeife? 
why doe they prefle co a vyeekly praQtile , when Gods/yyord 
ſpeaketh but of a ſeldome praiſe? Why ſhould yve betied to 
keepe the Lords day oftener,then did the Apoſtolike Churches? 
Foraſmuch as vve are bound to keepe but ſome Lords dayes in 
a yeere,yyhy are people hindred inthe timeof harueſt,togatber 
in their corne on the Lords day , & that ypon payne of damna- 
tion if they doe; & vpon pretevle of a breach of the 4th com,? 
ſince they may , both worke on euery Lords day, all[the time 
of barueſt, & yet keepe ſome Lords dayes afcer harueſt is done, 
Alſo in the time of wheat-ſeile & barly-leile , why may nor 
the haſbandman plow his ground , 8& ſome his {eede, on the 
Lords day ? ſince he may keepe ſome Lords ay in a yeere,after

vpon the moſt eminent Lords day? fince they may keepe ſome 
Lords dayecs, on the other times of the yeere,vyhen there is no#

is true, I yerily beleeuc, that the zth day, Saturday Sa 
bath, is ſtill in force, and that I beare a reverence & areligiouſe 
reſpe& ynto that day ; and for the conſcience , and duety 1 ovve 
vnto it , I doe ſanRify the Lords day, not for it (elfe,but for the 
Sabbath dayes ſake, vvhich goeth before ir,giuing God one day 
for an other , by vyay of a change , vntill thetime of reforma= 
tion,as they did change the Patſeouer day, Numb.g.1.3.1r.

in ime of Hay eile ; or my corne in time of harueft;or but hin. 
der my vvorkes there abouts ; or ſuffer my conſcience to be in 
thraled , for ſuch nifling & erifling reaſons as theſe? nol truſt 
not: the like I ſay ynto men of all trades, & occupationes,in 
Citties & Townes; if they can be farisfied in their coniciences 
& before God, that the old Sabbath day, on the 7th day,is abo- 
liſhed ; then let chem nor feare or doubt , todoe any ordenary 
workes of their calinps , vpon the Lords dayes , or Sundayes, 
no more then ypon any other dayes of the weeke ; tor there is 
nothing forbidding them {ſo to doe, in all the {criptures ; nay 
there is warrant for them ſo to doe ; by the Scriptures , if they 
will harken to them rather then totheir Miniſters; for', God 
faith in the gth com: Sixs es thow ſhalt worke &c: 8 this 
Lords day,is the firſt day of thele Sixe dayes : neither vyas this 
law euer yet repealed, 2. Chriſts Diſciples, made this Lords 
day, atrauailing days & alſo Chriſt him ſelfe trauailed in it roo 
& fro , as hath bene proued , wherefore , if vve may receiue in- 
ftruKion from Gods 4th com: or if vye may folloyy the exam- 
ple of Chriſt, & of his Diſciples, then may vve ſafly doe the 
vyorkes of our alin on the Lords day , as yyell as vpon any 
other day of the weeke, | 

Bur bereynto ſome of our Miniſters,as thoſe who are fo hote 
for the Lords day Sabbath, will be 'redy to reply & ſay ; But 
Sir, you giue too great liberty to our people ; you lay the reines 
ypon their necke ; & you ſpeake moſt profanly &c. to whom 
I anſwer , I know indeed that itis full fore againſt their wills, 
that I haue diſconered this ſecret ynto their people ; for they 
had rather haue pleded on ia their old errour deceiving the 


people ſtill, then this light ſhould haye bene ſeene ; but for my 
part, I had rather pleaſe God, then pleaſe men; Knovving, that 
God cannot away with it, that his Miniſters ſhold teach for his 
. Dodtrines, their awne inventiones & Traditiones : I Know 
well, that they doe daily reuile me ,& reproch me , & ſay all 
manner of cuill againſt me falfly, before their people ; that ſo 
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wy perſon being brought iato coatempt , that which ſpeake 
againſt their new Sabbath , may be.contemned likewiſe; but [ 
defire them to forbeare. ſuch ynchriſtian 6 cuning-courles ; I 
defire them that they, would no more backbice me, &1launder 
me behind my backe , vyhere I cannot, come .jto.anlyver tor my 
ſclfe: bur this is a more faite courle, vvich I vyill propound 
vnto them : if they thinke in deede. & in trueth that Þ bane gi- 
uen too greatelibertie yato their people, & haue done vyrong 
vnto their nevy Sabbath; then ler them pur pen ropaper,Szcon- 
fute this booke.: forthey {hall beyvray to the yyorld, that'they 
ſpeake as they thinke,, yvhen they lo bitterly inueighagainſt 
me, & againſt my* booke : euery filly creature can lay tis an 
errouc,tis a foule errour,tis an abominable errour,& tis a wick- 
ed booke & an hundreth more; but I would haue Miniſters that 
are {chollers, lcaue vyords, & faleto bloyves; let ther:confute 
the booke: neither doc I exhorte them to this,as a matter at their 
choile , to doe ir or not to doe it; but I vrge it-ypon them as a 
ductic both to man, and to God: itis their duetie in reſpe&t of 
men, becauſe they haue ſo confideptly taught themthat this day 
is the Sabbath day, and that vpon payne of damnation they are 
bound t2 fandtify it, in conſcience of the 4th com, vybercfore 
either they muſt acknovvledg that they haue bene inan errour, 
& labour ſo ſvone as they can co reforme it ; which is parre of 
amends , & an argument of an honeſt minde : or elle. they muſt 
defend it, that ſo cheir people may lee, that they play nar faſt & 
looſe with them ; that they reach them no more inthe pulpit, 
then they will be redy to defend by their pen,if any oppoſe 3t; I 
cannot ſee how they can defend themlelues for boneſt men, yn- 
leſle they doe thus : it is not enough tor them , to belch out now 
& then lſome reprochfull words , & witha kindeof ſcorne and 
diſdaine,to vilitie the booke & the Author of it; euery foole can 
anſwer a booke lo, | Ct 

[t is alſo their duetie in reſpe& of God; for they.ſay that I am 
in a foule errour; and that ths Lords day,is a conſtant Sabbath, 
of Gods inſtitution :; Well then,and will they not defend Gods 
cauſe?who ſhould ſtand vp for God,if Gods Miniſters will not? 


wherefore haue they both their liuings , and their office af Mi- 
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niftrie, but to manage Gods cauſes , & defend them againſt all 
oppofirions > yvill they (thinke you) giue their lives in defence 
of this Lords day , as they tell their people they will , who will 
not giue their labours to defend it'? whenas Peter the Apoſtle, 
did but by his example , brivg in Iudaiſme, into the Church of 
Antiochia, Paul the Apoſtle, withſtood him to his face;and reproued 
him before all men,Gal.2.11.14. If therefore I, like Peter,haue 
offended againſt the Lords day, then they like Paul, in zeale of 
Gods glorie,ſhould riſe yp to confure wear all men:elſe they 
cannot juſtify rhemſelues (fo farre as I can ſce)to be faithfull in 
their places, and to be followers of the Apoftles, As for the peo- 
ple, me thinke, they ſhould never ceaſe preſſing of their Mini- 
ſters,by theſe & the like argaments,to the anſwer of this booke, 
for the quieting of their conſciences, and for the cleering of the 
trueth in this point : they ſhould ſay vnto Archippms , take heede 
ynto the miniſterie, that fu haſt receined im the Lord,that thou ful- 
fill it , Col.4.17. voleſle they defire to live in ignorance and er- 
rour,and in doubt which is the trueth. Ir is true,it hath bene re- 
ported to me, that ſome of theſe xo Miniſters haue bene thus 
moued by their people , bat they haue returned this anſwer: 
Wee > What wee? ſhall yvecanſwer his yaine booke ? let ſome 
Cobler, Tayler,or Shomaker anſwer it &c.and are not thele lot- 
tic ſpirits > who could forbeare to reproue them openly , that 
knoweththem in an errour,in a foule and groſfſe errour,and at- 
ter [ufficient meanes of conuiRion tendred ynto them, both pri- 
uatly & publikely,and done alſo in/all meeknefle and forbear- 
ance: & for all this,they ftill perfiſt, & carry ir out in the height 
of pride,[corning & dildaining him that ſhall in loue & reſpe&t 
vnto their perſons admoniſh them, as my former booke will 
witneſic fr me? $0 much be ſpoken touching the former queſ- 
tion , wherein you ſee that they cannot proue it , that euery 
Lords day 'or Sunday , was kept for a Sabbath in the Apoſtles 
dayes,as now they are. | 


SEQT, I1T, 
I come now vnto the ſecond maine queſtion , which is to 


know , whither it can be proucd that any one Lords day » 15 a 
| | Sabbath 
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$bbath day , by Gods ordinance , or not. For, I deny not only 
that euery Lords day is a Sabbath conſtantly , and weeke by 
weeke: bur allo I deny that there is ſv much as any one Lords 
day, a Sabbath day. 

For the berter {caning of this point, I will examine all their 
Scriptures, & all their reaſons , which they produce in this calc. 

Firſt tor their S:riptures;l baue reade ouer many the workes 
and writings of the patrons of this Lords day , to lee their 

rownds for it, but yet among all the rextes of Scripture which 

they alleage, I can no where tind a Commandement tor it alleag- 
ed by them , out of any parte of the new Teſtament : and this ' 
{eemerh t me a ſtraung thing : if you demaund of them whois 
the Authour of this new Sabbath , they will cell you Chriſt: in 
the next place, if y»u dernaund of them, where Chrift lefr any 
commandement for it, by himlelte , or by his Apoſtles ; bere 
they are at a non plus, they can finde no com. for it in all the 
new Teſtament ; no nor any exhortation to keepe it; nor promiſe 
or threatening to thoſe who keepe, or profane it : now this at the 
firſt entrance , doth breede a ſhrewd (uſpition , that this new 
Sabbath , is but ſome forgery , when there is neither comman- 
dement, nor exhortation for it in the booke of God ; neither 
promiſe to them who keepe it, nor threatening to them who 
profane it; when the old Sabbath was ſer yp, it was done by an 
expreſſe Commandement ; and can there a new Sabbath come 
into its roome, with out a Commandement ? was God more 
carctull to inſtitute a Sabbath in memory of the Creation , then 
Chriſt was to ſet yp a Sabbath in memory of the Redemption 2 

Furthermore , the new ordinances which Chriſt ſet vp in the 
G-(pcll, as B.zpriſme, and the Lords Supper, Chriſt was mindfull 
to /eaue commandements for them expreſly;as for Baptiſme, Goe 
(7:1efore,and teach all nations, baptizing them &c, Mat, 28.19. & 
tor the Lords Supper, Take, eate : this is my body whith 1s broken 
for you &c, 1 Cor. 11. 24.26. now this Lords day,is athrmed by 
them, to be an ordinance of the Goſpell , & a new ordinance of 
the new Teſtament , & inſticuted in memory of the DN 
tion ;& is it likly that Chriſt would leaue commandements for 
lome of his new ordinances , & not for the reſt? This Lerds 
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day, {if it be, as they make ys belecue ) it may well be connred 
the Church a third Sacrament; fur it 1s t» be Kept in remem- 
brance of Chrift., like as are the rwo'other Saeraments of Bap- 
tiſme, & the Lords Supper: yea, and this new Sabbath, wich is 
or tray well be , a nevy Sacrament alſo, isof as great vie, it nor 
of greater,then the tyyo Sacraments of Bapriſme and the Lords 
Supper : for, Baptiſme remembreth a man of Chrift but once in 
his life time,in a ſpecial! ſorte: & rheLords ſupper,putreth vs in 
minde ofChrifts deathbut once a quart*r;bot this nev vSabbath, 
& nevy Sacramehbr., ſhould pur vs in minde of Chriſt once a 
weeke; ſo as this yvould be very vſcfull aboue the athers; nuvy 
can vvee thinke, rhat Chriſt vvould be ſo mindfall as t» leaue 
Comm. tor the ij Szcraments, & be altogether vynmindfull ro 
leaue acommandemert , for the Lords day, to be a Sabbath, if 
cuer hehad meant it ſhould be a Sabbath? and tor the Apoſtles, 
ſome fanly that Chriſtletr a commandement vviththem, At. r. 
2. but letit then be ſhovyvne; vvyhere is it vvritten I marucile? 
hay,can vve thinke that it Ciriſt had giuen the Apoſtles a com- 
mandement to deliuer to the Church, that they durſt baue con- 
cealed it > could this baue ſtood yyith their faittfulneſſc? The 
conſideration of this/one point, is enough to make any wan to 
ſtapger, & the yyhalebuilding to totter : their caſe is aboue 50 
in th? 100 the yyorle for this, that they are irforced ar the firſt 
onler , to confetle,, that they.cen ſhevy no commardement for 
the Lords day,from either Chriſt the founder of it, or his Apo- 
Niles: The Saturday Sabbath, hatha commandement to authariſe 
it; but the Sunday: Sabbath hath none, yvber« fore 11hull make 
my chotle of the S3turday Sabbath, ler chem thar liſt, chooſe 

the Suvday Sabbath, | | 

Hence this one [note vrould be obſerned,, that fince there is 
no Commandement for the Lords dav , therſore it followeth, 
that the Patrones therecf, myſt fetch all their grownds for it,by 
reaſon, colleQions, & conſequences out of Scriprurez now haw 
feeblea thing mans blind xealons is , vvho knowerh not , that 
knowes bimſclfc ? how liable are vve to miſtake ; yea how ſub» 
ie to fallacies & tobe deceiued thereby , are the beſt Logi- 
ceans , eſpecially in the Matters of God : lo that if reaſon may 
| poſiibly 
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poſſib'y err,& be deceiued,the may they be deceiued that ftand' * 
tor the Lords day, yea though in ſtead of vppolition , ſhould 
ioyne With thew, & all men {ay Amen to them; for reaſon and 
conſequences are their beſt guide & direction; ſothen at the 
beſt;the foundation of our Lords day Sabbath, hath bur the ſan= 
dy foundation cf mans blinde & ſhallow reaſon, ; 

But herevnto they are redy to reply , that neceſſaryconſe- 
quence out of Scripture,is/as ſound as Scripture itleife: yyhere 
vncoI anſwer, x, Thatthe compariſon made of mans reaſon, 
with Gods vyord, is vnbefitting ; for be it that neceſſary conſe- 
Jerome is found , and very ſound ; yet, leing conſequence is by 

vrce of manes realon , itis not tit that it ſhould be compared 
& equalled withthe neuer erring veord of God. | 2, Lanſwer, 
tis true that neceſſary conſequence is yery found indeed, bur 
then the difficulty is , ro knoyy , when a conſequence is necefſa- 
rily ecue, and vvhen not ; for many men take their conſequen- 
ces to be neceſlarily true , whichare but contingent and doubr- 
fully rcue : Bur topatle by this point , let itbe nored., thattbele 
men vyho doe {» aduance mens reaſon, and conſequences, and 
taike {> much for conſequences, and of neceſſary cynlequences; 
thers no men vſe necellary cgnſequences lefſe then they doe; in 
{much as I begine roqueſtion it , that they talke beyond their 
Skill, vvbeh they talke lo before the people, of neceſlary conle- 
quences;f.r,ifthey knew! yvhat hey laid, vvhen they fo lpeake, 
vve ſhould finde them vie this neceſſary conſequence , in 
their diſputations, and {arguments framed by them forthe 
Lords day Sabbath : for , it is in this argument , and vpon this 
occation , that they ralke {o of neceſſary conleguences ; thereby 
1:{1avating voto common people , tat they nave never erring” 
N«c:fſary conſequence, tor theit Lords day Sahbath ; Bar h:ere 
I challeng them, any of them all,to {ſhew me but one argument, 
c.ut.of any Text of Scripture forthe Lords day Sabbath, vyhich 
ſtandes by force of zeceſſary conſequence 4; vyhict? if they can 
 notdoe, as | know yyell they caanot due it, then are they but 
vogodly bragadoceans. &. proud boaſters, to prattle of neceſ(- 
{ary conſequences, as if forlooth they meant it,to proue all they 
lay by necci{ary conſequence , but when they come to it , they

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flinch , giue in, and doe nothing lefle;; this is bur one of their 
trickes, rodelude the people withall, _ 
Becauſe vve are yponthe point , let me ſhew you ſome of | 
their neceſſary conſequences ; as 1.Chriſt appeared to his Diſci- 
ples ypon the Lords day ; Therefore the Lords day muſt of ge- 
cellity be a Sabbath day, 2. Chriſt roſe ypon the Lords day, er- 
po,euery Lords day after,maſt neceſſarily bz a Sabbath, z.The 
holy Ghoſt deſcended on the Lords day; ergo, it cannot poſhbly 
be otherwiſe, but it muſt be a Sabbath. 4.Peter preached once 
on the Lords day , & at an other time, I know not how many 
yeeres after , Paul preached a ſermon too on the Lords day; 
Therefore of neceſſity it muſt be a Sabbath day. 5. Thete-yyas a 
colle&ion for the poore on the Lords day. Therefore it muſt be 
a Sabbath , a poore conſequence, 6, It vyas called the Lords 
day , therefore it muſt be a Sabbath day. As much as it they had 
argued rhus necefſarily,jit v yas called Sunday; therefore it muſt 
be Saturday, Theſe & the like are the neceffary conſequences, 
which they vie,who ralke ſo much of neceſſary conſequence;the 
very mertion whereof,is enough toloath a mans Romake,nto 
yomiting, 1 | 
Here cometh in an obieRtion ; ſay they , if you muſt baue a 
command, for the Lords day,ſbew ys you then,where we have 
a com,for the Baptiſme of infantes. 1. anſwer,you doe vvell to 
contefle that you haue no comm, for your Lords day, for it is fo 
indeed, 2.1t you al ke me vyhere vye haue any com. to baptize 
infants, my an{yyer is,that I nener reade of any yt; and there. 
fore I rake ir tobe an indifferent rhing , at the libertie of the 
Church,tobaptiſe yvhen ivfants,or of riper yeeres : if therefore, 
ou can ſhew a Com. for Baptiſme of infants vyhich I cannot, 
then is there reaſon you ſhould alſo ſhew a Com.for your Lords 
day; burif _ can ihew none, no more thenI , then is your 
Lords day , but an indifferent thing , and at the liberty of the 
Church as Baptiſme of infants is : this is a rule, that vybat is 
not commaunded not forbidden, that is indifferent : fo then, as 
the Church may baptiſe qne ſooner,or later; fothe Church may 
keepe your Lords day, and they may refuſe to keepe it , if they 
pleaſe : and this is the higheſt pitch of honour that you can 
raile 
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raiſe your Lords day to, that it is an indifferent thing, ſo as he 
Chucch may Reſt ypon it or vyorke ypon it; keepe it, or refuſe 
to keepe it, at hir pleaſure : for , a, commaunded thipg.or day, 
it is nct by your owne confeſſion, 


SECT, IF. 

Thus yye haue ſhowne, that of all the Scriptures which they 
bring for the Lords day,they have never a Commandement for 
it, from Chriſt, nor from his Apoſtles : Noyy let vs come ynro 
ſach kind of Scriptures as they/haue for ir ; the firſt yybich yye 
vvill mention ſhall be the gth Com, Exod.20,8. Remember the 
Sabbath day, to ſanttify it, &c, Hereynto I anſwer,doe not theſe 
men (thinke you) ſtand in need of Samypſons ren to drage & 
bale this 4th Comm, vnto the Lords day ? And of more then 
eAchitophels vvite, to make an argumentour of this zth Com, - 
for the Lords day , which ſhall ſtand by force of neceffary con- 
ſequence, whereof they talkeyſo F had they not nedde of a long 
rope, totye together this 4th Com. & the Lords day , the one 
being two thowſand yeeres before the other ? the one in Moſes 
his time, the other in Chriſt his time, Doth out new ordinance 
of Baptiſme , ſtand by force of the old Law of Circumciſion, 
made thowſands of yeeres,befure euer Bapriſme v yas heard of * 
Doth our new ordinance of the Lords Supper, ſtand by force of 
the old Law, of the paſſeouer, made thowſands of yeeres before 
che Lords Supper vvas euer heard of? and how then ſhould this 
nevy ordinance of the Lords day , be proved , to ſtand by force 
of the old Law , for the 7th day Sabbath , made thowſands of 
yeeres before euer this Lords day vvas heard on? had not theſe 
men fore heads of braſle , & caſt off ſhame & vvit together, 
they could not be ſo impudent, as to vndertake fuch an abſurd 
taske : bat this they leane vpon, they can bur ſay the vyord,and 
it is done ; the ſimple people beleeue all for goſpel! if once 
M". Yates, Mr."Gallard , and Mr, Cha eliver ir as 
their iudgment ; it is asif S, Peter ,S. Toby. & $, Panl had ſaid 
it in expreſſe yvords ; thus it is in our Country , & I beleene ir 
is no better in other partes ofche Kingdome. 


Who 
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W ho yyould thinke that theſe men, ſhould be ſo audaciouſly 
bould , as to alter Gods 4th Com, from one day of the yveeke, 
vato an cther? be it, that Chriſt bad ſer yp the Lords day, fora 
Sabbath, is net his Aw hority. ſufficient forit ?-are not all'the 
Texces in the Nevy Teſtament able|/enough to tuftifie ir, bur 
they wut flic into the Old Teſtament for a commandement fur 
it ? can they thevy vyhere Chriſt or his Apoſtles, did euer rayke 
this Lords day vnder the 4th com. or inioyne it to be kepr with 
ref-rence vnto, of conſcience ofthe 41h Com?let them ſhew 
their neceſſary con{equence for this. 9 

Furthermore if thele-men could (xe, but that they cannot , (o 
long as they thinke , wiſedome muſt dye vvith them, yybilſt they 
goe about to ſtrengthen their Lords day Sabbath by the 4th 
Com, they therby vyeaken it,/in the fight of all vyiſe men' : For 
belds vyhat hath bene ſaid rothispurpole, themtelues doe be- 
vvray it that their caule is feeble , |and yvanteth ſtrength & ſup- 
portation ;' for their con{ciences tell them, tharrhe Lords day, 
needeth a Commandement; and their eyes tell them, that 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles left none for /it in all the Nevv Tefta. 
ment ; vvheref. re, tomake vp that vyhichis lacking by Chriſt, 
themielues baye ſupplied ir, by runing into the Old Teftamen: 
tr a Com, for it: thus they intimate , that Chriſt yvas nor a per. 
t:t Layv-giuer, becaule he gage none for theLords day Sab- 
bath: and further they doe beyvray , that they cannot finde ar- 
puments {uthcient & enough for the Lords day , neither from 
Chriſt, nor from the Apoſtles ,. nor in/all the Nevy/Teftament: 
tor elle they vvould as yyell content themſelves , vvith ſuch ar» 
guments, as they tind inthe Nevy Teſtament for ir,as in other 
new ordinances they doe;they rune not into the Old Teftarner, 
ro proue the doArine of the Reſwrrettioy of Chriſt , of Bepriſme, 
and the Lords Cappel : Whereture they bewray that the Lords 
day is not growndedin the New Teftament, as is the Refur- 
rection, Baptiſme, and the Lords {upper : this kind of Sophiſtty 
15 much like vnro this ; ſuppolea Lawyer ſhould affirme it, that 
itis valayyfall for an y{urer, to take abouec $. in the x00, and 
the yſurer ſhould demaund againe cf him, vyhen that Law was 
made,& by yybom , & what Kivg yyas the Authour & founder 
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ofit? hereynto the Lawyer ſhould reply , it vyas enaſted by 
King Charles, a fewe yeeres ſince,8c, Suppole againe,thatt®® 
v{urer doubting of the matter ſhould deſire him/ro proue it 4s" 
| to himby the Statute booke , that there was ſuch a Law enacte! 
by King Charles, in ſuch a yeere as be ſpakeof : it noyy this 
Lawyer , could not ſhew any Statute Law for it, enaQed in 
King Charles his reigne , but muſt bring forth an old Scatare 
Layy , enacted by Quene Elizabeth, many. yeeres before King 
Charles his birth, whereinShee forbade to rake aboue 10 in the 
100, Would ootany man whole eyes are in his heade thinke 
the Lawyer doth but fumble? And thinke here were forgery 6c 
deceipt in this Lawyer? iuſt ſoit is with our digines , they lay 
with one voice, that Chriſt inftituted this Lords day , and that 
1630 yeeres agone, & yet put them to proue it, & they. can 
ſh:w no Comin, for it., made during the reigne of Chriſt here 
yponearth, or in the time of his Succeſſours the Apoſtles, but 
they rune out for a Law enacted 2000, yeers before Chriſt or 
his Apoſtles yyereborne : is not this pretty? If I might aduile 
them, they ſhould hould them clofle to ſuch Lawes onely and 
Scriptures, as they can find in the New/Teftament; enacted by 
Chriſt, for the Lords day , if it yvere but to laue their credites 
a mong wile men, 

Burler vs novy come vnto their arguments , to ſee how they 
vvill prove the Lords day, a Sabbath day, by the 4th Com.lome 
diaines, foreleing the grofleneſle of others, vvho-hould that 
the 4th Com. doth bind to the Lords day properly, are aſham- 
ed of this ,& therfore they haue found out a nevy way of bind. 
ing, & that is, not that the 4th Com, ſhould bind to the Lords 
day properly, but improperly 8 Analogically, by way of reſem- 
blance & ſimilitude: but how eaer this diſtin@ion is ſome what 
neate 6 pretty, & may {erue the turne in ſchooles, yet yyhen ic 
comes a broad into the Country it is very abſurde : for 11. none 
of our Country diuines will y{e it, 2. This is an abſurd difſtin- 
ction , that one and the fame Command. ſhould binde; both 
properly, 8& lmpeypedty : properly for two thowland yeeres, & 
improperly euer after ; Yea, this is contrary to our {elues ; for 
vve abborre it in Papiſts, that they ſhould make 4 ſenſes 'of 
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Scripture, the Lirrerall, Allegoricall, Tropologicall, & Anagogicall, 
as Perkins bath |them in bis Arte! of Prophecy.ng, pag. 65r. 
where he affirmeh thar the ſenſe of Scripture 1s bur one onely: 
novy vvhy may not Papiſts as vvell make 4 ſenſes , as any of vs 
make 2 ſenſes, a proper & litterall ſenſe , & an improper ana- 
logicall ſenſe? 3. The 4th Com.injoyneth vs —— 6 dayes, 
& lo by conſequerice vpon the Lords day ; & therfore it cannor 
command reſt ypon the ſame day. Neither can the reaſon of the 
4h Com, be drawne to this $th day,&c, 4. By this diuiſe,may 
we reuiue all the Ceremonia!l Lawes in the Old Teſtament, 
ſaying they bind ys novy anlogheary: which is flat contrary vn- +» 
to the Apoſtle, Epbeſ.2.15. Colo,2.14. 5, The fourth com.can- 
not bind tothe Lords day being a new day , analogically : be- 
caule the Sabbath day,which is the 61d day,is not yet aboliſhed, 
as (hall be ſhowne, and ſoir muſt bind Rill ro the old day pro- 
perly, Other anſwers there be alſ9 in my other booke of the 
Sabbath , vybich herel omit, for I purpole not to ſtand ypon 
this point, becauſe I thinke few or none will vrge it, 

In the next place , let vs come to them that are aſhamed of 
nothing;for they hould that the 4th com. binds to the Lords day 
Ka 7. & theſe haye many deuices todeceiue themſelues & 
others; as ſometimes they haue this argument, that the Hebrew 
word Sabbath ſignifieth a reſt, noyy 6n the Lords day,vve Reſt; 
& therfore the 4th Com. belongeth vnto it, Hereto I anſwer, 
I. that the word Sabbath vſed in the 4th Com, vvas neuer vied 
for a Reſt generally vypon any day , but Synecdochically , for a 
Reſt particularly, ypoh the 7th day anely, 2.By the like reaſon, 
vye may hould faſt dayes , & Chriſtmas day , and Coronation 
dayes, Sabburhes , by ile 4th Com. alſo: for on theſe dayes yve 
Reſt alto, G: 1 | | | 

Others haue this for an argument , they affirme that by Szb- 
bath day , & zth day , in the Com. may be meante not the Sab- 
bath,& the 7th day,but a Sabbath, 8a th day: & are not theſe 
thoſe neceſſary conſequences whereof they talke ſo ? To vvir, 
becauſe theſe wordy Sabbath , & 7th , may be vnderſtood of a 
Sabbath, and of a 9th day,that Therforethey muſt ſobe taken: 
with chem then, this is a neceſſary conſequence, that, yyhat may 

be, 
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be, muſt of neceſſity be : it may be, it hall raine too morrow; 
doth it therfore follow thar for certaine it neceſſarily muſt raine 
to0 morrow ? bur theſe friuolouſe 8 childiſh arguments, my 
ſtomacke is ſo loathed with them , as I vvill proceed no further, 
hauing in my expolition vpon the 4th com. ſufficiently dilcouc- 
red thele vanities, 

The third argument , is. 4*. Chappels which he delivered in 
publike ; thus he argueth: / f one day wn Scarun, muſt be a Sab« 
bath day, and not the Seauenth day ; then the Lords day ,muſt be the 
Sabbath day : But one day in 7, muſt be a Sabbath day , & not the 
7th day : Therfore the Lords day, muſt be the Sabbath day. As for 
the conſequence, this he proued by this argument ; becauſe the 
Lords day is the fiteſt of all the fixe : and that becauſe there was 
a weekly colle&ion theron, x, Cor. 16, 2. with other the like 
Textes, which are vſed in defence of the Lords day ordenarily: 
but I omit anſwer to this proſe of his conſequence, inthis 
place , becauſe I ſhall baue hereafter a more fit place to anſwer 
this argument,that the Lords day is the fiteſt,8&c. In this place 
I vvill onely anſwer his maine argument , yyhich growndeth 
vpon the 4th Com, for this is our raske in this Setiongtodeale 
vvith the gtheam, onely, | 

I come to his Minor, which confiſteth of two partes ; But one 
day inſeaucn , muſt be a Sabbath day; & not the 7th day : for 
the former parte of it , intheſe words, Bat one day in ſeaxen; 
truſt be a Sabbath day : for proofe of this bee alleaged my Teſti- 
mony , and the Teſtimony of thoſe of rhe ſame judgement with 
me, ſaying , as for this parte of my Minor., themlelues confetſe 
it : for they hould that one daye in ſeauen,, muſt bg a Sabbath : 
but hoe there Mr, Chappell, you muſtnot carry it away lo; yve | 
muſt diſcouer your fraudulent conyeiances firſt ; good Sir doe 
not abuſe vs in our tencts , and thereby abuſe your auditory al- 
lo; yve vſe not to ſpeake lo rg nagar 4 ſo generally, and ſo 
indiftin&ly, as you report vs: for, yve vie not toſay , one day 
in ſeauen, muſt be a Sabbath day: but thus, the laſt day of ſeanen, 
muſt be a Sabbath day ; let this be noted : and this yve doe, to 
avoide the amphibebe, or double meaning ofthe phrale which 
you charge ypon ys: for thele yyords , one day in ſeamen, may 
Cc 2 haue 
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Due a double meaning z either they may be ynderſtood gene- 
Taily, for any one day 1n the feauea, as yvellrhis as that; as wel 
the firſt of leauen,as the laſt of leauen,or any other of che ſeau: 
or , they may be 'vnderſtood , for fome one certaine particular 
day , asthe 7th day , & laſt day of the ſeauen, Now vve , to 
auoid all doubling & equiuocationes , doe addidt our felues 
vnto the ſimplicity of ſpeech, & therfore doe choole to ſay , the 
laſt day of (eaten : rather then one bf leauen: but Mr, Chappell 
quite contrary , he delights to ye jn publike , andtoput ypon 
vs, {uch phraſes, as haue a double meaning , that ſo he may the 
better double before his people , and delude them ;novy of the 
twoſenſes propounded, (if vve ſhall yſe his phraſe) vve doe - 
chooſe the latrer, & doe vnderftand, by one day of ſeauen : that 
one day, which is the laſt day of feauen : but M*, Chappell doth 
chooſe the former ſenſe , ynderftanding , by one day in ſeauen : 
any one day of the'{cauen indefinitly ; this or that,or any other: 
Now in this ſenſe, his Minor is moſt falſe; neither ſhall he euer 
be able to proue it out ofthe 4th Com.thatthere is command- 
ed, any one day of the ſeauen : for there js onely commanded 
that one day onely,whichis the laſt'of the feauen: furthermore, 
he bath abutcd borh vs, but thats not wuch, but his honeſt audi. 
tory allo,8& thats worſe,in alleaging of our Teſtimony in pub- 
like , as if yvedid yphould & "uf his falſe Minor; whichv e 
doe vtterly renownee, neuer vſcing his phraſe, in bis ſenſe 2 the 
man is liuing of whom 1 ſpeake ,' if |he thinke I vvrong tim, 
he can right himlelte, | | 
And {o I come to the other part offhis Minor,towit, Ard not 
19e.2th day: where be afhrmeth,thar]the 7th day,is not the Sab- 
bath day : for provte hereof, he referred his auditory at thar 
time,to what he hadin| former fermops delinered': wy ſtlfe nor 
being preſent at his former ſermons,'as I was at this, and being 
vnſatished with this reference, I went ynto him after his ſermon. 
wes ended, and defired him to giue me a coppye or notes, cf 
what he had formerly preachr;againf the Lords Sabbarths , and 
he asked mero whatend I defired his notes: my anſwer robim 
was thus , / promiſe yew, that I will either confirme them , or confute 
them, I gaue him allo certaine realons,to induce him to giue'me 
| his 
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his notes , as this, that he was the Lords Champion, andthere” 
tore who but hce ſhould defend the Lords caule ? Itold him 
further,that hee in ſpeciall ſorte,aboue all Minifters had ingag- 
ed himlelfe inthis quarrell, in as much as he had openly con- 
teſted againſt my booke,& the Lords Sabbaths theretn-defend- 
ed: and howbeir I did not raſhly , and of mine owne head goe 
vnto him vvith this requeſt (as1 cold him) but with the aduiſe 
of ſome Miniſter 8 neere friend of his, who thought hee neither 
would, nor could deny me this requeſt, yet ſay yybat I could, 1 
could get no notes of him : {o then for the latter part of his Mi- 
nor, and the proofe of it, I muſt take it ypon his bare word, that 
he had formerly confuted the Lords Sabbaths : but whither he 
had or he had not,l can ſay nothing, becauſe I cannot obtainea 
ſight of his notes; but I know whar I thipke of it, 

This one thing I remember , that M. Chappell was highly 
magnified & applauded, not onely by his parilhoners, but alſo 
by all Puritane Diuines that heard him, for bis ſolid & learned 
ouerthrowing of the Lords Sabbath : the which ler ys take for 
granted , and ſo you ſhall ſee how the crafty, are caughtimtheir 
owne craftineſſe : from this impiouſe & vygodly dodrine of 
M. Chappell, thus I argue; If that the old Sabbath,mentioned in 
the morall law , be aboliſhed by M(Chappell , & then hee can- 
not proue infallibly , that we haue any new Sabbath Mine; 
then muſt M, Chappell,6 bis pariſhovers,& thole Phrirane Di- 
uines that ſo applauded his doctrine, all turne eAnabapriſts 
forthwith : and fo keepe no Sabbathar all. The reaſon hereof is 
plaine; for if we haue neither rhe old Sabbath, nor any new Sab- 
bath, then we haue no Sabbath at all ; and ſo muſt become Ana» 
bapriſtes, | | 

Hauing anſwered their arguments , wherehy-they would 
proue the Lords day , a Sabbath by the 4th com. Tdefire the 
Reader but to looke backe vypon them, they are but 3-in nam» 
ber ; & to conſider how poore & feeble theyare, and withall 
to thinke with what face they can ſo bouldly vrge the grh com. 
in the pulpit, ypon the Lords day : and fo I come todifproue 
them, and to ſhew, that the 'qth com,cannot be yrged yponthe: 


Lords day; andlet it be conſidered, whither their realons for its

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or mine againſt ir, be the more cleere, and haue better force of 
prouing. | br... 

My firſt reaſon to the contrary , is that the Lords day cannot 
be aSabbath day,by the 4th com.becauſe the 4th comman. doth 
command vs to worke on the Lords day: for,the 4th com, faith, 
Sixe dayes ſhalt thou labowr, and doe all thy worke, Exod. 20.9. and 
the firſt of thele 6 dayes, is the day called the Lords day,as yye 
haue proued, in the expoſition of che 4th com, Now this law, 
inioyning vs to labour ſixe dayes, & conſequently on the Lords 
day , was neuer repealed , for it was noe Type or ſhaddow of 
Chriſt &c, Nay Chriſt ratified this law, by his owne practiſe; 
for he laboured and trauailed vp & downe, too and fro,on this 
Lords day, after his relurreftion , Luk, 24, 15. Now can any 
wile man thinke, that this 4th com.ſhould command vs to Reſt 
from worke,on the Lords day, when the ſame comm,comman- 
deth vs to worke oh the Lords day? behold whither theſe men 
are not fir expounders of Scripture, when they are ſo ignorant 
therein, as they make not onely one Scripture contradict an 
other Scripture,bur,then the which is nothing more abſurd, they 
make one and the ſame Scripture to;contradi&t it (elfe? for th 


make the 4th com. toſay , Thou ſhalt not worke on the Lords 
day ; when it faith the quite contrary , Sixe dayes thou ſhalt 
worke,of which 6 the Lords day is one : may not I truely ſay of 
theſe Miniſters, who thus abuſe Gods law in expounding it, as 
Paulſaid of ſome , that they would be|Dottogrs of the law, and yet 
wnderitand not what they ſpeaks , neither whereof they affirme *

My ſecond argument againſt thern is this; That Sabbath day, 
which is commanded in the gthcom.it is a weekly Sabbath, on 
euery 7th day, But it cannot be proued,that the Lords day,is a 
weekly Sabbath ; tor'in Chriſts time, and in the Apoſtles times, 
it yyas not kept conſtantly, and yveekly,bur once in a yeere, or 
the like as hath bene ſhowne, Therefore, the Lords day,is not, 
nor can be commanded, in the 4th cotn. 

My third argument'to the contrary, is becauſe the time, the 
circumſtance of time, as they cale it ,/in the 4th Comm, is abo- 


lithed, as themlelues fay & teach: for, they teach that by theſe

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Textes of Scripture, Rom. 14.5. Gal.4.10.and Colof.2.16,r7 
the time of the 7th day, commaded inthe 4th com. is a ceremo- 
ny,& a levyſhceremony, &c, Now from their owne do&rine 
I argue againſt them thus ; If the commaunded time, in rhe 
4rh Com, be a circumftance, and a Iewilh ceremony , and abo-. 
liſhed ; then very fooliſhly doe they that vvill rune to the 4th 
Com, for time, fur the new Sabbath, or Lords day : aske them 
by what precept this time of the Lords day, is to be ſanttified,8c 
they vvill tell you by the gth.com, fo that they will fetch a time 
out of the 4th Comm. and yet they ſay this time is aboliſhed, 
what contradiRing folly is this ? wherefore vnlefſe they can 
proue, that there yyas two dayes, and two times, the 7zth day, 
and the $th day , commanded in the gth com. their doeings are 
like vnto a fooliſh gardiner , vyho hauing butone bed of time 
in his garden, firſt he yyill cut ir, or roote it all vp , and then he 
will make all men beleeue , that yet for all that , he can fetch as 
muchtime out of that bed , as he could doe before it was rooted 
VP : of ſuch pulpit gardiners yve haue too many : they can take 
out of the Com, what they pleaſe;8& they can pur into it againe, 
what they pleaſe ; But the greateſt riddle is behind , hoyy can a 
man take a thing away, nh, yet leaue it there ſti]] or, how can a 
man ſay a thing is ceremoniall,& yet make it Morall?aboliſhed 
by Chriſt , & yet remaine after Chriſt, many hundreth yeere# 
none bur theſe men, can anſwer this riddle. Wherefore, lince 
thetime in the 4th Com. is aboliſhed as themſelues lay , there 
is no time therefore left inthe qth Commandement for the 
Lords day. 

My 4th argument againſt them is, becauſe the 4th Com.can- 
not apree tothe Lords day : for 1. the day commanded in che 
4th Com. is a day called properlie the Sabbath day, Remember 
the Sabbath day, Exod, 20, 8. But this day yvhich they vyould 
haue is called Lords day , fo that they difter palpablie in their 
names, 2, The day commanded inthe 4th Com. it is the yeh 
day ; But the 7th day is the Sabbath of the Lord, &c.Exod.20.10. 
but the day vyhich they talke on, it is the 8th day, or the fict 
day of the vvecke : novv is there not difterence enough to be 
lene, betwixt the 7th & the $th? Betwixt the firſt, & the laſt?the 
One 
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one day is at the begining of the weeke, the other is at the 
ending of the weeke, 3. The day commanded inthe 4ch Com, 
it is that day vvhich God bleſſed & fantited,Genel,2,z. and it 
is that day, vvhereon God h mlelf} refted : but che Lords day, 
which they vyould haue, it is not that day which God bleſſed 
and fanctitied , nor that day whergn God reſted. 4. Theday 
vyhich is commanded in the 4th Com.it is that day,ynto which 
the {peciall reaſon, annexed by God,to the 4th Cum. Exod, 20. 
11. doth properly belong : but the Lords day , vvhith they 
would haue ſtand by the 4th Comm, vatoit that ſpeciall reafon 
neither doth belong, nor can potſiblie be made to belong. 
5.T he day inioyned 1n the 4th Com, was a day knowne by thole 
lewes, & in vic hetore the giuin of the Law on Mount Sinay, 
as the word Remember at the begining of the 4th Com. import= 
eth: for rye remember things knowne before, &c, Bur the 
Lords day l truſt is not of ſuch antiquity, nor was jt knowne or 
in vie before the giuing of the Law ; and therfore the Lords day 
was not commanded in the 4th Com, 

Herevnto I might yet add an other difterence , that the day 
commanded by the qgth Comm, it is a day tobe kept in memory 
ot the Creation; But the day which they would haue, the Lords 
day , it is to be kept, in memory of the Redemption : and is it 
not a likly matter , thinke you , that both theſe dayes, differing 
a5 tarr as the Creation doth from the Redemprion, ſhould be 
commaunded by/one and the ſame Com. vnletſe men yyould 
ftuddy hoyy to bewray their folly) I cannot deuiſe hoyy they 
{hould doe it more grolcly:if this be not botching & coblipg,to 
thruſt this nevy Sabbath day, into an old Commandemeny, l 
know not yyhat i5; | to coble, is to put a peece of new leather 
vntoan old ſhoe; and to botch, is tg put a peece of nevy cloth, 
vpon an old garmeot , vvhen that which was there before , is 
growne old and worne out; iuft ſy they deale in theſe Diuine 
things, the 7th day Sabbath being 61d and vyorne out (as they 
lay ) they haue novyy vvith all Fer Skill, yyrought into the 


Com, a nevy peece, tovvit, the Lords day ; ſuch a peece of 
Tayiery vvas never {eenc before, Should Popiſh Tefuires thus 
abuſe the Scriptures, in point of difference betyvixt them & ys, 
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as vyorſe I thinke they doe not , nor cannot , hovy vyyould enen 
thele very Miniſters, make them a ſcorne & areproch,& iuftly, 
among the people ? But if wee doe it among our ſelues,no man 
muſt ſpeake of ic; but let my tounge cleaue ro the roote of my 
mouth, if I be ſilent, vyyhen Gods Lawes are thus mangled; and 
his holy & facred word , corrupted & abuſed ; and all to this 
end,to maintaine [uperſtition, in keeping a nevv inyented Sake 
bath. | 
Thus you ſee vye have diſpotTeſcd. them of their Rrongeſt 
honld for their Lords day Sabbath, to vyit , the 4th Com, let ys . 
in the next place make ſome vle of this point : Is itfo, that they 
cannot proue by their 3 arguments that the Lords day,is a Sab= 
bath day, by virtue of the 4th Comm, and is it {o, that the cons 
trary is proued, to vyit, that the 4th Com, cannot be applied to 
the Lords day,as binding mens conſciences vnto it;then let Mi- - 
niſters take heede hoyy they abule the 4th com. in their pulpits, 
bereafcer,by applying it yntothe Lords day falſly; for they muſt 
giue an accompt to God one day,for their diwideng and applymyg 
Gods. word, and if they make the Spirir of to ſpeake 
vyhart hee neuer meant, it yvill be woe ynto them : thats one 
oOInt, 

F An other is this, that it bc honeth Miniſters to haue a care, ſo 
truly and plainly to interpret the 4th Com, to the people , that 
when they reade the Cor. they may vnderſtand yyhich day of 
the weeke it is, which God inioyneth for his Sabbath day : you 
know, on Sundaies, the xo Commandements are publikly 8 
{olemnly reade vntothe people , with greate devotion, as it is 
meetethey ſhould be : andalſo atthe folemne adminiftrationof 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, thenthele ;o commande- 
ments are reade ynto the people againr ; novy it is the duevy of 
cuery Miniſter , vyhen hee ſftandeth in the roome of God , in 
pronouncing of the Law yntothe people, that he doe not dif- 
lemble , ſaying one thing and meaning an other ; vyberefore 
vyhen he ſaith Remember the Sabbath day , he muſt not defire in 
bis heart, that the people ſhould ynderſtand. him of an other 
day, that is not the Sabbath day,but of the Lords day ; for this is 
to lay one thing and meanean other;which is a ſinne in all men, 
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but a double ſinne in a Miniſter; againe, yvhen he pronounceth 
theſe vyords , with an audible voice , But the 7th day, is the Sab- 
hath of the Lord thy God, &c. he muſt not defire in his minde, 
that the people ſhould ynderſtand him of a day that is not the 
7th day, bur of the $rh day, the day after the 7th day ; for this 
is diſſimulation : now for a man to diflemble at any time is a 
ſinne, but vyhen the Miniſter is in Gods vvorſhip & ſeruice, 
yea at the bleſſed Sacrament, ready toeate the body & drinke 
the blood of our blefled Sauiour, then todiflemble, is a noto- 
rioule ſinne. For a Miniſter to diflſemble yvith one man, is an 
euill ; but for him to difſemble yvich an vyhole Congregation 
this is a foule cuill ; but thus to doe, vvhen he repreſenteth the 
perſon of God vnto the people , & ſtands in his roome vyho is 
the God of Trueth ,novv to diſſemble, it is the fouleſt cuill of 
all, | | 
* Whata ftraung thing is it , that Miniſters ſhould in Gods 
roome, lay ynto the poop'r Remember the Sabbath aay,to ſantti= 
fy it : and yet will not indure it , that their people ſhould Sanc- 
tity the Sabbath day ; bur they vvill call it Indaiſme, if they 
ſanRikie it ? or,they will haue one tricke or other, one diſtin&i- 
on or other, to caſt in their way, whereby they will hinder them 
from ſanQifying it > They call ypon the people ro keepe Gods 
4'h Com. and pray in & vvith the Congregation , to keepe this 
Law, the 4th Com. .& yer they vyillnor abide ir, that their peo- 
ple ſhould doe the things commanded, in this commandement? 
one of the things commanded in this 4th com.is that we ſhould

Let me alſo ſpeake a word or two , ynto,the people ; and firſt 
as touching their deuc tions in the Congregatton; you heare the 
Miniſter ceade thus , Remember the Sabbath day &c, But the 7th 
day is the Sabbath &c, vato the which you deuourly add this 
prayer, Lord hawe mercy vpon vs,and incline our hearts to keepe this 
Law ; By which prayer,you doe yeeld your afſent ynto what the

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Miniſter had vttered : it is your duecties now alſo to/ſee toir, 
that you know what you pray ; elſe , as the Miniſter ſaith one 
thing , and meaneth an other , {o the people ſay they know not 
what : you are loath to ſubſcribe your name vnto a boy , or 
put your ſcale ynto a bond, yntill you haue read it ouer,and yn- 
derſtand yyell yyhart itis, that you put your hand or ſeale ynto: 
W hy this your prayer , after the Miniſter hath recited Gods 4th 
com. is as your handwriting , or ſeale put voto Gods com, you 
muſt therefore vaderfiadd vyell yyhat you ſeale ynto; When 
the Miniſter ſaith , Remember the Sabbath day : vvill you pray 
God, to haue mercy on you, & incline your heart to keepe the 
Lords day ? and yyhen the Miniſter ſaith, But the zth day,is the 
Sabbath : Will you deſire God, to incline your heart , ro keepe 
the 8th day for the Sabbath > I pray iudge in your ſelues,vybat 
this is better then babling before God; vye muſt pray vyith the 
ſpirit,and yyve muſt pray vvith our ynderſtanding alſo: and that 
eſpecially yyhen vye are redy to partake of the bleſſed Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper, 

2, Let me ſpeake ynto the people, as touching their keeping 
of this Lords day , in conſcience of this 4th com, you ſeerhey 
cannot bring any proueing argumerits, to euince it,thatthegth. 
com. belongeth ynto the Lords day : beſides , you ſee I haue 
proued the contraty , that the gth com. cannot belong vnto the 
Lords day ; yyherefore , people may be as zealouſe as they will, 
in {anRifying of the Lords day; and hope topleafe God there- 
by , as a duety of the gth com. but let them beleeucir , all this 
their zeale, is as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, a zeale without know- 
ledge, Rom.,10,2, All this their religion , is but meere ſuperſti- 
tion ; they thinke topleaſe God hereby , but God may fay vnto 
them , who required this at your hands ? may not this truely be 
counted, as a limme of that volwuntarie religion , and, will worſhip, 
condemned by S.Paul Col.2.23? let men trye all things there- 
tore; and let them imitatethe Bereanes, to ſerch the Scriptures, 
and pray to God for illumination,& then for reformation, They 
may loofe their Haye , & their Corne , on the Lords day if they 
will, in conſcience of the 4th com. but the 4th polar fr for 
no ſuch matters on the Lords day : they may negle@ their ſeed 
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me, on the Lords day, if they will,in conſcience of that comm. 
Exod. 34. 21.:{n the 7th day thou ſbalt reſt;both in earing time,and 
in the harweſt, But let them know, that this com. concerneth the 
2th day, Satarday Sabbath; not the 8th day,Lords day Sabbath. 
The like rnay be laid of Brewers , & Aaliſters, they may if they 
will negle& tFbrewe 6 tunn yp their beere,& to ſteepe,& dry 
their maulre on the Lords day,in conſcience of the 4th com, but 
it is but their will worſhip, and a voluntary religion ir is alto- 
gether ncedleſlc for them , ro make any ſuch ſcruples.

To thele & the like queſtiones I anſwer , x. if the lawes of 
the Realme will permit thele on the Lords day, I anſwer the 
law of Gods 4th com.is not againſt them; but rather with them, 
laying,Sixe dayes {halt thou labour 8&c,whereof the Lords day 
1s one, 2,1 anſwer,itis mens daty , firſt of all, to be inquiſitive 
after the day irſelte,, ro know which day is the Sabbath day, 
betore they inquire how the day ſhould be ſpent , & what may 

be done on the day, and what not; there is a greater errour 
amongſt vs,then they are aware on; their {cruples & queſtiones, 
are like vnto the winte,& anniſe,& exmmin;but there is ar other

I could inſtaace Authoures in printed bookes , who doe vrge it; 
but ſparing them, I will nominate one of my x0 aduerſaries 
ſtanding vpon this text ſtifly , and it is 7. Gallard, Miniſter of 
Sprowſton in Norff: ſometyme pupill to the foreſaid Md. Portes, 
and foI come to the atlwer, 

My 1. anſwer to this Text is, that yyhereas M,Gallard [aith, 
the yvord made, may be tranſlated ſanfifed. I anſwer him,that

latem,thit bee vyould Iludaize allo, by parifying bimf Ife,& con- 
Pributing &C,v.24, ad ail yvas dane ro this cnd,that the bel: 'C- 
uing Iewes, might thinke nothing to the contrary,but that Pay] 
himle] te allo keps the law ;t0 yvit , the Cercmoniall Lavy : by 
vrhich patlages, it is more then muvifeſ that at lerulalem,the 
Apoſtles,and all the helecuiþg Jevves,thcy ſtill oblerucd the ce- 
re meniall] layy, and that z:aloutly; novy this vvas all long after 
Pentecoſt day ; fo that, it they kept the ceremonial! lavy, [9 long 
attcr Chriſt, muck more then at Pentecoſt, vyhich vyas vyithin 
6 or -7 vyeckes afcer his relurrection : Whercture, vve are to 

ehinkethatthele Jewes,at Jerulalem,kept Pentecoſt, as a lewiſh 
ceremoniall Sabbath day; vv hereot you may reade Leu.23.15. 
21, and to by conſequence it tolloyveth, that if thele vyorkes of 
the holy Ghoſts deſcending, and of Peters preaching, &c, doe 
declare this Lords day,tobe a Sabbath day ; that then vve muſt 
hauc a Pentecoſt Sabbath day, rather then a Lords Sabbath day; 
a ceremoniall Sabbath d day, not a Chriſtian Sabvath day; anlibe 
Lords day,is not tobg kept 4s Lords day, bur as Pentecoſt day, 
Bchold then the ablurdety, ook men,who gloric [0 mugh. 10 
thus text, Act. 2.1, as being {6 ſtrong for their new Sabbath day, 
when as they may! by the {ame reaſon , bring into the Church 

22ains, this ceremponiall abrogated day of Pentecoſt : behold 
Ow vnconicionably they dealc vvith thc Scriptures, and yvord 

x” God , making them a noſe of yvaxe; turaing it vehich yeay 
they vleaſ e 45 may beſt tir their fancies: if any conſcience be left 
in them , they had need (I auowch it) alke God mercy yopa 
their knees.for {luch abules oftred vnto his ſacred vyord, 

For concluſion, let the patrones of this Lords day Sabbath 
remember ;that thisiz their raske , it they will proue the Lords 
day a Sabbath, x.Tſhey muſt proue,that this Congregatio Reſt= 
ed from labour all this day; and that In conſcience of it as a 
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Sabbath dayznc t occationally &c, nor as pentecoſt day : for, reſt 
from labour is a parte 6f the Sabbath dayes duety., 2. they muft 
prone , that thele holy a&tiones which were performed, of 
preaching & the like , that they were done by Peter & the re- 
{1due, in contcicnce ef the 4th com, for, Peter might preach in 
conſcience of that com, which Paul gaue 2.Tim.g. 2. preach the 
word, be inſtant , inſcaſon & out of ſeaſon. Thele are the 1] maine 
things be (ids mart.y others, which they ſhould proue ; bur theſe 
they can pzſſz ouer,whith our any word tending this way.

An «ther text they alleage out of tie new Tefſtament,to vvir, 
Toh.20,19, vyhere mention is made,that Chriſt appeared to his 
Diſciples; and it vyas vpon the Lords day too; and this reaſon is 
currant in euery mans mouth, Miniſters & people; Why Chriſts 
apparitions (tay they) vpon the Lords dey, proue it to be a Sab- 
bach day &c. bur Miniſters begine to be aſhamed, to vle this 
oucr worne argument any longer;8 well they may be aſhamed 
of it : but that itis ſo frequent now in peoples mouths , we 
may thanke Miniſters fur it; for it is one of their ovyne argu- 
ments, vyhich they hau pur into peoples heades ; & an erroni- 
oule conceipt once faſtened in the minds of people, Ly their 
Miniſters, vyill bardiy be remoued , be it neuer lo 1dle, 

But in one vvord,, to ſhew their ablurdety and abule of this 
Text of Scripture allo ( for they make a praQile of abuling the 
Scripture ) if Chriſt#apparition, doth declare that day ro be a 
Sabbath day, vyherin hee appeared to his Ditciples , then was'a 

fiſhing day,a Sabbath day alto;forChriſtappeared to his Diſciples 
on a h[hing day,wh@ they vvere a fiſhing at the Sea of Tiberias, 
{ee Ioh,21.1.2,3.4. Yea, then muſt Hallow Thurſday be a Sab- 
bath day alſo , for then Chriſt appeared againe to his Diſciples, 
vyhen he alcended from them, vp into heauen,AR.r,9.1r, Yea 
vye muſt keepe Fowrty Sabbathes ropether,once in a yeere,for 
Chriſt appeared to his Diſciples , being ſeene of thens , by the 
ſpace of 40 dayes , AR. 1.3. and thus much for this text. 
vyhereby you [ce , how the Holy Scriptures haue bene _— 
ts 5 Reg: 1.9 
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& the Holy Ghoft is made to ſpeake what he never meante: 
vyere it not high time thertore , that theſe things yyere re-

A 34drexte they alleage & abuſe, inthe neyy Teſtament, is 
AQ, 20.7. vyherethey lay is an exawple of the Lords day kept 
as a Sabbath day , by Paul , & the Chutrchar Troas : for , Paul 
abode at Troas 7 dayes, & on the th day, it being the firſt 
day of the vyceke, then the Church allewbled, & Paul preach- 
ed ; now thers nv mention of any ſermon vypon any of the other 


- dayes,and therefore this vvas their Sabbath day. Yea, they had 


not onely a ſermon on this day , but allo the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper, for the Diſciples came together to breake bread, 
as the Text ſaith : 'Wheretore this day muſt be a Sabbath day: 
This text 4, Benton Miniſter, prefſed vpon me very eager'y- 
Herevnro I anſwer 1. it the Lords day , or firſt day of the 
weeke, yyere kept here by Paul for a Sabbath day,why did not 
Paul doe the like ypon euery Lords day, in all Churches where 
he came?and where he might ifhe yyould, haue done ir? for this 
purpole lee ARt.13.14-42.44.where mention is made, how Paul 
vyent into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, to vvir, the 9th 
day Sabbath , at Antipchia , and there preached : Now ſermon 
being ended, the text laith, that the Gentiles beſonght that they 
would preach theſe words to them , the next Sabbath day , & accor- 
dinply it yyas{o done v.44, Now it is to be noted , that theſe 
Gentiles yyere conuerted belecuers,as the text bewraieth y.42, 
43- anditisto benoted allo, that this day being Saturday , on 
which they thus defired Paul & Barnabas to preach ynto them 
thele words the next Sabbath day , that the next day after their 
petition, being Sunday,or Lords day,this was the Chriſtian'Sab- 
bath day, it any ſuch they had; and this was the proper Sabbath 
day,for thele beleeuing Gentiles,if any ſuch there vyas: Where- 
fare 1.itleemeth rhat|theſe heleeving Gentiles yvere vtterly ig- 
norant of any ſuch ney Sabhath ; for elſe they vyould haue de- 
fired Paul & Barnabas to haue preached vnro them , the next 
day, not the next Sabbath day; the next Lords day,not the next 
Sab- 
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Sabbath day : for they being an huvgry, & fi1ding aſbarpe'ap. 
petit to Pauls doArine z vvould not haue faſted for-it 7, or 8. 
dayes, vntill the next Sabbath day,but vvould rather haue bene 
fedde with it, on the next morrow , the day after, it being the 
Lords day,and appointed for ſermons, & Sabbath day: butinas 
much as they defired it not on the Lords day, irarguerhthar 
theſe Chriſtians knew not of any ſuch new Sabbath, as now vve 
know & keepe on the Lords.day, 2, Seeing itwas the vviſc- 
dome of the Apoſtles , to acquaintthe Churches vvith the new 
ordinances of Chriſt, vpon the firſt opportunity ; as vve lee they 
bapr {ed thoſe that yyere but newly conuerted AﬀR.2.41,T here- 
fore we are to thinke, that ifthz{e beleeuing Gentiles, bad neg- 
l-&ed their duetie , or had not formerly bene taught, that the 
Lords day vyas their new Sabbath , yzt now Paul & Barnabas, 
it the one forgat it , th other might minde it, they had a moſt 
tit opportunity to reueale to thele belecuing Gentiles, their 
vew Sabbath day ; they. might haue tiken a fit occation to haue 
anlwered their ſuite thus , yvhat., doe you deſire to heare the 
{aine doArine againe,the next Sabbath day > W by you need nor 
ſtay ſo long, thats- > or 8 dayes hence,and thats Iudailme, & the 
lewiſh Sabvath day &c, but ro morrow,thats the Lords day,& 
that is your Sabbath day; ſeeing you are Chriſtians, aſſemble 
your lelues together therefore:ro-morrow, and then you ſhall 
heare the fame wards preached againe : {o the Apoſties had fie 
occation to have inf,rmed theſe Diſciples at Antioch , of their 
new Sabbath, it there had beene any; nay I cannot (ce, how' with 
diſcharge of their function they could bane oraitted luch an 
OCCAatrion, 

Beſides , as1 ſaid, the Apoſtles might haue kept this Lords 
day, heere , if they yvould/; for nothing hindered ; foraſmuch 
as theſe Gentiles, were (uiters vnto the Apoſtles, to preach vato 
them ; it waS at the Apoſtles liberty , to appoint the day and 
time vyhen ; and the ſooner the rather : if therfore , here'vvas 
ht opportunity; & alſo, itwas at the Apoſtles liberty,to appoint 
the Lords day to preach in, and to aſſemble rhe Church onthae 
day, and yet for all this, did not appoint the Lords day , vv 
can thinke that the Apoftles , Paul and Barnabas _—— 
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the Lords day, to be Sabbath day ; and hereby it a peareth alſo, 
that Paul kept not this Lords day conſtantly, at all times, and in 
all places : which is an argument, that when Paul did preach,on 
the Lords day, as heere he did at Troas, At, 20.7,that he kept 
it not for a Sabbath day ; tor then he yvyould haue kept every 
Lords day , where euer he came , as well as this one at Troas. 
And this is my firſt anſwer. 

2. Ian{wer, whereas the Patrones of this new Sabbath take 
it for granted, that Pau's Sermon, and the Lords Supper , were 
ations performed on the Lords day, or firſt day of the weeke, 
this I deny them, & this they muſt proue: for it-yvill be found, 
that both the ſermon , and the Lords Supper , were done in the 
night time, which is noparte of the day ; and emrpw ry 0 
thele ations were not done on the Lords day, I confeſfe the 
Diſciples mert on the! Lords day,or firſt day of the weeke, but it 
tolloweth not thence, that therfore Paul preached , & admini- 
ſtred the, Lords Supper , on this firſt day , vvherin they aflem- 
bled : that this is no paradox , you ſhall ſee the Text giueth me 
light vnto this anſwer; as for Pauls Sermon, thar this vyas per- 
formed in the night time, after the Lords day yyas paſt; ſee the 
Text, which faich , there were many lightes in an vpper chamber, 
where they were aſſembled, v. 8. Ergo, itwas in the nighttime 
that they vyere aſſembled ;| againe , the Text ſaith, that Pawl 
continued his preaching vnto midnight,v.,7, Wherefore jtis mani- ' 
teſt, that Pauls Sermon was inthe night. Further as for the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, it vvas in thoſe dayes an euen- 
ing or nipht vyorke ,fce Mark, r4,17, 22, 1 Cor.1r.21. and 
Paul did not celebrate the Lords Supper, in all liklibood yntill 
midnight after hisSermon was tiniſhed fee AR, 20. 11. ſoboth 
the Sermon, and the Sacrament were performed in the night. 

It is liky allo, that the Diſciples here at Troas , aſſembled. 
not in the morning, but in the latter end of the Lords day,abour 
the ſhutting in of the day,for it is ſaid inthe Text, that the Difſ- . 
Ciples came together tabreatebread, v. 7. thatis, to receive the 
Lords Supper; now foraimuch as the Lords Sepper , was an 
Euening or night wotkc,inthote dayes, as bath bene proued, it 
15 to be thought, that when the Diſciples mettto cate the Lords 

: Supper, 
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Sapper,that they mett not in the morning,or at breakfaſt time, 
to eate their Supper, but at Supper time , andat Euening time, 
at the end of che day. Apaine, the text laieth, Paul continued his 
preaching untill midnight, Now it is a moſt yareaſonable thing to 
imagine , that Paul (hould begine his ſermon, in the morning, 
about 8 «f che clocke, & continue his preaching vntill midnighes 
it was neuer heard , that there ſhould be a ſermon made of ſix+ 
tene howres long : yvhercfore it is the moſt likely , that Paul 
might begine his ſermon after Supper,about 9 or 10 aclocke at 
nighr,6c lo held on till midnight: T here 1s no raps Ipets there- 
fore, that Paul preached in the day time; much lefle that he be- 
ganc in the morning ; ynlefle you vyill ablurdly imagine , that 
the Diſciples mett at Breakefaſt time to goe to Bhs allo, 
that Paul preached a ſermon of 16. howres lovg;vyvhichno Au- 
ditor could beare vvith patience & profhit, | 
Neither will that binder this, in that the text ſaith , that the 
Diſciples mett on the firſt day of the yvecke v. 7, for, as a man 
may be ſaid to pay a ſumme of mony on ſuch a day, though he 
paye it not till a quarter of an howre before Sane ſet ; lo may 
they be ſaid, to mete on the firſt day , albeit it vyas nottillthe 
very laſt point of the day: Now I hold that the night is no parte 
of the day, as formerly I haue ſhowne in the expoſition of the 
4th comm, nor is the night to be counted & rekoned, for any 
parte of the day goeing before it : ſorthen, th's text maketh no» 
thing at all for the Lords day; all that they can hence colleR, is 
no more bur this, that yveare bound to keepe euery $thdayes 
night , or euery Lords day night, for a Sabbath night : and that 
we muſt preach as Paul did,rill midnight &c,Wherfore,if they 
will haue it that Pauls ſermon, & their aſ[-mbling begane in the 
morning,let them proue ir;for the rexr bath no ſuch thiog in it, 
I know they are redy to lay,theſe were times of perſecution, 
and they could not meete, till nigh, for feare &c. but the text 
hathnothing of any perſecution now at T7945; and againe,fince 
they mett to receiue the Lords Supper , there was noneede for 
them to meete in the day time or morning for that, the euenin 
was ſoone enough: let them proue , that the Diſciples Log 


haue mett ſooner, but for feare,if they can : _ laſtly,had fear c 
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of perſecution hindred rhemthen would they nx hane mett on 
the firſt day&c.in the day time, leaſt they ſhould be leene walk- 
ing in the ftrectes , & entring into the common houſe of aſſem- 
blie; they then yyould rather haue mett,erly before day light,or 
late after the diy vvas ſhut in,leaft they ſhould be {eene 8&c.bur 
they aflembled in the day time,& therefore no feare of perſecu- 
rors, | | | 

3.I anſvyer,admit that they mett in the mornin of the Lords 
day,& that the ſermon, & the Lords Supper,vyere adminiſtred 
inthe day time;yet what makes this for a Sabbath? for,theſe are 
eucry dayes worke ; preaching , 1s an euery dayes worke , and 
Lords Supper is ſo too;for Chriſt did cate the Lords Supper on 
a Thurſday night: all that can be hence colle&ed is no more but 
this, that the Lords day,is a Lefwre day, like as Tewſdayes and 
Thurſdayes be in many places of the kingdome. Now thers 
great difference betwixt a Sabbath day,& a LeCure day. 

Beſides, whereas they tell ys, that this inſtance in At.20,7.is 
an example of a Sabbath day, they are much miſtaken; for this is 
but a S-rmon example , it is not a Sabbath example : great diffee 
rence there is berwixt a Sermon example,8& a Sabbath example: 
for,to proue a Sabbath example, they muſt proue that theſe Dif- 
ciples did Reſt all day from morning to night;and then ſecond- 
ly , that they performed thoſe holy ations, in conſcience of the 
day,& of the 4th com. ſo then hitherto,they haue not proued,fo 
much as any one Lords day, kept for a Sabbath day, inthe Apo- 
ſtles times, Onely they haue profly abuſed this portion of Scrip- 
ture allo, as they haue done the former, to make the holy Ghoſt 
ſay what he nener thought: this abuſe of Scripture would be re- 
formed,by ſuch as'rrake conſcience. 

4. I anſwer,vyhereas they plead that Paul tarried > dayes at 
Troas, & preached onthe laſt day,it being the Lords day,ang no 
mention of any ſermon bur on the Lords day : if this will proue 
a Sabbath day , then haue I learned a way how to proue Satur- 
day tobethe Sabbath day, and rhat by the like arguinp:for Paul 
tarried certaine dayes at Philippre, and preached on the Sabbath 
day, to wit, the Saturday Sabbath,and baptized Lyaia & hir fa- 
mily onthe ſame day , but no mention there is of any preaching 

| on the 
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on the Lords day , or an any other day, AR, x6,12;13.14.15, 
therefore Saturday muſt be the $.bbath day, 2. What though 
there bz no mention that Paul preached in any of the 7 dayes, 
till chis Lords day, doth itthereof follow,that he did not preach 
on any of th ){e dayes > Were not many things done, that were 
not mentioned?elle the world could nor coreine the bookes &c., 
Yet it may be proued that Paul preached on the day before this 
firſt day , or Lords day , to wit , on the Saturday Sabbath ; for 
S. Luke teſtificth of S. Paw, that vvhere Paulcame,, it vvas his 
cu[tome to preach euer vpon the Sabbath day, Paxl as his manner 
w.4s went in vnto them, & iij Sabbath-dayes diſputed with them ' 
Act. 17. 2, At, 18 4, And Paul who exhorted Timothieto 
preach the word iv ſeaſon and out cf lealon ; himſelfe I truſt was 
not idle at Troas,all thoſe 6 dayes which went before the Lords 
day. Bur then they turne ro quzries , and why preached he on 
this day? and why is this day mentioned, and none of the other? 
Thus when they can goe no further,they fale to beging of quel- 
tions of ys; vvhen it is their part to proue it, yyhy this day rather 
then any other is mentioned; if any reaſon in it4bey can find, 
that yyill helpe them, let them produce it, 

5. I anſwer, that this ſermon of Pauls, was occationall & extra- 
ordenary; and therefore no likelyhood that it was a Sabbath: 

neither is it likely , that this aſſembly at Troas , was a Sabbath 

aſſembly : for Sabbath aſſemblies are vyorkes of the day,not of 
day & night both,Suppole therefore,that the Church ar Troas, 

ſembled in the morning of the Lords day,and ſo held on their 

aſſemblie whilſt midnight; yea , all night allo; for ſo much is 

plaine by the text A&,20.7.1 1, and fo they held lociety a whole 

day,and a yvhole night alſo,24, howres: is this to be deemed, 

an ordenary Sabbath day worke? if it be,then muſt our Congre- 

gations , aſſemble euery vyeeke on the Lords day morning, and 

{o hold on yntill Moonday morning , or elſe weare not like our 

patterne here, the Church at Troas : ſee if theſe mens eyes be in 

their heads , who would draw this Lords day ,andaQtion of the 

Church at Troas, ynto the ereQing & inſtitution of an ordenary 

Sabbath: for , if this Text be our Preſident for our new Sab- 


bath,then it is good reaſon, yye ſhould keepe our new Sabbath, 
Fiz as 
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as this text yyitneſſeth they kept ir, Againe,as for Pauls ſermons 
Sabbath ſermons, are woxkes of the day , not of day and night 
both : Now if Paul begane his ſermon in the morning, the Texr 
{aith,that be cortinned it vuto manight, y.7. yea,that he had fpo= 
hen a long while tothe dawning of the day,v.1 1, If this were a'Sab- 
bath ſermon , what a fſacke tull of troubles were our new Sab- 
batharians io ; for they muſt leaue their howre & ij howre ſer- 
mons,and make ſermons many howres long;vea,when they baue 
done preaching in the day time , they muſt too it againe , and 
preach in the nighrallo,euen to midnight, 

As this example at Troas , was extraordenary , ſo was it occa- 
210zall ; occationed by Pauls departure from them the nexr day: 
for hz had tarricd with them 7 dayes,and the next morning he 
was totake his iourney and departe from them,as the text ſpea- 
keth, v.7.13, and neuer to lee their faces any more, nor they 
euer to lee his face any more,as the Text ſpeakethv.25, Now 
in all probability , the Church at Troas knowing this , reſolued 
bereypon tocome & take their laſt 1phr and farewell of him, & 
to receiue the Lords Supper ar bis hands before his departure; 
and tlys was likely to be the occation of their aſlemblie now on 
this Lords day ; yea, fo much may be colle&ed out of the Text 
Act. 20,7. Now the Brethren being afſembled, Paul could doc 
no leffe, then giue them a ſermon ar his departure : and this, he 
that rooke all occations to build vp & editie the Church , toouke 
this 9ccation to eftablilh rhele in the faith: and this, ypon this or 
th? hke occations,, he vvould have done, vpon any day of rhe 
weeke Sunday, Moncay,or any other, Now whar is this Preft- 
dent vnto vs , and to theerecting & inſtituting of Sermons or 
the Lords day as a Sabbath day? All that can he collected hence, 
is but rhis , that ypon theſe or the like occarions, people may be 
allembled together, & the Minifter, may preach a ſermon ro 
them, and that thele things may be done , on that day of the 
weeke wherein the occation falleth our, be it Lords day, Mon- 
day , Tewſday or any other, and all this to be done ,.not in con- 
ſcience of the time & day wherein they are done {uperſtitioul- 
ly , butin regard ct the preſent occation onely : but behold our 
Miniſters haue hence collefted by their magnitied co{equences,

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that we muſt aſſemble rogether, euery weeke for euer, ypon the 
Lords day,be there occatiuns vr no occations to moue thereto, [ 
meane extraordenary occations ; and this muſt be done in con- 
{cience of the very time & day , vyherein they vvill haue ys als 
ſemble : bow farre off are thete departed from their Coppieand 
Preſident! AX, 20.7, they mett occationally,but we muſt meete 
occation vr none; yea vvitha luperſtitioule reſpe& of the time 
& day we meetin: for vve find nor that theſe at Troas , made

Burt happily it yvill be ſaid by Miniſters, that this is an exams 
ple of the Apoſtle Paul, and of the Church of God at Troas, now 
examples bind conſcience, &c. Wheretol an{wer 1. this is no 
Sabbath example , it is but a Sermon example, 2, It examples 
bind the Church now , then muſt rich men ſell their houſe and 
land, and lay the mony duwne at the Miniſters feete, for ſo did 
the Ciurch, At. 4, 34. 35. anditall examples of the Apoſtles 
bind conſcience, then are Miniſters of all men inan ill caſe ; for }- 
they muſt not onely ſtudy and preach paintally , but alſo muſt 
vyorke lard in ſome honeſt calling; for fo did Paul,he laboured 
in his Trade of Tent making, A. 18. 3. they muſt not onely 
preach on the Lords day , bat allo , they muſt preach till mid+ 
night,for ſo did Paul:they muſt not onely preach in the Church, 
on the Lords day, but alſo from houſe to houle in the yyecke 
dayes; for ſodid the Apoſtles, Acts 5.42- I but hereto they will

long, from breake of day in the morning vntili night : fur, they 
might aſſemble rogether at Church, onthe Lords day morning,

fraine their vyorkes , all the day long , the morning as yvell as 
theafter noone, 3. They muſt remember to proue vnto vs,that 
thoſe holy duecties, yvbich the Diſciples at Troas performed on 
the Lords day , they did them in conſcience of the gth Comm, 
tor, a people may heare a Sermon, in conſcience of that Com.of 
Pauls, preach the word.Fc. in ſeaſon & ont of ſeaſon, 2, Tim.4.2. 
But this is not the 4th Comm, theſe are the maine things they 
ſhould ſpend their tins in to proue ; but of all the reſt, theſe 3

Herevnrto I anſwer x, that whereas they pretend a praiſe cf 
the Apoſtles in keeping the Lords day ; they were fo farr from a 
raiſe of it, as it cannot be ſhowne where any of the Apoftles, 
lage two Lords dayes, in all their lines: now a ſingle attion, is 
nopratiſe, 2, I anſwer,admit that the Apoſtles kepr the Lords 
day, yet I deny that it can be proned, that they kept it for a Sab- 
bath day; for the ytmoft that can be proued, is bur that they kept - 
it for a Leftzre day ; if that: that is,that they preached a Sermon 
ſometimes ypon the Lords day: but ale&ureday,is no Sabbath 
day. 3.I anſwer if the praQtiſe of the Apoftles,afterChrift his A[. 
cention, be a ſure note,that Chriſt whilſt he was vpon the earth, 
aue the Apoſtles a Commandement for that praiſe, then 
{urely,Chriſt gaue the Apoſtles a Commandementr to keepe the 
Saturday Sabbath:for, Paul 8 Barnabas, & the Reft with them, 
kept rhe Saturday Sabbath coriftantly, after Chriſt his Al- 
cention; ſe for this purpoſe AQ. 13.14. 42:44. and AA. 16.13, 
and AR, 17. 2, and Act, 18. 4, thus it appeareth by their owne 
arguments, that the Saturday Sabbath is ſtillin force, & com- 
manded by Chriſt too; & yet they willnot acknowledge it,but 
oppoſe it, 4, I anſwer,that it is abſurd for any to imagine once,

are noarguments; it is not therfore ſo , becauſe they hauefaid ir 
is ſo; for my parte 1 neuer heard it proued yer, that the Lords 
day is fo called, for the ſame cauſes that Chriſts Supper is called 
the Lords Supper ; neither doe I beleeue that euer I ſhall heare 
ir proued, In the meanefſpace, let me ſhew the vanity of this 
athrmation,& argumentation, by the like, thus, 

This Lords day is {o called, as the earth, is called the Lords 
earth, & all that is therin : for , the earth is the Lords, & all that 
rberemis, xr, Cor, 10, 26. Noyy the earth is called the Lords 
earth, becauſe the Lord wade it, & all things therein, to ſerue 
man in his erdenary & common vie Genel, x.29, Genel.9g.3,and 
{othis day, is called Lords day , becauſe Chriſt ordeined it, for 
mans ordenary & common vle; that is, for a working day, If 
they may take liberty to giue a bare affirmation, & then argue 
ypon it abſurdly,then ſo may I:2.it is ſaid that wee ave theLoras, 
Rom,1r4.8. Now wee Chriſtians, were redeemed by the Lord 
Chriſt, that we ſhould ſerue him in righteouſneſie & holinefle, 
ail the dayes of our life, Luk. x.

thus they argue (o confidently,as if ivcould not be doubted of, 

but that the Reſurretion muſt needs raile yp a new Sabbath, 
But herevnto I anſwer , by the like reaſoning , ſhewing that 
by as good reaſon as this is; we may haue euery friday & every 
thurſday Sabbathes alſo: for friday , may not a man ſay thus, 
friday muſt be our Sabbath day ; becauſe on this day , Chrift 
ſuffered for ys onthe croſle, it is Chrifts Paſsion day : and can 
any aske why friday ſhould be Sabbath day, fince it was Chriſts 
Paſſion day? for thurſday,may not a man ſay as much for it alſo? 
Thurſday muſt be our Sabbath day , becaul? on this day, Chrif 
afeaded vp into heauen &c, Thus you ſee by like reaſon we 
may as well hane 3 Sabbathes in a weeke as this one of Lords 
day. If any ſhall obie& that the Lords day was the greateſt, & 
therfore moſt fit, that itbefore the other ij ſhould be the Sab- 
bath; I anſwer, if we may compare them , Gia vyas the grea- 
- teſt; for on it Chriſt bore the ynſupportable yyrathof bis-farher

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forſaken me? but on the Lords day,there was onely Chrifts ſoule 
put into his dead body, & ſo reuived againe,now it was agreat- 
er matter (as I think euery one will confeſſe) for the Diery, to 
ſupport the hamanity, on his Paſſion Gay, ynder that vnſuppor- 
table wrath of God; then to put his foule intohis dead body, in

 2dly I anſwer, how come they by this knowledg , that ry 
can ſay, that this day muſt be a Sabbath day, becauſe Chrift roſe 
on it? is not this one of their audaciouſe & preſumptuouſe afler- 
tiones , who are bold to affirme what they lift, in the matters of 
Gods worſhip ? ſuer I am the Scriptures {ay no ſuch thing ; nor 
doe they relate any ſuch matter, when they ſpeake of Chriſt his 
Reſurre&ion., I find the Scriptures thus ſaying , that Chrift 
died for our finnes;& roſe againe for our witification Rom.4.25. 
where we heare , what vſe we are to make of Chriſts reſurrec- 
tion, that is, that it yvas to iuſtifie vs; but vye no vyhere reade, 
that Chriſt roſe, romake the Lords day a Sabbath day, 

As for this ation of Chrifts riſeing on this day , can any man 
thinke, that God yyould raiſe vp nevy ordinances in his Church 
as this Lords day Sabbath is, by a bare affion, vvithour a vyord 
of inſtitution added to it ? ſuppoſe vve that Chriſt at his laſt 
Supper, had onely brake the Bread ; & piuen a morſell to this 
man, & a morſell to that man , without any words of inſtitution 
added wtothis aRion , to declare vnto them what they ſhould 
doe with the breade, and what vic they ſhoald make of it : and 
ſuppole be had ohely giuen the Cup ro this man to drinke,& ro 
that nan to dritke, and never ſaid ary thing vhro them, touch- 
ing this Cup ; tell me now , conld rhe Apofties without a my- 
racle hane knowne what vſethey ſhould make of this bread, & 
of this wine? W hy fo it is bete,Chrift roſe vpon this Lords day, 
but neuer added ary word of inftieation vnro it, ro henihe ynro 
v5, that therefore he roſe on this day,becanſe hs Charch ſhould 
keepe'it for a Sabbath; how then I pray can any the patrones of 
our Lords day Sabbath, pather by their conſequences,any thing 
from' this bare a&ion ef Chrifts rifrng on rhis day? 

Nay tet me eojne neerer,, {1 fe the Tewes , had readit in 
the Scripeure, that God hinfelfe Refted on the 7th day : but 

= | bad 
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had neuer read it in the 4th com, that they ſhould imitate God, 
and Reſt on the 7th day allo ; how could they haue gathered, 
from that bare ation of Gods Reſt on the 7th day, that they 
ought in conſcience to imitate God,8& Reſt on the zth day alſo, 
when God had added no com, or word of inftitution vato his 
owne Reſt for their dire&ion ? what , can men know Gods 
minde, without his word to teach it them ? yis doubtleſſe, our 
nevy Sabbathairans can ; a bare a&ion, vvithout any yyord 
of inſtitution , is enough for them : had theſe but ſene Chriſt 
breake the bread onely, it had bene enough for them ; or heard 
ſay,thar God Reſted on the 7th day , thele needed no more : it 
is enough they knoyy thus much , that Chriſt roſe ypon 


the Lords day, they can convert this to their owne yſe well 
enough, to deceine the ſimple, & cooline themlejues, 


SECH XV 1 

An other argument they baue for the Lords day , and that is 
this ; If the Jewes kept a Sabbath in memory of the Creation , then 
much more ought we Chriſtianes to keepe a Sabbath in memory of 
the Redemption. The reaſon hereof they lay is this', becauſe the 
worke of Kedemption,is greater then the works of creation, 

I anſwer firſt to their argument : & herein they haue altered 
the ſtate of the queſtion , by putting in the yyord keepe into 
their argument, in ſteade of the word inftitute or ordeine 2 for 
our queſtion is not about the keepin of the Lords day , but 
abour the inſtitution & ordination of the Lords day : let them 
therefore firſt proue that the Lords day vyas inſtituted once, 8& 
appointed by God for a Sabbath , 8 then they may ſaue them- 
{clues the labour of prouing vato vs, that yve muſt keepe ir: for 
vveare not vnwilling to keepe it, ifonce it be proued to be a 
Sabbath : this is but a peece of their Sophifſtry to proue one 
thing, vyben they ſhould proue an other, - 

Behold vvyhat difference there is betwixt theſe jj Sabbathes; 
and the praQtiſe of the Tewes , & out praQile : for there vyas an 
expreſſe commandement to the Iewes tokcepe that Sabbath in 
memory of the Creation ; but there can be no commandement 


ſhowne vs from Chriſt or his na vs to keepe —_—

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day in remembrance ofthe redemption : wherefore we are not 
bound vntothis new Sabbath, as they were vnto the old Sab- 
bath : for there is not the like reaſon : this ſophiſtry cuery man

I come now totheir reaſon, they ſay theRedemprion is great- 
er then the vyorke of Creation : Hereynto I anſwer,to know 
vrhither it be greater or not, yyould coſt more labour then this 
their reaſon is worth, vyyherefore for argument ſake,l ſuppoſe ir 
is greater: but heere I demaund of them ro whom it is greater? 
W hither it be greater vnto all men,or but ynto ſome men ? their 
anſwer vvill be, that the vvorke of Redemption is greater vnto 
the cle&, vnto the redeemed, and to thoſe onely vyhich haue 
faith : Well then, the Redemprion is neither greater,nor great, 
nor any thing at all,ro thoſe yyhich are not ele&ted,not redeem- 
ed, and yyhich live & dye yvithour faith ; of theſe ij ſortes of 
people , the ele& are the fewer number; the vnbeleeuers are 
the greater number : Well then, ſee how theſe things hange to= 

gether ; the thing they muſt proue, is that we Chrittians, that is 
all we Chriſtians,cuen euery one yvithin the pale of the Church 
that is bapriled ,all theſe ought to keepe the Lords day , for a 
Sabbath, in memory of the redemption , vvhen as the one halfe 
of theſe are not redeemed : and their reaſon to bind all & euery 
man,thus to keepe a remembrance of this redemption, is becaule 
the. yyorke of redemption is greater ynto ſome onely of theſe 
men : How abſurd is this, that eaery man ſhould be bound to 
keep a ioyfull memory , of that thing , which dota belong bur 
vnto lome of them onely , as not to the one balfe of then ! this 
is as it they would yndertake to perſwade not onely Engliſh 
men , but alſo Dutch men, & French men,to keepe a ycerly loy= 
fall remembrance vyith vs, for our deliuerance from the Span- 
yard in $8: Why,vyhat haue French & Dutch to doe vvith cur 
deliuerance in $8? this concerned not them, it vvas not their de- 
liuerance: ſo, vyhat haue ſuch to doe,to keepe a ioyfull remem- 
brance euery Lords day, for theredemprion, vvhen it belongeth 
not ynto them, they being vabeleeuers, and ſach as loue not the 
Lord Iefus > Wherefore, they cannot preſſe this their new Sab- 
bath of Lords day, by this their reaſon , ypon any but ypon ſuch 
| as 
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as they ſee by their fruits , doe alredy beleeue ; ſach as doe no* 
yet belecue,vyhich commonly are the greater number, theſe are - 
not tycd yato the keeping of this Lords day : behold 'yybat a 
Sabbath they haue then ; ro yvit, ſucha one, as onely the fewer 
number of the Church & Pariſh are tied.to keepe ir, as for the 
greater number of our Citties, Townes, & Pariſhes, theſe are nox 
bound to keepe it : this their reaſon therefore doth bewray the 
idleneſle of the cauſe ; for yve muſt haue ſuch a Sabbath, as the 
reaſon of it doth belong vnto all, and to euery man, none excep= 
ted , and ſuch is the Saturday Sabbath , vyhichis to be kept in 
memory of the Creation; now all & euery man hath a benefit by 
the Creation , and thereforeall are bound tojt , none excepted: 
bur it is not ſo with the Sunday Sabbath: for a fewe onely haue 
rea{on to keepe ir, 

Yet further co diſcouer the yanity of this argument, ſince they 
vvill haue vs keepe a Sabbath in remembrance of the Kedemp- 
tion, | demaund of them, hovy often they vyould baue vs keepe 
a Sabbaah in memory of the Repemprtion , once euery 7th day, 
ofter,or ſeldomer? they vvill anſwer once euery zth day : vvhby 
lay I, that is /ewiſh , and ſauoureth of /udaiſme, to obſerue a 7th 
day : this they haue learned from the Tewiſh Sabbath ; yyhere- 
fore , fince they doe ſo abborre Iudaiſme & the 7th day Sab- 
bath , vvuby doe they imitate the ewes herein , and the >th day 
Sabbath, by chooſing a 7th day ? the 7th day, is in imitation of 
Gods reſt on the zthday : and in memory. of the Worlds crea- 
tion, finiſhed at the zthday: bur vve are Chriſtians,and as they 
ſay,all things are become new,old things are paſſed away,vvellthen, 
vve muſt now | imitate Chriſt the Redeemer, as the Iewes did 
God the Creatour ; and we mult fetch light from the yyorke of 
Redemption, to know how often to keepe our new Sabbath,as the 
Iewes did by Gods dire&tion from the yvorke of Creation. 

It then we muſt tmitate Chriſt the Redeemer,as did the Iewes 
God the Creatour , then mnſt we trauaile too & fro vpon the 
Lords day,for ſo did Chriſt himſelfe,” 2. If we muſt fetchliphe, 
hovy often to keepe our neyy Sabbath , from the vyorke of re= 
demption, as the Iewes did from the worke of Creation , then 
muſt we (ince all things are become new) take yp a pew ac- 
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count of time alſo, vve muſt no longer regard a zth day , but 
now we muſt regard the third day: for, as God was ſixe dayes 
in the worke of creation & refted the zth : fo Chriſt vyas three 
dayes in the worke of redemprion, & role, & reſted the third 
day : on good friday; be ſuffred vpon the croſſe; on Saturday, & 
on a parte of the Lords day , he lay in the graue ; fo you ſee the 
yvorke of redemption, coſt Chriſt 3 dayes worke ; vyherefore, 
if chey vvill imitate Chriſt, they muſt keepe euery third day,for 
a Lords day , & fora new Sabbath ; & lo they ſhall keepe two 
Sabbathes in a weeke or thereabours : & if they doe not thus, 
they may talke vyhat they vvill,that all things are become new; 
& that as the Lewes kept a Sabbath in imitation of God at rhe 
Creation, ſovve in imitation of Chriſt in the redemption ; bur 


\ vyhere is their imitation cf Chriſt? doe they trauaile too & fro, 


& follow their callings on the Lords day, as Chriſt did? & doe 
they keepe cuery third day a Lords day , and Sabbath day , as 
Chriſt roſe vypon the third day? noſuch matter. 

Furthermore, whereas they ſuppoſe , that we haue as greate 
neede of a Sabbath, to keepe a memory of the Redemption , as 
the Iewes had of a Sabbatb, to keepe in memory the Creation. I 
deny it: for God had pgiuen the Jeyves , the Sabbath day and it 
alone, to keepe in memory his Creation, & therfore it yvas ne- 
ceſlary,becauſe they had no other helpes: but for ys , & for the 
Redemption, vve haue two Sacraments , Baptiſme & the Lords 
Supper,to keepe in memory the Redemprion,& theſe are helps 
enough, fo as there is no neceſſity of a Sabbath day alſo, for the 
ſame end. Doe this in Remembrance of mee , (o hereby then the 
Redemption ſhall be kept in memory , allthough yye haue no 
Lords day Sabbath at all. There is neede therfore to haue a 
Sabbath ro keepe memory of the Creation , when there is 
no neede to haue one to keepe memory of the Redemp- 
tion, 

They bane alſo an other argument,as vaine as this paſt: thus, 
If God inſtituted a Sabbath in memory of the creation , then ſo 
did Chriſt inftitute a Sabbath in memory of the redemption. 
But they cannot prone this conſequence, itis onely their naked 
affirmation ; wherefore my bare deniall of it, ſhall be { _—— 
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yntill they proue it : you may fee this argument further in» 
ciſted ypon , in my former booke, Pag. 48. others argue thus? 
the greater work muſt carry the honour of the day,8c.Anl: the 
oreater work may haue greater honour,though nor of the ſame 
Kind : for the creation , may haue rhe greate honour of the Sab- 
bath day, to remember ir: and the Redemption , may haue the 
greater honour , of not one but rwo Sacramentes , to Remem- 
ber it, | | 


SECT. XVII. 
An other argument for the Lords day they hane,& it is this; 
the Authority of the Magiſtrate hath Commannded it; and ther fore 
we muſt keepe it &c, Letno mar thinke I frame this argument 
of mine owne heade; for as I haue ofren heard common people 
vſeing it, ſoI haue bene vrged with it my felfe, by a diuine,and 
none of the meaneft: neither neede they be aſhamed to heare of 
this argument in publike,which they doe vſe in priuate : I aſſure 
them, it is the beſt argument which they haue for the Lords day: 
none of all theſe paſt are like ynto it:for ewery ſoule muſt be ſubiett 
ynto the higher powers, Ro,x3.1,-if therfore the Magiſtrate com- 
maundeth ys to keepe it, we muſt keepe it, | 

To this argument I anſwer , x. that our queſtion is-not whi- 
ther vve muſt keepe the Lords day,or not keepe it ; but whicher 
Chriſt bath inſtituted 8 apposneed it for a Sabbath or nor ; ler 
this be firſt proued,& then yve yvill be redy to keepe it,thoupgh 
this argument of Authority be wanting, 

2. lanſwer , if this Lords day hath no higher authority then 
from the Magiftrate, then doth it not bind conſcience ſimply & 
& by it ſelfe , but as all indifferent things doe which are com. 
manded by the Mapiſtrate : Yea , the Lords day itſelfe muſt be 
ranked amongſt indifferent things, where ofthe Magiſtrate, 
may ptoperly make Lawes : Yea whereas the Magiftrate now

2. I anſwer , ifour Lords day ſtandeth by virtue of che Ma- 

iſtrate,the is it not kept by virtue of the 4th com, bur by virtue 

of the 5th Com, for it is the 5th Com. that inioyneth obedience 
to our Superioures : wherefore, then muſt Miniſters no more 
prefle the 4th Com. vpon the Lords day,bur the 5th Com. they 
muſt no more ſay, Remember the Sabbath day : Bur now they 
muſt ſay, Honour thy Father, & thy Mother: when they would 
have men fanRtify the Lords day, And people , they muſt no 
more ſay they Keepe the Lords day in conſcience of the 4th 
Com, but in conſcience of the 5th Com.and thus allo, ſhall the 
4th Commandemeat be vtterly aboliſhed and our of all yle in

This Lords day Sabbath then may be doubly conlidered of, 
as it is commaunded by God , oras it is Commaunded by the 
Magiſtrate; as it is commaunded by the Magiſtrate, {o I doe no 
waies oppoſe ir, let it ſtand ſo ſuch as it. is in that reſpeR,olong 
as the Magiſtrate plealeth, & as little while as hee own bur 
I oppoſe our Minifters onely , who ſay this Lords day ſtands by 
diuine ordination from God, & fo intangle the peoples con- 
ſciences in this reſpeA, making more Commandements ( as we 
lay ) thentenn, or making Lawes to bind conſcience, where 
God maketh none. For by their colle&ions & conſequences, 
they make, or ſay they finde that there was a Law of God for

HereuntoI an{wer,it is one thing for God to bleſſed}this day 
& itis an other for him rg blefſe his ordinance in the day : Gods 
ordigance in the day , is preaching & praying, now God in 

. mercy 
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thercy doth vſually blefſe theſe ordinances of his, being con- 
ſcionably vſed,vpon any day Sabbath day, or Lettare day :: now 
we mult carefully diſtinguiſh betwixe Gods bleſſing of the 
day: vyberin theſe are performed , & Gods bleſſing of the ordi. 
nances them felues z they therfore miſtake things , that argue 
thus , that God blefſetb rhe day , when they ſhould ſay,” God: 
bleſſeth bis ordinances in the day: for it followerh nor, that be- 
cauſe God bleſſeth his ordinances done in the day, that he ther- 
fore blefleth alſo the day & time, wherin theſe ordinances are 
done; no more then God blefſeth the plate wherin rbeſe ordi- 
nances are performed. 

Let me (hew you the yanity of this arguing by the like caſe; 
Gods bleſſing doth vſually accompany paiofull labour;now fup- 
pole ſome profane Tradſman ſhould yvorke all-day long A 208 
the Sabbath day, or Lords day , & finding at night his work to 
haue increaſed & thriuen in his bands ; might he argue thus, 
God hath bleſſed this day vato me for a workin g day , & ther- 
fore here after I ſhall vſe it for a working day;for Gods bleſfing 
ypon my laboures this day , is a agne that God approueth my 
ation, & alloweth of it for a working day? 

The other part of this argument ,1s that God hath curſed the 
profaners of this Lords day , and this is a "gne that God appro- 
ueth of the day. For we reade in bookes , {er forth by ſome'Di- 
uins , of many remarkable judgements of God,which haue be- 
falne the profaners of the Lords day. Herevnto 1 anſwer, x.that 
in controuercies about points of Religion, yye muſt not proue 
things,by the arguments of pealbectly & aduerfity:for theſe are 
no certaine ſignes of Gods yvill and pleaſure ;z no man for cer- 
taine, knowes lowe or hatred,of all that is before them,Eccl.g.1.vve 
muſt to the Scriptures in this caſe;for there God bath manifeſted 
his yvill ; but you may perceiue they be almoſt outof breath, in 
as much as they are inforced to flye the Scriptures , and bale in 
any thing, that may helpe to make a noiſe, and put ſome caller 
ypon the matter before the ſimple. By this argument yvye may 
conclude that the Palatinate his cauſe yvas naught, and the Em-

- 2, We are to diſtinguiſh cf the day , from the dueties in the 
day : now we may impure thole curſes of God , vybich lighted 
pon men on the Lords day , vntotheir contempt of Gods or- 
dina..ces of preaching and prayers performed in that day : it is 
rather to be thought, that God puniſheth the contempt of his or- 
dinances , then the negleR of the day : for ſuch as profane the

Wel nigh all men are per{waded in their conſciences that 


the Lords day, is the Sabbath day inioyned by the 4th Comm. 
(albeit in truech Saturday is the Sabbath day , & by the gqth 


Com.) now if men doe neither giue God the right day;through 


their ignorance, nor yet will give God a wrong day , whereof 
they are notvvithftanding well perſyvaded in their conſciences 
that it is the right day, then they finne againſt conſcience,wbar- 
ſoener is nat of faith,is ſinne, Rom. 14.23, now it is iuſt with God 
co plague men, if they will neither giue him the 7th day for a 
| Sabbath, northe 8th day neither ; for ſo they are guilty ofthe 
breach of the qth Com. in that they giue God no day , no Sab- 
bath ; no not that day vybich their conſciences tell them is 
Sabbath day ; & thus God may puniſh them for a finne againſt

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Hiſtories of the Church (lay they) make mention,that rhey kept 


the Lords day conſtantly, 
Hereynto anſwer , r. that it {eemerh this praQiſe, was nor 


yniuerſall, & in all Churches, but onely in ſome places : or nor 
im all times , butat ſome time onely : for A", Perkins. ypon the 
4th Com, affirmeth out of the Hiſtories of the Church', that rhe 
Sabbath ( meaning it of the Lords day —_— was nepletted of 
thoſe Churches which ſucceeded the Apoſtles but afterwards ut was re« 
ined & eſtabliſhed by Chriſtian Emperomrs : And for confirma- 
tion hereof, healleageth his Author Zzo and Anton, Eadift, of 
Holy dayes. W hereby it appeareth,by the Hiſtory of the Church 
& alſo by confeſſion of M. Perkins , that this Lords day , yyas 
not kepr in the primitive Churches conſtantly,as now we 
it, in our Churches ; for it was not keptvarill Chriſtian Empe- 
rours eſtabliſhed it, now the firſt Chriſtian Emperour that 
enacted a Law for the Lords day, as fatt as I can find, was Con» 
ſtantine, & this was about 300 yeeres after Chriſt ; ſo that this 
Lords day, was not onely not kept by the prifhitiue Churches, 
but alſo it was not kept inall probability , not of 300 yeeres af- 
ter Chyiſt : ſo that they haue no greate cauſe toalleage the prac- 
tile of lhe rimitive Church for their Lords day. 

2,1 ew res , but admit the primitiue Churches had kept ic 
conſtitly in all places,& ar all times alwaies;yet there is a tyyo- 
fould keeping or folemniziog of a dayzthe one is the keeping ir 
a Sabbath day ; the other is the qo tn. of it for an Holy ay: 
now I deny that they kept it for a Sabbath day;for,it is moſt lik- 
ly that they kept it for an holy day , vyhich is more remile and 
flenderly kept then a Sabbath day : and this appeareth 1, by 7g.

to the keeping of the Sabbath day, 8 alſo to the keeping of the 
Lords day, & both in one & the ſame page: novy it 1s not likly 
that] onatiuMiid exhorte bis people to keepe two Sabbath dayes 
ina vvecke, the Saturday & Sunday ; and therfore it is likely 
that theLords day they a it flenderly as an holy day.Againe, 
hee cales the Lords day there , the Q#ene & Princeſte of dayes; 
where you ſee he left an higher roome for the Sabbath day , ac- 
counting it as the Xing & prince of dayes ; 6 therfore it is likly 
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kept not the Lords day, as they did the Sabbath day, Yet furs. 
her, it is tobe noted, that Ignatius exhortipg his people, to the 

keeping of both the Sabbath day, & the Lords day , be refuſeth 

to piue that word ynto the Lords day , vybich he giueth to the 

Sabbath day, & vybich is moſt proper for a Sabbath day:for,in 

exhorting to the Sabbath day, he vſeth this vvord Sabbatizet, 

bat in exhorting to the Lords day , he changeth the vyord and 

victh this vyord celebret iogratire which in liklihood notetha 

difference in the vſe of theſe two dayes , the one being kept as a 

Sabbath, the other as a Feſtiuall day, 

2, Itappeareth by a law made by (on#tantine, as any may 
reade it reported, by M, Fox jn his booke of Martyres , the new 
Edition pag. 93.\thus; The Sunday hee commanded 1obe kept 
holy of all men, and free from all Indiciary canſes , from markets, 
Mantes,fayers,C+ all ether manuall laboures, onely huſbandry np 
ted, Where you lee the workes of huſbandry , as plowing & the 
like excepted , this might be done in thoſe dayes , and in that 
Church , on the@ Lords day, Now Conſtantine was the moft 
famouſe defender of the Lords day;of any Emperour,; & would 
he thinke you bhaue given men leaue to goe to plough & carte 
on the Lords day , i hee had eſteemed it as a Sabbath day ? no 
ſurely ; for this is plaine contrary to the very letter of the 4th 
com. Jn it thou ſhalt dge no manner of worke : no not in earing time 
nor in bar#eſt Exod. 34. 21. wheretore {ince Conſtantine gaue 
leaue to plough & owe , & the like workes of husbandry , on 
the Lords day; it is a manifeſt thing, that in bis time,the Lords 
day was not kept| for a Sabbath day , but rather as a light holy 
day : hereby ir appeareth, that the patrones of the Lords day, 
haue little cauſe to glorie ſo much , in the Jaw that Conftantine 
wade forthe keeping of the Lords day holy, 

3. It appeareth by this, that Conſtantine made a law , for the 
keeping holy of Friday, & of Sunday, both : the FaLty , becauſe 
of Chriſt his paſſion, & the Sunday or Lords day , becauſe of 
Chrifts relurre&ion. For this ſee Euſcb: de vitg Conſtant,hb.. 
(ip, 18.and ſee SoJom. lib.1,(ap.8.thele ij dayes were inafted 
in one & the ſame law, & in one & the ſame manner ; whereby 
you ſce, that the Lords day yyas accountcd in the primitiue 

Churches,

SECT, XX, 

Their third argument fromTeſtimony,is the conſtant prattyſe 
of the (hurch, for many hundreth of yeeres togeather: for (lay they) 
the Church of God, hath kept this Lands day for a Sabbath,now 
this Sixtene hundreth yeeres , & ypwards;8 can it be thought, 
that Gods Church ſhould laie in an errour'o longe? what Sixe- 
tene hundreth yeeres? -. wap. 1 7 

Hereynto Ianſwer, 1. that the Church of God hath not euer 
& in all places kept the Lords day ; for it was negletted of thos 
Churches,which ſucceeded the «Apoſtles, vntill it was eftabliſhed by 
Chriſtian Emperours , ſoas in all porbability, it was not kept for 
300 yeers by ſome Churches, as you haue heard quored our of 
Perkins in the laſt Se&ion before this, 

2. In thoſe Churches where it was kept , it was not kept for 
a Sabbath,.but as an holy day remifly , and with workes of huſ- 
bandry done in it; & like as they kept their Friday , as we haue; 
ſhownein the former Se&ion, 47s 

3. Since thoſe formoſt ages of che Church, ithath bene Kept 
by all Chriſtian Churches being Romiſh , buras an other holy 
day , vntil Lather , and many yeeres lance ; for yntill Luther or 
thereabouts , our Charch hath lyen buried in the Romiſh: 
Charch,as wheateiin the chafte; now it is vyell knowne,that the. 
Church of Rome , doe hould & maintaine the Lords day,to be 
but a Tradition ofthe Church ; and that it is to be kept bur like 
an other holy day ; & not by the 4th com, ( & berein they are 
neerer the trueth then wee are ) thus you lee how the Church 
of Rome doth jumpe and agree vvith the Ancient Church in 
Conſtantins time ; & how both in Conſtantins time , and in the 
Church of Rome ſince, yntill Luthers time, the Lords day, hath 
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beene accounted but as an holy day ; the contrary whereto can- 
wor be ſhowne , thus' you ſee what account the Churches haue 
made of the Lords day , yntill Luthers time, vyhichis a matter 
of fifren hundreth yeeres. | 

And now let vs come yato the times fince Luther : If we ſhall 


rake a ſuruey of the Reformed Churches in France, & the loyy 


Countries , it is apparant thar they have kepr it remiſly , like an 
holy day,not like a Sabbath day; ug that, in the Low Coun- 
tries, at this time, it is more ſolemnly kept , much what as fo- 
lemnly as we in England keepe it now ; but they haue not kept 
it ofolemaly , vntill now of late yeeres , as within this 7 or 10 
yecres, or thereaboutes, as is well knowne, 

Come we then vnto our owne Church , which is the moſt 
famouſe Church for keeping of the Lords day of any other : I 
demaund how long our Church of England, hath kept this day, 
{ozealouſly as now it doth?it is well knowne by men of yeeres, 
that can but remember 4o or Fo yeeres agone, that then the 
Lords day was not kept , as it is now : I ſpare romake a Cata- 
logue , of the ordenary workes of mens caleings , then done on 
the Lords day, publikly, & frequently ; I cannot remember 4o 
yeers paſt, and yet in my time, Ican remember ſuch ordenary 
workes done , generally of all fortes of men, as are no Sabbath 
day workes I am ſuer ; but for the particulars , I referr you to 
the memory of men of greater age & more yeeres, 

Thus I haue briefly giuen you a ſuruey,of the times & ages of 
theChurch,8 how the Lords day hath bene in account & in pra- 
Riſe, from the Apoſtles times, vntill now with in theſe 4o or 50 
yeeres,6 hitherto it hath not bene kept like a Sabbath day; how 
then can the patrons of theLords day,boaſt that it bath bene kept 
as a Sabbath in the Churches, arty, for Sixertene hundreth 
yeeres ? & whereas they aske by way of admiration, is it poſſible 
that the Church of God ſhould lye in anerrour ſolong ! what 
1600 yeeres ! they bewray their owne errour & ignorance to 
ſpeake ſo; forl haue ſhowne, that the Church, heuer accounted 
it, or kept it for a Sabbath day bur for an holy day, remiſly, for 
1500 or 1600 yeeres together. | 

But admit that our Church , or ſome in our Church rather, 
haue 
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haue accounted the Lords day , for a Sabbath day , by the 4th 
com, for this 40 yeeres or 5o yeeres, make they ſuch a wonder, 
that a Church may lye in ſuch an errour , as this is , as if it were 
vnpoſſible ? what will they then ſay vnto che Churches, that ſug» 
ceeded the Apoſtles, that neglected the Lords day all together 
for a matter of 300 yeeres , yntill it was reuiued by Chriſtian 
Emperours, as we haue formerly proued > why may not aur 
Church, or ſome in our Church rather , err in thinking the 
Lords day , to be a Sabbath, when it is not : as well as thoſe 
Churches, which ſucceeded the Apoſtles, did err (as theſe men 
thinke that patronag the Lords day) in thinking the Lords day 
was not to be kept at all ? if they might err for 3coyeeres to« 
geather , may it not be thought poſlible for our new Sabbatha» 
rians toerr for 40 or 5o yeeres >, ano Beſids, it is not the 
Church of God , that bath erred ſo ; it is the errour only of 
our nevy Sabbatharians , who haue erred from their cradle, 
& they thinke therfore that the whole Church of God hath alſo 
ever bene in errour with them , from the Apoſtles dayes , votill 
now: indeed,they would faine make the world belecue, that all 
Gods Church, hath ever bene of their minde for the Lords day, 
but you ſee they are foulely begviled, thers no ſuch marter, it is 

but their dreame, when they awake they will ſee better, 

It is to be lamented to ſee, how by this goldiog conceipt,that 
the Church of God bath euer conſtantly kepr this Lords day for 
a Sabbath, ſince the Apoſtles, they have ledd the world after 
them ; and now they baue bred ſuch a firuent zeale of the Lords / 
day , in the hearts of many men , as that they thinke ir no [eſſe 
then blaſphemy , for a man to ſayany thing againſt it, as they 
hold ir, 

But ſince they hane alleaged vnto vs the praftiſe of the 
Church ; I wiſh they would ſtand totheir owne argument, and 
that they would ſubſcribe vnto it, that vve are no otherwiſe 
bound to the Lords day, then can he proued the primitiue 
Churches praRiſed it:for then ſhould notall Churches be bound 
to keepe the Lords day ; but ſome might keepe it, that pleaſed 
ſo to doe ; and other Churches might omit the keeping of ir, 
rvho plealcd not eo keepe it : for fo yyas it inthe primitiue 
| Sas. _ 
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Churches; ſome kept it, but'otherſome kept it not , no not fot 
300 yeeres together , as vyehaue proued in the Seion before 
this: Then alſo, ſhould not thoſe Charches yvhich doe keepe it, 
keepe it as a Sabbath , but as an holy day, remiſly , ſo as they 
might make hay, in' Hay ſeile; and reape their corne, in barueſt; 
un; plough their Lands , in W heare ſeile , vpan the Lords day, 
for ſo did the primitiue Churches in Conftantins time, they did 
their vyorkes of husbandry on the Lords day. Bur ſome in our 
Church , are growne more tri , then euer the primitive 
Churches were , and yet theſe are holden the pureſt Churches, 
we muſt doe no worke in Hay-ſeile , Barley-ſeile, Harneſt, nor 
Wheate-ſeile, & all in conſcience of the gth com, if vve ſhould 
imitate the primitiue Churches in theſe dayes, either by neg - 
|e&ing the Lords day altogether , as ſome of them did ; or by 
doeing the vvorkes of hut bandry on the Lords day , as other- 
ſome of them did, theſe our Miniſters, who vie more zecale then 
knowledge,would damne ys to the pit of bell for it, 

To conclud this Setion , vvhereas Miniſters haue formerly 
& frequently, abuſed the Churches of God deceaſed , & flaun- 
dred them , by fathering this their errour ypon them, as if they 
had bene of their minds , keeping the Lords day for a Sabbath, 
yyhich is falle as you ſee: hereby they hate yyronged the dead, 
yea,thoſe pure primitiue Churches of God, & made the ſpeake 
vvhat they never thought , to the boulſering yp of a late 
{prung vp errour ; anerrour of 4o or 5o yeeres old, by ſome in 
our Church; & of zor 10 yeers old , in ſome other Churches: 
they muſt conſider allo hoyy many thowſand ſoules they haue 
{educed, partly by this golding tale , of the conſtant praRtiſe of 
all Churches ; and for time to come let theſe things be refor- 
med, that ſo thoſe primitiae Churches be no more Taled , nor 
our Chriſtian auditours deluded, 


SECT. XNXI: 
All this while you haue heard their Teſtimonies alleaged for 
the Lords day to be a Sabbath; now at laſt, let me baue leaue to 
_ alleage ſome Teſtimonies , againſt the Lords day ,'for being a 
Sabbath: and here in, I will not produce you Diuines of i 
loweſt 
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Iweſt ranke, but ſuchonely as are ofthe formoſt ranke ,'& of 
the chiefe Diuices,thathaue wrote, : | 
I, 

My firſt Teſtimony , (ball be that recorded by 2M. Perkines 
on the 4th com, in his firſt volume , in the order of the Cauſes 
of Salvation and Damnation pag. 48. which before I touched 
vpon , where calcing the Lords day by the name of Sabbath, 
he thus writeth : The obſervation of the Sabbath , was negletted 
of thoſe Chxrches , which ſucceeded the ApoStles , but after wards 
was eſtabliſhed by Chriftian Emperonrs , as a day moFt apte to cele+ 
brate the memorie of the Redemption, And for this , hequoteth 
his Author, Leo and Anton, Edit. of holie dates. | 

Here itis to be noted x, that this Teſtimony , is not of what 
ſome priuate perſones did; or thought of the Lords day , bat 
what was done by an wholl Church ; yea by Churches, in the 
plurall number, 2. The thing recorded of theſe Churches is, 
that they negleted the obſervation and ſanRification of the 
Lords day Sabbath, 3. The time is to be noted, how longe they 
_ , without obleruation of the day ; and this is gather- 
able to be about Three bundreth yeeres : for itis ſaid, it was 
neglected yntill it was eſtabliſhed by Chriſtian Emperours:now 
it is well knowne, that the firſt Chriſtian Emperour, that made 
any Decree for the honourable & Religiouſe obſervation of the 
Lords day , was (onſtantine , who liued about 300 yeeres after 
Chriſt.4.The laſt thing remarkable, is to conſider whatChurch» 
cs theſe were which ſo negle&ed the Lords day ; they were 
not any of thole later Churches , who were corrupted, with the 
dreggesof popery ; but they were the moſt ancient the primi« 
tive Churches,and ſo the moſt pure Churches. Thus farr of = 
firſt Teſtimony , whereby you hane ſeene, what opinion theſe 
Ancient Churches , held of our Lords day Sabbath, for the firſt 
300 yeeres, >

My ſecond Teſtimony ſhall be to ſhew , what efteeme the 
Church of God had of our Lords day,in the time of Conftantine, 
at yyhat time it flouriſhed moſt, Conſtantinns Imperator conceſe, 
ſt Ryſticis, nt dicbus Dominicis agrorum culture, pront ipſi yh 
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fore neceſſarium inſeryirent. In Cod. tit, x2: de Ferics. Which De: 
cree M .Foxe recordeth,in his booke of Martyres,at the end of 
the firſt booke,, inthe tene firſt perſecutions pag.gz. in the laſt 
Edition: and pag.105,in the old Edition,thus: {on#tantine com- 
manded the Sunday to be kept boly of all men , and free from all Iu- 
diciary cauſes, from Markets, Martes, Fayers,& all other manuall 
labours , onely hnſbzndry excepted, T he which Decree M, Brere- 
wood in his Treatiſe 0"; the Sabbath , againſt 2. Byfield thus re- 
porteth , that Conſtantine the Great licenced the —_— people by 
bis Decree, freely (hbert liciteg, are the words,of the ConStitutien) to 
attend their ſowing of graine, Ei g of Vines, & other huſbandry on 
the Lords day. | ; 
Now,would Conſtantine (thinke you) afſiſted vvith the ad- 
vice, no doubt, of his lerned Clergie, haue giuen free licenſe & 
liberty , vnto his SubieQtes , to haue followed their vyorkes of 
huſ bandry, as ploughing,and the like,on the Lords day,it thoſe - 
times had iudged the Lords day, to be a Sabbath day by diuine 
inſtitution, and to be ſanRitied in conſcience of the 4th Com- 
mandement 2 Why, the 4th com. dire&tly forbiddeth all ſeruile 
labours, ſuchas are ploughing, carteing, ſowing, ſetting and the 
like;they could not beſo voide of reaſon therefore, as to giueli- 
berty, yea, and that freely, to doe ſeruile vyorkes,and laboriouſe 
on the Lords day,if the Lords day had in their judgment, ftoode 
by virtue of the 4th Com.as'many now a dayes faine ir. 
Weheare now a dayes , much ſownd of that famoule Decree, 
of {onftantine, made for the ſanRihication of the Lords day:bur, 
behold vvhat it was, hee required noneother ſanQtification of 
ie, then we now' a dayes, make cf our common Holy dayes, 
S. Mathew, S.fobns day, & thereſt, if lo much : for, then it was 
not vnlawtull, ro plough on the Lords day. VV hat therefore if [ 
* ſhould fay , that the Lords day is not of Gods ordination ; and 
therefore we may lawfully 8 (ately, plough, & ſowe our Lands 
in Wheate-ſcilc,mowe our grafſe, and make baye in baye- ſeile, 
reape our Corne, & worke in harueſt, euery Lords day ? vvhby 
may I not be as tree from cenſure , as Conſtantine, and the 
Church in his time ? vvhat ſay I more,then was then decreed,and 
eſtabliſhed by ly ? yea, and that by Cunſtantine , who was the 
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moſt holy Emperour,and beſt patron of the Lords day,thateuer 


Prince was. 

An other Teſtimony is a Decree of Conſtantine recorded by 
Euſebius de vita Conftant, lib. 4. cap.18. and alſo by Sezom, lib. 
r.cap.8, vyherein hee decreed by one & the lame law, without 
any difference making,that all his Empire, ſhould ſanRifie both 
the Friday,and the Sunday; the day before the Iewes Sabbath, 8c 
the day afcer it; The Sunday, becauſe of Chriſt his ReſwrretTzon; 
The Friday , becauſe of Chriſt his Paſſion, Loc here then were 
two dayes in a weeke ſanRitied, the Friday & the Sunday, and 
that without difference : Now who that readeth this,can'thinke 
that the Church in Conſtantins time, kept the Sanday or Lords 
day as a Sabbath , vnleſſe he ſhould abſurdly thinke , that they 
kept two Sabbaths in a weeke , the Friday & the Sunday ? it is 
more likely , that they kept them both bur as we keepe ſome 
light holy dayes, Nor did the memory of the Reſurrettion exalte 
the Lords day any higher, then did the niemory of the Paſſion 
exalte the Friday. Thus you ſee in what eſteeme the Church of 
God had the Lords day,in Conftantins time. 

III, | 

My third Teſtimony , ſhall be that whereof we reade in S9- 
crates his Ecclefiaſticall Hiftorie lib.y. cap.21. vyhere he thus 
writeth: The drifte (ſaith he) of the eApoſtles, was not to lay downe 
Canons & Decrees,concerning Fea#tes, & holy daies ; but to become 

paternes unto vs of piety ,of good life, & Godly connerſation. 

Whereas there is greate contention at this time, to proue the 
Lords day to be a Sabbath day, inſtituted in the new Teftament, 
by Chriſt & his Apoftles; this Hiſtorian , will determine we 
controuercy for vs , if we will be guided , by the judgement of 

thoſe primitiue Churches: for hee ſaith aan” ve the Apoſtles 
made no Decrees,concerning Holy dayes; of which number the 
Lords day is one; and what he faith here of the Apoſtles , the 
lame alſo in the ſame Chapter, he ſaith of Chriſt,namely,thar hee 
made no law,for the Church to celebrate the feaſt of Eaſter 8c. 
Thus you ſee, it is the indgement of antiquitie, thar neither 
Chriſt nor his Apoftles , did ener appoint E after day , vvhichis 
the Lords day,nor any other dayes,to be ſanRified for Sabbarks, 
Ll 2  Ideny 
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I deny not for all this, thatthoſe times gaue any reſpe& vnto | 
the Lords day;and other Holy dayes; but this ovely I deny,that 
they ſanRified this Lords day , as Diuinely inſtituted , avd ap- 
pointed by Chriſt or his Apoſtles ; but rather, as from the ſame 
a ithority, from & by which , they ſanQified other holy dayes of 
the Saints,to wit, from & by the Tradition of the Church,

My fowrth Teſtimony , ſhall be the iudgment of S. Augen- 
ſtine; who in his 118 Epilſtie de feſtss diebus thus writeth ; Baz as 
for thoſe things wiich we obſerne, by Trad:tion, & not by wrighting, 
we wnderſtand them to be ginen , either by the Apoſtles th:mſclues, 
or by approned (onneells Cc. | As the anninerſary celebration of the 
Lovas Paſſion,the Reſurrettion,& the Aſcention Ge, 

In vyhich paſſage, yve note theſe particulars, 1. That S, Aw. 
guſting accounted the! SanAijhicotion of the Lords day , tobe a 
thing recciued by Tradiniop, 2, That its inftitution, was not to be 
foiade in the Scriptures ; for be ſaith, w2ich we obſerne by Trad:- 
tion, not by wrighting &c, 3, That S. Auguſtine was doubtfull 
& vncertaine, vyhither the obſeruation vtxhe Lords day, vyecre 
a Tradition receiyed | from : the Apoſtles , or from Councel!s, 
4+ That S, Auguſtine rekonetli the Lords day, being the Feaſt .f 
the Keſarrettion,to be of no better,nor bigher authority,th-n are 
Good Friday , & Hallow Thmſday , the Feaſts of Chriſts Paſſion 
& Alcention, We may as well therefore, by S.Auguftins iudge- 
ment, {anCify euery Friday, ani eucery Thurlday for Sabbaths 
throughout the y2ere , as euery Lords day : for they have all 
riree the ſame originall,6e ſelfelame grownd & Authority ; for, 
& 24 be all Traditions, & vowritten Traditions, and doubitall, 

ither from the Apoſtles or from Councells, | 

By the way, ſince S. Anugnſtine knew no Scripture ; for the 
ſanRification of the Lords day fr the Sabbath , bow cometh ir 
about, I maruaile, that many inour dayes, haue found out fo 

many Scriptures for it ? vve haue now this rext of Scripture 
lob, 20. 19. 26, witneſſing, that Chriſt did often appeare vmo 
his Diſciples on this day. Another Text we haue for it AR, 20, 
7, where S. Paw/preachcd a ſermon at Troas on this dzy. An 
other Text we haue found gut x,Cor,16,2. yyhere there was a 
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colleAion for the poore on this day. And yet an other Text w®© 
haue Reuel.1,10, where this day is called the Lords day, I mar” 
uaile S.Auguſtine,and his times, ſhould be ſo ignorant, as not to 
ſee theſe textes , as warrantable inſtitutions for the Lords day, 
to become a Sabbath, ſince wee ſee thz2m , and ſay they are ſv 
cleere to proue the point, Shall I tell you mine opinion I it is 
this;l ſuppoſe, they that firſt ſet their witts on workezto finde a 
Diuine inſtitution for this Lords day , they ſawe nothing but 
Tradition of the Church for it, as for the reſt of Huly dayes ; bur 
miſeliking this , they iadged it better , to haue it ſtand by a Di- 
uine ordinance; and therefore, haue yied their witts, to wreſt 
theſe Scriptures thitherwards ; fo now, they haue fathered the 
matter all ypon God: and made this Lords day a Divine ordi- 
nance,to get the more honour ynto it: this durſtnot S, Auguſtin 
doezbut he more ingepuouſly , plainly confeſſed ir tobe , as in- 
deed & in trueth it is, A Tradition of the Church, & of equall 
authority,for its ſanRification,with Good Friday, HallowThurſ- 
day, & other Hole dares. x 

To conclude,well we may make of the Lords day, what eſteme 
we vvill; but yetyou fee , it is but a Tradition, (a Popiſh Tra- 
dition) & as this vvas ths Iudgement of S, Auguſtine, ſo you 
ſhall ſee ir confirmed by others alſo by & by. Now if it proue 
but a Tradition then may vve conclud, that all Romiſh rubiſh, 
i5not as yet cleane [wept out of the Reformed Churches, 

An other Teſtimony of S. Auguſtine , I inde in his vyorkes 
contra Adimant: cap. 16. vyhere he thus vvriteth; For we alſo doe 
celebrate bath the Lords day, the Feaſt of Eaſter, & certaine other 
ſeftinall dates: bat we obſerne not the tim:s , but anche the things ſig= 
niſicd by or in thoſe times &c. Loe here, S.Auguſtine ſaizh, they 
kept the Lords day indede in bis time, & inthat Cburch: bur 
how? they kept it much like asthey kept other Holy dayes , and 
feſtiualls: for ſaith he,now rempora obſeryamw,we regard not the 
times &c, I, but did the Lords day , ſtand by the ordinance of 
Chrift, then $, Auguſtine would haue regarded therime : for he 
muſt baue regarded that very day, if Chriſt had ordained it: 8 
did the Lords day, ſtand by virtue ofthe 4th Com, then S..Au- 
guſtine muſt haue obſerued the time : for the day & time, to

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wir, the Seauenth day, vvas nolefſe inioyned in the 4th Com? 
then reſt from laboures , & holy excercifes : how can men that 
worke on the Lords day Sabbath , be ſaid ro rob God of his 
time, if the time be not tobe regarded ? iris more then mani. 
f-\t therfore;, that $. Auguſtine , 8 the Church of God in his 
time did not belecye it, that the Lords day , vvas inſtitured by 
Chriſt; or that it was to be ſan&ified by virtue of the 4th Com, 
I could alleage other, Teſtirnonies out of S. Auguſtine, to the 
ſame cffeR, bur thele are ſufficient, 
| Ve. 

Soe much for the iadgement of the Auncients, 8 the Primi- 
tive Churches, for the firſt 400 yeeres & oak rds: I come now 
ynto our later times, My 5th Teſtimony then , ſhall be rhat of 
Peter Martyr cited by Marlorate in his Commentaryon, r Cor, 
16.2, who thas writeth , Like as the Sabbath day , was celebrated 
by the Law , in memory of the Creation ; ſo is now the Lords day m 
w/ſe, in memory of the Reſurreftion : but when this chang & altera- 
tion was made, we haye it not expreſied in the Scriptures : and then 
apaine , a little beneath faith be; Neither are we therefore to 
be accuſed as obſeruers of dayes & times , as if we placed more holi- 
neſſe in one day then in an other: for we aſiemble, rather on the Lords 
day then on any other day , opely for cimill reſpeftes , & for the order 
of the Church, Itis plaine then, that this Holy man accounted 
the Lords day , tobe an ordinance of the Church onely , and a 
cixill thing, & kepr onely for order ſake : he knew of no Diuine 
inſticuti6 for it,nor of any 4thcom.beloging vnto it;nor though 
he that there was any difference to be made,betyvene the Lords 

day , & other dayes of the vyeeke , in any reſpe& vnto Chriſts 
in{tirutjon of it : | for he ſateth expreſly, that it is not found in

we Te 
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were in the Saturday : yea , and wee are much more madd : for the 
*Tewes haue the word of God, for their Saturday, ſith it is the 7th day, 
& they were commanded to keepe the'71h day ſolemne: & wee, hane 
not the word of God, for ws ; but rather againſt vs ; for wee keepe not 
the 7th day ,as the Jewes doe, but the firſt day,which 4s not comman- 
ded by Gods liw. And by & by againe he addeth, He that think» 
eth 7 a man ſinneth , which worketh on the Holy day , if he be 
weakg or ignorant, he ought better to be inſtructed , & ſoto leane his 
hwld. But if he be vbſtunate & perſenere in his ſentence , hee 45 not 
of God, but of the Demill: for, hee maketh ſinne , in ſuch things,as 
God leaueth free, 

In which paſſages of M*- /ohn Fryth we may obſerue theſe re- 
markable things x. How the Godly Martyr affirmeth , that our 
fore/athers , did ordaine and appoint the Sunday , for an holy 
day : fo then, Chriſt & his Apoftles did not ordaine it. 2. Hee 
afirmeth , that now ( the Sabbath day, to wit , the old Sabbath 
day being aboliſhed ) wee are free, and not bound toſanQify 
any day at all : & fo conoqpent , we are not tied to ſandify the 
Lords day. 3. Heaffirmeth , that ſuch as fo zealoully doe ſanQtify 
the Sunday , or Lords day , they are in {0 a , no better then 
Swpperititionſe. 4. He aftirmeth , that they who ſo zealouſly ſanc- 
tify the Lords day , theyare befides theire right wittes', or be- 
come frantick and #-add : & his reaſon thereof is this; becauſe t 

raQiſe that , for which they hane no ſcripture , or word of God, 
t rather the word of God is againſt them. We haue ſome Mi- 
nifters , not aſhamed to tell their people,they will give their lives 
for the Lords day Sabbath ; but heere you ſee, rwo worthy, ler- 
ned, & Godly Miniers , and AMartyres, to wit, M*. Tyndall, 
and M*, Frytb, who did not fay only they would , but did alſo 
give their liues for Gods trueth ; theſe men you ſee, would neuer 
haue giuen their liues , for the Sunday Sabbath : for they would 
not ſo much as ſpend their breathes for it, or ſpeake a good word 
of it, but altogether againſt it. 5. Saith M*: Fryth , hee that 
thinketh, that a man finneth,, by working on this Holy day,or 
Lords day , if he obſtinatly petſeuereth in the ſame opinion , he 
is not of God , but of the DO:#4ill : & that becauſe, he maketh a 


{1nne,where God maketh none, ny 
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Tf this be fo, how many in this Land , who profefſe themſeluey 
the Minifters of God, are notwithſtanding'of the Deuill. For, 
they make the people beleeue, that they tinne , fearcfully , and 
damnably , if they doe ary feruill worke on this holy day , the 
Lords day: ler this ſpeech, fthe lerned and Godly Miniſter and 
Martyr, be well obſcrued. |» |

My 22th Teſtimony , all be the judgement , of the Lords

Theſe things are remarkable in this Starure , x, That our 
Sunday or Lords day, was by theſe Law-makers,rekoned tobe 
of no higher, nor other authority, then are the other hulydayes 
of the Apoſtles, as S. Mathews, S. Marks, S. Tohns dayes ;and 
the reſt, 2. That the Sunday or Lords day , is ordained by rhe 
Chmreb and State, for a Sabbath day, or holy day : & char it iszt 
their liberty, ro doe in this marrer, as they ſhall jud g moſt con- 
yenient, 3. A moſtremarkable thing in this Stature for our 

| purpoſe, 
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purpoſe , is that rhe Lords Spiritual, and Temporal , with the 
Commons , and ſo conſequently the Church of England , were 
cleere of iudgmentr, & openly in this Act profeſled it , that our 
Sunday,or Lords-day-Sabbath is not of Digine inſtitution ; for 
they declared it, whilit they (aid, is not ro be thowght that there 5s 


any certaine time , or definit number of daies , preſcribed in the holy 
Scriptures: (o then, there is no Scripture for the Lords day, 
Againe , But that the apointment, both of the time , and alſe of the 
number of daies,i left by the Amtooritie of Gads word go the libentie 
of Chriſts Church , & to the Rulers thereof to be determined : (o 
chen, thers no Diuine inſtitution for the Lords day, 


SECT. XXIL ; 

Hauing finiſhed my anſwer touching the Lords day Sabbath; 
for a concluſion of this Chapter , I purpoſe to ſpenda tew words 
in this Section , by way of Admonition , & dehortation , from 
Superſtition , voluntary religion , & wall-worſhip : the which, 
as Idire&t it ynto all men , whome it may concerne,ſoin a ſpeciall 
forte, I apply it vnto ſuch patrones of the Lords day Sabbath , as 
haue alredy made head againſt my former booke, 8 with greate 
zeale haue ſcandalized it among the people, 8 ſo occationed this 
booke : by name M"- Hutchinſon , M*+ Benton, MF: Furnace , MF+ 
Gallard , M*: Yates, M*- Chappell, M*- Grenewod, MF: Stiznet, 
Mr, Johnſon , & Mr.W:d, Theſe men obſtinatly perliſting in 
their erroniouſe & falſe doftrine , after ſufficient meanes of con- 
vition , ought to take thele things into conſideration. | 

Firſt touching the Admonition ; by the whole diſcourſe touch- 
ing the Lords day , alredy finiſhed , thou maieft ſee Chriſtian 
reader , that there is no footeing or growndin the word of God, 
to make the Lords day a Sabbath : wherefore I doe hereby ad- 
moniſh , both Miniſters and people , and defire them to take 
knowledge of it henceforth , that this their zealouſe ty1 
of the Lords day , in conſcience of the gth com. & of Chriſt his 
inſtitution , it is no better before God , & with wiſemen then 
SuperFtition , and needleſſe religion : for when men will doe that 
in Gods ſeruice , & in obedience vnto God , the which hee hath 


no where commanded them , what is this but a ncedleſle religion 
Nn 2 | and 
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and ſaperſtition? when/men cannot (hew Gods will for that they 
doe , then it muſt follow that it is of their owne willes, 8 fo their 
religion in that point| is a yoluntary-religion , and a w:/{-wor- 
ſh:/p. Letme not be miſtaken , the Lords 48 may be conlidered 
as an ordinance of God, or as an ordinanceof man : as it is ig 
rantly conceived to be an ordinance of God , in this ſenſe only 
I ſpeake againſt it ; bur as it is an orditance of man , that is, as 
it 1s commanded by the Magiſtrate , & fo at his will and pleſure, 
to continue it or diſcontinue it , in this regard 1 haue nothing 
apainſt it : ſo much forthe Admonition, ; 

I come now vnto the Deborration ; my firſt reaton d fIwa- 
ſive,is becauſe we hate Superſtition & will-worſhip in others: 
how doe we bare againſt our aduerſaries rhe Papiſtes,becaule 
of their ſuperſtirioule/T raditiones , and Religion of will-wor. 
ſhip ! and can we lee an errour in them , and cannot we lee the 
ſame errour in our felues } had we bene wilc for our {elues, 
we might haue ſeene this errour long agone ; for they haue 
often admoniſhed vs in rheir writings againſt vs,rclling vs,that 
our Lords day is but a Tradition trom the fathers, and a Tradi- 
tion of the Church; & herein (giue the devill his right, as they 
lay ) they haue ſpoken/moft truly , albeir we haue giuen deafe 
care vnto them, & laboured to th fre it of; and will we conde- 
mne them for will-warſhip, & luperſtirion,& praile the fame 
our {elues? well, heare! what $. Paul faith, therefore thou art inex- 
cnſable, O man, ywboſoexcr thon art that cond:mne{t: for im that that 
thou condemneſt an other , thow condemneſt thy ſelfe : for than that 
Condemnest , doeft the \ſame thinges Rom. 2, 1. Many Min fters, 
thinke them {clues farr enough of, from ſuperſtition & will-wor- 
Jp, whilſt in the pulpit , they can cry out againſt the ſuperſti- 
tion of Papiſts , when as indeed and in tructh, rhemſelues are 
even then, very Papiftes inthis point , & greate patrones and 
maintainers of ſuperftition & will worſhip: wherefore,let them 


reforme themſclues (or elſe let them be lilenr touching Papi- 


ſtes, you haue ſcene it proued by good Authority, that the 
Lords day is but a Tradition of the Church,& ſhall we retaine 
Popiſh Traditiones? will theſe Miniſters be (till patrones , and 
lupportets , of ynwritten Traditiones? I would hope better of 
them, My 
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My ſecond reaſofi diſſwaſiue, is becauſe we ſball all leeſe owr la- 
boar, in the SanRtification of the-Lords day ; vve ſhall labour in 
vaine: For, if we like ſeruants, will be doeing of ſuch vyorkes, 
«5 our Maiſter neuer appointed ys, doe yve thinke our Maiſter 
vvill thanke ys, yea & reward vs for them? you haue heard, that 
God neuer commanded vs, to ſanctify the Lords day , by the 
4th Com. & that Chriſt never appointed it, in the New Teſta» 
ment, iftherefore we will be hallowing of the Lords day,thinke 
you that God will reward you forit, or that Chriſt yvill thanke 
you for it > many men that are honeſtly diſpoſed , & of inge- 
nuoule minds, being mifled by ſome Minifters, they leeſe fome 
-yeeres their Hay in the field; ſome yeers their corne inthe field, 
& all of conſcience,thinking it a duety for them {o rodoe,rather 
then to labour on the Lords day : & many others , keepe the 
Lords day very ſtrictly , both priuatly 8 publikly, erroniouſly 
miſperſwaded,rhat that rext,Ia.58.13. intoyneththE fo to does 
bur is not all this Labour in vaine ? God neuer commanded it, 
Chriſt neuer appointed it, neither will God, or Chriſt ever re- 
ward it : nay, God may anſwer them thus , who requned this at 
your hands? Ilai, 1.12, $ 

My third reaſon difſwaſiue, is becauſe God hath manif-ſted 
his diſlike of ſuperſtitio, in many paſſages of his Holy word: ſee 
Deut.12.32, Whatſoener 1 command you, take FO you dee : 
thou ſhalt put nothing thereto,nor take ought therefrom, | Here-you 
ſee , that God will baue nothing added to his worſhip & ſer- 
uice : Thou ſhalt put nothing thereto; (aith the Text: butinow the 
Patrones of this Lords day , baue put ſome thing thereto': for. 
they baue put the Lords day, vnto the 4th Com,of God: a moſt 
dangerouſe & preſumptuoule attempt , & ſuch as they can ne- 
uer an{wer betore God ; nay thty cannot iuſtifie it before men, 
by good argument ; bow then (hall chey be able to ſtand before 
God? think they to add an other day, to (Gods Com.and iuſtite 
it before God , by ſuch. their friuolouſe conſequences , as they 
vainly pretend tb be neceſſary conſequences ? let Miniſters 
thinke of this & chat ſerioully roo,& ler the doe it in time allo; 

Intae New Teſtament God hath reucaled himſelfe this way 
allo , If any man'ſhall adde ynto theſe things ,- God ſhall aide \ynto 

N#u 9: - him 
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him the plagues that are written in this booke , Reuel, 22.18, If 
Chriſt vyas ſo carefull , that nothing be added to this parre of 
his will wrote by $.lohn in his Reuelation, no doubt he hath the 
ſame care, of all partes of his will in the New Teftament;wher- 
fore, let our Miniſters that are Patrones of our new Sabbath, 
thinke of this Text allo ;/for when they lay & teach the people, 
that Chriſt inftitared & appointed the Lords day ( which is 
falſe ; for Chriſt neuer inftituted it,as appeareth by my anſwer 
vnto all their arguments)in (ſo teac1ing the people,they doe add 
vato the New Teſtament & they add vnto Chrift bis inſticy - 
tiones, a day which Chriſt neuer inftituted : thus they baue ad- 
ded ynto Chriſt his ordinances of Bapriſme,8& the Lords Smpper, 
they haa added vnto theſe I lay an other ordinance, that is none 
of Chriſts , which 1s the Lords day : now let them heare their 
doome withour repentance ; God ſhall add ynto them the plagues 
that are written in this booke, ot the Reuelation : and one plague 
[ fiade there written, which is a plague of plapues, it is hell fyer, 
i# hane a parte in the lake, that burneth with fyer & brimftone, 
which is the ſecond death, Reuel.21.8. I know they {leite 8 con-

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An other Text you bane Mark. 7. 7, $. Bat they worſhip me 


in yaine , teaching for dettrines the commandements of men: for ye 
lay the commandement of God a parte , & obſerue the Tradition of 
men: a like Text you haue Iſa.29. 13.14.15. wherea woe is de- 
nounced vypon the people,whole feare towards God, was taught 
by the precepts uf men. e And their feare towards mee was tanght 
by the precepts of men, Whereas the former Text (aith, yee lay 
#6 commandement of God aparte : how true this is of thele 
xo Miniſters forenamed, who reie& as lewiſh & Ceremoniall, 
the Lords Sabbath , expreſly commanded in the Morall Law; 
let all meniudge : for doe they not lay this Commundement of 
God aparte , which inioyneth moſt direRly the 71b day Sab- 
batl.? this by the way ; but tbe words that belong vyato our pur- 

ole are theſe, teaching for dottrines the cammandements of men, 

he Lords day Sabhath, it is a doctrine taught frequently and 
bouldly ; but it is no commandementof Gods ; and cherfore ir 
muſt be onely a Commande ment of men, The next words for 
our prelent occation, ate theſe; and obſerue the Tradition of men, 
That the Lords day is a Tradition of the Church , nor opeiy Pa- 
piſts auowch it: but allo diuerle ofrhole Authores which I have 
cited againſt the Lords day , doe expreſly afirme ir, that the 
Lords day is but a Tradition : and all of them lay , that ic js bur 
an ordinance of men, and a Commandement of wen , yea lo 
much the wholl Cherch cork fled in the dayes of K, Edward, 
lo then in kepeing it, & in preachiog for it , you keepe the Tra- 
dition of men , & preach for A Tradition of man : And oalfo, 
they that are afraide to tranſgreſierheLords day ,& co worke in 
ir,this their feare toward God z it is tawght by the precepts of meu; 
for God bath left no precept for the Lords day , tbe breach 
whereof we neede be atraide of, Heare then the daome , that 
belongeth voto ſuch needlefle religion, all this their worſhip it 
is a vaine thing, [n v4ine doe they worſhip mee fc, Veg, there be» 
longetha woe voto (uch. worſhip , & this is the rewatd of it, 
woe wuto them c,lla.29.1F5. 

Thelaſt Text that I will mention,is Colo. 2. 23. which ehings 
hane maced a ſhewe of wiſedome, i voluntary Religion ; or in 4 
worſhip, Indge now good reader, if I doethem any wamgh 
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rekone the Lords day, as a limme of this voluntary Religion, 
| & as a branch ef will-worſhipz for if they cannot ſhew vs 
where God hath commaunded it, then it is a voluntary thing, - 
and of mans owne will ; and therfore may be called a voluntary 
Religion , & a will-wor{hip : happely there my be, in the 
eyes of ſuch as haue bene nuſled yp from the cradle, in this ſu+ 
erftitiouſe praCtife , a ſhewe of wiſedome in itzas the Text ſpea+» 
keth:; But if S, Paul may be iudpe , they are things of no value as 
he ſpeaketh in the ſame Text, W hercfore ſince God hath in all 
thele Textes of Scripture , manifeſted his diflike of Superſti- 
rion, let this be enough, to diſlwad euery man from the practile 
of it : And that ſo muchthe rather, becauſe the vyphoulding of 
this day,is the iuſling & ſhouldering out,of the Lords Sabbath 
day , mentioned inthe 4th Com, fo as the words cf cur bletſed 
Saviour, are true againſt them laying, well ye reieft the comman- 
dement of God, that ye may obſerne your owne Tradition, Mark.7- 
9. For, they trample downe the Lords Sabbath day, that they 
may keepe their owne Lords day, 

My 4th reaſon difſwaſtue , is: becauſe by the vphoulding of 
this Lords day Sabbath, the ſacred Scriptures, | & vyord of God 
is profaned : I make that appeare thus; Minifters doe daily vrge 
the 4'h Com, ypon the Lords day; & doe preſſe mens conſcien- 
.ces to the SanQifying ofthe Lords day, by the qth Comm.now 
the 4th Com , doth (peake (as he that hath but halfe an eye may 
ſce) of the day called Sabbath day,bur this, is a'day called Lords 
day : the 4th Com. was made for a ſandtified & hallowed day: 
for God himlelte bleſſed ir,& ſanttified it, Genel. 2, 3. bur this 
Lords day, is a profane day, a common day , neuer ſanitified by 
God ; but on the contrary apparnted for labour , it being one 
of the fixe working dayes, mentioned in the 4h Com.& Chriſt 
himſelfe trauailing on it &c, Now for Miniſters , to apply this 
{ſacred word of Gods 4th Com. ynto aprofahe, common, and 
vnlanctified day & time; this,or nothing , is to profane the Sa- 
cred word of God. Secondly , many portions of Scripture in 
the New Teſtament; with ſome alſo out of the old, are hereby 
allo wreſted,abuled, & protaned: the Spirir of God,is made to 
ſpeake for that , which geuer came into his minde to thinke; a 

moſt 
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moſt horrible & ynlufferable thing in a Chriſtian Charch : as 
for example theſe Texts, Pſal.rx8.24. Iob,20.1.19.26, ARt,r- 
2.3. At.2,1.14 &c, At.20.7. 1 Cor,16 2, 2.Cor,y.17, and 
Reael. 1.10, thele eight Textesat leaſt , belids the gth Com. 
are abuſed for the maintenance of a forged , new coined, and 
counterfair Sabbath day: who that hath any zeale of Gods glory, 
orloue vnto his Holy word, can endure it, that Gods word and 
tcrueth (ſhould be thus profavly vſed, profaned,6 abuſed?wher- 
f:re, if you beare any reuercnce vnto the ſacred word of God, 
let a reformation be made, 

Looke vponthe third Com, Thos ſhalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vaine : now Gods word, is a parte of his 
actiberby he is knowne AQ.g.15.therfore for men to abuſe 
& profane Gods word, it is to abuſe & profane Gods name, '& 
{o a finne againſt the third Com. now the reward of ſuch pro- 
fanation, is this , that God will not hold him grilteſſ , that taketh 
his name in yaine : hee ſhall ſurely therfore be puniſhed, yvith- 
out repentance & amendement, But vybat doe ſpeaking to 
deafe Adders, men will not be charmed; what they haue holden 
they will hold ; as for me , I am but one & meane, they 
are many & mighty: ſo that I almoſt deſpaire of remedy: how- 
euer1 haue diftoucred their ſinne vnto them, at their perill be 
it, whither they will amend ir or not. I abhorre to thinke of it, 
yet this I am ſure of, that that is true amongſt vs, which theLord 
once complained of by his Prophet /eremiab, that is,that an hor- 
rible & filthy thing is committed in the land : the rd 29; rw 
lies; & people delight therein, lerem, 5.30.31, that the Prophets 
prophecy lyes, this is apparent as hath bene ſhowne : and the 
people delight therein: this is manifeſt ,in aſmuch as many that 
are both religiouſe & alſo counted wile, arenot aſhamed to 
ſpeake it, that they wiſh from their hearts , that Ihad neger 
medled in this point;ſo we haue for the moſt parte, like Prieſt, 
like people,both delighting in this counterfait Sabbathz8 both 
like ynto Nadab & Abihu , who offered [trawng fier before the 
Lord, which hee had uot commannded them, Leuit, 10.1, 
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2-5 GODS ANCIENT SABBATHS, 
My gth and laſt reafon difiwafiue is , becauſe iris a ſane For 
Minifters to preach for the Lords day. This I proue , becauſe 
they cannot ſpeake for it in 73h : now whurſoener 115 107 of faith 
3s fine, (aith the Apoſtle Rom. 14, 23. now that r1ey cannor 

reach for it in faith , is plaine by this , rhat they haue no word 
o* God, for the grownd of their faith:& we haue alredy ſhowne, 
that they haue no word of God for this Lords day Sabbath : 
for they can not ſhew vs, where Chriſt , or ary of his Apoſtles, 
Ic fr any commandement for it : no , nor yet hauethey any ne- 
cellary conſequences fur it; lo often thercfore , as A Miniſter 
preſſerth the people to ſanctity re Lords day Sabbath , fo ofcen 
be ſinneth.

« was able to build yp anew houle , is a greate folly : into this 
folly are falnc, nor onely thole other 9 Miniſters , by caling the 


Lords Sabbaths Ceremonies, lewiſh, 8 Iudailme,to bring them 


into reproch ; bur eſpecially M, Chappel, by preaching againft 


them openly : now what an egregioule folly is this in them, to - 


throw downe the old Sabbath, betore they knew where to tind 
a new Sabbath? to aboliſh the rh day , betore they were able 
roraile vp the $th wi me thinke,a {male portion of diſcretion, 
ſhould haue taught them, to haue made lure worke, that they 
were well able to detend the Lords day,betore they had aduen. 
tured to debaſe and aboliſh the Sabbath day, I wiſh all men to 
learne wiſedome by their folly, that is, neuer to debaſe & ftriue 
ro aboliſh the old Sabbath , vntill they know how toproue the 
Lords day to be a Sabbath, & {otoſert yp a new Sabbath. 

That with the moreculler and ſhew of trueth,, men mighe 
aboliſh Gods Sabbathes , beſides their loading of them with 
reprochfull termes, of /daiſme , and aboliſhed Shaddowes , and 
Ceremonies , and the like , they haue alſo taken in hand to make 
one of Gods Tenn commandements,namly the 4th com. to be 
partly Morall 6 partly Ceremoniall: a thing atthe firſt hearing, 
very ftraung, and moſt abſurd : the abſurdnefle whereof, in the 
frſt place I will indeauour toler before your eyes,& then come 
to ſhew you their reaſones, & anſwer them one by one. 

It is ſaid by Moles that God ſpake all theſe words Exod. 20, 1. 
and this is equally przfixed to al the zo commandements : and 
God wrote them all in Tables of tone together : now can it be 
thought , that of all theſe 10, onely one ſhould fo farr differ 
Oo 2 trom 
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from all its fellowes, as when they arc intirly Moral! , hauing 
no tizle of Ceremony in them; this one ſhould be halfe Morall, 
bilfe Ceremonial]; or partly morall, partly Ceremonial!? did nog 
God write as well, a/the whole 4th com, in Tables of ftone,as 
ſome parte of it? and| did not God as well ſpeake 4// che 4th- 
com.cuen that parte of it which they would haue a ceremony,as 
all the other commandements ? why then ſhould men make a 
d:fference,where God made none? 2}[Þ 

{r can never be ſhowne, that God wrote any ſhaddow, or cere- 
;04:0 in his Tables of ſtone : for, no ceremonies cuer came wirh 
io the compaſſe of that pale or bedge: nor can it be ſhowne,that 
God did ſofarr honour any ceremony, as to deliuer ir & ſpeake 
it, from his owne mouth : God ſpake all theſe words ; that is, all 
thele 10 Moralles , but Gad fpake none of che ceremonies; for 
Meojes (pake theſe 5 God appointed Moles todeliuer the cere- 
monia{l lawes ; this difterence you may reade of , made by God 
Exod. 20,1,22.24.Ex0d.21,j,Deut,5.,2.4.6,22.31. and is not 
t4is abſurd , that men ſhould fanſy a ceremony to bein the 4th 
com, when they cannot ſhew thelike , in any «fthe other nine 
commandements? nor that ener God lo ftarr honoured any cere. 
mony , as to deliver it by his owne yoice , and write it with his 
owne finger in Tables of ſtone? 

An other abſurdery : who could imagine , that of Tenn com- 
mandements,all purly morall,all to laſt perpetwallie ro the worlds 
end,& all appertaining vato al! NV ations lewes & Gentiles, lauc 
onely one of the tenn ? and this one commandement, muſt needs 
be of a contrary nature vnto all its fellowes, the other 9 com- 
mandements ; for this muſt be mixcdly moral}; a parte of it mc- 
rall,and an other parte of it ceremonial] : a parte of ir to laſt per- 
petually ro the worlds end ;and aparte cf it to be faded & va- 
niſhed = ſixtene hundreth yeeres agone ; a parte of it to be= 
long vnto all nations Iewes and Gentiles both, and an other parte 
of it to belong vnto the ſole Nation of the Iewes onely : who 
can thinke that God would yoke & couple ſuch vaequali things 
together ? yea, who could imagine, that there ſhould be a cere- 
moniall ordinance,in the body of the 4th com,? and in the heart 
of the Morall law? a man may as well fanſy darkenefle, to be - 

rag 
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the body of che Sunne, as a ſhaddow in the heart of the morall 
law. 

Diuines vſe to reſemble theſe 10 commandements , ynto a 
goolding chaine,.conſiſting of 10 linkes, & of fuchan yniry aud 
combined nature as he that draweth one, draweth all, which is 
a very trueth indeed: but theſe now who ſer themſclues againſt 
the Lords Sabbathes, they faine one of thele io linkes, to be 
made of a mettall differing from all the reſt ; for wheras the 
chaine of 10 linkes is called a goolding chaine , they neuerthe- 
lefle will baue one of theſe 10 linkes ro be partly gold, & partly 
leade : ſo then ty ſpeake properly,they muſt here afrer count the 
10 com, tobea| goolden-leaden chaine &c; & whereas they vie 
to cale theſe 10 com, the morall law , now to ſpeake properly, 
they muſt cale it the Aorall-(eremoniall law; for they make Ce- 
remony in it; this is as if the Snow, which hitherto we: haue ca» 
led white ſnow, we ſhould hereafter cale it white-blacke ſnowe: 
thus you ſee by comparing this 4th com. with its fellowes, how 
abſurd they are, that wil attempt to make lomthing in the 4th 
com, a Ceremony z 

I'add hercynto this abſurdety alſo', that theſe men| muſt 
deny the integrity & perfett:on of the law ; and hould alamed, 
broker},and imperfe&t law,& ſoſerue God by halues & by peecc= 
meale; or elle/, they cannot diſpute againſt the 7th day Sab- 
bath , contained in the morall law : for take that away, and 
the law is not an intire & perfett law , but a maimed and lamed 
thing. 4 

An other abſurdety Icharge them with , and that is horrible 
partiality : for they can find anſwers & diſtinQtions , to preſerue 
the Morall Law, from being aboliſhed by Libertmes 8& Ana- 
baptiſts , faying , it is aboliſhed for 7«#tfication , but in force 
ſtill , for obſerwarion ; & yep will neither find , & I doubt, nor 

d receiuve-any anſwer or diftintion , that may preſerue the Sabbath 
Ay , which is a parte of that Law ; & is not this partiality, to de- 
fend one parte of Gods Law , & not an other ? yea, I dare as 
uowch it , that Anabaptiſts, Libertins, and Antinomians, doe 
bring euery way,, as able. prouing ſcriptures againſt the wholl 
Law , as 4nti;Sabbatharianz doe, againſt this parte of Gods Law

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which-concerneth his 7th day Sabbath: ſee theſe againſt the whole 
Law Epheſ. 2. x5. Hebr. 7. 12. | Rom. 6.14. 1. Tim. r. 9. 
2.Cor. 3.7.11. ſce theſe againſt this parte of the Law , Exod. zr. 
13. Rom. 14-5. and Col.2.16.17. now ſince theſe latter textes, 
Faueno more nor better force again this parte of the Law , then 
thoſe former textes haue againtt the whole Law , what abho- 
minable partiality is here vſed , by admitting theſe rextes againſt 
a parte ofthe Law , when thoſe are refuſed that be againſt the 
whole Law ? may theſe men be faid to loue Gods Law , and to 
loue it for it ſelfe , & yetto deale thus partially by it ? | 

Yet further , where as Anabapti#tes doe deny all vic of Oathes 
among Chriſtians , & that not onely in common talke , but al{o 

| before A Magiſtrate , and that from theſe texres Mar. 5. 34. lam. 
5.12, Sweare not at all ©6.: Neuertheleſle, as generall as theſe 
vvords of Chriſt arc againſt wearing , we doe diſtinguiſh of 
oathes,yceldingChriſts words to'be direfed & expounded againſt 
{ryearing in our common talke yainly , but not againſt an oath be- 
f re A Magiſtrate : vyhy doe not theſe textes , Mart. 5. 34. lam. 
F. 12, beare as ſtrongly againſt all gathes, & fo againſt an oath be. 
tore A Magiſtrate ; as doe theſe their textes Exod. 31.13.Rom. 
14 5. Col. 2.16. againſt all Sabbaths, and fo againſt the weekly 
7th day Sabbath ? can you diſtinguiſh to preſerue an oath before 
A Magiſtrate , 8 can you not diſtingui'h to preſerue Gods Sab- 
bath in the Church ? will you defend an oath before a Magiſtrate, 
as inioyned ſtill inthe 3th com. which is therin but by colequence, 
& vvill you not defend Gods ancient Sabbath, as inioyned 
{fl in the 4th command, which is therin expreſled ? can fuch your 
partiality be excuſed ? 

Now to conſider of the 4th command. by it ſelfe : in this they 
will attempt to proue the rime, to wit, the 7th day, to be 
a ceremony and abgliſhed ; & in the meane time , they will hould 
the ducties of RefF & holmeſſe, commanded with the 1191, to be © 
no ceremony but morall & perpetual' : now vndoubtedly , they 
{ould hold allthe things commanded in the gth com, to be to- 
getber morall , or together ceremonial : either all abolithed , or 
all = vs : in any wile mans judgment , fuch things as God 
hath ioyned together', no man ſhould put afunder , retayning 
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fomcthing , reie&ing other ſomething ; but that all muſt be re- 
tayned , or all reie&ed : either they thould embrace the whole 
4th commandemeut, or no qth commandement: this is in com- 
mon rea{on. , Fun 

The 4th com. is like vnto a Bond; in a bond there is two 
things where vnto men are bound; the one, is the ſumme of mo- 
ney , the other , isthe Gy and tume of payment ; now 16 com- 
mon reaſon , he that ſtands bound to pay the ſumme of money, 
that ſame man ſtands bound to the day and time alſo , that is , to 
pay this money at the time mentioned in the bond : fo in the 4th 
com. men are, bound vnto 2. things , the one, is the quetics 
of Reſt and holy exerciſes , the other , is vnto the day & time 
wherein theſe dueties are to be performed , namly the 7th day. 

Now theſe men , that are vndertakers againſt Gods Sabbaths ; & 
enemies to the Integritie and perfeion of Gods Law ; they will 
not rctaine both of theſe, nor reie& both of theſe ; but a diuilion 
& {eperation they muſt haue ; the dutics of reſt and holineſſe they 
will haue vs bound vnto, as being moral] ; but the day and time 
whereinthey { hould be performed, to wit, the 7thday, thisthcy 
will not haue vs bound vnto , but it muſt be a ceremony : now” 
was it eucr heard bgfore now , or euer ſcene in any cafe but this, 
that a ma ſhould be bound vato the ſurame of money,in the bond, 
but not vnto-the day of payment ? wy theſe men will moſt ab- 
ſurdly fuppole , that vve are tyed vntotheducties of reft and koli- 
nelje in the com. but not ynto the duety of the time & day, 
mentioned in the command. in vvhich the dueties are to be done: 
& is not this abſurd to any heareing ? and are not thoſe texres, 
vyhichthey vſe for this ablurd purpoſe , vvreſted think you? as 

theſe Exod. 31.13. Rom.14.5. & Col.2,17. it vvereto be yviſh- 
ed , that they vyould not halue it , & peece it , on this faſ bion, 
that is,to ſerue God by halues in his 4th com. but that they vyould- 
oblerue the vyhole 4th commandement or no 4th command, all- 
or none. 

, God hath giuen many ſeuerall commandementsin the old 

Teftament,as concerning the true God; cocerning his worſhipg- 


concerning his Name ; concerning ſordry dueries vnto our 
neighbour; concerning the Paſſeouer,Pentecoft,& fondry

Feſtigall dayes; new moones, & Sabbaths;concerning meates & 
drinkes ; concerning Sacrifices, Tythes,Prieſts, the Temple and 
place of worſhip ; with many more ; now amongf all theſe 
Lawes, can they find from the begining of the booke of Gene- 
{;, vnto the end of the Prophecy of Malachie, ſach a mingle 
mangled hotch potcb as they will make of this 4h comm, x im 
parte of thoſe lawes ſhould be morall, & parte ceremonial; one - 
parte belonging to all Nations , the orher parte onely vnto the 
lewes? rhe like was neuer heard on , 1 dareſay ir, in any liwes 
of God,or e Man,Diuine or humane : are they nor aſhamed, to 
make ſuch A MeonFfer of the 4th com. as the like hath not bene 
{cene in the world ? and are not theſe rextes Rom, 14. 5. Exod, 
31. 13. and Colol. 2, 16. 17. monſtrouſty abuſed think you, 
which they vſe for this monſtrouſe end? 

In the 5th com, we are inioyned jj things , to honour our 
{ather; & to honour our mother :'& in the 1oth com, we are in= 
1oyned many things, as 7 in number : & in the gth com, weare 
intoyned jj things , an holy reſt, 8 the day and time wherein to 
kepe this holy reſt : now they that take one of thele jj things 
in the 4th com, & reie& the other ; they are as abſurd, as if one 
{ hould take one of thoſe ij things inioyned in the 5th com, and 
reie&rhe other; holding it moral! ro honour our fathers , bur 
ceremoniall , to honour our mothers : & as abſurd they are,as if 
they \ hould dinide betwixrt thole 7 things commanded in the 
xoth com, holding 4 of them morall, & fume ſuch z of them 
as diſconceits them moſt, for ceremonies: ina word for any to 
ſay the qth com. is partly morall, partly ceremoniall, it is a po- 
{:tion partly religioule , partly prophane. 

It is much like that of Papifts , touching the 2d. com, about 
Images , who hold , that this 24, com, is ceremoniall, 8& forbid- 
deth onely Iewiſh Images, not the Images of Chriſtians ; and 
why may we not admit of Papifts abſurdetie in the 2d. com, as 
well as of Proteftirs abſurdnefle in the 4th com. Oh, how is this 
abuſed Commandement , to be deplored & lamented ! & how 
are the Agents herein , to be [loathed and abhorred? for they 
attempt with that wicked man,prophecied on by Daniel,to change 
times & layss, Dan, 7,25. Gods 7th day, intothe 8th day : "—w

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the law of the 4thcom. from off the zthday , yntothe 8th day. 

An other ablurdety is , that by alleaging Scriptures out of 
thenew Teſtament, as Rom, 14.5. Gal.4.10.Col.2,16.apainſt 
theSabbath in the morall Iaw,6& lo fathering the abolition that 
S$1bbath on Chriſt and on his Paul , hereby we become a ftum« 
bling block , ſcandale , and occatien of offence vntothe Tewes ; 
for,when they yrge vs with the 4th com, for keeping of the old 
Sabbath day , and we anſwer that ChrifF 8& Paul aboliſhed it, 
hereat they are ſcandalized , and fay , that hereby they know 
Chriſt and Paul to be impoſtors 8c deceiners : becauſe they durſt 
aboliſh one of Gods ordinances in the Decalogue , which all 
men count morall : is not the conyerſion of the Iewes daily ex- 
peed, & praied for ? 8& ſhall we vnneceſlarily , binder their 
coming vnto Chriſt , by fathering on Chriſt a thing both falſe, 
& moſt odioule vnto the people of the Iewes? let vs beware we 
be not an occation any longer of the bard-bartedneſle of the 
Iewes. 

Furthermore, other abſurdeties alſo theſe euillAgetes runinto: 
he that can allow of theſe following arguments,apainſt the zth 
day Sabbath, be may witha (afe conſcience turne Anabaptif?, 
& keepe no Sabbath : for the zth day Sabbath , theſe men will 
throw downe,as they ſay : And for the $th day Sabbath , thats 
but an idle fii&tion,as hath bene ſhowne ; ſothen, throw downe 
the 7th day Sabbath, and away with all Sabbathes:for my parte, 
I am cleerly & fully refolued in this , that take away the zth 
day Sabbath , & then we are not bound to keepe any Sabbath 
at all, one or other ; Thus theſe enemies to Gods Sabbaths,the 
make an high way , and _ gappe vnto Anabaptiſtry , that ſo 
we ſhould baue no Sabbathes. 

An other abſurdety is this; The time of the zthday, it was, 
and alſo it may now againe (if men fo pleaſe) be an helpe and a 
furtherance, vnto theſe Morall dueties, of Reſt from laboures, 
and the worſhip of God, commanded in the 4th Comm. for the 
7th day, furthereth thele dueties, as time and place doe further 
all dueties : and is it not to be wondered at, that men will re- 
ict and aboliſh ſuch a thing, or things,as be helpes and further= 


ances ynto Gods worſhip, and yoto Morall dueties > Diuines 
P p teach, 
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of the Sabbath yindicared , againſt «AM. Brerewod pag. 88.aith, 

the 4th com, is parte of the law of nature, and ſo mou of the Image 

of God, and is no more capable of a ceremony to be in it then Godis, 

For concluſion ,you ſhall heare do&tour e Ames ſpeake in the 

name cf all beſt diuines :: | 

In his Theologicall Theſis pag, 499. Thus he writerh : 

This 1s a moſt certawe Yule, & received by all the beft Dinines , that 
. the morall commandements were thus differenced in their deliuery, 
from the ceremoniales,that all, onely the morales , were proclaimed 
pmublikly before the people of Ifrael,from Mount Sina, by the yoyce 
of God binoſelfs , © after alſo were written, (& the ſecond rime writ= 
ten , 4s it were by the finger of God , C that in Tables of fone, to de. 
clare their perpetwall and immutable continuance. Now, doe you 
not beare how theſe mEfaftirme it,thatthe 7th day,is not tobe 
rekoned among the figtres & ceremonies of the Iewes > & that 
all be## divines bold , *that af! & onely morales , were wrote in 


the Tables of tone? and, that the 4th com, is no more + 2 
nn ET Inns 0 
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ofa ceremony in it, then God is ? and, that you may as abſurd Iy 
ſay, the ſame liuing creature is partly a man, & partly a beaſt; as 
to ſay the 4th com, is partly morall, partly ceremonial, 

Before I produce their argumets,l defire ro propoundiiip thin 
more, both vnto our opponentes, & allo ynto my Reader. 'T 
formoſt is this, before they begine their oppoſition & wicked 
worke , I defire them to caſt their eyes firſt ypon- the'yglineſſe 
of it, & to viewe it well ; for they tight not for God bletſed for 
euer; but againft God: my warfare is for God, & todefend his 
Title touching his Sabbaths , but theirs is alltogether ro defeate 
God of his Title and Sibbaths : my ſtrift is ro defend Gods 
law in the Integrity and perfe&ion , vnro a jor & ritle of it; bur 
their ſtrite,is with might and maine, to lame Gods law ,and to 
 clype it , as traitoures doe the Kings coyne;z they will none of 
the law in its integrity and perfeQion , that ſo they nay ſerue 
God by balues,' & by peece-meale, by 

An other thing I would propound, is this , I deſire toknow 
of thele , who are ſuch implacable enemies to the Lords Sab« 
baths , if they haue apy Comntermand, or contrary commande. 
ment vnto the 4th com, and tbat in as plaine & expreſſerermes 
as the 4th com: you know, that a law enacted in parliament, 
cannot be reuoked , but by an other law , enacted forthe reuer- 
ſing of it, in the court of parliament : ſo it muſt be in this caſe; 
for the 7th day Sabbath, there was a law , to wit ,the 4th com, 
enacted from heauen in the old Teſtament z & they muſt there+« 
fire ſhew vs alaw from heauen againe countermanding-it in 
the new Teſtament , againſt the 7th day Sabbath; or, if in caſe 
they cannot ſhew vs A'law, in exprele words againſt the Sab. 
bath day, the which they cannot doe, then, if they. be enforced 
in ſtead of a commandement, to flie toreafones & conlequen- 


ces, made our of texres of Scripture , they muſt makeſuer, that * 


their realones, colle&iones,and conſequences, be (ocleere and 
apparent , ſo ſound and 1o neceſſarily true , that they may be as 
vadoubtedly true , as @ commandement it lelfe the reaſon hereot 
is, becauſe theſe conſequences , muſt ſtand inthe roome of a 
commandement, for the reuoking of that Sabbath day , which

ſon therefore collefted our of a text,is not enough to ouerturne 
an expreſſe commandemenr , yea a morall commanderrent: 
ſill aſleity colle&ion or conlequence , fetched by mans feeble 
& ſhaliow reaſon, out of theſe & the like textes Exod, 31.13. 
Rom. 14. 5. & Culol. 2. 16, 17. ouerturne a ſacred time , ex- 
preſly commanded in the moral! law Exod. 20, $? God forbid, 
W ec miuft ſhew more loue and honour , vnto thole 10 comman- 
dem-rits ; which God hath bonoured aboue all portions of 
Scripture, by writing them with his owne finger , 8 CY 
them by bis owne voyce, then to {ufter them , or any paite 0 
them, tobe ſnached & wreſted out of our hands, by probabili- 
ties, likelihoods, & tec be realones. 

A man may well doubt of it, whither any man or Chrrch , may 
aboliſh any things expreſly commanded, inthe Morall Law , by 
any colleion or conſequence of mans reaſon whatſoeuer , yea 
albeit it be thought of all men, to be a neceſſary conſequence : 
for how often doe men take that to be ſound & of neceſlary trueth, 
which once within a fewe' yeeres after , the ſame men fd to be 
faulty : let men know therefore , that they who dare- attempt fo 
bould an cnterprile, asto diminiſh any ot ortitle ofthe xo, mo- 
rales by reaſones , fetched out of theſe & the like textes Exod, 3r. 
r3. and Colof, 2.16.17. they muſt be ſuch reaſons as be as clecre 
as the Sunne in its brightneſle; & fo fatisfaQtory, as euery one that 
heareth them , cannot but applaud & imbrace them, faying, God 
15 intheſe reaſones and colletiones : the rea'on hereof is, becauſe 
theſe realones and conſequences, they muſt beare downe, & con- 
tront an exprefle commandement , written by the finger of God 
himſelte, faying, Remember the Sabbath day , &c, The 7th day is 
the Sabbath , un it thou ſhalt not worke, 

The 3d thing weich I would propound}, (3 all be an Appeale 
vnto the conſciences,of all ſuch,as dare ſharpen their witts, againſt 
the Lords Sabbaths, which he hath placed in his Morall Law: my 
deftre vnto them 1s, that they would ranſake and ſerch their hearts, 
to {ce if they can find themſelues compelled, & conſtrained by their 
conlciences , vpon the reading & fenouſe perpending of thele and 
dhelike textes , Exod, ;1,r3, Rom.14.5. nd Colol'a.16 17.in 


 #e New Teſtament , toaboliſh the 7th day Sabbath or no : let 
them 
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them examine their conſciences , whither all thoſe textes of Scrip» 
tore , which they bring againſt that Sabbath day, placed by God 
in his Morall Law, be fo direQtly againſt , & forciblie 
vnto Gods Sabbath day , as by no honeſt meanes of a fic ſenſe, or 
a Lawfull diſtintion, it can poſſibly be prelerued froman vtter 
ruine,& finall ouerthrow,or no : now the reaſon, why men muſt 

oe thus ſeriouſly to worke,is to free themſelues of a fearefull cen- 
wre , thatthey doe wilfully , malitiouſly , and wimeceſſarily im» 
pugne an ordinace of Gods: becauſe we muſt notlightly & leitily, 
make innouationes and alterationes, in Gods worlhipand ſeruice: 
Gods ordinances , once eſtabliſhed in his Church (asthis Sabbath 
day was) muſt not vpon euery vaine conceit and by relpe&, be re- 
moued out , or holden out of his Church : men muſt deale with 
their conſciences therfore in theſepointes,8& be ſuerto-go> no fur- 
ther againſt them, then neceſſity vrgeth & compelleth them: if”. 
in caſe an errour muſt be , itis by farr the ſafer, to erre the 
right hand , then vpon the left ; that is, rather to give Godhis Sab- 
baths Rtill,then to abridge him of them: il-all God fixe-his 7th day 
Sabbath, amongſt his Morales, and (hall we put to.our wites , to 
roote it out thence , and ranke it. amongſt vaniſhed ceremonies? 
God forbid, | oy 

The 4th thing to be propounded : you: know it isa'faxime, 

& a ruled cale in diuinity , that one text of Scripture, it muſt not 
be ſo expounded aud vrged , as it{hould ouerthrow & contra- 
dict an other text : now if. this rule hath place inany portion of 
Scripture, it muſt have place inthe-x0. commandements, the Lords 
prayer, & in the Arricles of our faith. tor thele- 3, are eſteemed to 
containe, the foundation , life and Soule of all religion , and that 
plainly;wherfore, no text of Scriptureisto be or expounded. 
{o, as it ſhould infringe , conmedit or —_—_— any portion of 
theſe three principles of Chriſtian religion/: nay,, theſe three are: 
made as a Xe to expound other Scriptures by , & therefore not 
to be gainſaied & oppoſed by other Ljptnan well then, the 7: 
day Sabbath it is one of thoſe ordinances of God, eftablithed of 
old in his Church , & placed amongſt his. Morall Lawes , and in 
the firſt Table alſo, and there expreſly commanded by oneof 
the 10, Commandements ; wherefore ſince it is a parte of the 10+ 
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commandements, neither theſe textes, Exod. 31.17, Rom.14.5.& 
Col. 2.16. 17. nor any other text of Scripture , muſt be ſo yrged 
& expounded, as that this commanded 7th day Sabbath,be there 
by aboliſhed , or accounted |as a vaniſhed ceremony : this ſtands 
firme, by our owne Rule , T the expoſition of Scripture : and 
therefore, I might well 8 juſtifiablie ſpare to giue them any other 
anſwer to their rexres brought againſt the Lords Sabbath, then 
this , that they abuſe & wreſtthe ſenſe ot Scripture , making one 
text to contradict an other, contrary to this aproued rule ; for no 
text may be ronrema jen 'thegth com. 

One abſardety'more I would add ; whofocuer goeth about by 
theiſe & the like textes , Rom. 14. 5. Exod. 31.13.and Col,2.17. 
to abolilh Gods ancient Sa bath » be maketha godly prayer of 
our (burch fruſtrate , & mere babling before God: tor when the 
4th com.is rehearſed in the Church, the people afwer to it,faying, 
Lord haue mercy ypon vs, and mcline our heartes to keepe this Law: 
now fince the 4th com, cangot be ynderſtod of any day , or due- 
ties but thoſe done on the ancient Sabbath day , aboliſh that day, 
& the our prayer is but babling. 2-Do&@our Prideauxin his booke 
on the Sabbath pag. x40. afhrmeth , that the Chrrch followi 
the Apoſtles , kept bath , and M. Brerewod in his 
of the Sabbath, pag. 77. affirmeth , that the old Sabbath , was 
religiouſly obſerued 399. yeeres after Chriſt : & this I ſhall proue 
towards the latter end of this booke,by fondry other Teſtimonies: 
they therefore who by theſe textes , Exod. 31.13. and Col. 2.16. 
doe attempt to ouerthrow the ancient 7th day Sabbath”, they doe 
thereby not only make fruſtrate an holy prayer of our Chxrch, bur 
alſo they do condemnethe pratiſe , of the moſt ancient, pure, and 

primitiue Chrcbes , which liued next ynto the Apoſtles. 

Thus you ſee , how many & foule abſwrderies they rune into, 
who cale the Saturday or 7th day Sabbath /»4aiſme [ewiſh,8 ce- 
remomall , & attempt to raote it out of the oral/ Law, by theſe 
texts, Ex0d.31. Col. 2.17.

day, to countermand it : & TORR i: followeth, that what they 
haue againſt it, the ſame is but colle&iones, and conſequences,fra- 
med by mans feeble reaſon : and this one thing , that they haug no 
exprelſe countermand , againſt the Sabbath day , doth weaken 
their cauſe exccedingly,8 it is the worſe by aboue $0. inthe 100. 
for this wante ; oF 01 proceede. 

T here are two thinges which they labour tro make ceremo- 
niall and ſo aboliſhed , in the gth com. the one is the Ref? ; the 
other is the rime of the 7th day: & firſtlert vs ſee what they haue 
_—_ the Reſt: they doenort lay the Reſt from labour , is ſim- 

y abolil hed , leaſt fo they ſhould daſhe in peeces the whole 
4th com, by one word ; therfore they haue refined it , and they 
deſire to proue the rigorouſe ſtritneſle of the Reſt, onely to be 
a ceremony : and queſtionlefſe rhis conceipt of the rigorouſe 
ftrinelle of the Reſt, was therefore invented, leaft they ſhould 
{eeme onely to deny the queſtion ; namly the time of the zth 


day : for now thers isa litcle moreculler put the matter, 
when they can devy jj things as ceremonies, inthe 10 commari« 
dements: now to this purpele , euery textthat may {eeme to ſa- 


uour of any extraordenary fttiftneſfle , abourthe Iewiſhreſt (as 
they cale it) thoſe textes are not expounded, (as they ſay)-with 
a graine of Salte, or any dramme of qualification , butlike men 
that had ſwornetoit, to forſake the golden meane, they” are 
carried all wide ypon the left hand, & thele texres,arc ftreteed 
ypon the Tainter Nodcks , vnto the vtmoſt, tending to a rigo. 
rouſneſſe ; & he that can invent how to make this Reſt the moſt 
rigorouſe, he is the beſtexpoliter. And hence comes that vaine 
diftinion of the Iewiſh Reft, as if for ſooth, the grh com, con» 
teined two kinds ef Refſtinit, A /ewiſh Reſt, & A (hriftian 
Reſt ; but the vanity hereof will appeare by\& by, when you 
ſhall baue ſeene the yanity of their arguments , to proue this. 
rigoroule & IewiſhReſt, 

Now let me ſhewe you their arguments in order ;z and firſt I 
will lay downe 3 arguments , vſed by a worthy Diuine-and late 
writer, to proue this reſt rigoroule , whole namelI ſpare for bo- 

nour 
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nour ſake : the firſt whereof is this , that the [ewe might not on 
the Sabbath, goe forth, or take a journy any whither, for any buſines 
of his owne Exod. 16, 29. this ſaith hee, was temporary , and doth - 
not concerne theſe times of the newe Teſtament. 

"Hereuntol anſwer, that this -texr Exod, 16, 29. forbad the 
lew totrauaile on the Sabbath indeede , but by the context it 
doth appeare, that here the Lord forbad trauailing friwolouſlic 
when there was no neede to trauaile : for, in as much as on the . 
6th day , God gaue them |/44nna enough for ij dayes , the 6th 
& the 7th, & ſorained downe none on the 7th day ; therefore 
he forbad them , to goe forth on the 7 th day or Sabbarh day : 
& this was the journey which God forbad;namly an vnnecefla« 
ry iourvy; for why ſhould they goe abroad toſeeke Manna, on 
a day, wherein there was none in the field? and why ſhould they 
ſeeke for it on the 7th day , when God gone them enough on 
the 6th day , both for it, and for the 7th day alſo ? now I pra 
ſhew me, where is that rigorouſe ſtriftnefſe of the lewiſh 
reft , for which end this text is brought ? is that to be eſteemed 
arigorouſereſt when mea are forbidden to trauaile on the Sab- 
bath day, when they haue noneedeat allto trauaile, ? 8 when 
their iourney is friuoloule , & to.no purpole ? if this be a /ewiſſs 
ſtrineſle, we Chriftians vſe jt, and vrge it at this day : for, we 
permit notto trataile on the Lords day , ypon euery lleity oc. 
cation, 

And doe they not want matter (thinke yon) againſt Gods 
Sabbathes , when they are forced to racke vp ſuch poore ſtuffe 
as this is againſt them > | 1 WK

An other reaſon hee vieth 4 taken out of Exod. 35.3. where the 
Iew is forbidde to kindle a fier on the Sabbath day:yee ſhall kindle 
29 fier throughout your habtationes on the Sabbath day, and herein 
( faith bee ) Rood the rigorouſneſle of the Tewiſh reft. 

| Herevnto I anfwer , that this text if ynderſtod penerally, it is 
(ct ypon the tainter hoockes, and ſtretched beyond meaſure : yee 
have a text to wit, the qth com. ſaying , in it thow ſhalt not doe any 
work? , this text, the ſame diyines can vnderſtand it 8 expound it, 
with a duc {imitation , to wit , of. common ordenary and ſeruile 
| | workes:

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Forkes : why then by like reaſon , can they not add ithe ſame li- 
mitation, in the ſame caſe,to this text alſo, Exod. 35.3? and fo yn- 
derſtand it thus , thou ſhalt kindle no fier, that is, to doe orde- 
nary, common, & feruile workes withall, likeas common B- 
hers , and Brewares doe , by making it parte of their' trade: thus 
workes of neceſſity and charity to be done on allbe 
no more forbidden in this text Exod. z 5.'3.then they areinthe grh 
com. Exod: 20.10.to kindle a fier,as Bakers doe, is a ſeruile worke; 
but otherwiſeit is a worke of mercy , when but to warme one, 
and the like, 

Alſo it might haue a ſpeciall reference vnto the building of 
the Tabernacle, Exod. 35.3.4 5. whereof there was no ſuch ne- 
ceflary haſt , as that Fl {rould kindle fiers on the Sabbath, to 
worke about it. 

For vs to thinke, that God whoalloweda bea#F to be led to the 
water onthe Sabbath ; and allowed the Iewes to lift a beaſt our 
of the ditch on the Sabbath ; & to plucke and rubb eares ofcorne 
onthe Sabbath , wold forbid them to kindle a fier on the Sab- 
bath , to dreſſe a morſell of warme meate, for their dinner, and 
ro warme them ſ+ues in cold winters weather , when they came 
from Church, that ſochey might be the more freſh and lively to 
ſerue God againe in the afternone , thers no ſhew of reaſon in it? 
would God haue mercy ſhewed to a beaft' on the Sabbath , and 
none ofa man , that is made after his Image? what likelihod is 
there of this ? 

Further our Saviour ſaith the Sabbath was made for man Mar, 
2.27. ſoto expound this text Exod. 35. 3. therefore , as ifaman 
might not , no not ina caſe of necefſity, kindle a fier, in the time 
of froft and ſnow , to warme himlelfe , and the like , is to make 
the Sabbath not for man, but againſt man: and to make man for 
the Sabbath, contrary to the words of our Saniour, = 

Apaine our Sauiour Chriſt, was preſent at a feaft;on the Sab- 
bath day, Luk. 14. I, 2. 3.4.5.6.7. 8c. now at a feaſt, there is 
commonly a fier,to dreſſe meate forthe noo & there is atten- 
dance to be giuen by ſeruants, and the like ; now C hriſt by his 
preſence at ha feaſt, allowed of hier kindling , & of others as 
great workes , as the kindling of afier is: wherby ir appeareth,

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that this text is wreſted , when ir is ynderſtod ſo rigorouſly , as if, 
God had forbad bis people to kindle a fier in ap caſe : thus you 
ſee, that it is but & launder brought vp vpon the Iewiſh Reſt, 
to lay it was rigorouſe ; but ſuch ſlaunders are frequent , to 
loata men of Gods Sabbath,

A third reaſon hee fetcheth out of Ierem, 17,21, and Neher, 
13.15. take beede to your ſelues , and beare no burden in the Sabbath 
day , here ſaith hee , the Iewes might beare no burdens on the 
S.bbath, ? L. 

Hlcreynto I anſwer briefly, thattheſe texts, as any man may 
ſee by the contexc,{peake onely of burthens bearing, in an orde- 
nary & common cale, as a {eruile worke : but that all bearing. 
of burdens , was forbidden to the lewes is falte ; for Chriſt him 
lelfe commanded rhe ſicke man to carry his bedd, on the Sab- 
bath day , Ioh.y, 8.9. 10, ſeeing therefore , that Gud did not 
turbid a man to carry a burden on the Sabbath day , in his ne- 
celſity, where is there any grownd then here, for any man to 
lay ,the IeweiſhReft was ſtrit and rigorouſe? I neuer yer 
could {ce but that God allowed the [wal , as much liberty on, 
the Sabbath day ,/as he alloweth Chr:3t;anes ; and as much liber- 
ty, as Miniſters grant ynto Chriſtians on the Lords day:& 
therefore it is but a meere ſlaunder , to ſay the Iewil h Reft, 
was rigoroule : & the diſtinftion berwixt the Iewiſh reſt and 
the Chriſtian Reſt is a diftin&tion without a difference : for all 
workes of mercy,, and workes of neceſſity , might be done by 
the lewes on theSabbatb day , as well as by vs Chriſtianes now,

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HerevntoI anſwer, x. for aſmuch aswefind, that God hath 
added and exprefledan exception to ſome Sabbaths,- we miy 
therefore thinke , that the ſame exception, is. tobe vnderftod, 
in all $abbaths; ſee Exod. 12.16. no worke ſhall be done; ſane about 
that which enery man m3 cate : that only may yee doe, in which 
words you (ee, thatalbeit God forbad all manner of worke, yer 
he gaue an exception , allowing men to worke fo farr forth, as 
may c6cerne their preſent necellity,thar is,rodrefſe their meate 
on that day, which they muſt eate on that day: I confeſſe 
this was a ceremoniall Sabbath ,but for almuch as, God put no 
difterence, berwixt the ceremoniall & the Morall Sabbaths,for 
ſtrineſle of reſt ( for it was death, to any-man , that did any 
worke on either of chem both, as you may lee, Leuit. 23.30, & 
Exod, 3x.15.) therefore we may thinke , that there is the ſame 
realon of both, | 

2, 1 anſwer,that this text is not rightly vnderftod 8 applied: 
for they ſuppole that Moſes bad theſe Iewes bake to day, thar 
was,on friday,all the Manna which they had gathered that day, 
to wit, the ij. omers , ſo asnone ſhould be to bake on the next 
day being Sabbath day ; bur it is to be noted, that Moſes lefe it 
to their will, how much to bake that day, how much to leaue 
vabaked; for laith the text, bake that which yee will bake, and 
ſeeth that which yee will ſeeth ; he ſaid not, bake all, & ſeerh all; 
but bake & leeth what ye will;againe,where he ſaith that which 
remanieth, lay it yp vntill the morning: they ynderſtand theſe 
words thus, that that which remanieth baked, ſhould be laied 
vp ; but ſo much cannot be colle&ed out of this texr; but the 
contrary is rather the traeth, namely, that that which remained 
vnbaked was laid vp vabaked wvntill the morning : 8 this the 
context giuerh light vnto; for on other daies if they reſerued 
any vntill the morning it ſtank,v.20, but on this day, what they 
relerued, it ſtank not, v.24, now foralmuch as Moſes recorde:h 
it, as a wonderfull thing, that it ſtanke not,nor was full of wor 
mes, by releruing it;ir piueth vs to vnderſtand, that it was laied 
yp vnbaked; for what wonderhad itbene, that it tanke nor,nor 
had wormes in ir, if it had bene baked ? (eing that baking,dorh 
prelerac taings from ſtinking,and wormes breeding: it is more 
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likly thereſore, that as they baked every other day, ſo much as 
they did eate onthat day,fo they did or-the Sabbath day:So this 


rext proueth not,that the Iewes baked & boiled all their foode, 
on friday. | | | 

One 4” heere giue vntoall their 4. texts together; if 
the Reſt commanded tothe Tewes in the 4th com, be a rigoroule 
Reſt,& ſo ceremoniall, then is rhe whole Sabbath & grh com, 
vtterly aboliſhed, as rigorouſe & ceremoniall alſo : fur there is 
but one kind of Reſt in the qth com. take away that , and take 
away all Reſt; & ifthat be rigoroule & ceremoniall , take away 
that,and then may men follow their Jaboures , in their ſeuerall 
houſen, and in the fields. | 

An other anſwerl giue vnto all their 4, textes, which is this, 
that if it could he proued, that the Reſt which the lewes kept, 
was _ , then might we more ſafely hold, that the ri. 
gorouſneſle of their Reſt was Iewiſh and ceremoniall,then that 
any thing commanded in the Morall Law,is Tewiſh and ceremo- 
niall: for this Law of kindlipg a fier on the Sabbath, being nor 
mentioned inthe Morall Lay, but written elſewhere, it may be 
queſtioned rather whither it was any branch of the 4th com, or 
expolition of it; or whither it was ſome ſpeciall Law peculiar 
vatothe Nation of the Iewe; becauſe in thoſe hore countries, 
they might better want a fierthen wee m coulder rigiones can, 
and better feed /on cold meates, dreſſed the day before,then 
wee in theſe {colder countries cane: and fo the Morall 
Law (ſhould be maintainedRiill in its Integrity and perfeRion: 
& why may not theſe particular Lawes, not being written in 
the Morall Law,and Tables of ſtone, be adwentiziouft, and onely 
added tothe4th com. as peculiar tothe Iewes, and thole times 
& Repiones, a$ was that Reaſon prefixed to all the 10. com, 
that God brought the ont of the land of Epypt,wbich is alſo added 
rothe 4th com. Deut,g,15.and as was that Law, of offering ij. 
Lambes, on the Sabbath daies Numb. 28.9.10. 

T bus then you haue leene their textes, for the prouing of 
the lewes Reſt, to be tull of intollerable tritneſſe 8& ripour; 
bur you le how they faile jn the matter;wherefore I may lately 
ccnclud, that it is but a {launder , raiſed ypon the Lords Sab- 
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baths, to make men afraide ofthem, and to loath then: for 
God required no more ftriftnefſe of a Iew ; then he doth of a 
Chriſtian ; nor any lefle of a Chriſtian, then he did of a Iew;the 
4th com. ir is one & the ſame, to ſew & to Gentile, as are all the 
other 9, commandements. | 

SECT. V. 

Hauing made anſwer vnto their textes, whereby they would 
prone the Reſt of the Sabbath, partly ceremonial, becauſe ri 
rouſe : we are now to come vnto their textes, wherby they 
would proue the time, to wit, the 7thday, in the 4th com, to be 
a ceremony, & ſo aboliſhed : but firft this would be noted, that 
ſince they cannot proue the Reſt in the Sabbath, rigorouſe and 
ceremoniall, now there is nothing commanded in all the 10 
commandements , which they can except againſt , but onely 
the queſtion it ſelfe betwixt vs , to wit, the time, & 7th day : 
now how they will diſproue this you ſhallſee. 

Their firſt texte which I will produce is that Mat. 12, 8. for 
the ſone of man is Lord of the Sabbath: hence ſome argue thus, that 
becauſe Chriſt is called the Lord of the Sabbath day , therefore 
he did alter & chang the Sabbath day, 

Herevnto I anſwer,that admit,the Heire of a Mannour houle, 
becaule he is Lord of that houſe , he may deftroy it, and pull 
it downe; yet it doth not therefore follow,that he will, or bath 
deſtroyed ir, & pulled it downe; {o, be it, that Chriſts as Lord 
of the Sabbath might deſtroy it , yer it followeth not that he 
did deſtroy it : no, the contrary rather followeth , that becauſe 
Chriſt was Lord of the Sabbath , therefore he did and for euer 
will, maintaine & vphold the Sabbath ; for it is the property 
of Lords, to vphold their mannour howlen ; & todefend thoſe 
things whereof they are Lords , to the 'ytmoſt of their po- 
wer. 

Chriſt is the Lord ,. both of the dead & of the quicke Rom, 
14.9.will it follow,becauſe he is Lord of the quicke, that there- 
tre , he will deſtroy the quicke ? no,all that will follow out of 
this text, is no more but this , that Chriſt ſheweth ys , how we 
may in a caſe of neceſſity vſe ſome labour, to plucke cares of 
corne & the like , to ſatilfy preſent bunger : thus the Lord of 
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a corne field, will in a caſe of neceffity, permit his ſeruants , to 
make a pathway,thorough the mideſt of the corne; bur yet wold 
be exceedingly wroth with them,if rhey ſhould trample all the 
field ouer , noneceſſity compelling them thereto; and [o dealr 
Chriſt the Lord of the Sabbath, with bis ſeruantes, he gaue them 
leaue to make a path thorrow it, as it were, l 
Laſtly it cannot be , that Chriſt did here at this time deſtroy 
the Sabbath day;for it was not yet time for it;for Chriſt deftroy- 
ed & aboliſhed no cetemonies , vntill his dearth vpon the Crofſe 
Col, 2. 14. if therfore the Sabbath day , had bene a ceremony, 
we cannot thinke that Chriſt would aboliſh it , now whilſt he 
liued,& fo long before his death: & chus much for this text.

Hereunto I anſwer, but briefly, becauſe I baue touched this text 
before: wheras the text ſaith,o/d things are paſſed away ,therfore 
they thinke the o/d Sabbath is paſſed away too ; if this be a good 
realon,then may we further reaſon thus, that becauſe old thin 
are aboliſhed , therefore all the xo commandements are aboli. 
ſhed too, for they are old things: but the Apoftles of Chriſt haue 
taaght vs better diuinity ; for they in the new Teſtament , doe 
ſend vs to thole old things, in;the old Teſtament , ſaying, what 
ſoener things were written aforetime , were written for ot lerning 
Rom.15.4. and S, Iohn ſaith, I write no new commandement vuto 
you , but an old commandement Oe, x Toh.2.7. | 
2. Ianlwer, this text is wreſted, becauſe it is not vnderſtod;

A third rext ge thetime of the zthday Sabbath,is Toſh: 10. 
x 3.wher ieis{aid,that theSwne abode in the midſt of heaue,@haſted 
not to goe down of a whole day: \ome Miniſters make a great deale 
of title ratleing about this ſtanding ſtill of the Sune, in Ioſhua bis 
| time 
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time ; 8 hereby they thinke that time is ſo confounded, as now 
no man ae preciſely which is the 7th day : & becauſe the 

7th day cannot be knowne , hence is plea enough for them,to 
ouerthrow the Sabbath day, becauſe it cannot be knowne ;this 
argument is much prefled againſt me by <M.Srinnet for one, 
HercyntoI anſwer 1, by this reaſon then it ſeemeth,thar nei- 
ther the Prophets, nor the Church of God, that lived after the 
ſtanding till of the Sunne in Ioſhua his time, vntillChriſt time, 
did euer keepe, or were bound ro-keepe,the Sabbath day ; or to 
yeeld any obedience vnto the 4ih coma, & by this reaſon the Ie- 
wes, neuer after the ſtanding till of the Sunne, kept , or were 
bound to keep the paſſover, on the 14th day of the moneth z nor 
their other feaſt dayes ; & all forſooth becauſe the ſtanding ill 
of the Sunne , had made ſuchan alteration of time, that 
knew not Sarwday from Swnday any longer , nor the 14th day 
of the moneth from the 13th or 1 gth dayes of the moneth; are- 
not thele men worthily counted enemies to Gods Sabbaths, and 
are they nat very defirouſe to ouerthrow them,when they ſtudy 
for ſuch ſimple ſtuffe as this is, againſt them? is not this ro make 
a needlefle, voluntary , and ynneceflary oppoſition to Gods or- 
dinance.? for what neceſſity is here in this text 3 to movie a man, 
to oppoſe God inhisSabbathes > 
2, I proue their grownd falſe,whereon they build; they ſup- 
pole the 7th day cannot be knowne, becauſe of the ftanding Rill 
of the Sunne: but I proue , that long after the Sunns- ſtanding 
ſill, the 7th day , was knowne ; for after Chriſt his reſurre« 
tion , all the li Euangeliſts. doe cale -our: Sanday , | the 
{rt day of the weeke : if then Sunday: be the firſt day-in their 
account, rekone onwards, & Saturday after it muſtbe the >th. 
day; {othe the ſtanding ſtill of the Sunne hindreth-not from the 
knowledge which day is the yth, and which day isthe firſt &c,. 
other re, I giue alſo in my.former booke , but theſe are 
enough,& too many for ſuch idle arguments.

In the 
roth com, it is (aid thou ſhall not conet'thy neighbors aſſe : now | 
thowſands in 'par country haue no Aﬀes , will they therefore 
conclud,that ſuch men among vs,whoſe neighbors haue Aﬀes, 
are not forbidden, to Conet their neighbors Ale , becauſe this 
branch of the xoth com, doth not reach yntoeuery man? 
Others obie&,that we cannotkeepe the Sabbath day;becauſe 
our Saturday begineth not iuſt at rhe ſome point of time, 
when the Iewes Sabbath day begane in (naar ; but by the like 
reaſon we w7 now ſay,that we cannot celebrate the Lords Sup- 
per neither : for, we dripk not iuft the ſelfe ſame kind of wine, 
which Chriſt drank at ſerwſalem ; nor is it likly that we eate the 
{elfe ſame kind of bread: for we eate whitebread, but in regard 
of Chriſts poyerry, it is nor vnlikly thathe vſed browne or corſe 
bread, 2, By the like, the lewes might haue thus abſurdly rea- 
{oned alſo;zwhereas the Sabbath day was commanded on Mount 
Sinay, Exod, 20. yea , one moneths iourney before they came 
to Mount Sinay, in the wilderneſſe /of Sin Exod, 16.r.23: yea, 
and in an other remote place,asin that parte of the world whey 
about Paradiſe was , ſince the Sabbath was from the Creation ; 
hence the [ewes might thus peruerſly haue argued , ſaying, wee 
&c now in; Canaan , or in Capriuity in a country that is farr

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remote from Mount Sinay,where the Sabbath was commanded, 
or from th2 wildernefſe of Sin,or that parte of the world where

God requireth not'a people to 
begine his 7th day Sabbath, when other remote Nations begine 
theirs, but onely thE,when by the light of the Sunne, which rules

This point is further proſecuted in my former booke , but 
enough & roo much hath bene here ſaid to this idle argument : 
men haue ſo little reuerence of God,and of his lawes, and of his 
ancient ordinance the Sabbath, that they thinke any thing is 
good enough, how idle and ridiculouſe ſoeuer to throw againſt 
the ſame ; euery frothie conception of an idle braine, is watter 
ſound enough,to buze and make a noile in peoples eares,againft 
that ſacred time , which God bimlelfe hath ha/lowed & ſanttified; 
& honoured amongſt his morales,

{ome light vato,{es Gal. 4. $. 9. 10. where the Apoſtle putterh 
the Galatians in minde of the time when they knew not Gad, and 
aid ferntice unto them which aie not Gods,and then he tellethrhem, 
thit now they knew God v.9. and then he addeth his reproofe 
ſaying, how 14rne yee ag.ame vnto beggerly rudiments. Fs. ye obſerne + 
Aies Fe: by which orderly placing ctthele things , and ly his 
minding them of! the! timg wherein they were Jdolaters,and 
bereypon {peaketh/ of theif r-rming ag4ine , this giucth%vs' to 
yaderitand , that he {peaketh of their turning againe vatoſom. 
thing they vicd inthe time ct heir Idvlatty , when thcy knew 
not Gad : and\ſo the dayesand times which he reproged them 
for obleruing, might be the dayes dedicated vrto Idoles : this 
ſeole AM. Perkenes tagoureth, in his Cates of conſcience, Chapt, 
16.SeRh, 3. pag. ro8.and thus Walexs on the gth com, pag.93- 
an{wereth to thele textes,/as ſpoken of the Gentiles white and 
blacke,dayes cleane and vacleane meates, The like may be ſaid 
of the dayes {poken of in Rom.14.5. for,it is like thatthe dayes 
here mentioned,were of the fame kind,withthe meares, ſpoken 
of inthe ſame chapter y. 2.3.14.now ir is like that theſe meares 
here ſpoken of were meares {acriticed vpto Idoles,as 1.Cor.ro, 
27. of which, {ume beleeuers would eate , others being weakec 
would nor eate:& I doe the rather thinke theſe migt be meates 
{acriticed ynto Idolcs, then meates vncleane by the Leuiticall 
law, becaule the Apoſtle {peak cth of cating of herbes Rom. 14.2. 
Now I remember nolaw;about eating or not eating of herbes : 
it is therfore more probable, that this eating of herbes by the

rune into thole ablurdeties, which they of che contrary opinion

Behold bow eaſy a matter iris, to reconſile ſcripture with 


(cripture, the 4th com, with other textes ſeeming to contradict 
it, to ſuch as haue eyes in their heads, and affectiones in'theic 
hartes to doe it: but when they,theſe aduerlariesto Gods trueth, 
come to touch thele & the like textes, with their pollated hids, 
& impure minds, by way of expoſition & argumentation,they 
are ſo farre oft from reconciling of the holy ſcriptures,as they will 
make no worke of it, but toſer Scripture by the eares,: as they 
fay; text againſt text, making one text as fier,the otherias water; 
the one iulleing & ſhouldering out of place the other; the one 
text commandeth the 7th day, the other they. make to torbidde 
the zth day: & yet all this hurly þurley , & oppoſition of rexr 
apainſt rext, is made needleſly, 8 cauleleſly ; no thing mouing 
thereynto, but the corrupt minds of ſuch as are enemies to this 
ancient ordinance of Gods Sabbath: for fuer I am, thers nothing 
in the rextes themlelues , to moue them & compell them here-

For the Major, I depy that all ſignes of Chriſt are aboliſhed: 
For,they can not proue it {and becaule there are fondry (ipnes 
cf Chriſt rewayming till ; for example , the Bridgroome , was 
made atypeorfigne of Chriſt lob, yg. 29. Reuel, 29. 9.and as 
we reade cuery where in the booke of the Canticles:lo the Shep- 
h:ard Ioh, 10, 11, was made a ligne of Chriſt ; and yet thele 
relationes remaine {till : we haue Bridgroomes ſtill , and Shep- 
heard ſtill, 2. certaine meates legally vncleane,as the Hare,rt 
Conie, and the Swine Leuit, 11.5.6, 7. they were made a figne 
of Chrift Act, 10. 14, 15. Col. 2. 16, and , yet for all that , all 
Hares, Conies, and Swinezare not aboliſhed,no nor as touchin 


abſtenence from them, as in a faſt. 3, The Rocke in the wil- 
dernefle, was made aſigne of Chriſt, x Cor, 10. 4. and yet the 
Rocke is not rekilbe, out of its place}, becauſe it was once 
a ſigne of Chriſt, nor is it become vſeleſſe, but that men may

deny : the Sabbath was net made a fipne of SanRtification: but 
onely a figne of God the Lord, For the word Sanftihe in this text, 
is vied as a deſcription of God, not as the antitype or thing ligni- 
fied: the antitype or ring nified is onely the Lord: as it the 
rext were thus read, My Sabbath 35 a ſigne,that yee mayknow,that

tied and typed, then that word would: not haue bene omitted 
here,as being the chicfe thing intended: T hus you ſee,tbe Sab-

My third anſwer , is by diſtinguiſhing of the word ſantlify :

A 3d inſtance : The Lord gaue Aoſes a figne or token , that 
hee had (ear him to delinerthe Iſralites;now the {12ne was this, 
that after he bad brought the Iſraelites out of E s , both hee 
& they ſhould ſerue God vpon the Mount Horeb,Exod,z.1.12, 
where you ſee, that rhe ſigne, was a good while after that the 
thing ſignified was come: for the thing ſiznified was this, that 
Moſes ſhould goe vnto Pharaob and alſo-bring the children of 
Iſrael out of Egypt, Exod. 3,11, now after hee had bene with 
Pharaoh, & after he had carried the lſralites our of Egypt, 
then was the ſigne not aboliſhed, bur tobe vied : An other in- 
ſtance of like kind, we find in Ifa, 7, 14 you may ſee ir at your 
leifure : by all which inftances this one thing appeareth, that 
a ſigne may remaine,log after the thing ſignified by it be come, 
6 vhus is their 3d argament anſwered. 

Oh, how doe theſe men loue the Law of God > who thus 
diſpute againſt it? and what would bethe iſſue, ifthey could 
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obraine their defires? why this, Gods Law ſhould become A 
eMonſtre : & we Proteſtantes ſhould become Anabapriites, & 
profane perſones , kepeing no Sabbaths at all, for b« fides this 
Sabbath, they ſhall neuer be able to ſhew vs any other. 

Hauing anſwered to all that they can fay out of chis rext, & 
to enery argument feuerally , now I come to gine th. anſwers 
more, which may ſerge to every of their 3. arguments: bur firſt 
I d:fire my adaerſaries, either ro imbrace thele my anſwers, and 
diſtinftiones, whereby I would preſernue Gods Sabbaths, or elſe to 
ſtudy ſuch others, as may pleaſe them better; or elle they bee 
wray abhominble partiallity ro Gods Law & trueth: for they 
cane preſerue nyhe commandements, & halfe of the 4th,8& why 
not the other haife, & ſo all the tern intirely? 

Firſt , whereas they rake jt for granted, that the Sabbath here 
mentioned, Exo.31.13. which they fay is made a ligne of ſanc- 
tification, that it is theSth day Sabbath , mentioned in the 4th 
com. this I deny: there are (it. fortes of Sabbaths, the weekly 
zth day Sabbath ; 8 the yeerly Sabbaths : now this their rext, 
may be vnderſtod of the Anhuall and yeerly Sabbaths , which 
neuer came into the Morall Law : if therefore I ſhall make it 
appeare, that this rexr of 'theirs, may be vnderſtod of the 
Annuall and ceremoniall Sabbathes,and nor of the morall, weekly 
Sabbath z then is all their labour loft, and all cheir 3 arguments 
frivoloule ; for all their arguments haue argued onely againſt 
the yeerly ceremoniall Sabbaths , the which no man will def{«nd- 
for this purpoſe therefore, note theſe things: 7 

r, It is yery improbable , that all thole verſes v. 13.14.15, 
16,17, whichare 5 in number, ſhuuld treate but of one kind of 
Sabbath , to wit, the 7th day Sabbath , as may appeare by the 
yery reading of them ouer , vnleſſe you would lay here were 
a Taurologie , ouer and oner againe with the fame thinge, 
Wherefore iris more probable , that in this long and large dif- 
courſe of Sabbaths, Moſes ſpeaketh of) ſortes of Sabbaths,of 
the yeerly Sabbaths in Exod.z1.13.14. and of the weekly Sab- 
bath in Exod. 31, 15. 16. 17, ſome light is added herevnto, if 
we doe but oblerue Moſes ; for he vierh often in ſpeaking of 
the Sabbatb , to mention both Linds before he hath done , that 
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is , both the armiuerſary Sabbaths , and the weekly Sabbath , as 
you may feein Exod. 23. 12. 14,15, 16, and in Exod, 74.2t- 
22,23, and in Leuit. 23.3.4, 24-32.38.39. 
A 24d reaſon may be this;the Lord had giuenMoſes in charge 
ro build the Tabernacle , Exod. 25, 8. y, the making whereof, 
would coſt greate & longe labour ; now leaſt the people ſhould 
thinke, that becauſe the worke about this Tabernacle, was an 
holy worke, perteyning voto God,for his ſeruice and _— | 
that therefore they might pur no difference of dayes , whilſt 
they were in this worke , but that they might worke ypon the 
Sabbaths alſo, whither weekly Sabbaths, or yeerly Sabbaths,as 
well as on the 6 working dayes ; to preuent this , Notwithitan- 
ding ( ſaith the Lord ) my Sabbaths ” ſhall keepe &e, Exod.zr. 
I}, &c, as if the Lord had faid, albeit 1 will that you make me 
A Tabernacle &c, Yet I will not, that you worke aboutiron 
my Sabbath dayes; now becauſe the people, were as prone, ypon 
this occation of building the Tabernacle, to worke ypon the 
yeerly Sabbaths when their turne came, as ypon the! weekly 
Sabbath , on the 7th day, therfore it is meete for vs to rhinke, 
that God would as well make prow:ſion heere, for his yeerly Sab- 
baths, as for the weekly Sabbath: and that therefore in this: texr 
Exod, 31, Moles ſpake of the yeerly Sabbaths , as in y, r3.14- 
and of the weekly Sabbath, aSiny,r5.16.t7, that{o the people 
appointed ro worke about the. Tabernacle, as Bezaleel| and 
Aboliab and thereft , they might not worke,, either vpon-the 
yecrly or weekly Sabbath: bur were all theſe 5; verſes, ſpent anely 
about one kind of Sabbath , as the weekly Sabbarb! onely\, then 
had not God made proyiſion heere for. his: yeerly| Sabbaths, 
which cannot belikly, | ISIE 
A third reaſon may be this, that in theſe fewe- verſes y, x3 
14. 15. 16, 17. there is threatened the puniſhment of death, to 
thoſe that doe any worke on the Sabbath, two {euerall-ritnes,/& 
in two ſeuerall yerſes,, as in'y, 14. whoſoeger worketlithetein, 
the ſame perſon ſhall be cut of from his people : and in V+ 154 whos 
/ ſoeuer doth any worke in the Sabbath day ; ſball dye the dearh, 
/ Now itis notlikly , that one and the ſame puniſhwent ſhould 
be repeated, and twile together threatened , for the breach of 
Vv3 ne 
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one kinde of Sabbath day: and therefere to auoid a Tautologie 


and needleſfe repetition , it is moſt likly that here Moſes ſpake 
of two kinds of Sabbaths,of the yeerly Sabbathin v. 13. andſo 
threatened death to the tranſgreiſoures of them in v. 14, and 
of the weekly Sabbath-in v. iF- and fo threatened death alſo

Thus you ſee what liklibod there is,that the Sabbaths men- 
tioned in v, 13. vpon which they L 4 60 all their arguments, 
are not the zth day Sabbath, which is our queſtion ; but that | 
they are the yeerly Sabbaths,which never came into the morall 
law , and about which we make no queſtion at all : wherefore, 
rnlefle they cane cake away theſe anlwers , and proue vnto v, 
that by the word Sabbathes in y, 13. is meante the weekly 7, 
day Sabbath , they are beſids the queſtion ; all their labour bath 
bene in vaine,and all being granted them which this text 
cane afford chem , it will make onely for the aboliſhing of che 
yeerly Sabbaths, bur nothing for the aboliſhing of the 7th day 
Sabbath: for, ſuppole it granted, thar the yeerly Sabbaths , in v. 
I}, 14, were hpnes of SanQification, and Redemption by 
Chriſt, and therefore aboliſhed; yet it will not follow, that the 
weekly Sabbath in y.r5. 16. r7, which was kept in-memory of 
the Creation , and; was a igne , that God created the world y, 
x7, muſtalſo be aboliſhed, and ſo much for the formoſt of my

A ſecond inſtance for this purpoſe , ſhall be that other Sacra« 
ment , the Paſſeoner, conſidered, as it was vied after the! Angel 
| had ſmitten dead the firſt borne of the Egyptians , and paſſed by 
the houſen ofthe 1fralites : and here we are tonote as before, that 
the Paſlcouer \was a type or ſigne of rwo things , the one was, 
that God would paſſe ouer the houſen of the children of Iſraels, 
& ſpare them , when at midnight he would deſtroy others. Exod, 
12. 11, 12.13. The other was, that it was a {igne of Chriſt our 
Paſſeouer. 1. Cor, f, 7. Now after that the Angell had deſtroyed 
the turſt borne of the Egyptians , & ſpared the 1ſralites, then one 
of the types of 'the Pafleouer was fulfilled ; neuertheleſle , tho 
Paſſeouer was retained in the Church for many hundreth yeeres 
after ; and this was becauſe of the other type which was not then 
fulfilled : 

2. The Paſſeoner cold not beafſigne , vnto thoſe | Proſelytes 
who ioyned to'the Tewith religion , when they were in (anaan, 
of their deliuerance from the deſtroying Angell, who {mote all the 
firſt borne of Ezypr ; and yet it remained as afigne tothem , of 
Chriſt their Pafſeouer to come : thele Proſelite Gentiles left the 
lewes, in that which was proper and pec#/:ar vnto the Tew , thar 
is, to vie the Paſleouer as it was a ſigne of deliuerance obtained by 
the Iewes onely in Fgypt , and ioyned with them in the vie of the 
Paſſeouer as it wasa f1gne of Chriſt the common Paſleouer for Tew 
& Gentile both; ſee Exod. 12.25.26.27. Now ſuppoſethe Sab= 
bath was a ſigne of Chriſt,and therefore aboliſhed in that reſpeR, 
when Chriſt came; yet why may it not remaine ſtill, in that other 
reſpect, as 1t is 4 ſtone of the Creation ? if it was fo with the Paſſe= 
or it may be fo with the $ zbbath day : and , if thoſe Proſehtes 


who were Gentiles, did obſerue the Paſlgouer , negleQing ſuch 
X x things 
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things therein as were pecs/iar vrco the Tewes , imbraCing ſuch 
things onely as were\common to the Iewes and Gent!les both, wh 
may not wee Gentiles, lay aſide the typicall quality of the Sabbath, 
wherein it was pecwltar vnto the Tewes, & imbrace the Sabbath in 
other reſpe&es ; and as a figne of the Creation , vyherein it vyas 
common both to lew and to Gennle ? 

I come now to giue you inſtances of fignes, vvhere 4// the typi- 
call & rclatine nature is aboliſhed , and the abſolute nature remay- 
ning ſtill. 7, The Racke inthe vvild<rnefle, its abſolute nature was 
to be of a ſtony ſubſtance &c, And its ye, for men to vva'h and 
beaſtes to drink at :| Now this Rocke vvas made a ligne of Chriſt: 
For, thry draxke of the ſpirutaall Rocke that followed them ,and tle 
Rocke was Chriſt. x, Cor. 10, 4. fo this Rocke vyas a Sacrament- 
all ſigne : now vyhen Chriſt vvas come ( if not longe betore ) rhis 
Rocke ccaſedto bea ſigne of Chriſt any nga , and fo it loſt its 
relative and fignificatiue nature; but yer it ceaſed not to be a Rocke 
ſfhll, and of a Rtonie ſubſtahtce &c. And to be ylefull for men to 
vvaſh and beaſts to'drink at, it kept its abſolute nature : and fo , if 
the Sabbath be no longer 4 ſgne, yet it may be a Sabbath ſtill , and 
all thoſe 5 dueties which are the abſolute nature , forementioned, 
they may remaine ſtill : ſuppole therefore that they could proue, 
that all ignes are aboliſhed , or that all Gghes of Chriſt are aboli- 
ſhed , yetiryvould neuer follow , that the Sabbath is abvliſhed, 
any further forth then as it vyas a figne; it could leeſe but its relatiue 
and typicall quality, like as the Iucy buth doth , vyhen it is pulled 
dow ne; then it is no lonpera figne , buta buſh it isftill ; and fo a 
Sabbath it is ill; for its abſolute nature may remaine {till,ro vvit, 
7.Its reſt 2.its holy performſices, z.On the 7thday.

A 2d inſtance may be this , the Brz4groome vvas made a type of 
Chrift,as vve reade euery vyhere in the booke of the Canticles , & 
loh. 2. 29. Reuch, 19. 7. fo thc Shepheard wvas made a ligne of 
Chriſtloh, 10.11, and yet the death of Chrift, hath notaboliÞ-ed 
theſe relationes ; tor vve hane Bridgroomes and Shephcards ſtill, 

A 3d inſtance may be that of forbidden meates: yve reade of 
certaine meates forbidden to be caten by the law , as vncleane 
Leut,11,5.6.7, as the (ny, the Hare, and the Swine ; now thele 
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were made ſignes and Shaddowes of Chriſt, Col.2.16, x7. But 
Chrift being come, thele beaſtes ceaſed to be yncleane, and to 
be ſignes of Chriſt any longye Act. r0.14.15,12.13, Col.2.x6, 
17, {o,then they loſt their tignificatiue nature, but yet the ſame 
beaſtes loſt not their abſolute nature {o ſoone as Chriſt was 
come; for theſe beaftes were the {ame in nature and kind- the 
which they were before , the Hare was an Hare ſtill, the Cony 
a Cony ſtill &c, And why may it not be fo with the Sabbath 
day allo? it may be a Sabbath, though not a typicall Sabbath : or, 
the fleſh of the Hare,Cony,and Swine, may ftill be refrained,in 
a politicall reſpe&,as in Lent time; or in a Rel5gionſe reſpeR,as in 
a faſting x7 4 : and why then may not the Sabbath day be aboli- 
ſhed as a ſ1gne? and yet remaine ſtill, as a ſacred time for Gods 
worſhip? for the forbearance of thele meates, was as much a type, 
25 ener was the Sabbath day, & yet we may and doe forbeare 
them till : why then I ſay may we not ſtill rertaine the Sabbath, 
albeit it was a type? may we not alwell obſerwe the Sabbath now, 
which was a type, as forbeare thole meates now, which forbea- 
rance was a type ? 
Here I muſt craue leaue of my reader,to make a ſhort digre(- 
ſion, by way of defence of this laſt inſtance ; you ſee Icale the 
Swine a ſhaddow of Chriſt : this phraſe is exceedingly diſtaſted 
of ſome : by name eA.. Chappel, vndertaking to confute fome 
things in my former booke publikly , tooke hold of rhis for one, 
and in reprochfull mannerſaid , this Awthor makes the Swine a 
fipne of Chriſt, a Swine:ſh argument , quoth hee: which check 
was receiued by his auditory with greate applauſe, infomuch 
4s it hath bene runge in myne eares , | & caſt in my teeth ſondry 
times, by diuerſe men, what a {wineiſh argument, I vſed; now 
for the clecring of my ſelfe , ſee my former booke on the Sab- 
bath,at pag. 146,where did affirme the ſwine to be a Shaddow 
of (brift,8 Iproucdit there by Leuir.1 1. 5.6.7-Col.2.16.17. 
now that it is ſo,this text of S. Pauls will beare me out ; for hee 
laith that meate was a ſhaddow of things to come, bur the body 
is of Chriſt :'where $, Paul maketh meates tobe ſhaddowes of 
Chriſt, as well as holy daies, new moones, & Sabbaths , as you 
may (cein the text : now what meates , were ſhaddowes , but 
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the prohibited meares, f5rbitlden robe eaten ynder the Law? 
& what meates fin(l you in the Law forbidden to be eaten, but 


thele the Hare, the Cony , & the Swine, as you may read Leuir, 


11.5.6, 7. fo then, theſe forbidden meates, rhe Hare, the Cony,

A th inſtance ſhall be that which my aduerſaries will aNent 
vnito: for they lay the Reſt in the Sabbath day, is a type of the 
reſt in the Kingdome of Heaven , Heb.

A 5th inſtance ſhall be the feaſt of Penteco Ft or Wyit-Sunday, 
which was a Iewiſh feaſt day or Sabbath day, as you may read 
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in Lenit.23,15.16.21.6 it was allo aſigne,or Shadow of Chriſt 
to come, as you may lee, Col.2,16.17. &io.it was aboliſhed: 
Men rleta labs Chriftians doe keepe this, feaſt day, & fanc- 
tify it as aSabbath day once cuery yeere;for as Perer did preach 
vpon the day. of Pentecoſt, AR. 2, 114. {o doeth our Church 
vpon Whitſunday ; onely we baue caſt of.that ſhaddowiſhre- 
{pe whichit bad amongſt the Iewes,of beipg a ſigne of Chrift 
to come : wherefore, by the conſtant practiſe of our Church ,. it 
appeareth, that a lewiſ b ceremomall day, may be retained in our 
| Church,ſo be the ceremonies of it be reieRted:if then pentecoſt, 

a ceremoniall feaſt or Sabbath day,may be retained ina Chriftia 
- Church, why. may not the 7th day Sabbath allo be retained 
amongſt vs?yea if it could be proued a figne of Chriſt ro. come: 
thus by this inſtance youſee, that a Sabbath day may remaine, 
after its ſonificative nature or quality be yanilhed, 

Thus I haue finiſhed my two generall anſwers, the former, 
 tbewing that the 7th day Sabbath, is not (| Kory of intheir text, 

Exod.z 1-13. but onely the yeerly Sabbaths; the latter, ſhewing 
that if the 7th day Sabbath were ſpoke of in their rext,Ex.31.12 
yet no more is aboliſhed of this Sabbath, bur, its 4 xcpc_e CC 
typicall gue} - but the abſolute nature of the Sabbath, con-

My third generall anſwer (that I may deted the morall Law,

rally 8 orginatly, & lo 1 deny it was any /igre: for the ligne was 
not put intothe 4th com, muchleſſe to its firſt inſtitution, Gen, 
2,3. or it may beconfidered accidentally & . aduentuiouſly ,, and 
ſoit became a/igne after its inſtitution, asin Exod,z1,13, fo as 
the ſigne, was but accidentall and extrinſecall to the Sabbath; ir 
being added to it many hundreth yeercs after its. prime *ſt;- 
z#t10n;and I know not how long after its promulgation on Mount 
Sinay : in this latter ſenſe 1 yeeld it aboliſhed, but in the 
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former, I'deny it : for as the Rocke after it loft its typicalnefſe; 
ir ftill remained a Rocke; (o may the Sabbath; after Chriſt had 
aboliſhed irs typicalnefſe, which was affixed to it, it may ſtill 
remaine a Sabbath,as it was originally at its prime inſtitution; it 
may remaine ſtill, asa Sacred time for Gods worſhip, 8 as a fit 
time to refreſh{mi & beaſt in,ſpent with former 6 daies labour, 

Thus much for anſwer vnto this their text, Exod.z1,13, 
wherein we haue bene the larger, becauſe they ſtand ſo much 
ypon ir, as one of their ſtrongeſt fortes and ſuereſt houldes, but 
how weake youſee: there remaineth now but one'text more 
of theirs toanſwer, and it is4 maine and chiefe one alfo , it

ancient ordinance of Gods in his Church: for this purpoſe, it is to 
be oblerued, not onely that the Saturday, or 7th day Sabbath, 
was an ordinance of Gods, and in high honour in his Church; 
but alſo that it was one of the moſt ancient ordinances, that 
ever God eftablithed in his Church: for this Sabbath day, it did 
not onely obraine like priniledges,and bonour equally, with the 
refidae of the Morales, deliuered ypon Mount Sinay; bur alſo, 
it pleaſed God to San&tify this day at the very Creation {of the. 
world, as wereade Genel.2, 3. So God bleſſed the 7th day & ſanc- 
!rfied it: God did lanQtife this day , & reſted m it, making him 
{elte our prefidet, begwming this huly Sabbath in his owne perſon: 


now for any man'to oppole aty vf Gods ordinapces, wilfully & 
not 
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not compelled therevnto is aneuill , but to oppole ſo ancient 
an ordinance as is this Sabbath, is a farre greater euill; Baptiſme, 
and the Lords ſupper , are ancient ordinances in the Church, yer 
are th: y nothing ſo ancient, as be the Zords Sabbaiks : whereby 
you [ce, that theſe patrones of nowelty are enemies to. antiquity; 
| meane, thoſe who defend the Lords day far a Sabbath, which 
is a nouill thing , they are enemies tothe Sabbath day, which 
is a moſt ancient thing : were it ſome nouelty, or new ypſtare 
point in religion,which I ſpcake for,it were tollerable that they 
[hould oppole it; but being fo ancient an ordinance in Gods 
Church, as that it is backed with the greateſt antiquity; here to 
oppoſe, & that caulleſly, is moſt ablurd. 

Were they compelled herevato or conſtrained , by the 
vrogeing neceſſity of ſome portion of Scripture in the new Teſta- 
ment;or more ſpecially, were they compelled hereynto by this 
one text of Scripture Col.2,16,17.0r by any thing therein cone 
teined, they might be excuſed : but (eing this text , as well as 
all others, may oy ſo expounded,s it ſhall norany whit oppoſe 
this ancient Sabbath and ordinance of Gad ; and ſeing there is 
pocolle&tidn or conſequence, that is theace deduced againſt this. 
ordinance of Gods , which neceflarily mr & follow from this- 
text,therefore they are altogether ynexculable that oppole it, 8 
make it {o odioule before +4: people of God, 

Wherefore their abſurdety appeareth , partly in this , that 
they will oppoſe an ordinance of Gods ; yea one of bis\moſt ga-- 
cient ordinances eftabliſhed in his Church : and partly in this, 
that they will ſet themſelues againſt.che ſame , voluntarily and 
wilfully,for no cauſe at all, but becauſe they will doe fo, 

The 2 d abſurdety that theſe doe fale into, by forceing this. 
text Col.2,6.17,& (lo any other text al{o) againſt the Sabbath. 
day, commanded in the morall law,is this,that hereby they are 
manifeſt enemies; to the Law of Ged, I ſay, tothe miocalllaw of 
God Exo0d,20.written by the finger of God Exod.

I doe on all accationes diſtinguiſh,betwixt the 7zth day Sabbath 
. & the anniuerſary Sabbathes : my reaſones are'theſe 1. becauſe 
the zth day Sabbath is more auncient then the yeerly Sabbaths : 
for theſe began bur after the giuing of the Law; but that bepane 
before the giuing of the Law. 2, Becauſe God Santtified and 
hatlowed the 7th day Sabbath in a ſpeciall manner Genel, 2. 3. 
the which bonour he did not tothe yeerly Sabbaths: theſe were 
holy but by precept,burt that alſo by Prefident : theſe were holy 
but by deftination onely,but that was holy by conſecration alſo, 
3. Becauſe they are difſtin& in themſelues , the one being once 
euery weeke, the other once euery yeere, 4. Becauſe God pla- 
ced the weekly 7th day Sabbath in bis morall Law , and in the 
beart or firſt Table thereof, bur the yeerly Sabbaths were exclu- 
ded thence, and neuer came into the Tables of ſtone, 5,Becauſe 
the zth day Sabbath was a figne of, and kepy in memory of the 
Creation,which belongeth vnto all men alike, burſo was it not 
with the yeerly Sabbaths: there is good reaſon therefore , why 
I ſhould diſtinguiſh the weekly Sabbath , from the yeerly Sab- 
bathes, according as I haue done in all my anſwers, 
SEC TX 2X. 

Hauing in the former Setions of this Chapter , anſwered all 
their arguments brought againſt the Lords Sabbath; lo as it ma- 
nifeſtly appeareth,that it cannot be proued, that it is aboliſhed, 
but that ir is ill in force : now inthe laſt place, I parpoſe to 
ſpend this laſt ſe&ion of this Chapter, in a Difſwaſory«declara- 
tion of the common ſinne of our time, to wit, the finne of Sab- 
bath breaking, (£1. 


And here I would not be miſtaken , at the yety Threſhold & 
entry 
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entry of wy diſcourſe: for by the ſinne of Sabbath-breaking, I 
doe not vnderftand the ſinne of profanation of the Lords day, 
which tow a daies is called the f1nne of Sabbath-breaking , by 
our Minifters : for they in this point, make more fines, then 
ever God made : they deale by the Lords day, mow doe 
with ſome of their fell.wes.,, whom they make a Counterfait 
King, in the \ight of the people , by putting vpon him ſome 
robes & ornaments,like thoſe of the true King; & thus doe our 
Minifters; that they might honour this Lords day,in the eyes of 
the world, they haue made it a counterfait Sabbath day , and 
that by milcalling of it, Sabbath day : like as if a man ſhould 
cale one man, by an other mans name : thus they haue robbed 
the 7th day, of its proper & honourable name, that they might 
robe and decke with it, the $th day : but to leaue them to their 


. vanities & counterfaitings; by Sabbath day, I meane the 7th 


day from the creation, the Saturday , & day wher on God hims. 
ſelfe Reſted, & which is mentioned in his Morall Law ; and by 
the ſinne of Sabbath-breaking , I vnderſtand the violation and 
profanation of this day , contrary to Gods expreſle comman- 

dement, ff | 
The perſones guilty of this finne, are boch eAfiniſters and 
people: for the people tirſt zlet them know, & take {peciall no- 
tice of it, that rhey lay vnder the guilte of the (1nne of $ 1bbath- 
breaking, voto this day : & withouc repentance, are liable to 
thoſe curles, threatened in the booke of God,againſt tranſpreſ- 
loures of the Lawes of God:lI ſpeake what I thinke is the trueth 
in my loule & contcience, & 1 haue good cauſe thus to thinke; 
for, you haue {eene that it cannot be certainly & infallibly prg« 
ued, to the yndoubted fatisfaRion of any mans conſcience, that 
euer God did aboliſhriis {Sabbath day; now if it cannot be 
moſt euidently & apparantly proued , that it is aboliſhed, then 
though there coun nothing be ſaid for it more , yet it Is a fine 
zo profane it : bur:I haue more to ſay for it,as you ſhall hearein 
the next Chapter, for time to come therefore let men beware, - 
that they doe no more profane the Lords Sabbath day ; it will 
be a dongeroule matter to hinge, & gue on in {inne, after ad- 
monition and inturmarion;rthis let them take notice of, as being 
| fore - 
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forewarned, that they doe live and lye in the weekly breach,of 
one of Gods Lawes : for euery 7th day or Saturday, they doe 
not onely negle& the worſhip of God, but alſo notoriouſly 
profane the Lords Sabbath day, by buying and felling, by ri- 
| ding and goeing too market and fro market, 'by ploughing and 
carteing, by working in their Shoppes and howſen', euery man 
in his ſeuerall trade and occupation, and by doeing the moſt 
bale drudgery and kitching workes, on this ſacred day: when 
God ſhould be moſt in our minds, then he is furtheſt from our 
thoughrtes: let this be thought on, by all ſuch, as make any con- 
ſcience of Gods commandements. | 
But herevnto the people will reply, ſaying, Alas,what would 
you haue'vs co doe? we are no ſchollers, if it be an errour, it is 
inour Minifters and teachers, & not in vs; you ſhould 
doe well to apply this doQrine vnto our Miniſters . & not 
ynto vs ; we cannot iudge inſuch matters of difference & dith- 
culty &c, To whom TI anſwer, Alas, indeed, I pitty you from 
my hearr;this your errour is radically indede in your Miniſters, 
for the blind, doe leade the blind; neuerthelefle you haue your 
ſhare therinz becauſe you iuftify their doeings, & approue of 
their layiogs & douRtrines in this point : Gods proceedings are 
on this wiſe,that if the Minifter doth notadmoniſh the people, 
of thole things which are finnes: the Miniſters indede ſhall an- 
ſwer ro God for thy blood, but what will this anaile thee? for 
Thom ſbalt die for thine iniquity,as you may reade,Ezek.z3.8, & 
for this cauſe, iris fite , I ſhould giue you notice therof, albeit 
I meane tolay the chiefeload ypon your Minifters backes, laftly 
whereas you pleade, that you are not able to iudge in ſuch 
points as theſe, Herevnto I anſwer, that men ſhould be aſha- 
med to ſay they cannot iudpe, conſidering the time, as the A= 
poſtle ſpeaketh;for men haue now bene trained yp alongetime 
in the dorine of Chriſtian religion,& thereforeſhould be able 
to iudge; the Apoſtle biddeth ys to Tr3e all things , & keepe 
that which is good, 1 ,The. 5.21,& againe he ſaith, / ſpeaks as ynto 
them which haue vnderſtanding : 4wdge yee what Iſay, ,t, Cor.10, 
x5. Here you lee the Apoſtle would baue common iti ag to be

of Holy aRtiones : for which is the 7th day , we cannot but 
| knowe fince the Sunday or Lords day, is thefirſt day ; & what 
is meant by Holy aQiones,or ſanctifying of the day, we know by 
the like aftioneswe performe on cuery Lords day:a {male deale 
of lerning is enough for a man to iudge of theſe points ; where- 
fore that is but an excuſe, for people to ſay they are no ſchollers, 
& they cannot iudge of ſuch matters ; what can you not 1iud 
of your Catechiſme points , which you lerned in your Child. 
hoode ? | 

I confeſle for all this, there is difficulty aboutthis point, ro 
ſuch as are not exerciſed init (8 by the, way, itis a ſhame for 
any man, not to be fo well exerciled in all Gods x0 comman- 
dements, as not to be able to defend them, ynto the leaſt :ote & 
title againſt all oppoſers) but I deſire thee good Reader, bur to 
obſerue where the difficulty lieth : for the cleering of this,note 
with me theſe i rhingts hy 4th com.&,the oppoſition made againſt 
this 4th com,For the former of theſe; the 4th com. together with 
the things therin commanded, are laid downe moſt familiarly, 
& plainly , as bath bene ſhowne, ſo as thers no difficulty at all 
about that , no man but may eaſily ynderſtand, what itis which 
God requireth therin, & which day of the weeke God inioyned 
for a Sabbath: wherefore the difticulty that is, itjs in the op- 
poſition , made by Minifters, againſt ſomething commanded. in 
the 4th com,now it is true indeede,that in this oppolition, there 
arileth difticulty , becauſerhey trouble the waters of mens. yn- 
derſtaling,by bringing many & intricate reaſones out of [Scrip» 
tures, againſt che Sabbath day written in the 4th com, which in» 
rricate arguments,if theſe Miniſters'would forbeare.,then there 


were no diticulty at all, all were as plaine as a beaten path way; 
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Wherefore, fince you ſee where th2 difficulty lieth, my counſaile | 
to all ſuch people as plead ignorance, & want of lerning if this 
controuerly, ſhall be, that they would therefore rather follow 
God, then their Miniſters : for Gods way is a plaine, ſmooth, 
caly, & beaten way, ſo ag euery man lerned or vnlerned , may 
eaſily know, whar it is which God requireth in this Catechiſme 
oinr of his 4th com. bur their Minifters way, in ſetting them. 
Flue to abandon and roote our Gods Sabbath , it is ſuch a rugs _ 
ped way,& ſuch ad-fticult way, full of lo many lecret & hidden | © 
windings & turnings, as people of common capacety cannot 
concelue it, nor jadpe of ir, as themſclues lay : wherefore, my | 
counſaile vnto theſe is this , that they rather take parte with 
God,& with his Sabbath,then with their Miniſters againſt God | 
& his Sabbath: becauſe Gods way is an ealy & knowne way, bur | 
mans way is an intricate & difticult way, | 
And further, let them not dare toliue in the weekly tranſ- 
reſſion of the gth com. & profanation of Gods Sabbath day, | 
Poaritie themſclues oftely vpon this poore grownd , that their 
Miniſters ſay they may/lo doe ; & that their Miniſters bring 
many arguments our of the Scripture , for the aboliſhing of | 
Gods Sabbath day, fincethole argumentes ( as themſelues con- 
feiſe) they ynderftand n6t, nor are able to 1udpe of,for want of 
lerning,when they heare or reade them diſputed of: the Apoſtle 
da} laith, wh «tſoener 5s not of faith is ſinne, Rom. 14.23. If then they 
| cannot comprehend & conceiue of the oppotit arguments, 
brought againſt the Sabbath, when they are diſputed too & fro 
on boths ils, how can they worke in their calings on this Sab- | 
bath day ? they.cannot doe it of fuith, they muſt doe it dowbrs 
tingly, & ſofinfully:whercfore the better & ealter known way, 
is the (urer & {afer way, & that is to follow the example of 
God, reſting vpon the 7th day, becauſe God reſted on the prb 
day; & thus much for people. - INF 
I come now ynto Miniſters; the firſt thipg I layto their charge, 
ſs the profanation of the ſacred Scriptures, and word of God, 
wreſting of many and {ondry rextes of Scriprure,againſt the 
gth com, and the Lords Sabbath day,therein mentioned: there 
are many and fondry 'textes of Scripture , borh out of the old 
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T:ftament & out of the new Tc/tament,which they abule ogyiol 
the Lords Sabbath day,the particulars whereof you haucheard 
in all this Chapter hitherto,and how vainly, impertinently,and 
frivolouſly they baue vſed them, doth evidently appeare by my 
{eucral an{wers ynto them : now doe they not know , that one 
day they ſhall giue an accorpt to God,for takingGods N ame in 
vaine? and for vnreuerent toffing .of Gods word , hither and 
thither like a Tennile bale ? yea which is worle , they turne the 
point of Gods [word(his word I meane)againſt bimlelfe;(erting 
Scriptures rogether by the eares: for they ſet aboundance of 
Scriptures, both oat of the old and new Teſtaments,againſt the 
Lords Sabbath day,commanded co be kept by the 4th com, like 
as a man ſhould ſet abundance of dogges vpon a Beare:for they 
ſer all theſe texres of Scripture, againſt this one text of the 4th 
com:now whar may be the grownd ofall this ?I cannot deuile 
any befids this, thar their minds are foreſtaled with a preiu* 
dice againſt Gods Sabbaths , as that they are Iewiſhand the 
like,agd therefore downe they muſt: and to this end,the Scrip- 
ture muſt be ſer againſt them, 22 
It hath euer bene the praiſe of all ſober and Godly Diui- 
nes ,to ſtudy and endeauor the reconciliation of Scriptures 
ſcemeing to make oppoſition and Ccontradition : but thelemen 
are of a contrary Spirit : for hauing to doe with Gods tenn 
commandements , and by name the 4th com, they cannot abide 
to heare me ſpeake of a reconciliation, and to make'/a reconcil« 
ment betwixt the 4th com. Exod, 20.8, and this text Colol, 2. 
16.17. but all their ftudy and inyention is, how they may make 
thele two portiones of holy writ with others, to oppole one an 
other in the higheſt manner, & oneto ſhoulder out an other: my 


indeauors are by 2 reconciliation, to cauſe an Harmony ard .. 


(lweete accord among the Scriptures, that ſo we may till re- 
taine a moſt ancient and profficable ordinance of Gods in the 
Church; but their indeauors are, to reie& all reconciliation, & 
to caule a iarre and diſcord in the Scriptures, that ſo they may 
depriuce the Church of God, of a moſt ancient and proffitable 
ordinance of Gads,commanded in his morall Law. This is a 
profane yle and abulc of Scripture, to cauſe it to be at oddes & 
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variance with itfelfe, when as by a reconciliation and fit ſenſe, 
ir may be made to agree & accord ina {wete Harmoney, 

The 2d thing I lay to the charge of Miniſters, is that they 
haue liued along time in this ſinne of Sabbath breaking , and 
tran{greſſion of Gods 4th com. in their ſeuerall families ; the 
which without vnfecined Repentance, wil make them liable 
vnto all thoſe Curſes remporall and etervall , thereatened in 
Gods word, againſt ſuch as liue inthe tranſgreſſion of Gods 
Lawes, And further , if ſtill they (hall in time rocome, liue in 
the wilfull violation of. this ordinance of God, I giue them 
hereby to know , that they ſhall he guilty of a weekly finne , 
azainft Gods 4th com.drawing downe Gods curſes ypon them- 
felues and their families;euery Saturday or Sabbath day,weeke 
by weeke,ſo long as they ſo liue, 

This errour touching Gods Sabbath day , is not like ynto 
ſome other erroures , which are erroures in judgement onely, 
but like ynto thoſe more dangeroule and pernicioule erroures, 
whichare etroures both in iudgement nd in practiſealſo; for 


you ſee, that ſuch as are erronioully perſwaded, that this ſacred 


and SanRifiedtime , the/7th day Sabbath is aboliſhed ; forth 
with they fale to an erroniouſe praQtife alſo, 8 to trample vpon 
Gods Sabbaths , by profanation of them openly ; and by calling 
them Tewiſhreprochtfully, 

But happily they will reply,ſaying,wee doe not throw downe 
Gods. Sabbath , but God himlelte doeth it ; for it is God that 
hath aboliſhed the >th day Sabbath ; and therefore you doe ill 
to taxe vs for it; wherevntol anſwer, that it is falſe which they _ 
fay ; to father rhis their owne deede ypon Ged, is an heinouſe 
euill; that God hath not done this thing is apparent , in almuch 
as none of all thoſe Scriptures of Gods, which theyhaue brought 
againſt this Sabbath,doe neceflarily aboliſhir,as you haue ſeene 
by my anſwers ynto them one by one, ſo it is not God then bur - 
themſelues that haue done it ; and fol taxe themiuſtly, 

Yet further, 'M iniſters are guilty , not onely and alone of the 
finne of Sabbathbreaking,in th-ir owne families,but alſo which 
is more fearefu]l , they are puilty of the ſame ſinne committed 
by the people week!y; tur wiats the cauſe , why the people doe 

if not 
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not SanRify the Sabbath day properlie ſocalled,is it not hence, 
becauſe Miniſters teach people that it is aboliſhed, & Tewiſh, 
and therefore they onght not to keepe it holy? the people will 
lay the load of this finne , ypon their Miniſters an other day, 
when God ſhall rekone with them for it, crying out their 
Teachers, who miſled them. S. Iames telleth vs, if fome man 
hath converted an other from his errour , he ſhall ſane a ſoule, 


and ſhall bide a multitude of (innes Tam, 5, 19.20. If then this be 
an argument to perſwade all men , ro labour to brigg their bre- 
thren outof errours , becaule ſo they ſhall hidea multitude of 
fianes : what a terrour then ſhould it be vnto all Minifters , to 
thinke that they haue ſeduced the people, and led them into 
erroures ; for thus they haue opened a fountaine of finnes : for 
cuety ſingle perſon in their congregation , Maſter & feruant, 
Miſtris& maide,Parent & childe,euery one of theſe doe hereby 
fale into the finne of Sabbath breaking euery weeke , that is 50 
times in one yeere , ſoas if a man hath liued bur a matter of 40 
or 5 yeeres, he is guilty of the breach of Gods 4th com.Twen« 
ty hundreth times ; what a multitude of finnes are heere! & all 
theſe are the Miniſter guilty ofzthele are the multitude of finhes 
committed by one ſingle perſon in his congregation , but if a 
Miniſter hath 402 or 500 perſones, or a thowland perſones 
ynder his charge, what an infinit number of fines is hee guilry 
of ! let this be ceriouſly thought on. | 
Furthermore , if it doth come into the heart of the Magi- 
rate at any time, to thinke of a reformation (as God praunt it 
may ) what is it that quencheth that motion of Gods Spirir in 
him?is it not this ihe hee bethinketh him that his Miniſter,and 
ſo other Minifters,are of a contrary iudgemenr , affirming wirh 
one conſent, that this Sabbath day,is aboliſhed,and ceremonial, 
& Iewiſh? ſo then , Miniſters are not onely guilty of the breach 
of Gods Sabbaths,among the people for time paſt,bur alfo they 
hinder Reformation , in the perſones, in whoſe power it is ts 
make Reformation : By the mercy of God , we liue in a king» 
dome , that is zouerned by Chritian Magiſtrates ; and yader 
{ach pouerners, as have altredy made reformationes , in ma 
things, wuerein they haue bene informed by the Clergie z audT 
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verily beleene;they wonld as willingly take this pointinto their 
confideeaibat , if moned thereynto by the Miniſtry, as they 
hanedone other rhings : bur behold, they who ſhould informe | 
them, and cale ypon them, are dumbe and filent ; nay enemies 
and aduerfaries tothe cauſe! wherefore, that this Sabbath brea. * 
king is defended by Authoriry,and not reformed; bur the retor-" 
mation of it oppoted by Authority , this 1s to be imputed ynto 
Miniſters; ler this be ccriouſly thought on, AY 
Herevnto bappily [ome will reply, but theſe Miniſters who 
doe theſe things, are very zcalouſe & pou'y men &c. Towhom 
I anſwer, the more zealouſe' the worſe, & the more godly the | 
worſe: it were envuph for the moſt godlefle & profane men,to 
ſet themſelues againſt an ordinance of Gods, & to oppoſe his 
Sabbarhs; but for men fearing God, & zealouſe for God, that 
theſe ſhould ſhew thercſelues ſo regardleſſe ofGods ordinice, 
& ſuch enemies to bis Sabbaths,, this is in them a double ini- 
quity : for, who but they ſhould ftand for God , and defend | 
his Sabbaths>''' tf | 
In the third place,I lay many things to the charge of ſuch Mi- ' 
niſters as doe oppoſe Gods ancient Sabbath : as 1. that thereby 
they hane defaced Gods royall-Law , mangledit, & robbedirt 
of its integrity & perfe&tion : they haue diminiſhed the com- 
pleate number of Tenn Commandetnents : they haue made it a 
morall-ceremoniall Law, an horchpotch ; a very Monftre, 2. 
bbs bewray a greate want of love ytrto Gods Law, they doe | 
not loue it for irſelfe : for they indeayor might & maiae, top 
EET of ir: yea they are horribly partzall, in that; } 
they will” defend /all the other partes of Gods Law, againſt '. 
Anabaptifts; but will not defend this parte alſo againſt them, 
3- They open a flood gate to impiety and prophanefſe, among * 
baſe ; & draw ys to Anabaprtiſtry , by throwing downe Gods 
abbaths, 4. They are guilty of that ſnne in Deur, 12,32, and , 
of that'exrſe in Revuel. 22, 18. rg. threatened to ſuch as doe 
either addto Gods word, or detratt from it: for by that text,Ex, 
31.13. they have ynnectffarily detraRted frum Gods Law, the 
7th day Sabbath ; &,to that text, Colo!, 2.16.17. they haue vr- 
neceſſarily added, the 7th day Sabbath, for the ruine of it:now 
in 
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in thus docing , they bebaue themſelues, like men , that are 
weary of Gods (eruice, as if ir were a burden ynto them to ſanc= 
tife Gods Sabbaths, & as if it grieued them that Gods Sabbaths 
ſhould be morall ; were it not thus with them, they would ne- 
uer manageſuch arguments and Scriptures againſt Gods Sab- 
baths as you ſee they haue done, oh preiudice ! ob tempori. 
Zing! 

Bur admit , that by reaſon of negng with the times, a pro« 
iudice againſt the Sabbath as Iewiſh,is faſtened in their breaſts, 
l ſee no cauſe why they ſhould reie& the Matchlefſe example 
& pretident of God himſelfe, Exo. 20.10.11, is this fewiſh too? 
for they cannot abide it,that the Church and people of God, 
{ſhould be imitators & followers of God like deere Children: 
that is, thatthey (ſhould labour on thoſe daies wherin God 
wrought, & reſt on that day 'wherin God reſted, & fanQtity 
that time which God ſanified, yea and alſo commanded: but 
like men, that loued not to be like God, they will haue, the 
people reſt when God wrought, & worke when God reſted,8 
prophane the time which God SanRified : they bad rather goe 
| any way, then treade in Gods ſteppes & follow him, 

The laſt thing which lay tothe charge of Minifters, is that 
they baue takenaway one whole com. from the x0. comman« 
dements: in the former point, Ihaue taxed them for cakeing 
away [ome parte of a com, but here taxe them for taking away 
a whole com. by name the gth com. and this I thus make good 
againſt them; x, They haue taken away the time , to wit, the 
7th day, in the com. the which being gong, there is no daytime 
left2 in the com, ſothat an howre vpon any day in the weeke, 
ſpcnt at a Le&ture, in prayer, ſinging a Plalme, & hearing Gods 
word, is as muchas the 4th com, can now require, by their ex- 
p>{itiones : now therfore the 4th com, needeth no longer goe 
thus, Remember the Sabbath day : tor it may goe thus, Remember 
the Sabbath howre ; 2, They haue aboliſhed the dueties in the 
day,to wit, re, & Holy attiones: for the word Sabbath ſigni= 
tying reſt, this reſt they haue aboliſhed , by making the word 
Sabbath & reſt, in the 4th com. a hgne , Exod, 31,13.,anda 
Shaddow, Colof.2,17,& fo aboliſhed; now if the Sabbath and 
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reſt be aboliſhed, then may men labour in their callings ever 
man in his owne houle ſeuerally ; & this taketh away holy Af. 
ſcmblies in the congregation, & all publike dueties of aSabtath: 
& thus haue they aboliſhed by their corrupt gloſles & expoti. 
tions, both the time, the dueties to be performed in the time, 
now theſe being gone , 1 pray ſhew me what is lefte behind in 
the 4th com. for they haue aboliſhed euery thing that was com- 
wanded, 3, By making theſe words Sabbath day a ſigne, Exo, 
31.13- and a Shaddow, Col.2. 17. and ſoabolithed , thus they 
have taken away the Sybſtance of the 4th com. & lefrte vs nc- 
thing but a ſhaddow ; fo as now we may reade the 4h com, 
thus: Remember the 0000000000, to Santhfy it : & thus much fur 
the body of the 4th com. 

Laſtly, they baue taken away the Reaſon and Motiue, which 
God tooke from his owne exawple, 8 added it to his 4th com, 
Exod.20,x1. this whole verſe, y.rr. conteining ij. moſt lively 
realones & effeRuall , they have robbed Gods Churchof the 
vie of them;for they neither vſc them themſelues,no neither can 
manelſe vſe them, vntothe day we now keepe : for God did 
moue ynto the obſeruation of the Saturday & 7th day. r. Be- 
cauſe him ſelfe at the Creation reſted on it. 2. Becaule he had 
blet{ed that day, & ballowed it, fo made it an Holy day. now 
thele rwo panes neither are, nor can be applied to our Lords 
day: for Gd at the creation did not reft on our Lords day; 
noneither did he then blefſe & ſanQify the Lords day ; tor 
the Lords day was not then knowne, T hus you ſee , how they 
baue made cleere worke ; for they haue taken away both the 
body of the grh com, & the reaſone annexed to it by God;thus 
they haue taken away the whole 4th com, head & taile , rooxe 
& branch: ir ſtands rl vs now onely to looke vpon. 

Loe, now we may lay with the Prophet Dauid, 7: is time for 
thee Lord to worke,for they hane deſtroied thy Law,Pſal.119.,126. 
Thus fince I haue faithfully & plainly diſcouered this Noto- 
rioule errour, | haue done what in me lyerh towards a reforma- 
tion; anely this remaineth, that with the reſidue of the congre- 
wo, I make this prayer vnto God-, That it may pleaſe him t0 

ring into the way of trueth,all ſuch as haue erred, ave deceined.

Touching the Sabbath 1 note two things, r\l ſee many lerned 
and preate Diuines of late , prime men, and of the formoſt 
ranke in the Vniuerſities , both on this fide and beyond the 
Seas , diſclaiming and wrighting againſt the Lords day Sab- 
bath ; but I ſee none of;them ſhew vs where we ſhall haue an 
other Sabbath, in the abſence of this 2 as the former bewrayed 
their learning and indgement,lo this latter bewrayed their for- 
eetfulnefle : what , ſhall the Church of God be left without a 
Sabbath now? ſhall we turne from S»perſtirion ro Anabapriſtry ?

Haue now finiſhed the fowre firſt partes of my booke: the 
tirſt whereof was in defence of the Morall Law.

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Gods Sabbaths; whereas in deed & in trueth,they are the chiefe 
enemies ro them, and are foulely miſtaken in their indgement : 
for they are the Lords dayes which they meaye, & not the Lords

of convenienty, and the ſecond: Section in anfwer vnto ſondry 


ebieftions , and then the third SeAtion 1n arguments proung the 
point neceſlartly from Gods ordination. 

To begine with the firſt of theſe,namly conveniency,and argu- 
ments leſle forcible; in handling of this pvint, farlt I will, proue by | 
ſondry arguments, that it is mecte we ould keepe a Sabbath day, 
one or other indefinitly ; and then I will  proue that it is moſt 
meete,& fiteſt,to keepe the Saturday or 7th-day Sabbath , before 
any other. (One reaſon mouing me to handle theſe two points is, 
to preuent Prophane and carnall men thus to thinke , why you 
haue throwne downetheLords day Sabbath,& now therfore,what 
need we any more Sabbatis &c ? I procedethertore to glue fuch 
realones as may take place ina carnall mind.) For the former of 
thele, I proue , that it 1s meete we ſhould keepe a Sabbath day, 
becauſe it is a worke of mercy : that this may the better appeare ; 
we will conſider of it in reſpe'of man & beat: touching man, 
we will conſider of him generally , and then particularly : and firſt 
for man in generall; it is a greate comforte and worke of mercy 
vnto all men to kgepe a Sabbath day ; for therein their bodies are 
exceedingly refreſhed and comforted : for looke asthe Bedd at 
night, is a pros refreſment , vnto man that hath bene occupied 
all the day before in his painfull calling ; fo is the Sabbath day, a 
frvcete refreſhment vnto men , after that they haue bene exerciſed 
Sixe dayes one after an other in continuall laboures : the trueth of 
this point cuery man findeth by good experience. We haue a pro- 
ucrb, that men muſt worke to day , as they may worke too mor- 
row : that is , that mendoe not {o ouerworke themſclues in one 
day ,as they be vafit for worke the next day: this prouerb may 
well be applied to our preſent occation, that men muſt worke 
i weeke lo , as they may worke the next wecke alſo : that is, 
they muſt not ſo worke and tyre out their bodies, with conti- 
wall laboures in one weeke , as that they ſhall be vnfit to labour 
an other weeke : now common reaſon reacheth, that mans body 
cannot endure continuall and perpetuall ' laboures , day by day, 
without ceaſcivg all hislite longe ; wheretore of neceſſity there 
muſt be a time jo men to Sabbathuze , & reſt in from laboures ;

Burſuppoſe we , that ſome mans body , being of any oaky fub- 
ſtance , & yron conſtitution , could hould out in labourcs,Qay by 
day cucrlaſtingly ; yet how ynbeleeming a thing 154t , for man, 
whom God bach made Lord of all,to become a {laue & a dr 'dge 
in this world, working and; tuging day by day withour ceaſeing 
like horſe ina Cart@ neither can men pleade neceſſity ; — 
rience hath taught ,rhat we can compaſle all our workes witht 
the 6 dayes: nor yet can the poore plead neceffity , becaute of 
their pouerty; for,as God gaue £ I{raclites,twiſe ſo much Manna 
on the 6th a_ vpon any other day,thar ſo they might reſt ypon 
the Sabbath day; So hath God bleſl+d the eſtabli'l:ed order in our 


kingdome , of working but 6 dayes in 7, that the poore can now 


_ earne as much in 6 dayes , 4s they ſhould doe in 7 daycs,if it were 


cuſtomary for vs to worke euery day ; for did the poore worke 7 
dayes , the rich would giucithem the lefle tor euery dayes worke, 
{ as they ſhould but barely get a liuing then , and fo much they 
et now; for becauſe they worke buta fewe dayes , therefore they 
Gans re more for euery dayes worke , that ſo they might Jive of 
their worke: thus much for men in gen:Tall, 
I come now to men in;particular , & by name vnto Seruants ; 
It is needfull thar we keepe a Sabbath, becaule it i a worke of 
mercy vnto Seruantes : now God w.s wont to tale care for Ser- 
uants,leſt they ſhquld be vnmercifully oppretied with labour, affd 
therefore it is added to the gth com, Thar thy m..n ſernant and thy 
m.11de may reſt 1s we'l as thos, Deut, F. 14. what doth this teach 
vs, but that maſters muſt ſhew mercy ynto their Seruants, by re- 
ſting of their bodies , as well as of their owne ? for if the one hath 
neede of reſt,fo hath the other:S lomon teileth v+,tl-et a r1ghteouſe 
man , {hewerh mercy to his beaſt Pro, 124 10, how much mwy 
| L[ngn 
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then vnto his man ſeruant , and maide ſeruant ? were it not that we 
haue good Lawes in this caſe, prouiding for Serwants, by forbidin 7 
maſters to doe their workes on the Lords day , ſome vnamercif.;ll, 
hardharted , and couctuouſe maſters , wou'd worke their Seruants 
day by day , yntill they were weary of their ues : the neceſſity of 
a Sabbath in this caſe , appeare'h by the Lawes now in force, 
whereby fort! e benefit eaſe and refre. }ment of poore Seruants, 
it is enacted { no doubt ) that many holy daies ſball be obſerued 
yecrly & weekly, 

In the 3d place I cometo Beaſtes , it isneedfull that we kee 

a Sabbath, that ſo we may ſhew mercy vnto our beaſtes: tor God 
was wont to Cale for mercy. vntothe labouring beaſt : /z the 7th 
day thou ſhall reſt, that thine oxe and thine Aſie my reſt. Exod.23, 
12, and it is a property (faith Salomgn) of a good man , toſhew 
mercy to ths life of his beaſt Pro. 12.10.and{hould a man labour 
his beaſt on every day wetke by weeke , hej might loone 
baue his skine. Thus farre we haue conſidered of the needfulneſſe 
ca Sabbath day, inciuillreſpeds. 

Now Icome to ſhew the needfullneſle of a Sabbath in religi- 
ouſe reſpees : that God may be {olemnely and publiky wor- 
ſhipped;& that the Church and people of God, may be further 
edifi:d in their moſt holy faith, for thele two caules, it is need- 
full, that rhere ſhould be a Sabbath day : I ſhall nut neede to 
ſpend time to amplify theſe two things ; for they areſo regui- 
ſite and needfull, thatall men will grante me, that it is meete 
to haue a day let a parte for the publike worlhip of God, & the 
edification of the-Church of God: tv omit what elſe might be 
ſaid, the neceſſity of a Sabbath day appcareth in this, that our 
Chucch doth now celebrate mary Holy daies for the ſame ends, 
& not onely the Saintes daies yeerly , but. allo the Lords daies 
weekly. pf 

2, It is meete to hane a Sabbath day, becauſe it isa thing of 
good repotte,approued & allowed of by all Chriſtie-Chorches, 
now the Apoſtle call«th ypon vs to follow. thoſe things which 
are of good reporte, Phil.4.$. & thole things thertore which all 
Chriſtian pevple approue avd allow of, are meete tobe had in 
vie, Papi3tes they allow of reſting from laboures ,and {© py- 
DI1Ke 
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blike worſhip of Gad conſtantly vpon one day of euerySeauen: 
Lutherans doe the like: and Anabaptiſts , bow ever they ke 

no day by Diuine Inftitution, yet they keepe,and hould it fit to 
keepe one day in Szaucn, wherin they reſt trom their labours, 
and pertorme pabi ike worſhip ynto God, laſtly , all Proteſtants 
doea'low and approve of ane day in Seaven,as fic coreſt in from 
labours , and co werihip Gad publikly : lobereis a cluwide of 
witeneſles, houldigg it megete to keepe a Sabbata day,and a 
thing of good reporte. If we {hould aſcend vnto the prim:iwe 
Churches who lived next after the Apoſtles, we {hall find that 
they held it meere to keepeone day in 7 and ſometimes more, 
for the Seruice of God , and to reſt trom laboures : thus we 
haue a generall and ioynt conſent of all Churches, both now 
living, and from the Apoſtles times, thatit is a thing mcete to 
reſt,and {erue God publikly one day in a weeke : and lo we haue 
proucd this point, namely,thar it is meete & convenient to Keen 
pe a Sabbath day indetinitly, one in 7 dates, 

Now I come to proue, that of all the daies of the weeke, the 
-th day, or Saturday is the|moſt fit day :; my firſt reaſon is, be= 
cauſe God Almightie Refted rather , ypon the Saturday then 
ypon any other Joy) Geneſſ2, 3. and therefore it is meete we 
{ſhould imitate ſuch a preſident ; were a man to make his choile 
on which day of the weeke' to Reſt from laboures, and tore- 
freſhhinyelfe, I thinke he could not pothblie find a more fic 
dayto Reſt in, then on that day, wherin God Almighty 
Refted, | 

My lecondreaſon is taken from this , thata man may dowbr 
whither the old Sabbath day be aboliſhed or nct, and ifit be 
dilputable and doubrtull,chen when the matter is in our choiſe, 
which day of the weeke to take , it is the furcſt and lafeſt to 
make choile of that day, whereof there is fome doubt whither jt

contrary; but finding it fo called reprochtully, I dc fire to refcue

pl I deſire therefore of luch men as focale it reprochfully , to 
giue me a reaſon , why the Sabbath day commanded in the 4th 
com, ſhould rather be called the Iewes Sabbath day , thea the 
Lord our God, whom we are commanded to Haue, inthe 
ict com. ſhould be called,the Iewes Lord God: for my parte, I 
can lee no realon,but that the one:\mway be lo called reprochfully, 
as well as the other: nor any thing can I ſee to the contrary, but 
that we may as well cale the Sabbath day, which che Iewes San» 
Aificd,our Sabbath day al{vzas to cale the Lord God, whom the 
lewes worſhipped, our Lord God. | 

But to take of yniuſt {candall, let not men nickname the 
Lords S.bbaths , but rather in an hviy reuerence of God , let vs 
cale them as God himlelfe: calleth them,, rhat is, the Lurd Gods 
Sabbaths : for thus the Lord bimlelfe named them in his 4th 
com, when he ſaid. The 7th day, ts the Sabbath of the Lord thy 
God: Sothen ir is Gods Sabbath, not the lewes Sabbath : ir is 
the Sabbath of che Lord, and not the Sabbath of the /ewes. The 
Lord telleth vs by bis Prophet Iaiah,thar we ſhould cale the Sat- 
bath a delight,the holy of the Lord, hononrable.1la. 58.13. Sotben, 
we lhould viſe the name of the Sabbath honowrably ; but loe how 
men will v{e it geprochfully,caling it lewith,and the lewes Sab- 
bath, in {corne and contepapt! 

Yer further , the Saobath was ordeined from the Creation 
Genel. 2, 3, Now at the Creation, there was no difference of 
ſew & Genivle, how then can the Sabbath be called the lewes 

. Sabbath? it way be therfyre the Gentiles Sabbath , as well as 
the Iewes Sabbath: to much fur this name or nickname.

Hereynto I anſwer , that this is but an euiltreporte , and a 
| ſlaunder, 
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flwunder, brought vp againſt the Lords Sabbaths; by thoſe who.

diſgrace wichrhe people : for, we haue formerly (howne , that 
the Lord neuer forbad the Iewes to kindlea fyer, in a cale of 
neceſſity, on the Sabbarh : but onely tor the doeing of ſuch wor- 
kes,as might bs done the day b:fore , or tarry votill the day 
after: we haueſhowane how (riſt him(ſclte was preſent at a feaſt

An other obie&ion is this; what ſhall we doe,ſay ſome;Mini- 
fters are at yariance/, one ſaith the old Sabbath day is in force 
Nill,8 orhers lay that it is aboliſhed longe agone,by the coming 
of Chriſt; wherefore I ſhall give no regard to this new 
Dorine, vntill Miniſters can agree among themlſelues, and till 
all men be at one accord in this matter : for theybring reaſones 
on both fids , fo as a man cannot tell which to beleeue, 

Herevnto 1 anſwer,if men ſhall carry till all men are apreed, 
fo they thall proteſſe no trueth, nor any Religion ; for all men 
are,not at accord in any Religion , aorlalmok In aty _ 
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Religion : wherefore it is a better way,firſt ro conſider of the 
matter in queſtion, whither it be a difterence about words of 
about things; and whither about things [ubſtantiall, or circum 
ſtanciall as ceremonies ate: and as the matter is of weight more 
or leſſe,ſo to regard it more or lefſe : for ſuch may the contto- 
uercy be,as it may concerne not ſome men, but all men; & fuch 
it may be , as may concerne all men. very neerly ;now of this 
kind is this controuercy; for it is not a difterence abqut words, 
or ynnecef{ary circumſtances , or about that which concernerh 
but ſome few men onely ; but it is about an ordinance of God, 
exprelly commanded , in his morall Law ; and therefore it is a 
ſubſtanciall matter , and concerneth all and  euery man neerly, 
like as doe all the xo commandements : and therefore people. 
muft not put off the matter votill Miniſters be agreed , vnleſſe 
they will be wilfully ignorit in a matter off greate importance, 
and which ſo nerely concerneth them , as doth all the things 
commanded in the io commandements, 

It is a Catechiſme point , to know Gods Sabbath day ; and a 
point of greate conſequence, neerly concerning vs all; as appea» 
reth not onely becauſe it is an ordinance eſtabliſhed by the 
Morall Law; but alſo in this, that it is put downe in euery Cate« 
chiſme , as behofcfull for euery one to be acquainted with all, 
now it ſucha point come into controuercy, all men ſhould gine 
attendance yntoit , and ſtudy it , vntill the trueth be boulted 
out, 

Neither let this be any ſtumbling blocke, becauſe this Doc+- 
trine is new; for,albeit it be new ynto our times , yet it is as old 
Doarine, as isany in the x0 commandements : but what-& if 
it be new to thee ? the Do&rine. of the Goſpell was as new to 
the Bereanes,as the Do@rine of the Sabbath can be to thee; and 
yet they did not argue thus careleſly as you doe , faying,Paul 
hata broched a new point of one Chriſt &c, And heis ſingular 
and all alone,all our DofFoures & reachers are contraty to Pim - 
wherefore we!will/not harken to what he ſaith: but contrary- 
wiſe , they tooke the matter preſently into conſideration , they 
fz1| to ſerch and examine the Scriptures , roſee if thethings 
Paul taught were ſoor not , and are therefore commended by 
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the holy Ghoſt ynto all Poſterity : oh that men in thele times, 
would turne Bereanes, and [erch the Scriptures,to ſee if I ſpeak 
according to them or not ; if I bring not an expreſic comman. 
dement far that I cale for , let me be reie&ed: or try , whither 
they or I come with Thus ſaith the Lord in our mouthes;I bring 
you he plaine Scripture , to wit , the gth cow. and they bring 
you nothing but tieir reaſpnes and conlequences , which they

An otherobieRion is this, to ſay that the old Sabbath day is 
fill in forcezis to ſay by conſequence , chat our Church is in an 
errour ; now can.it be thoughe that the Chnrch of God can lay 
in ſuch an errour as this, touching Gods Sabbath day ? it 1s 
impoſbible.. || | 

HereyntolI an{wer , that it is meete we ſhould hold as ho- 
nourable an.opinion of our Church as may be ; and yet for all 
that we are not bound to beleeue, that it is a thing «poſſible for 
our Church'to be in an errour, & in a$great an errour roo as is 
this : thereare ij; ſortes of erroures, there is an'errour of mali- 
cionſneſſe & wilfulneſſe , againſt the light of conſcience; & there 
is an errour of f/4ilty-8& ;gnorance ; this latter kind of errour, 
may & dh befale euery godly perſon, and may befale any 
Church of: God on earth : for it is a property of the Church 
Triumphant in heauen, th be freed from all erroures, 

Now that A Church of God on earth may fail» , Iproue by 
cheile inſtances; The T.ttriarker, they lined in polygamie, ha- 
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uing many wines, which for any man now todoe, were a finne 
againſt the 7th com. Apaine, the Iewes yfed ropur away their 
wines, giuing them a bill of diuorce; now that Church , lined a 
long time in this; errour againſt the zth commandement yn. 
ill Chriſtcame , who reformed it Mat. rg. 7, 8. 9. Apaine, 
did not the Church of Galatia fale into a greateerrour, when 
the Apoſtle taxed them,as if they had bene remoned away pnto an 
other goſpell , Gal,1.6, Apaine did not Chriſt reprone tne Chur- 
ches of Pergamms,and of Thyatira for corruptiones in them , by 
{uffering them that maintained the doArine of Balaam , & of 
the Nicholaitanes, and the woman 7ezabel!, Reuel.2.12,13-14. 
15.18.20. Laſtly, and ro add no more, how came ir about ( if 
a Church of God cannot erre about ſuch a pointas the Sabbath 
day) that thoſe pureſt and primiriue Charches, whichliued im- 
mediarly after the Apoſtles, did neglect to keepe this Lords day 
Sabbath, for diuerle hundreth of yeeres; for ſoſaith M, Perkins 
they did, and citeth his author Leo & Anton: Eaitt:lee Perk: in 
his firſt volume vp6 the 4th com. pag.48, ſurely my aduerſaries 
will iidge this le errour. itt thote Churches: by all which 
examples, it is too too apparent, that a Church of God may erre, 
& that too in Morall dueties, commanded in the Moral] Law: 
whence it is plaine,that thcy erre who build rheir faith vpon this 
fundation, that the Church of God cannor erre, 
0.S19C TH.

An other obie&ion againſt the Lords Sabvath, is this, that if 
we admit of the old Sabbath againe,the we ſhall bring Indaiſme 
into the Church ; and be guilty of a kind of Hereſy &c, 

Wherevntol anſwer, it followeth not : for the Primitine 
Churches, were of a contrary indgement, as it appearethby 
Athanaſins in his Homilie de ſemente: wee afiemble togherer (ſaith 
A'hanaſins) inthe Sabbath day,not as if we weer [icke of Indaiſme, 
but therefore we meete on the Sabbath, that we may worſhip Jeſus, 
the Lord of the Sabbath, W here you ee, that eAthanaſins in the 
name of the Church, teſtiheth, thar they were not infeRed with 
Iudaiſme, becauſe the y kept the Sabbathday : the ſame may alſo 
be true of our Church, we may keepe the Sabbath day , and yer 
be free from Iudaiſme, 

It 
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It is to be nored, that not every thing which the Iewes prac 
tiled, was to be accounted for Iudailme; for then the whole 
Morall Law ſhould be [udaiſme : wherefore thoſe things onely. 
are to be accounted for Iudaiſme , which neuer came 1nto the 
Morall Law , or 16 com, and which were written by Moles, 
of which number were their Sacrifices , Prieſtes, meate , new 
moones, feaſtes, & annuall Sabbaths: bur as for this old Sabbath 
wherin God him(elfe reſted, this was put into the Morall Law, 
and written by the finger of God; and ro ſanity this Sabbath, 
is no more [udailme,then'to honour our Superioures , is Iuda« 
ilme; for why ſhould the things commanded in the 4th com, 
be more Iudailme,then the things commanded in the 5th com,?

tire and pefeRt in the Law, and to give God his wholl worſhip 
intirly; and brand him with Tudaifme, valeſſe he will mancle 
Gods Law, and be parriall in the Law , and in Gods worſhip, 
leruing God by halues. | 

And further, if it be Tewiſh and Tudaiſme to keepe the Sabs 
bath day, to wit, the old Sabbath day. then x. the 4th com. is 
Fwiſh : for it commands nothing but SanRtification of the old 
Sabbath day. 2, If it be Iudaiſme to keepe the old Sabbath, 
then is it Iudaiſme for Miniſters to call in the Pulpit for the 
SanRification of the Lords Sabbaths, & to yſe the name 
Sabbath dey : for this is/as well a Iewiſh name, as the k 
ing of it isa Tewiſh praQtiſe:& if we may ye the name with.

For matter of Hereſy , both Athane/s, [gnatins, and the 
primitive (\hurches obteruation of the Sabbath day, will cleere 
vs of Hzrely : to oblerue the Sabbath with its typicall 8& ſha- 
dowiſhquality, asa figne& Shaddow of Chrift(ifeuer it were 
ſo) this were Hereſy : but renowncing all ſhadowilh reſpeRes,

16, 2. and Mat, 28, rx, Nowit is 
knowne to all the world , that Saturday is the lewes Sabbath 
day; ſo then Swnday muſt be the firſt day of che weeke ; becauſe 
Saturday the Iewes Sabbath day, is the 7th day, & the laſt day 
ofthe weeke. Ir js alſo plaine by this, that weall hold, that 
Chrift roſe ypon our Sunday, or Lords day , now the Scripture 
calleth that day whereon Chriſt roſe , the firſt day of the weeke; 
wherefore if theſe men will bþ-gine at Monday for the firſt day, 
they haue reieQted Guds account, and therefore we may reie& 
this their account : foraſmuch as we are about Gods matters, 
we m:ift follow Gods account: wherefore, ſince this account to 
bepine the weeke at Monday is a nouelty , & of mans deuiſe , it 
is to be reieQted as vynwarrantable ; there is none accounte war- 
rantable,but a Diwineaccompr , and that account is to rekone 
Sunday for the firſt day : neither is there any accompt warran- 
table in the Church,but the {hmrebes accompt , and rhe Church 
wherein we liuc,accounteth the Lords day, or Sunday, for the 
firſt day of the weeke,and not Monday.

argue, | 

If it be our duety,& allo ſuch duety,as we freely doe acknow- 
lI:dge vnto God ty keep2 a thankfull remembrance of bis My- 
raculoule worke of Creation ; why then ſhoyld any man deny 
vs the ſpeciall he{pes , and needefall meaves, appointed of God, 
to keepe the memory of the Creation in his Church? there is 
ncthing more ab(urd , then ro grant the performance of an holy 
ation, to be due voto God, & yet to deny ſuch needfull and 
proffirable meanrs, as God hath ordeined to that end:this were 
all one,as if we ſhould rome indede,that it is a duty,to keepe 
an holy remembrance of the death of our Lord Iefus, and yet 
to deny the vſe of the Sacrametes in the Church,which (crue to 
put vs in minde thereof: in a word, it were to. eparate the mea» 
nes from the end, then the which nothing is more abſordes , 
whercfore, as we will approue & teſtify our thankfulnefle to 
God, for ſo greate a bleſſing, as the Creation is vato vs; and as 
we delare to giue God the plorie of his maruailouſe workes; ſo 
let vs be zealouſe ro maintaine in the Church, all the meanes 8c. 
needfull helpes thereof. 

Furthermore , it will appeare, that we in our times, haue as 
oreate vie & neede, of meanes & helpes, tokeepe in memory, 
this preate worke of Gods Creation » a$ Ccuer had the Iewes . 
& peopleot God, if not greater, neede : for ky. nature, wee 
are as Vngratfull, vnthankfull,and vamindfull of Gods bleſſings 
and mercies receiued, as ever they, were; & we ſtand in as 
mach neede as cuer they did, to be ſtirred vp by all helpes 8 
meanes, to giue vnto God, theglorie due ynto his name,for 
his workes of wonder which he hath wrought ; vay we ſtand 1n

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more neede now then they did then, by how much we live in 
times longer and further off from the Creation then they did; 
for we are in more danger of ſleiting & forgetting this greate 
benefit of the Creation, then were the I{racl of God , becauſe 
they lined nere ynto it, and hard by ir as it vyere, in compari. 
(on of ys, vyho live thowſands xy Wir after them : and yyho 
knoyveth nor, hoyy ſoone things done long agone, ſlip out of 
memory ? or if they ſlipp not quite out of memory, yet they lay 
there like the ingrauings vvritren vpon graue ftons, vyhichby 
continuall trampling ypon , are vyell nigh worne out : it is 
needfull therefore'that vye ſhould haue all meanes Ge helpes, 
that may as it vvere daily new write , & ingrage ypon out me- 
mories, the honourable memory, of the Myracle of Creation, 
It way be {ome will anſwer thus,that the meanes once ordei= 
ned of God , ought fill ro be in vſe, if none other as fit raay be 
found out: bur other as fit for that yle may be found out, as the 

Lords day : for herein we may keepe a memory of the Crea- 
tion - Againſt this I haue theſe reaſones 1, the Lords day, or 
Sunday is as vofit to keepe memory of the Creation , as the 
Sabbath day,or Saturday is in their account, ynfit to keepe me- 
mory of the Redewption. 2.the day which is ſet a parte to cele- 
L brate the memory of the Creation , it muſt haue an apteneſſe in 
it by way of limilitude,ro repreſent it ynto vs; like as the Sacra- 

ments , haue apteneſle inthem , to repreſent vnto vs the Re. 

demtion: now God finiſhed his worke of Creation , and reſted 

on the zrhday or Saturday , and of all daies in the wecke, we 

haue none that hath ſuch fimilitude and liknefſe to Gods zth 

diy,as is our Saturday, which is the ſame 7th day in order with 

God's ; & therefore it is the onely fit day for this purpole : now 

the Lords day,iso farre/from avy fimilicude with Guds reſting 

day whvch wis onthe 7th & laſt day of the weeke Genel. 2,3. 

as itis the hirſt day, & begining of the weeke. z.ſuppoſe that mE 

could invent ſome other day as fat as the 7th day appointed by 
God, will they re1-&} Gods choiſe far one of thir owne ? could.

ſpeake to {ome purpole, but to reiet that Mmeancs appointed of 

God, becaule they can hnd an other which plcaſeth them as

But happily ſom* may obieR, that ſome helpes for the keepi 
in of the har; Lig a aboliihed,as for example KI the 
bat" day : for all Sabbaths are aboli | ed in Col. 2.16.17, Here-- 
vnto I anſwer , that the folly of this obieQtion bat!) formerly hene 
anſwered; bere thercfore a word or two [hall be tufficient; x. it is 
to be noted thatt!:e text Col.2.16.17. ſpcaketh not of S1gnes, but 
of Shaddowes; & as formerly it bath bene ſhowne,xt':ere is a difte- 
rence betwixt Signes & ſhaddowes;w' crefore this text is imperti- 
nently alleaged ; for we haue here to doe with Signes., 8 not 
| with Shaddowes. 2, ſuppoſe we this text ſpake of Signes, yet it 
{pake of ſuch Signesas bad reſpe&t vnto Chriſt, which are 4 Shade 
dow of things to come,the body whereof was Chriſt, as the text ſpea- 
keth: ſo tat theſe Sabbaths here aboliſhed , were onely ſuch Sab- 
baths as had reſpeA ynto Chriſt , & to the Redemption ;/but we 
ſpcake of a Sabbath that was a figne of the Creation : therefore 
the Sabbath we heere ſpeake for,itdiffere:h from thoſe Sabbaths,

For the Teſtimony of men;that the 7th day Sabbat" is a ſigne, 
this all of them grant , when they alleage that text F xod. 31. 13, 
againſtthe Sabbath,as an abolilhed ligne : furt! er, tFatthis figne 
reſpe&ted the Creation,as the thing bgnified by it, is found to be 
tle iudgement of Diuines,euery where in their wh wa. as might 
be ſhowne, if it were needfull : yea , this is plaine by the common 
arguments in euery mans mouth; for when t:ey would proue,that 
the Lords day muſt be a Sabbath , they thus argue , if the Iewes 
kept a Sabbath in memory of the Creation, t! en ſo ought we

So much for the Teſtimony of men: next I come to proue it by 
diuine Teſtimony from the Scripture: for this purpoſe ſee, Ex, 
31.17, where the Lord ſpeakeing of our 6 daies labour , & of 
our 7th day Sabbatb, faith thus, 7t 5s a ſigne betwene mee & the 
children of Iſrael for euty : for tn ſixe daies the Lord made the heauen 
& theeantb, & mthe 7th day he ceaſed & reſted,as if the Lord had 
thus ſaid, becauſe laboured in the 6 daies at the Creation & re-

therefore to make the {enle of the text appeare more cleerly,' ir 
is better coput the word (that) in the roome” of the ratio. 
nall partice( for) &thenthe ſenſe will be very familiar” 8 'ealy: 
far b the thing ſignified by the figne , ſhall be expreſſed" in 
the texr;8& then the text {Nould beread thus, fr is @ ſigne betweene 
me and tbe children of 1ſracl for ener (that ) mſixe daves the Lord 
made heauen (F earth, & in the 7th day he ceaſed & veſted. Thus 
you lee it plaine, that as all men hold, the 7th day Sabbath, was 
kept in remembrance of the Creation, ſothis text confirmerh 
it , ſaying, that it is a ſigne (that) God laboured 6daies & reſted 
on the zth day, 

Naw that this particle tranſlated (for)may be tranſlated(that) 
it appeareth. 1. By the Septuaginr whichrendererhir «« which 
may be indifferently translated ( for)or (that) according as may 
belt tir the text, 2. In ſondry other textes our Translatores 
haue translated the ſame Hebrew word (that) rather then (for) 
as you may ſee Deut.29.6, That yee way know (that) I am"the 
Lord your God: T husI hane proued the one of thepropoſitiones, 
to wit, that the 7th day Sabbath was a ſigne of the Creation, 

T he other propolition which I am toproue is , that |Sipnes 
are helpes and meanes, to keepe in memory the things they 
Ggnify : and this is ſoplaine,as I might ſpare the labour ropro- 
ue it; for it is the very narure &propertie of a ſigne,to be'a mea- 
nes to bring to minde the thing fignified by it,wherefore ſerues 
the piture of a mans ablent fried, but to helpeto bring him to 
minde ? The raine bowe in the clowds, itis called a {igneora 
token, Genel.4.rz. & the Lord ſaid, he would looke vpon the 
bowe,that he nigh remember the Coneit,which was the thing 
l1gnified by the bowe,v.26, The paſſeouer was a fipne or toke, 
which when the Angell ſaw,he remebred the Covenant, & ſpa- 
red the Iſralites, Exod. 12.13. The Lords Supperitis a Sacra« 
mentall {igne, & it is of this vſe, robean helpe & meanes , to 
remember ys of the death of Chriſt, x. Cor,11,24, you may 
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readethe like alſoin Gen, 17.11. Exo,31.1z.by all which in 
ſtances it is plaine , that ſignes are helpes and meanes , £9 
bring to mind, & preſerue'in memory, the thingabſeve & fig= 
nificd by thole fignes.

I will proue , that the Lord hath commanded the ſan&itication 
of the Sabbath day ! & 2dly , that this Sabbath day is the 7th 
day:for the former,lee Exq9d. 20.8 Remember the Sabbath day, r0 
keepe it holy ; or ro lanRitie it: where you ſee an expreſle com- 
manZement giuen,tv» Remember the Sabbath day; & to ſanCti- 
ty it,or keepe it haly: & lo.the former point is proued, 

Thenext point 0 be proued, is thatthis Sabbath day, it was 
the zth & laſt day of the weeke, which is our Saturday: & this [ 
ſball proveghrſt by humane Teſtimony; 2dly by Dinine Teſti- 
mony : tor humane 1 eftimony , 1. the /ewes whereloeuer they 
liner hey kepe the by: hb & laſt day of the weeke,our Saturday,for 
this Sabbath day,here commanded, as it is well knowne. 2, All 
Chriſtians, both Priteſtants & Papifts confefle , that the 7th 
& laſt day of the weeke , qur Saturday , was the Sabbath day, 
commanded in the 4th com, which point, I haue incifted more 
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argly vpon,in the Expoſition of the 4th com, ADL. 
I ſhall proue the ſame alſo, by Diuine Teſtimony , and that 
before the Law ; at the giuing of the Law;8 afterthe giuing of 
the Law. r.Before the giving of the Law,lee Exod, 16,26, Sixe 
dayes ſhall yee gather it,but in the 7th day 35 the Sabbath: in it thers 
ſhall be none: So here you lee , before the Law was giuen , by 
Sabbath day,was vnderſtod the 7th day.2. At the giuing of the 
Law, {ce Exod. 20,10, But the 7th day 1s the Sabbath of the Lord, 
So here atthe giuing of the Law , was vnderftod by Sabbath 
day, the zth & laft day of the weeke.3.After rhe giuing of the 
Law,ſfee Exod.

Now I come totheMajor or firſt propoſi-ion:the profe of this 
will coft me longer time then the former , not but that it is as 
cleere as the former,bur that men of peruerle minds , haue wil- 
fully bent their wites & lerning againſt it , as they haue dime 
againſt the former, but tis no matter,trueth ſhall preuaile , Gud 
aſſting it: the point then that I am to proue is this, that what- 
ſveuer God hith commanded in the Morall Law”, or 10 com« 
mandements,it is ſtill in force , or now to be obſerued and obe- 
yed: if they deny this Major, then I require them to giue me 
an inſtance to the cyntrary ; let them ſhew me, where God hath 
commanded any thing to be done in the ro commandements, 
which is aboli hed &'nor in force now , remembring that they 
bring not the thing in queſtion for their inftance, 
2. Happily they will anſwer by lymitation, & diftingut- 
Hhh 2 ſhing 
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ſhing and ſo deny ſome parte of this Major , for example, 
ſomerime they diſtinguiſh of the ſubſtance of the commande. 
ments & of the Acctdentes : groneing tho , denying thele : by 
ſubſtance , they ynderſtand that which they pleale to make 
morall in the Decalogue,as the Reſtin the gth com.& rhe holy 
aRiones of prayer, reading, 8 preaching Gods word : by Acct. 
dent , they vnderſtand| that which they pleaſe to make ceremo. 
niall in the Decalogue,as the time of Gods worſhip, to wit, the 
-th day: but this is a fooliſh diftinion , and ſo much the more 
vile, in that itis made againſt God ; for bath not God as well 
commanded the Accident, 8&-time, as the ſubſtance , and Reſt ? 
& is it not neceſſary to obeyGod,in one commandemet as well 
as in an other ? for, the one is as well cominanded as the other : 
did they diſtinguiſh betwene things commanded , & things not 
commanded,it were tollerable,but they diſtinguiſh of things all 
of them commanded ; as betwene great commandements, and 
latle commandements ; the one they cale ſubſtances , the other 
Accidents ; now the greater commandementes which tbey cale 
ſubſtances , thele they will imbrace ; but as for the leſſer com 
mandements, which rhey pleaſe tocale Accidents , theſe they 
will reiet & deny; ſo then, Gods greater commandementes, 
they will obey; but as for his leſſer commandements, theſe the 
will not obey: & that becaule they are little, and light in their 
eſteeme; bur our Sauiour Chriſt hath taught them an other 
Icfſon,ſaying,whoſoeuer ſhall breake oxe of theſe leaſt commande- 
ments, he ſhall be called the leaſt inthe kingdome of heauen 
Mart.5-19. Letthem cale them Accidentes if they will,yet ſince 
they are commandements, they are not lcfle then the leaſt com- 
mandements, of which our Sauiour ſpeaketh, 

That no diſtin&ion is to be receiued , whereby any thing 
inioyned in the 10 cqmmandements js denyed , Ithus further 
proue it. 1, this is a politionfocleere,as the Sunne, that AllGods 
10 commandements doe bind vs, toobedience of them , & are 
ſtill in force : now if it be lawfull for any man , barely ro deny 
thistrueth , ſaying by way of anſwer, that ſome of his comman- 
dements doe not bind vs to obedience; then euery priuate mans 
bare deniall, {hall be as autheoricall as this cleere trueth and or- 
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thodox poſition ; which is moſt abſurd: for thus a froward ad- 
uerlary may put a man to bring a light cleerer then the Sunne, 
that is, hee may put him to proue whither any of Gods com- 
mandementes doe binde ys now or not: for example,a Miniſter 
reproueth an adulterer , from the zth commandement ; & thus 
he frameth bis argument againſt him, 

All the xo commandements doe bind vs &c.Butthe zth com. is 
one of the 10 commandements &c, Sball it be lawfull for this 
vncleane perſon, to deny the Major in ſome parte of it, by a diſtinc 
tion , & put the Miniſter to proue, that Allthe 10 commande- 
ments doe bind vs ? what an impiouſe and vngodly anſwer were 
this? why this is our caſe; for in my Major I affirme,thar all the x0 
commandements doe bind vs to obedience; 8& they make this vn- 
godly anſwer , by a diſtin&ion , that all of them doe not bind vs ; 
& will put me to proue, that they doe bind vs. 

If this an'wer be lawtull, why may not Papi/?s deny that the 2d 
com. bindeth vs, or that itis till in force , ſaying,the 2d com, tou- 
ching Images,it is Iewiſh,& concerned the Iewes onely , and that 
it forbad onely Iewiih Images ; & that it concerneth not Chri- 
ſtians, & Chriſtian Images? & why may not Anabaprtiſtes, and Li- 
bertines, & our new ſprung vp Eatoniſtes , deny the whole Law, 
euen all the x0 commandementes,& that vpon plauſible pretenſes 
allo ? 

Furthermore, ſuch diſtinQiones ate Blaſphemonſe;& therefore 
to be reieted: for, to deny that any thing commanded by God, 
in his 10 com, both bind ys to obedience; is rodeny, that Gods 
will ſhould be obeied by vs; toreie& his Soueraignty & gouer« 
nance ; & as muchas if we ſhould ſay, we willnot, that God 
ſhall Raigne- ouer vs, is it not Blaſpbemy , when the Creatour 
ſhall fay, doe this 3 & the creature ſhall anſwer, Hewill not ? 
thus doe they, who. by diſtinQions , will reieQ any one thing, 
commanded in the xocommandements, 

Further ſuch anſwers as by diftinRions, deny any one thing, 
commanded in the x0, commandements,dce plainly bewray the 
Authoures thereof, to be profeſſed enemies, to the /ntegriry 8 
perfeftion of God Lawe ; and would that God ſhould belerued 
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but by halues 8 by peecemeale; and therefore , their ſuch die 
ſtinKiones are ynſound , & 'to be reiected by all men fearing 
God, & louipg the Lawes of God. 

Such antwers are tobe reieced, and men are ſolely toreft 
contented with this, that it is commanded in the Aorall Law, 
without demaunding any otber prout:s my reaſon hereof is, 
becauſe neither better proofes, nor of higher authority, can be 
poſſibly produced for the profe of any doctrine in Diuinity: for 
vvhat better proofe, can any 'man bring, or any Chriſtian man 
expcA,then Gods commandements? & amongſt all Gods com- 
mandements, then his 10 Morall commandements ? there is 
no Scripture of higher Authority, then the Morall Lavv. 

The xo Commandements,the Creede,and the Lords prayer, 
theſe of all other Scriptures,are holden as principles of ourChri. 
ſtian Religion : now how ablurd a thing it is, for any to deny 
principles in any Arte, letall men iudge that haue any {kill in 
Artes: A man may as yvell be permitted by a d:ſtin&ion to deny 
that euery one of the 6 petitiones of the Lords prayer , doe be« 
long vnto vs ; or that ſome of the Articles of our faith, doe be- 
long vnto ys vypon (ome plauſible reaſones forged, as by a di. 
ſinRion to deny that whatſoeuer is commanded in the! 10 
commandements doth belong ynto vs. 

Thus I haueproved, that it is voſufferable in A /Hriſtian 
Church, that any mah ſhould vle a diſtinRion or denial], againſt 
this Orthadox & molt cleexe truerh,that all things commandedin 
g ods 10 commandements are mn force, & doe binde ys to obedience, 

or this cauſe, I neede nor procede any further}, for the proofe 

of this Major & orthodox truct':: for, if it be {> cleere & vnde- 
niable a trueth, as no n an| may deny it, thenI may very well 
ſpare the proofe of it : Negertheleſſe , for the tructhes ſake, 8& 
for its further confirmation, I will prouc it vato you , by many 
and ſondry arguments : but by the way,one thing firſt, I would 
ſhould be taken into conſ{1deration , which is this, that Dinines 
and all others, who arc enemies vnto this moſt auncient ordi- 
nance, of Gods $46bath, they are driueg to ſhrowd themſelues, 
from the forceof this my 8th Argument , by this abuminable 
& yngodly anſwer, laying, that all Gods commandersents > no! 
| mac 
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binds ws to obedience; or, that ſome of the 10 commandements,, doe 

not bind ys to the obedience of them: niy,they muſt hold, if they 
aboliſh the 9th dey Sabbath, that it 1s a ſivne for vs to yeeld obe- 
dierce vnto all the x0, commandements , & that it is udaiſme: 
I delire that all men would take ſpeciall notice of this abſur- 
dety that ſo they may ſee what rockes, theſe are forced torune 
ypon,who deny the Lords Sabbaths. 

Should common ares 48 make ſuch anſwers, they deſerned 
but a common cenſure, bur if Minifters; yea Puritane Minifters 
ſhall make ſuch vogodly anſwers,what cenſureare they worthy 
of? I haue greate reaſon to yrge this point; becaule if they 

rant me this trueth, to wit, that all Gods commandementes 
bh binde vs toobedience , the which no man fearing God can 
deny, then of neceſſity they muſt grant me,that the old Sabbath 
is fill in force, becauſe it is one of Gods commandements, 

An other thing defire ſhould be taken into conſideration,is 
that ſuch as deny any thing in my Major by any diſtin@is, that 
ſo they may deny Gods 7th day Sabbath, they rune into theſe 
other abſuraeties,x, they hereby doe deface Gods royall Law,ma. 
king ita Morall-ceremoniall Law, an Ry 
Law,& a very Monftre, 2. They draw vs to Anabaptiſtry, & 
propbaneſle, that ſy we ſhould hauz none of Gods Sabbaths, z, 
They make an auncient & holy prayer of our Church, a mere 
babling with God: ro wir, that prayer added ro the 4th com. in 
the Congrepation, 4, As the Sabbath is Gods ordinance, ſo the 
Decalogue is Gods Law : now were men profelſed enemies to 
God, then if they ſhould doe what in them is, toaboliſhbis Saþ» 
b1ths,8 to reie& as much of his Law as poſlibly they could de- 
:11iſe, it were bur ſurable ro their profefhion : bet that wee, who 
are profetſed fricds to God &ro his Law,that wee(l [ay)ſhould 
reiect, & dere toreie as much of Gods Law, as poſtibly by 
any wite we can deuiſe, this is abhominable :& fo I come to 
make profe of the point. 

That all Gods commandementrs are now to be obſerued and 
obeied : I proue it by Teſtimony humane, & Dixine: forhamane 
Teftimony, the firſt ſhall be that of Reuerent Perkines, who 
writing apainft our common aduerſary the Papift, —_— 
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kerh to proue, that the religion of the Church of Rome agreeth 
to the corruption of mans nature: amongſt many other argu- 
ments,he ſheweth how that Papiſts doe repeale & make of none 
effec, all the xocommandements of the Morall-Law : andto 
this purpoſe he begineth on this wile , The worall Law contein= 
ing perfett righteouſneſic,is flat oppoſite to mans corrupt nature:theree 
fore whatſoener rel: giop ſhall repeale and make of none efjett the 
commandements of the Morall. Law ; the ſame religion muſt needs 
toyne hands with the corruption of mas nature,C7 ſtand for the mannte= 
nanse of t.T his doth the Religion of the Churchof Rome: ut may beit 
doth not plainly repeale them,yet in effett it doth, ana if it ſhall fruſe 
trate but any one point , of any one commandement , yea , the whole 
Law therebyis made yaine,Perkines,in his firſt yolume,pag.400, 
vader thetitle, A papiff cannot goe beyond a reprobate. 1 delire 
that thele his words may be weighed; where he ſaith, thar if the 
religion of the Church of Rome, ſhall fruſtrate b»r any one pointe, 
of any one commas.It doth thereby make fruſtrate thewhole Law. 

Now a double y{e'I may make of theſe words, the one is,that 
all Gods commandements are now to be obſerued and obeyed: 
becauſe heefaith , that not {p much as any one point, of avy one 
commandement is to be fruſtrated;8 further he addeth for con« 
firmation thereof,that the aboliſhing of any one point, inthe x0 
commandements,itis the aboliſhing of the whole Law alſo; and 
{o he, hath confirmed my Major. The other vie I make of theſe 
his words is, by his Teſtimony, to confute the madnefſle of ſuch 
Diuines,as deny the Integrity and perfeRtion of Gods Law , & 
therefore invent diſtinQtiones , whereby they may curtaile the 
[iw,denying thatwhatſoeuer is commanded in the xo com,doth 
belong vato our praRiſe, which is the abſurdety confuted in the 
alt point handled before this;for the furtherconfirmatio where- 
of,let it be obſerued, that Learned Perkines ſaith that , that reli- 
gion,which fruſtrateth but any one point,of any one cemmandemtt, 
it doththereby fruſtrate rhe whole law; let theſe Diuines then ſee 
into what a ſnare they are falne , by denying ſome on point, i 
ſome one comman. to wit, the Lords 7th day, Saturday Sabbath, 
for hereby they pull ypon , notthemſelues alone, but ypon our 
Chriſtian religio allo,tbis guilr,to witzthat by ſo doeiug,it _ 
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aboliſh the whole Law, & ioyne hands with corrupt nature. 
And farther , hence it is, that he bath put vpon the tope of 
thole leaues in his booke, this title, A Papsſt cannot goe beyond 
« reprobate, If then a Papiſt cannot goe beyond a reprobate , if 
hz fruftrateth but'one point, of any one commandement ; then 
tell me, how farre ſome Proteſtant Diuines , can goe beyond 
reprobates , who doe fruſtrat this ancient ordinance of Gods 
Sabbath,expreſly commanded in the xo commandements, and 
that atter ſufficient meanes of light afforded them , by my for- 
mer booke ? 1 wiſh thoſe tenn Miniſters, againſt whom eſpe- 
cially I write , to note this point :; happily they will ſleite my 
iudgement, but 2, Perkins iudgement, I know they reuerence : 
and further , if this be good Dtuinity againſt Papiſts, I cruſt it 
cannot be bade,when applied to Proteſtanrtes ; theſe are not my, 
colle&iones , you ſee they are made by a man of their owne 

lide, | 
Vato the Teſtimony of M, Perkines , let me add the Teſti- 
mony of /rſinus who ſheweth ſondry differences , betwixt the 
Do&rine of the true Church, and the DoEtrine of other Sees 
& Religiones; one of the differences is this , /n Eccleſia lex Dei 
integra & mcorrupta retinetnr : alia Religiones & ſette legem Dei 
mutilint yel corrumpunt, Veſt. Catechil. Pag. 4, 7» the Church 
( ſaith he) the Law of God is preſerved mntirly and yncorrupted, but 
other S:ttes 3 Religiones doe lame or corrupt the Law of God, In 
which words as you ſee, Vrſimns doth lay it downe as apropertie 
of the true (hurch, toprelerue Gods Law in its integrity and 
perfetion ; & as a marke of a falſe Chnrch to lame & detrate 
from Gods Law:By which words, hee plainly ratifiethall the 10 
commandements, with whatſoeuer is therein commanded;Fur- 
ther,if it be a marke of a falle Church , & of SeQaries, tolame 
Gods Law , what reproch & danger , doe ſuch Miniſters bring 
our Church,S ſpecially themlelues into, by denying, that all the 
things commanded inthe xo commandements are in force, bin- 
ding ys to ob2dience? doe they not what lieth in them , labour 
to make our Church noe true Church ? & themſelues Seftaries? 
Take allo the Teftimony of Polanus, in his Syntag, Theolog. 
19.6, cap, 10, de lege Dei, Pag, 353. who having todoe againſt 
I 15 DPapitts, 
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Papifts , that ſay, the 24 com. againſt Images, belonged onely - 
vnt» Tewes , not vnto. Chriſtians ( as many Prorteſtantes , ſay of 
the gth com. touching the olde Sabbath ) hee proueth the con- * | 
trary , by this argument : q#i4 ad Chrittianos torus Decalogus 
pertinet , becanſe the whole Decalogue appertaineth ynto (hriſtia« 
nes, If this reaſon he good againſt Papiſts, it cannut be bad 
with Proteſtants. = 
In the 4th place, I will proue it from their owne mouthes 7 
for theſe which are (uch notoriouſle enemies, to the Lords Sab- 
baths, they doe frequently intheire pulpites, reproue the Adul. + 
rerer,the thiefe,the falſwitnefle bearer , the Blaſhemer of Gods 
name, & the reſt, by the Law« t the x0 commandements,faying, 
theſe deedes,are finnes, & liable tocondem nation, and muſtbe 
refrained &c, Becauſe they are forbidden in the Law of God 2 
which kind of ar ging , doth receſfari'y imply thus much, that +7 
whatſoeuer thing is commanded or forbidden inthe Law, is in 7 
force ſtill, & doth bind vs now to obedience : the reaſon of this *- 
conſequence is, becauſe there is one and the ſame reaſon for all 
& for euery thing, which there is for any one thing ; for if Gods © 
writeing & commanding any one thing in his Lay , be a ſuffi- 
cient reaſon to incline our hartes , vnto the obedience thereof, | | 
then the ſame reaſon will moue vs to the obedience of every 7 
thing, which is therein written; becatle God bath as well writ= © 
ten & commanded every thing therein, as aty thing : and thus 
you ſee, hay it neceffarily follewerh from their owne mouthes, 
that becauſe they cale tor obedience now , vnto ſome things 
which God hath commanded in his Law,becaxſe hee hath com= _  * 
manded them; that therefore they muſt yeeld , rhar all things in | | 
Gods Law , muſt now be obeyed;b:canſe hee hath commanded 
them all:wheret«.re , tince they teach this voto rhe people, they 
muſt grant it me heere, Thus you have heard this trueth con- 
firmed, both by ſome particular perſones «t note , & alſo by the 
mouthes «fall ny aduerfaries, 
5. Iwill proue jt ynto you by the Teſtimony of our Church: 
In the order for the Ad niniftration of the Lords Supper , of 
holy communion , ſet downe in the booke of Common prayer, 
is thus ordered by our Church, Then ſhall the Miniſter rebearſe 
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diitinflly all the tenn commandements , & the people kneeling ſha 
after enery commandement , arke God merey , for their tranſgreſſion 
of the ſame: 8 againe , after that all th ro commandements be 
rehearſed by the Miniſter , it is ordered , that the people ſhall 
all conclude , withthis holy prayer, Lord hawe mer vpon ys, and 
write all theſe, thy lawes in our hearts , wee beſeech thee. Ta which 
boly ordinance of our Church, we may obſerue theſe things; I. 
that our Church maintaineth the Law of Gods ro commande- 
ments , as newin force ; becauſe we are to aske God mercy fot 
the tranſgreſſion of them ; and becauſe we deſire God to write 
them in our heartes.2,0blerue , that our Churchratifieth , not 
ſome onely of the xo com. but all of them,cuen euery comman- 
dement which was written in Tables of tone : for the Miniſter 
muſt rehearſe diſtin&ly , all the tenn commandement ; and the 
people are taught to pray to God,to write all theſe lawes in their 
heartes. Thus you ſee,our Church doth ratify and confirme,all 
the lawes of God, written in the Tables of ſtone , as they are 
rehearſed bythe Miniſter , without mutilating or curtailing of 
any of rhem : they are no children of the Church therefore, 
who deny my Major, and thus I haue abundantly proued the 
point , by humane Teſtimony, and ſo I come toproue it alſo by 
Diuine Teſtimony, 

But me thinke,euer & anone asI am writing, that ſome body 
ſhould wonder at me , that I ſhould ſpend ſo many words, to 
prouea point ſo plaine as this, that all Gods commandements 
are now to be obeyed: why may they ſay , it is a point we neuer 
till now heard doubted of, we euer tooke it as an Article of our 
faith,that all things commanded inthe Morall Law, did binde 
vsto the obedience thereof;and is it now become aqueſtion a- 
mongſt Diuines? if this principle be doubred of now , we ſhall 
[carce know what todoe in Religion, & what not to doe, what 
to belceue,& what not to beleeue;hut ſurely Sir you are miſta- 
ken , thers no Minifter that hath any feare of God before his 
cyes,that will doubt of this point;and for common people,they 
are as farre from doubting of it , as the heanens ate Fom the 
earth, Wherevnto 1 anſwer, that when I ſeriouſly enter into 
the conſideration of it, it maketh my very heart to tremble 


within me , to thinke that any man that profeſſeth godlineſſe,

ſhould beſo farre in loue with old errour , as todeny focleere 1; x" 
a trueth as this; n6uerthelel{e,not onely Miniſters, but puritane 4 4

| Rom.3.31, Where you ſee the Apoſtle affirmeth, that hee did 


eſtabliſh the Law: now the word Law in this rext, is' tot to be 
reſtrained to ſome partes of it onely, but to be taken in the lar- 
geſt ſenſe,ſeeing thers nothing in the contextto hinder it, now 
this Law is knowne to containe 10 commandements , Then he 
wrote vpon-the Tables, according to the firſt writing, the tenne com- 
mandements Deut. 10, 4. the which were numbered by God, 
leaſt the number thereof ſhould be diminiſhed by mE:& againe, 
Curſed is euery man,that continneth not in all things which are writ« 
ten in the books of the Law, to doe them Gal. z.ro, Here againe, 
all things written in the Law, are ratified, 
Furthermore,S.Iames thus writeth,whoſoener ſhall kepe the whole 
Law, © yet faileth in one point, hee is guilty of all.

ſides, which is a moſt remarkable thing : now the vle of this rare 
& extraor-'inary accent is, as faith the ſame 1unins , to ſhew vnto 
vs, that the matters & things cconteined In thoſe ſcuerall words, 
are conioyned and coupled together by God, as well as tFe 
words, 

Now howeuer there is an exception, in three yerſes, asin v,7z, 
12, 17. that is, inthethird, fifth, & tenth commandements, yet 
in the 4th com. thers no exception ; for he giueth inſtances in 
t' e qth com. for one of tioſe, whict haue this double accent:the 
con{id-ration w' ercof,, is of notable yſe for our pn-poſe : for, 
whereas te aduerſaries to Gods Sabbat's, could be content to ' 
allow, ll ww in the 10 commandements , to be everlaſtingly 
coupled together, ſo t"ey mig" t caft away that ſacred time, fanc- 
tified by God , the 7th day , heere therefore it hath pleaſed God, 
to be mindfull of his qth com: & ot his facred time, abouethe 3d, 
5th, & roth commandements : for this 4th com. hath irs double 
accen', as well as any ot' er: w:\erefore, ſuch Miniſters as w uld 
dinde berwixt the 119e,, in the 4thcom, and the dneriesint' e 
time; imbr-cing the one, reicting the other , they are hereby 
c: reed by God: for the Almighie hath ſhowne vnto vs, by th15 
rare & extraordenary 4ccent , that the things ſpecified in his gth 
com. ſhould goe hand in hand cuerlaftingly togerher;'o as he thar 
im'y acet'1 the Cue'ies in t! e time, he muſt imbrace alſo the time 
with the dueties. 

My 4th & laſt argument, to proue that enery commande- 
ment in the Law doth binde ys now to the obedience thereof 
s,becaule God (pake every comandement in the Law,as well 
as any one therem:tce Exod.20o, r. God ſpake all theſe words Cc, 
Now wherefore is this preface ſet bef ire all the commande- 
ments, but to giue 497.7//aurhority voto them all? & ro tnisend, 
that wholocucr, wi erloeuer,or wheſyeurr ary of thele comman- 
dements are recctugd, then, & there,& by the ſame per { nes, all 
of

of them muſt be imbraced ? becauſe God ſpake them all ; and 
gaue alikeauthority, vniuerſality,perpetuity,& morality, vnto 
all: to this purpoſe,] Af .Dod ſpeakethexcellently,in his worke 
vpon the commandements, in his expoſition of theſe words of 
the preface (all theſe words) pag. 9, God(ſaith bee)ſpake not the firſt 
commandement onely uor the ſecond,or third, & left there : But bee 
ſpake them all; &' game as ſtritt a charg, to keepe euery one, as any 
one; (7 no one was vitered byGoas yoyce,or writte with his owne finger, 
more then the other: whence is to be learned,that whoſoener will haue 
any true comfort by bis obedience ynto Gods Law , he muſt not con- 

tent bimſelfe to looke to one,|or to two; but muſt make conſcience, and 
hane 4 care to keepe the all & euery one : becauſe he that is the Author 
of one,hee is the Anthor alſo of all the reſt &c. Where you lee,M, 
Dod colle&eth this,that gbedience muſt be giuen to exery thing 
commanded,becauſe they all had one & the ſame Authour: God

Furthermore, that this kind of arguing is ſound, I proue it by 

S. Iames, who vſeth the ſame kind of arguing : for bee, in con. 
vincing men of the ſinne of reſpe& of perſones, and endeauor- ' 
ing to proue, that he that faileth in one point of the Law , hes 
guilry of all the points in'tbe law , fetcherh his argument ( asl 
conceiue of it ) trom the: preface to the commandements , God 
ſpake all theſe words Exod. 20, 1. & thus he argueth , for he that 
ſaid,thou ſhalt not commit adultery,ſaid alſo;thou ſhalt not kill: now 
though thou doeſt none adultery yet if thok killefF , thou art a tranſe 
greſſour of the Law. lam.2.11, In which words you ſee,S,lames 
arpueth thus, that he that faileth in one precept ofthe tenn , he 
is guilty of all the reſt; & his reaſon is, Sa 2 God ſpake them 
all; or, becauſe he that ſ4id the one precept , hee it was that ſaid 
the others allo;now if this his reaſon, had not bene generally true 
of all the things commanded in the Decalogue, it had bene in- 
{ufficient to proue what he would : for an inſtance to the con- 
trary might haue bene brought thus: it tolloweth not Iames,that 

' if one offtend in one point, be is guilty of all; becauſe God ſpake 

FF all : for example, God ſpake that parte of the 4th com, but the

thus,then let them beware of quenching the Spirit, & to ſay or 
doc ought againſt the light of conlcience: for , at the day when 
God ſhall judge the fecreres of men,their conſciences will beare 
witneſle, & theirthoughtes accuſe or excule them Rom.,2.rg.

14.5, & Gal.4,1o, lecondly for rhe word Seauenth,| they (a 
that the zth day in order of time is aboliſhed, to wit, the - 
day from the Creation,whence it followeth. 1, That if the day 
be aboliſhed, then is there no day now inioyned in the 4th com, 
for, take away that day wiich was commanded,to wit', the old 
day, & then is there now no day required for a Sabbath in rhe - 

th com. {> then, now an howre in a day may be ſufhcient, for 
a Sabhath; & ſo a Sabbath day may be tnrned into a Sabbath 
howre: Loe then, if by deniall of the zth day, they haue not 
nullitied the 4th c6, or as good as nullified it : for,the Lord was 
wont to haue an whole day , celebrated for his worſhip by the 
4th com. but now, we need giue him but an howre in a day for 
his worſhip, by the gth com, thus Sabbath daies, may be turned 
into Le&ure daies; & is not this a manifeſt violence done ynto 
Gods Law ? and thus it muſt be by their denial, vnleffe they, can 
ſhew ys, that God commanded jj,dates in his 4th com, an old 
day,& a new day; the 7th day,& the 8th day, 

2dly, it followeth, that if the 7th day from the Creation be 
aboliſhed, as they lay it is, then now a daies, we are not bound 
by the 4th com.to giue God one day in cuery 7 daics for a Sab« 
bath, but we may giue God one day in 7, or one day in 14, or 
one day 1n a moneth, or one day In a yeere,or one 1n 7 y=cres, 
Ir one in a mans life time : for being that the >thday in the 
c6. is aboliſhed, & none other day there is ſpecified,or put into 
its room®e, weare now left at randome, totakea day when we 
pleale ; for the 4th com, doth not cellys how often we. ſhould 
keepe a S1bbath, ſince thoſe words ( the 7th day )are aboliſhed, 
which teld vs how often we ſhould giue God a Sabbath ; now 
11dge thou good Reader, if they have not as good as nullified 
Gods 4th com. by aboliſhing the 7th day , fince God was wont

rohauea 7th day oacea weeke by his 4rh com, but now we 
needaot by that ©m.giue him a Sabbath aboue once in a yeere, 
or once in > yecres, or onec in a mans life ; for the time how 
often, being aboliſhed, there remaineth in the gth com.no more 
but the duty, to Keepe a Sabbath day; and that we may per- 
forme, if we keepe but ont in our wholelite, 

But we haue not yet done: In the 4th c6, there 1s jj, thinges 
ro be obſerued, the/one is the duety ofan Holy Ret , the other 
35 the duety of an Holy 11e,to wit, the zth day: now of theſe 
two things , they hold worn a ceremony and abolilhed; but 
theducty of an Holy Reſt, this they hold morall, and this 
they carefully performe on the Lords day as they perſwade the

Itis to be ob{erycd, that the Lords day-Reſt, differeth from 
the Sabbath daies Ret three” wayes ;-the firſt is| in the name; 
for the name Reſt, recciutth its denomination moſt properlie, 
from the day wherinit js done ; thus the Reſt performed on a 
Faſt day, isCalled a'Faſt 4aies reſt 3 & the Reſt on a coramon 
Holie day, is to be called an Holy day reft,not Sabbath day reſt; 
the worke done'ion a Saturday is called Saturdaies worke ;z and 
the worke dune on a friday, it is called Fridaies worke; and ſo 
theReſtperformed on the Lords day , it is the Lords day reſt, 
not the Sabbath day ref}; it is abſurd to miſename things; for iT 
you may call the/Reft , performed on the Lords day , the Sab- 
bath daies reſt ; why may you not by the like reaſon , call the 
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Fridaies worke , Saturdaies worke? and thereſt on a common 
holy day, the Sabbath day reſt? and a Faſtdaics reſt;or any day ot 
publike thankigiuings reſt, the Sabbath daies reſt? and why 
may we not call Savls ſacrificing , Samuels ſacrificing? the 
Lords daies Reft therfore , is act the Sabbath daies Reſt, 

The other way whereby the Lords day reſt, diftereth from 
the Sabbath daics Reſt, is in reſpe& of the qth Comm, for the 
reſt performed on the Sabbath day , is properlie the reſt ofthe 
4th Com, becauſe the 4th Com.inioyneth its reſt, to be ypon the 
Sabbath day ; but the reſt performed on the Lords day, cannot 
be a reſt belonging to the grh Comm. becaulethe 4th Comm, 
doth not command any reft ypon that day which is named 
Lords day : it commandeth onelie fuch- a reſt as is on the 
day named Sabbath day , and it commandeth labour & worke 
on the day called Lords day , it being one of the fixe working 
daiCcs. 

Happily they will ſay , that they performe this reſt on the 
Lords day , in conſcience tothe gth Com. But I anſwer, that 
it cannot belong therfore vnto the 4th Com, for it is not mens 
con(cience, but Gods ordinance that maketh arcſt tobe the reſt of 
the 4th Com, which I thus declareit mens keeping a reſt with 
a re{pe& vnto the 4th Com. would therfore make ita reſt com- 
manded inthe gth Com, then it ſhall follow, that if any man in 
his ignorance, wil: oblerue the reſt on a faſt day , & on a Coro- 
nation day , in a conſcience of the 4th Com. faireing to him- 
{e'fe that itis commanded in the 4th Com, then it ſhall come 
to paſſe , that Faſt dayes , & Coronation dayes, ſhall ſtand by 
virtue of the 4th Com, and be Sabbathes roo : further, by this 
deuile, whereas the Tewes bad many Sabbaths, ſome weekly, 
others yeerly;they might haue obſerued their yeerlySabbaths in 
con{cience of the 4th Com. 

The third way whereby the reſt of the Lords day, differeth 
from the Reſt of the Sabbath day, is in regard of the ends wher- 
fore they are oblerued: for the Holy reſt of the Sabbath day, is 
kept toprelerue in Gods Church the memory of the Neation; 
but the Holy reſt ofthe Lords day , is to preferue the me 
of the Kedemprion ; the Sabbath daies reſt , mindeth ys of Gods

reſt ypon the Sabbath day ; but the Lords daies reft , minderk 
vs of Chriſts RelurreQtiqn ypon the Lords day. : 

Thus you haue (ene it manifeſted, that the Holy reft which we 
now pertorme on the Lords day , it is not that Holy reft requi- 
red inthe 4th Comm. it is onely like vnto it, but it is not the 
lame; for itdiftereth, x.in the name, the one being properly 
called the Sabbath daies Reſt ; the other, the Lords daies Ref, 
2, It diftereth ia reſpe& gf the gth Com, for the Reſt proper to 
the 4th Cory. isa reſt vpon the 7th day , & ypon a day whole 
name is properly Sabbath day ; bur our reft, is ypon the 8th 
day, & vpon a day whole proper name is Lords day, 3. It dit. 
tereth in the vſc & end ;| forthe Reſt on the Sabbath day , is 
to preſeruea memory of the Creation ; but the-reſt on the 
Lords day, is to preſerue a memory of the Reſurre&ion or 
Redemption, 4. I willadda 4th difterence which is this , the 
reſt ypon the Sabbath os (eps. is commanded in the 4th com. 
isareſt, tobe obſerucd in imitation of Gods Reſt, on the 7th 
day ,at the Creation Genel, 2. z, Exod, 20, 11, but the Reft 
on the Lords day , is not done in imitation of Gods reſt at 
the Creation ; nor can be: for God reſted on the 7th day, & our 
Lords daies reſt is on the 8th day : now this is farr from imi- 
tating of God , when he reſted ypon one day, and we will 
Reſt vpon an other. | And thus in theſe four re'peds it 
is, cuident, that/the Reſt w..ich now we kcepe, it is none 
of Gods Reſt , ordeinedin lus 4th Comm. it 1s but like it, asa 
counterfaite 1:illing, is like a currant ſhilling ;let no man therfore 
any longer deceive | unſcite R by thinking ue keeperh Gods reſt, 
w:'cn be r. ſtet'1 6n the Lords day, 

To conclude, toralmuc!: as the Holy reſt we now keepe onthe 
Lords day, it 1$not that Holy reſt required in tle 4tl2 com, hereby 
you {ce plaivly,þat vow we neither giue God the time, no nor 
the dueties of rhe tim; and that by abuliſhing of the ſacred & 
{anRifed row? i t the 7th day,they haue avio aboliſhed the Holy 
reſt, required uf God inthis 4th Com. and thus there being but 
two things jnioyncd vg in the qth Comm. they haue reic&ed 
them bothy gudge then good Reader , if they haue not by ab0» 
lifhing of the ze day Sabbath , made voide. and aulliticd alſo 
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the arh Commandement : for they obſerue iuft nothing of all 
that God commandeth, but haue reie&ed both the time , & the 
dueties in the time. And thus much for proofe , that by abo- 
li/bing the 7th day Sabbath, they haue made yoide & nullified 
the 4th Com. it lelte, | 

I come now vnto the reaſon cf the 4th Com. to {hew yon 
how they baue nullified 8& made yoide that alſo ; forthey haue 
made moſt horrible hauvocke with Gods Commandemenr, by 
| reiefing the Saturday Sabbath : The body of the gth Com, is 
conteined in iij. yerſes , Exod. 20, 8. 9. 10. andT hauefſ howne 
how thele iij. verſes, of the xx Chapter of Exodus , are made 
yoide and nullified ; and now I come to { hew how they haue 
made fruftrate alſo an other whole verſe,to wir, verſe the r1th, 
and ſo they { hall haue filled yp the meſure of their iniquity 
tull, by a facrilegiouſe robbing God , of iih, whole verles out 
of his Morall Law,by taking away the key of knowledge from 
them: for I account it all as one, to rend ij. verſes of facred 
Scripture out of the Bible, 8 to peruert the ſenſe of them; or to 
turne the ſenſe & yſe of them, into Ciphers, 

T hat I may { hew you , how by denying and aboliſhing the 
2th day Sabbath, they haue nullitied & made yoide the reaſun 
of the qgth Com, alſo, firft I will recite the reaſon, for in fxe 
daies the Lord made the heanen Cf the earth , the ſea, & allthat in 
them 1s, and reſted the 7th day : Theyfore the Lord bleſſed the S1b« 
bath day & hallowed it Exod. 20. 11.This 11th verſfe,is a reaſon 
giuen by Almightie God , thereby tv perſwade vnto the obedi- 
cnce of the 4th Com. The Commandement was this, that we 
{ hould worke vpan thole ſixe daies , which were the firſt ſixe 
daies from the begining ofthe Creation ; & that we ſhould reft 
trom labour on the 7th day from the Creation : now the reaſon 
whereby God would perſwade vs herevnto, is areaſon drawne 
trom his owne example ; becauſe that in thole ſixe dajes, God 
himſelfe laboured,and in the ſame 7th day,God himſelfe refted; 
yea, and therfore hallowed & ſaxttifiedrhis zth day, 

Now what reaſon can be more liuly , then a reaſon drawne 
from Gods example ? & whatargument can be more moueing, 
with the ſonnes & daughters of God, then an argumier R—_— 
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from the example of their heauenly fathers ? but let the oldef& | 
man liuing tell me , if eyer he heard any Miniſter in the pulpir, 
prelſe the keeping of 'the gth com, by this reaſon , which God 
bath here added vato/his 4th com, or let any man tell me , if 
euer he heard the ſanRification of the Lords day , which is the 
firſt day of the weeke , preſſed by this reaſon here added by God 
vnto his 4'h com, Nay , what Miniſter will not be aſhamed , to 
per{wade men,either tojthe keeping of the 4th com.or to keeping | 
of the Lords day, by this reaſon, which heere God hath propoun- + 
dedifor,we neither worke on thole 6 dayes wherin God wrought, 
neither doe we reſt on that 7th day wherein God reſted : for we 
ret onthe 8th day,or firſt day,not as God did,on the 7th day; & 
our Lords day, God did not reſt on it, for our imitation, bur he la- 
bourcd on'it for or jmitation;; ſo asthere ts no correſpondency 
betwixt our Lords day Sabvath,, & our now keeping of the 4th 
com. & Gods example & reaſon propounded vnto vs. 
When did you euer heare any Miniſter lay thus , Letvs reſt _ 
from our laboures on the Lerds day ; becauſe God himlelfe , as 
our Patterne, reſtcd on the Lords xi ? and let vs ſanQtify & hal» 
low tbe firſt day; becauſe God bleiſed & fanRified the firſt day ? | 
you ſee how God hatl/added a moſt liuely & effeAuall reaſon,to 
his 4th com. drawne from his owne example , to moue vs to reſt 
on the Lords day, & to ſanity the firſt day ? tell me, if cuer you 
heard any Miniſter thus pretle this rezſon , & Gods example : or, | 
if yee have heard any houer aboute it,as loath to touch it , he hath 
nicknamed dayes , calivg the Lords day,Sabbath day ; & the 8th 
or firſt day, the 7th day : wherefore, becauſe Miniſters cannot de- 
uile,bow to make Gods example, and exemplary reaſon , to fit &

To ſumme yp all , you haue ſcene bow they that aboliſh the 
7th day Sabbath, they haue turned the body of the 4th com. int» 
a company of Qphene this hath bene declared & proued many 
wayes : yea they aue alſo turned the reaſon to the 4th com. into 
ſo many words,ſo many Ciphers ; for it ſtandeth in the booke of 
God for a mute , and is like a blanke in a Lottery ; no Miniſter 
vſeing this reaſon of God bef-re his people, to perlwade them to 
the keeping ofthe Lords day , or of the Sabbath day , by it : So 
then fince they baue not onely nullified the commandement , but 
alſo made voyde and vleleſle, the reaſon annexed tothe comman- 
demect; hereby you ſec, they haue by reieRingyGods hallowed and 
ſanQified r11me, the Saturday Sabbath, reiefed allo the whole 4th 
com. with euery parte and perfell of it, roote and branch. 

There are not many verſes in the Morall Law , and behold 
how of thoſe fewe verles,they haue turned into Ciphers, & made 
voyde & vſcleſle., noleſle then ity whole. verſes. v. 8. 9. 10, 11. 
there are not aboue 15 or 16 verſes, in all the Moralllaw ; now 
whoſoeter reie&eth the Saturday or 7th day Sabbath , you lee he

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day Sabbarh,be the leaft thing commanded in the Morall Lay; 
why then hee that ratify d egery thing commanded in the Lay, 
voto the very leaſt thing therein (call it an accident,or a circurr. 
ſtance of time, or what clle dipunntily you will ) he did ratifie 
this litle thing alſo,the 7th day Sabbath: rhe \n ran is good a 
minori;fr,if Ch1ift would not hane a title of a lerrer in the Law 
alrered, much lefſe an ordinance commanded in the Law, as is 
the 7:h day Sabbarh. :. 

I come next ynto the Minor or ſecond propoſition, and rhig 
is moſt cleerly proued by the words of our Sauiour Chriſt, For | 
my [ ſay ynto you onrill heauen & earth periſh,one wote,or one title | 
ſh.ull im no.w:ſe paſſe from the Lay, yntill all things be fulfilled Mat, 
5.18; In which words,our Sauiour Chrift plainly ratified , the | 
very leaſt things eommanded in the Law, to laſt for ever : for 
as Chermnitins (aith vpon this rext, core, is a letter of the Hebrew 
A'phabert &f the leaſt yalve of all other letters in the Alphabet: 
& ritle, ſth hee)isas a pricke toa letrer,or as a comma to alc- 
tence : whereby weſee, that inaſmuch as Chriſt, would not 
haue one of the leaft letters of the Law, nonor ſo much a title 
of a letter,as a pricke is yponthe letter (i)in no wile to departe. 
from the Law, h-reby be ratified the very leaſt thing comman- 
dedin the Law : that Chrift ratited the Law, vnroa or and 
title, extendeth rorhe very leaft things in the Law, more em- 
phatically, & moreyoide of exception , then if he had ſaid, no-/ 
thing ſhall paſſe from the Law. | | 

(Had the 7h day/Sabbath bene to be aboliſhed a while afcer, 
Cirift ſhould have fForknowbe it well enough ; & then re- 
m-mbriqg that, he would never haue here ratified the Law ſo 
vninerlally vhto a very iot and title of it) | 

This is plaine,it ye looke bit vpon the very next verſe yerl, 
19. Wheſoruer tnerefore ſhall breake one of theſe leaſt commandes 
ments , and teach men [o , he ſhall be cal;d the lea$t inthe K ingaome 
of heauen, Mar.5.1$.S here thcn in plaine words you lee our 
Sauiour ratifieth the very /caſt comandememt: yer furcher, Chriſt 
intended tg ratify not onely the leaſt comman. bur allo the leaſt 
branch of enery conmandement : for he catificd not only the 


6th com, touching murther but alſo the leaſt thing therin 
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conteined, as raſh anger, and caling an other fuole v,22. & 'thE 
2th com, hee ratified it to the leaſt tor & title of it,cuen to the 
adultery of the hearr,and toa luſifull looke y.28.& the ſeconp 
Table, of loue, Chriſt ratified itto the vtmoſt, extending it, 
euen to the loue of our enemies v.44. by all which it is moſt sp- 
parent, that our bleſſed Saviour , intended, to ratify this Di. 
uine Law of his heauenly father, to the yery ytmoſt, & vynto 
the very leaft thing therin commanded, neither can any man 
(I think) inyent,ſhould he wi 7 yeeres for it, how to expreſle 
himſelfe in words more yniuerſally & emphatically, to come 
prize euery thing, ynto the very leaſt of all, ſo as his words 
!hould be liable to no exceptions, then our Sauiour Chriſt bath 
expreſſed himſelf: heere: lo emphatically, {o vniuerſally, and fo 
full are his words heere ſpoken to that end. 

Thus you haue ſenethis argument firmly proued, neither can 
I deviſe, what ſhould be more plaine & pregnant, for the main- 
tenice of this ordinance of Gods morall Sabbath, then this rext 
vttered by our Sauiour Chriſt : but by how much it is the clee- 
rer,by ſo much the more, Sathan ſtirreth vp oppoſition againſtir; 
let vs therefore (ce what trickes and quillets th» wit uf man can 
deuiſe againſt it; that ſoall rubbs being remoued, our faith may 
reſt ypon this rocke of Chriſts word , the more firm'y and ſe- 
curly, 
I One anſwer brought againſt this argument is this , that by 
the word Law may be vnderſtod, both the morall and Ceremo- 
piall Lawes, But this is an ynwarranrable enlargment of (he 
word law :for itis a rule,that generall words, muſt be reſtrained 
vnto the SubieA matter in hand; as in Heb,7.12.it by the word 
Law there, we ſhould ynderſtand both morall and ceremoniall 
Lawes, we ſhould make foule worke ; wh'r-fore as the word 
Law in Heb.7,12.is to be raſtained ynto the Leuiticall cerenio« 
niall Law, according tothe matter there ſpoken of; fo muſt we 
by the wordLaw inMat.5.x8.vnderſtid onely the morall Law, 
according tothe matter here ſpoken of:for as you may le 1914 
by the context, our Sauior ſpeaketh of the morall Law , for our 
Sauiour hauing ratified the Law in generall in v.18, r19.then he

22.40, ſecondly, then { hould Chriſt baue ratified the 
ceremoniall Law , vnto the worlds end ,in Mat. bi 1$, whici is 
contrary vnto all Scriptures: andt:erfore Chriſt ſpake nothing of 
th! ceremoniall Law in this place. 3. Since Chriſt ſpake here,cf

2. An other an{wer made againſt this argument is , that the | 
duration of the Law bere ſpoken of by Chriſt , is but vntill 
Chriſt bis paſſion ; noted in thyſe words , vnt:l! all things be ful. 
filled v. x8, tor at Chriſt his paſhon all things were fulkilled, 
But this anſwer is very ablurd ; for theſe words of Chriſt , are 
a propbecy of the continuance of the Law;which prophecy was 
ratified by a preate'Aﬀſleueration , ſaying,verily , or truly I lay 
vntoyoun &c. Noy the time when Chriſt made this pro» 
.phecy , it was not aboue a matter of two yeeres before his pal- 
ſion or there about; now who could thinke,that Chrift ſhould 
make a prophecy , & that inf{uch fulemne a maner , with ſuch 
an Aﬀeueration, that the Law ſhould laſt, & continue yet , two. 
yeers longer? Further , ifthis anſwer & expoſition be iuftifi- 
able, then by the fame anſwer may we now reie& , a great© 
parte «f Chriſts ſexmon in the mount, & eſpecially his expoli- 
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tion ypon the Morall Law ; for whereas, our Sauiour ratifierk 
the very l-aſ of the commandements in v, 19, & expoundeth 
the 6th Com, to forbid raſh anger , & calleing a mavs brother 
foole, v. 22. and expoundeth the pth Com, toforbid a luſtfull 
looke, yer, 2Hand the 3d Com.to forbid ſwearing by the crea- 
ture,v.34.36, and the 2d table , to command loue to ourene- 
mies v. 44. a man may at once cut off all theſe, from bindin 
vs; if he will but ſuppoſe, that theſe enlargments of the Law, 
being lo {tri 8& rigoroule were Iewiſh , and pertaine not vn- 
ro Chriſtians ; & for the better auoiding of them, he may an- 
{wer, that Chriſt ratified the Law, thus expounded , bur yntill 
his death & paſs10n , were not this a goodly anlwer? 

2, It is falſe which they ſay, that all things were fulhilled ac 
Chriſt his paſhon: It is true indeed, that Chrift ypon the Croſle, 
ſaid, it 15 finiſh:d,loh,19.30, that is, his death 8c puoe was f1- 
niſhed,bur yer a/! things were not finiſhed ; for the Reſurre&i- 
on was behind, Wherefore the truer ſenſe, is by theſe words 
(ill all things be fulfilled) ro yoderftand , cuen all rhings, what- 
{oeuer Chriſt was to doe for his Church; and all things , which 
were any way prophecied of him,or of his Church militant: as 
this for one, Chriſt rarrieth now atthe right hand of God, yntill 
his enemies be made his footeſtoole, Hebr.r0.12.13. This one 
thing, is nor yet fulfilled ; ſee 1 Cor, x5.25. an other thing is, 
that the heauens muſt containe Chriſt, vnrtill the time that all 
things be reſtored, At, 3 .21,this other thing is not yet fulfilled, 
to wit, Chriſt his ſecond comeing , and the refſtauration of all 
things. A third thing is , that the Church ſhall ling A triam- 
phant ſong,ouer death,the grave, & ſirne,1 Cor.15.55.56.& this 
thing is not yet fulfilled neither: now fince all theſe things, ſhall 
not be fulfilled, vatill the worlds end, therfore the Law is to laft 
ynto the worlds end;for it muſtlaſt,vntill all chings be fulfilled. 

Yet further, the ſame is euident and apparent in the Texr it 
ſelfe; for our Sauiour faith, that the Law | hall laſt wr: heanen 
& earth periſh, or paſſe away : that is,vntill the end of che world: 
forthen ſhall the heauens , & the earth paſle away , and be dif- 
folued, as ſaith S.,Peter,the brayens ſhall paſſe away with a noiſe, &

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are therein , ſhall be burnt vp &c, 2, Pet, 3. 10, ſolong therfore 
as the heauens & the eatth laft, ſo long ſhall the Law, & every 
tot, and title of it laſt : the ſame is ratifyed by S.Luk, ſaying, /e 
15 moreealy that heanen & earth ſhould paſſe away , then that one 
title of the Law ſhould fall, Luk, 16.17, © 

Laſtly,ſupp-ſe we that in this text, there were no Prophecy at 
all, couchiag the duration & continuance of the Law, yet foral. 

much as we imbrace this Sermon, which Chrift preached y 
the Mownt, as concerning vs & our times ; we muſt therefore 
imbrace this parte of his Sermon , wherein he preached and 
raught,that the Law, with the leaſt commandement thereof, yea 
& eaery branch of this!Law , vnto a iot & title , muſt goe toge. 
ther ; for , Chriſt did got onely preſſe the Law vpon his Dilci- 
ples , buralſo euery title of it: wherefore by the lame right that 
we imbrace the other partes & paſſages of Chriſts Sermon , by 
the ſame right we and. imbrace alſorhe Law , & euery iot and 
title of the Law: this Diuine Sermon of Chriſt, it is 11 Chapters 
long, it begane Mat. g.1.4, It laſted ynto Mart.$.r. It you may 
reie& lome partes of this Sermon,as not belonging vato vs,then 
may you reieR all the Sermon ; & if you imbrace ſome partes, 
then muſt you imbrace all: & thus you ſee,their anſwer is vaine, 
in goeing about to confinethe duration of the Law , ynto the 
time of Chrifts liuing'vpon the carth, or yoto his death and Paſ- 
lion onely. ; ; 

3. A third anſwer js, that not every iot & title of the Law is 

now in force; for there be ſome things in the Law,that be not in 
force, as inthe preface to the commandements; I am the Lord 
thy God, that Liab out of the Land of Egypt : this de. 
liverance out of Egyprt,belongeth not vnto vs Chriſtians; for we 
neuer were in bondagein Egypt: & allo the ref. 'n annexed ynto 
the gth com, that thy dayes may be longe in the Land which the 
Lord thy God gineth thee : this Land was Canaan, & therefore 
the promile of chisLand,cannort bel wg vnto vsCoriſtians, Heres 
voto Tanſwer , that the Apoſtle doth app'y this promiſe vnto 
Chritanes,that liued not in Canaan, as you may reade Eph.

Furthermore, Igiue one anſwer ſeruing voto both theſe, 
which is this, admit that there be ſome titles of the Law, thir 
doe not belong ynto vs, as thele two realones annexcd to the 
Law, yet they cannot ſhew any titles of the Law, that doe not 
belong vnto vs, w hichare partes of the Law:for we muſt diſtin- 
guiſh betwixt the law,8& the appartenaces belonging tothe law: 
the law,is that parte of the Decal »gue,which command. or for« 
biddeth ſomething; the appurtenances of this Law, are: the pre- 
fice to the Law ; & the motiues or reaſones to perſwade tothe 
obedience of this Law ; & theſe are not delivered in camman- 
ding or forbiddcing termes:now I ſtand to defend by my argue 
ment,nothing more in the Law , then what is Law, & expreſly 
commanded or forbidden: neither dce I expound Chrifts words 
Mat. 5. 18. Any larger then ſo; howbeirIiudge, that Chriſt his 
words ought to be exterded, not onely ynto the Law, but alſo 
to the appurtenances of the Law,if poſhblie they may,8e where 
neceſſity & abſurdety doe not hinder, Toconclud , ſince my 
arguiſent {peaketh onely of luch iotes inthe Law, asare Law, 
& deliuered in.commandivg ot torbidding termes, their obiec.. 
tion is impertinent & beſ1ds the matter in queſtian,to bring Eex- 
c2ptiones of {uch ivtes as ar- ny law,nor parte of Law,bur onely 
appendixes tothe Law : for all the appurtenances belonging to 
the Law , might poſſiblie be of no force , & yet the lawit ſette 
may ſtand ſafely ſtilllike as a mans apparell maybe worne or, 
or burned,& yer his body may beſate ſtill, 

For a concluſhon,let me add one thing ta generall, which-ma- 
keth againſt all their 3 anſwers,which is this, All Orthodox and 
ſound Diuines, when they haue to deale againſt theenemies , of 
Gods law,who would aboliſh the whole law,as Libertines, Anar 
vaptiit;,& our new vpltart Eatoniſts, they doe defend Gods law 
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45s THE LORDS SABBATHS, 
to be Morall & perpetuall by this text for one Math, 5.18. Nay 
I know not any text we |haue ia all the new Teſtament, thats 
more auailable for this purpoſe, thE is this one text: but if now 
our dinines , will ſtand ro defend thele 4 anſweres, which I have 
confuted, then why may not any of thele Libertines or the reft, 
make the ſame an{wers to them , when they produce this Text, 
Mat.5-18,to defend the porperacty of Gods Law? as ht, why 
may not thele Libertines anſwer, laying , by the word Law, in 
Mat, 5.18, may be meant both the Morall & the Ceremoniall 
Laws;and ſo Chriſt{ hould ratify the Morall Law no more then 
he did the Ceremoniall Law? 2. And why may they” not an. 
{wer allo,that the duration of the Law here ſpoken of by Chriſt, 
is but yntill Chriſts paſſjon? 3. And why may they not afiſwer 
you allo, that thece are ſome iotes & things inthe Law, that 
belong not vnto vs Chriſtianes ? as in the preface to the Come 
mandements , Gods deliuerance of the Iſraelites out of Egypt:

Ol the Major or firſt propoſition, two things are therein con« 
(iterable , as for the former, it is a moſt cleere caſe : for be thar 
would not haue the Sabbath day profaned , he would haue ir 
ſan&ified and oblerued: like as in the 7th com. in that God 
would not haue a man commit adultery, it followeth that God 
would haue him liue chaſtly : the remouing of one contrary is 
the bringing in of the other : the forbidding of a linne, is the 
commanding of irs contrary virtue. 

And fircher , he that willeth all pofhible meanes to be ved, 
for the auoiding of any euill, he would that that euill ſhould be 
auoided, & the contrary good broughtin : & lo, he that com« 
manded all pothble meanes ro be vled, that the Sabbath day 
might not be profaned, he would not baue the Sabbath day pro- 
faned ; bur that the contrary good ſhould be brought in , which 
is, that the Sabbath day ſhoul'i be ſanRifed : for to that very 
end,that it might not be profaned but ſanRified , he appointed 
the meanes to be vied ; now no man commandeth meanes to be 
viced, hor the obtaining of that thing , which he would not ob« 
taine, 

The other thing conſiderable is, that he that willed the Sab- 
bath day ſhould be ſaniftied and kept from profanation , 50 
yeeres after the death of all Ceremonies, he willed that the Sab- 
bath day ſhould be ſtill in force vnto this day: the reaſon hereof 
1s, becauſe there was but one proper time , f.rthe aboliſhing of 
all ceremonies ; & all ceremonies they were aboliſhed together 
at once; & therefore whatloeuer was ratified & to be oblerued 
49 Or 50 yeeres, after the proper time for the death & end of 
all ceremonles, that thing was no ceremony ; for if it were, it 
ſhould not haue ſuruiued all ceremonies 2 neither was it aboli- 
{hed with ceremonies as a c*remony;for then no care ſhoul haue

ſu fterance onely,& for the weakenefle of thoſe times, but neuer 
by the a»rhority cf the Lord of them, as this is : for, the Sabbagh - 
day , it was not by connwency , for Chriſt commanding his Dif 
ciples, to pray apainſt the profanation of the Sabbath day ; doth 
thereby w17ant' the ſartification of it, 

Furthermore , whatfoeuer was authorized tobe vſed inthe 
Church, 4o or 50 yeeres after Chriſt his death, rhat is til] tobe 
retained & vled in the;Church ; for all things which the Apo. 
ſtles did either ere or.continue in the Church for x0; 20, 30, 
or 4o yeeres after Chriſt his Paſſion, not as conniued at, but as 
authorized & as a duety, thoſe rings are ſtill in force inthe 
Church; ro ipſtance can be ſhowne to the contrary. Ando 
much for proofe of the Major. 

I come noxy vato the Minor or fecond propoſition , & this I 
proue out of Mar, 2:;20, But pray that your flight be not in the 
IWinter,nerther on the S#bbath day. Which wordes « f our Sauicur 
doe fuily proue my Minor : for x. theſe words are a comman- 
dement of Chriſts , injthat he biddeth them pray ; But pray &c, 
2. This commandement it was direQed vnto his Diſciples,as 
you may [ceMar.24.1,2.3dlyThis commandemet was,that they 

ſhould vſe all poſſible meares, to augid their flight vpon the 
Sabbath day : for thete was none other meanes to be vſed for 
the auojting of this flight, but onely prayers to God ; for their 
ſtudy & cart,and other humane & naturall meanes , could doe 
nothing in this matref, for the Prevention of chis flight , ſo then 
prayer being a!l the meanes that poſſiblie could be vied, Chriſt 
commanded his Diſciples to vſeall meanes that was poſſible to 
be vied: yea, ſince prayer muſt be accompanied with all meanes 
& indeauores of mah, if more meanes could haue bene yled, 
Chriſt would haue had more yſed. 4, This meanes cfprayer to 
God, which Chriſt commanded them to yſe , was to this end, 
that they might not profane the Sabbath day : for ſo ſaith the 
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text, pray that your flight be not on the Sabbath day : Whereby you 
ſce,that our Sauiour would not haue them profane the Sabbath 
day,by their flight ypon it: for the further cleering of this poinr, 
becaule it is of the greateſt conſequence;l will proue vnto you, 
that when our Sautour bad them pray againſt flying on the Sab« 
bath day,hee ſpake it becaule he would not haue . Us profane 
the Sabbath day by that their flight, 

For this purpole note,that ir is the common opinion of expa« 
ſiters ypon this text, that when Chriſt ſpake of flight ypon the 
Sabbath day , he ſpake of it in a religioule reſpet: & this may 
be yet furcher contirmed ynto ys , if we conhider the Author of 
theſe words, who was (briſt ; who was « Phiſitian for the ſoule, 
& all his DouQtine tended to the furcherance of the kingdome 
of God; wherefore all his ſpeeches are it poſſible , to be vader- 
ſod as concerning the ſoule, & the kingdome of God; buteſpes 
cially when he mentioneth matters of Religion, as is the Sabbath 
day, then we cannot but thinke he ſpake of it inrelation tothe 
ſoule, and to the gth commaindement for the furtherance of 
the kingdome of God, & the obleruation ef the will of his hea« 
uenly father , ſhewing what conſcience men ought to make of 


doeing Gods will , & keeping of his Sabbaths* yea, the text gi- 


ueth light herein : for = ſhould they pray not to ye inthe 
Winter, but becauſe of diſcomodety of flight then, by foulneſſe 
& couldneſſe of weather &c ? $0, why not on the Sabbath day; 
but becauſe of incommodioule trauailing then , by reaſon of the 
4th com, and mens cunſciences , which is a religtoule reſpe& 2 
Nay how can it enter into any mans head to thinke, that Chrift 
ſhould command them pb pray , that they might not flic on the 
Sabbath day, in. any other ſenſe then this, becauſe he would not 
haue them profane it, and becauſe he would hauethe willof 
his heauenly father reuealed in the qth com, carefully obſer 
ued & obeiedl ; and becauſe he would not haue thoſe , his Diſci- 
ples , pollute their con(ciences , with profanation of Gods Sab« 
ath ? 

For the yet further cleering of chis point , let it benoted x, 
what is compriſed in this word flight :- ſuppole Chriſt bad fore- * 
tc1d them, that 'oger a few yeeres , ſuch an houle ſhould be on 
M mm 2 tyer, 
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fyer,in one of the ſeauen dayes; and had alſo bidden thempray; 
that they might nor be put to quench the fer on the Sa 5 
day ; what could this imply , but that Chrift would not have 
themworke,labour,moyle & toile ſoon the Sabbath dayfeus ſo 
it is here, for this end conſider , that this is ſucha flight, as is 
made out of acitty by the inhabitantes, whenthe enemies have 


beſeiged it with ſouldiers, as you may ſee Luk, 21.20,21,Now _ 


when the beleiged & diftreſſed Cittizens,flie out from the yio- _ 
lence of their enemies, they viually carry out with them what. 
ſoeuer things of worth! they haue in the citty , euen as much as 
poſſible thty can, as = young Infantes and children,their beſt 
apparell , and other rings of price ; euery rpan carries forth, 
euen as much as his backe can beare with his fafery, ſo that they 

oe laden out: beſids,they doe not walke at eaſe,as men doe on 
the Sabbath day'for recreation , but they flie and trauaile with 
all poſſible labour and ſpeede ; ſo as the day of their flight, it 
was a day of moyleing and exyerding ropfeings : Inced not 
mentionithe diſquier and diſtraQion of the mind, their careing 
how to ſaue their owne lives, and theliues of their wiues and 
children, & how to {ate their goods ; all which difinabled them 
for, and were enemies to the frerbd dueties of the Sabbath and 
the worſhip of God therein : all this negle& and putting by of 
the ſacred duerties of prayer,reading, hearcing, conference &c. 
doth neceſſarily follow the labour of the boy by flying on the 
Sabbath day; Thus much is compriſed in the word fl:ghr;{o that, 
when our S4uiour bid them pray againſt flight on the Sabbath 
day, it is all one,as if h? had Didden them pray, that they might 
not be driuen/to cairy burdens on the Sabbath day; and that 
they might nat be pyt to laboriguſe and painfall trauailes on 
the Sabbath day. 2. Let it be noted , that to beare burdens, and 
ro trauaile on the Sabbath day , were ever accounted for brea- 
ches of the 4th com. and fur protanation of the Sabbath day, as 
you may read plainly.in Nehem. r3. 15. 17, For Nehemiab re- 
proued the Rulers for bearing of burdens on the Sabbath day, 
aying , what evill is this that yee doe, & profane, the Sabbath 
day? ſee alſvIJoh,5.1o. Exod, 16.29, VVhereby you ſee it moſt 


apparent , tbat when/Chriſt bad them pray againſt flight on the 
| | | | tho , Sabbarh 
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Sabbath day,he meante it , that they ſhould pray againſt profa- 


nation of theSa bbath day:for theſe 1j are both one,ro flie,carry= 
burdens on the Sabbath day ; & to ww wr the Sabbath, as you 
ſee by Nehemiahs words : and what doth the word Prophane 
ſignify,but ro make a thing common ? & what doe they elle by 
flight on the Sabbath, bur make ita common day, ro wit, atra- 
uailing & a labouring day ? The will of Chriſt doubtlefle was 
none « ther, then the will of God in the 4th com. that is, rhat his 
Diſciples ſhould te carctull, to keepe an holy Reſt on the Sab= 
bath day , & torefraine all ſeruile laboures , according as it is 
in the gth com, /n it thow ſhalt not doe any worke O&c. 

But bere I muſt take away a maine obleCtion ; they will be 
ready to ſay, that it is noprofanation of the Sabbath day, to tra= 
uaile on it in a caſe of neceſſity, and toflie toſaye a mans life, 
as they doe who are beleiged &c, Herevnto I anſwer , yis, ie 
is a prophanation of the Sabbath : for what is it to prophane an 
Holy thing, but to conuert it, yntocommon vie? & be it meg 
trauaile to ſavetheir liues, yet fince trauailing & labouring are 
common workes ;by trauailing and labouring on the Sabbath 
day, as they doe on common daies, they make the Sabbath day 
a common day, and fo prophane it : neither will it follow, that 
b-cauſe it is noſinne to trauaile on the Sabbath in a caſe of ne- 
ce{fry, therefore it is no prophanation of the Sabbath : for God 
hath permitted vs to prophane & make common the Sabbath 
in a caſe of neceſſity, and {o prophanation of itis no finne as 
oth« rwile it would haue bene ; the prophanation remaines ſtill, 
but itis no finfull prophanation. 2. The confideration of thig 
obie&ion doth ſtrengthen my argument : for, if our Sauiour 
would not haue men to flic & traugile & worxe on the Sabbath 
day, no not to/ ſaue their lives, if poſſibly by means of prayer 
they might auoid it, muchlefſe would he haue men doe any 
worke on the Sabbath, when there is no neceſhty,and ina com. 
mon caſe: itis 4 fipne, that Chriſt was maruailouſly Low of 
his fathers Sabbaths, to haue them religiouſly 8 carefully fanc- 

tified after his death , when he would not haue his Diſciples to 
doe, no not ſuch neceſſary works as mightſaue their liues, on 


the Sabbath,if they might be prevented: thus I have ſufficier» 
ly proued the 4th thing 11 my Minor, Mmm yz The 
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The 5th and laft thing , to be proued in my Minor is,that 
this flight on the Sabbath day, was Eitenof to be, aboute 50, 
ceres after the death & end of ali Ceremonies : that the des 
ſtrudion of leruſalem by Ueſpaſian was a matter of 40, or 46, 
yeeres after Chriſt his paſſion it is confeſſed by all : & that this 
obleruation of the Sabbath, was to be 40,46,or neere fo yeeres 
after the death ofall ceremonies , is proued by this, that all 
ceremonies ended with Chriſt, ypon the Chroſle,, as you may 
reade, Epheſ.2,x5. Colol.2.14. Now the Sabbath day, being 
to be oblerued by an holy Reſt, at the deſtruction of Ieruſalem 
by Yeſpaſian which was neerc 5o yeeres after Chriſts paſſion , at 
which time all Ceremonies ended,it followeth that che Sabbath 
was to be obſerued neere 50 yeeres after the end of allCeremo» 
nies , and thus I haue proued and coatirmed, both propoſiciones

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in my arguments. 
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nd ij obietions more that may be made ' 
ſo much ynto the Religion & con{cience of the Sabbath , as ra- 
ther tothis, that he had a care to the ſafeguard of the liues of 
thole beleiged: for if th-y ſhould tlie in the winter, they ſhould 
be hindered by the foulneſle of the waies; and if on the Sabbath 
day,they ſhould be hindered by their ſuperſtitiouſe & needlefſe 
conlcience, which thy would make of the Sabbath, & lo it 
might come to paſſe, that their enemies {hvuld ſurpriſe them 
becauſe rhey could not make that ſpeede that was fiting in ſuch 
a time of danger, Hereynto Iiſwer,r.Ir is agroſle coceipt of any, 
to account that vbedience ſuperſtitiouic & needlcfle, which was 
dne according tothe preſcript of a Morall Commandement, 
ro wit, the 4th com, ſceing thy cannot prouec the old Sabbath 
mentioneilin the gth com, to be avolithed, 2, I haue before 
ſhowne, that Cariit when he ſpak of il:;2hrt on the Sabbath , he 
ſpakeit in a Figiouly reſpeA :Hut admit that Chriſt ſpake theſe 
words for the ſateguatd -fiheir liues, yet 10 it will come to the 


 againſtthis argument ; the one is, that Chriſt had not refpe& 


' ſame ſtill, that Chriſtratified the Sabbath day : for, as in the 
wiater,the deepeactle of the;waies,the ſhurtneſle of the daies, 
& rediouſnefle ofthe weather, would agprauate theire crofle, 
Sabbath day, the greate 

orrow 


& hinder their ſpeedy flight ; ſo on the

ſorrow of heart that would ſeaze vpon them, for that they were 
vrged to moile & toile & worke ſo hard vpon that day, where- 
in they were wont ſweetly to Reft with the pops of God, 
& topraiſe God in the afſemblie of the Sajntes , 8 for that they 
were inforced to profane the Sabbath, which they would glad'y 
haue ſanQified in obedicce roGods 4th com, thefe things would 
agprauate thecrofle, and ſticke fo in their minds as 1t would 


make their heartes tofaile them , and ſo hinder their ſpeedie 
flight : thus the winter would be an impediment to their bo. 
dies, and the'Sabbath would be an impediment to their ſoules, 
& lo the whole man, would be diſabled for a ſpeedy flighr, and 
tor the ſafeguard of their liues, 
Furthermore as touching their ſ{aperſtitiouſe confcience: 
what reaſon can be imagined , that ir ſhould be more ynfit to 
flie on the S1bbath day ,ghen on a weeke day, or why ſhould 
their ſpeedy flight be more hindered on the Sabbath day , then 
on an other day, if not for this cauſe, that they made a conſcience 
of flying & trauailing on the Sabba:h day, more'then on an 
other day ? now foraſmuch as' our Sauiour commanded them, 
to pray to Gud, that they mighe not fly on that day , for the of- 
fence of their conſciencer, thereby heallowed of , & approued of 
their making confcience of the Sabbath day : fuppole. our Sa- 
uiour Chriſt had commanded Agwr, Prov, zo,$.9.to pray that 
he might not haue roo rauch, leatt he ſhould grow proud and 
baury , nor roo little, leaft he ſhould fteale : he ſhould thereby 
approue of eAgvrs feares of growing prowd, & of ſtealing: & 
{oit is in our cale, for in that Chriſt Pad them pray , that they 
might not flie on the Sabbath day, leaſt thereby rheir conſcien- 
ces ſhould be offended & rheir hearrs filled with forrow fur 
protaning Gods Sabbath; thereby ' Chriſt allowed of their 
conſcience of the Sabbath day , & of their ſorrow for 
profaning it: and fo it was no ſuperſtitiouſe conſcience: 
had the Sabbath day bene aboliſhed long before this ſeige, as 
this obieRion ſuppoſeth , & ſo the conſcience of Chriſts Diſci- 
ples bene but ſuperftitiouſe, then would Chrift neuer baue 
commanded thern to pray to God in this caſe? for this were to 
pine gold for droffe ,, & to ſprad Subſtance for ſaddowes: 
wou 
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would Chriſt think you haue bidden them ſpend Dining 

rayers,for the ſatisfying the defircs of a (uperſtirioule & need 
[fe conſcience Þ & had not this bene an abule of holy prayer, 
and of the Maieftic of God, to begg of him things for cheir luſt 
& vaine deſires? If their conſcieacc were a vaine & needlefle 
conſcience, then they (ſhould pray to God to fulfill the defires of 
a vaine & needlefle conſcience, and Chriſt ſhould inftrut them + 
ſo ro doe too, which is moſt ablurd. "0 un 

Had the conſcience of Chriſts Diſciples, bene ſuperfticiouſe 
touching the Sabbath day,then wouldChrift haue reprowedthem 
for it, and rather haue refified their judgements ; 8 taught 
them now beforehand, that as touching the Sabbath, if ir fell 
out that they muſt flie on the Sabbath day,they ſhould then rake 
nocare forthat, for he came to [aboliſh that amongft other 
things, and itſhould be nullified long before their flight, ſo as 
8hat ſhould be nolet vato their flight; thus would Chrift haue 
pro Heibefrchand, and ſtrengthened them againſt this 

upecſtition, if it had bene ſuperſtition; nay had it bene ſuper« 
ſitio, Chriſt had nuſled them vp,& flattered them in it, when 
he bad them pray to God, that their ſuperſtitiouſe con- 
ſciences might not be crofled or dilquieted ; therefore it was 
no ſuperſtitiouſe but a iuſtifiable & religiouſe conſcience which 
they made of the Sabbath day:and this1s yer th? more ftrengs 
thened, by conſideration of the perſones that ſhoul4 make this 
conſcience of the Sabbath, rhey were Chriſts owne Diſciples, 
of his owne teaching;;and can we thinke , he would leaue them 
in lupecſtition, at thistime, and inthis caſe, when it was fo 
needfull thax they ſhould be inſtructed therein ? 

Happily it will be ſaid, they were not hit to heare now of the 
abolithing of the Sabbath , it being a thing ſo highly honoured 
am6gſt rhem &c.but why I pray,were they not as able to heare 
of the abolil iy of the Sabbath, as to beare of the deſtrution 
of the Temple? for they had the Temple in honour, nolefle then 

Yet further,it appeareth by the context,that their conſcience 
was not a fained & fuperſtitiouſe conſcience, but a true & reli. 
giouſe conſcience : for the other things whereof Chriſt __— 

ninet 
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niſheth them,are not fained things, but true and reall things;as 
whe be (aid, wor ſhall be to them which are with child, & which gine 
ſucke v.19. This was no fained thing, for ir was a true eaill, for 
women to be pat to flie when greate with child , or with chil- 
dren ſucking on them: againe, to flie in the winter, v.20, it was 
no ſuperſtitiouſe conceipt in Chriſts Diſciples, to thinke the 
winter a very ynſcaſonable time ro flie in, but it was ſo indeed, 
& fo we are to thinke ſemblably,of their canſcience of the Sab- 
bath day, that it was no needleſle & ſuperſtitioule conceipt in 
them to thinke it an offence ynto God, a breach of the gth 
com, & a grieuouſe matter to trauaile on the Sabbath day , at 
what time they ſhould be ſeruing and worſhiping of God: and 
thus much for this obie&ion. 

The 2d obiection is this, that by the word Sabbath men- 
tioned in the text, may be meant not the zth day and weekly 
Sabbath, but ſome one of their yeerly Sabbaths : & fo then if 
Chriſt had ratified any thing in this text, it had notbeenethe 
7th day Sabbath, but a ceremoniall Sabbath &c, and the rather 
they thinke thus, becaule it is thought that when the lewes fled 
out of [eruſalem, ic was net ypon the 9th day Sabbath, bur 
ypon a Feſtiuall Sabbath, But herevnto [ reply, xr, That it was 
no yzerly Sabbath whereof Chriſt ſpake : for, the yeerly Sab- 
baths beivg all Ceremonies , and to be aboliſhed long before 
that ſeige of leruſalem, if Chriſts Diſciples had made conſcitce 
of thoſe, then their conſciences bad bene ſuperſtitiouſe, Bur 
their conſcience was not ſuperſtitiouſe, as hath bene ſhowne; 
& therefore the Sabbath whereof Chriſt ſpake and they made 
conſcience, it was no yeerly & ceremoniall Sabbath, but the 
7th day and weekly Sabbath. 2. The word Sabbath, when in 
Scripture it is put abſolutly, wichourt any addition, & when the 
context giuerh no light tothe contrary,it is to be ynderſtod of 
the zth day & weckly.Sabbath: for this was the moſt frequent 
& ordenary Sabbath, & Chriſts his ſpeeches are to be ynder- 
ſtod in an ordenary & not in an extraordinary ſenſe , and of 
taoſe things which were vſuall, rather then of thoſe which were 
rare & {cldome, 

As for their reaſon, that it is thought they fled vpon wean £ 
Sabbath day, & not ypon the weekly Sabbath day, this pronetie 
_— 4 i: N nn not, 
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nor, that therefore their conſcience was nor of the weekly $h« bi 
bath day ; but rather , that their conſcience was ofthe weekly' ©. 
Sabbath day: for, inaſmuch as Chriſt commanded his Diſciples, !' 
to pray that they might not flie ypon a Sabbath day , it is ro be 
beleened , that they did pray accordingly ; & further ir is to be" 
beleened,that ſince thry prayed at Chrifts commandemenr, and 
being Chrifts Diſciples , that they prayed in fairh : and that 
therefore they obtained their prayer : whence it may be collec. 
red , that they prayed againſt flight on the weekly 7th day Sab- 
bath;becauſe es did not fic on the weekly 7th day Sabbath z 
for God heard their prayer, Bur tothinke they made conſcience 
of a yeerly ceremontall Sabbath , & th; Sm apainſtit , and yet _ 
were driuen toflie onir , is abſurdly to ſuppole,that God crof- - 
cd their prayers, and denicd their petition, And thus much for 
the 24d ieRion. ; 

The laſt objeRion or rather anſwer is , that by the name Seb. 
bath day Chriſt might 'vnderftand the Zords day, But why may 
they not as well fay, when Chrift ſpake of Winrey , he meant the 
Sommer ? and when in; the new Teſtament there is mention of 
Cireamciſion , therby may Baptiſme be meant? where did they 
ever read the Lords day named Sabbath day in Scripture? ſuer 
Tam,the holy Ghoſt putreth a plaine difference derwixt the Sab- 
bath day, & the Lords day , or firſt day of the weeke,ſee Mark, 
16.r.2, Finally, who that confidereth how Chriſt & his Diſci- 
ples, made the Lords day a'trauailing day Luk. 24. 13. Could 
thinke, that Chriſt would not permit his Diſciples go yeers 
afrer, totrauaile on the Lords day, toſauetheir lives , if by this 
Sabbath day,he meant the Lords day?8 thus much for my elea- 
uenth argument , which tandeth good againſt all their obiec- 


tiones and panclayings. 


My Twelueth & laſt argument, to proue that the 7th day 
Sabbath is ſtill in force,is becauſex, The Apoſtles,did conſtantly 
obſerue & keepe it, after Chrifts reſurre&ion, 2, The primi- 
tine Chnrches,did obſerae and keepe it , after the dayes of the 
Apoſtles , for 300 or; 4oo yeeres after Chriſt time, 3, Our 
owne Church, doth daily pray ro God , to incline our heartes to 
&cepe it, and it may be thus framed, "oO That 
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That day wich the" Apoiiles of Chriſt, did conſtantlie obſerue and 
keepe after Chrifts death ; and whico the primitiue Churches did ob. 
ſerue & keepe after the dayes of the Apoſtles, for 300 or 400 yeeres; 
& which our owne Church , doth daily pray to God , to incline ony 
heartes to keepe ; That day is ſtill in force. 

But the 7th day Sabbath , the Apoſtles of (rift , did conſtantly 
obſerue and keepe after (\briſts death ; and the primitine Churches, 
did obſerue and keepe it after the dayes of the eApoitles for 300 or 
400 yeeres; & onr Church doth daily pray to God , to incline our 
beartes to keepe it, 

Therefore the 7th day Sabbath, 3s ſtill in force, 

As for the Major or firſt propoſicion,it needeth no proofe,ſo 
cleere it is: it conſiſteth of 3 branches as you ee ; as for the 
firſt of them, which is that,that day which the Apoſtles did con- 
ſtantly obſ(erue, is {till in force, or muſt be our Sabbath day, this 
point mnſt needs be granted me ;becaule Itis-the very f wav 
of my aduerſaries : for they thus oye for their Lords day Sab- 
bath;zthat, That day which the ApeFtles did conſtaily obſerue,mu#t be 
07 Sabbath day : Wherefore they cannot doubt of my Major. 

Furthermore it may be confirmed by this, that we are bound 
to imitate and follow the praQile of the Apoſtles: Be pe followers 
of mee, enen as I am of Chriſt, x. Cor.1x,r, Therefore that da 
which the Apoſtles did conftantly keepe , that day muſt be nill 
in force,and we muſt keepeit, 

It is rrue indeed,if that the Apoſtles had kept a day ,but now 
& then, as once in a moneth, or once ina yeere,or once in man 
yeeres, ( as they kept the Lords day) then it had not followed : 
But that day which they Keſe couftantly,vſually,& every weeke, 
weeke by weeke,there can be no reaſon imagined, why that day, 
ſhould not be ſtill in yvſe,in the Church, No, nor can we , with 
a good & quiet conſcience , reie& the conſtant praiſe of the 
Apoſtles: It the example, yea the frequent and cxſtomary exam- 
ple, of the Apoſtles , thall not be auaileable with vs , what then 
will auaile wich vs? In other caſes , the very mention of it;, that 
$. Paul did fo, or that ſome other of the Apoſtles did ſo, it is 
{ufhcient tobind ys, to doe the like ; & why then ſhould we nox 


be followers of them, in this caſe allo, keeping that day for our 
Nnn 2 Sab. 
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nicd ; vnleſſe men dare cenſure tho 
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Sabbath which they kept, & conſtantly kept alſo? 
As for the other 2 branches of ay Major , they cannot be de. 
n | epureft and primitive Char 
ches,which lincd next after the Apoſtles,as if they !hould live in 
an errour of praQtiſe 300 or 400 yeeres together; ſhould rather 
ſuſpe&t our owne times then their times : Nor , yoleſſe men 
would make fruſtrate an holy prater of our (þ#rch, And ſo much 
for rhe Major, * : | 
{ come now to the profe of the Minor, or ſecond propecſi- 
tion: this confiſteth of 3 branches, which I will prouc in order 
one after an other, the firſt branch is this, that the eLpoſtles did 
conftantly keepe the Sabbath day after Chrifts death ; for this 
purpoſe ſee Act. 13,14. But when they were departed from Perga, 
they came to Hmtioch ef Piſidia , went into the Synagogue on the 
Sabbath day &c. Here you lee the Sabbath day in vie ; and on 
this day, Paal preached a Sermon to the congregation aflem- 
bled, as you may reade in the following partes of the Chapter, 
Againetice Act, x3. 42:44. And when they were come ont of the 
Synagogue 0 fihe lewes,the Gentiles beſought, that they would preach 
theſe words to them the next Sabbath day: andthe next Sabbath day, 
came almoſt the whole Citty rogether, to heare the word of God. Loe, 
here againe was an other ſermG6 preached vpon theSabbath day: 
and furrhcr , note the conſtancy of keeping the Sabbath day ; for 
here were two Sabbath dayes together kepr,the one immediat!y 
following after the other , & this is ſignifind by thoſe words, the 
next Sabbath day. Againe, ſee Aﬀt, 16. 13, eAnd on the Sabbath 
day,we went ont of the City, beſids a riner , where they were wont to 
pray : and we ſate downe , and ſpake vnto the women , which were 
come together, I. oe liere, atan othertime, and in an other place 
or Citty , the Sabbath day was kept alſo : and fw ther it isto be 
noted, that on tis Sabbath day,was Lydia converted; 8 (hee, & 
hir houf! old Baptized. Againe, ſee AR.17.2. And Payl,as bis 
manner was wer in vnto th-m , and three Sabbath daies, Diſputed. 
with them by the Scriptures &c, Loe here, atan other time, & in 
an other place or Citty , the Sabbath day was kept: note alſo, the 
conſtancy of their keeping the Sabbath, that three Sabbath dayes 
togecher were herc kept , as the text ſpeaketh : nor@ allo , that is 
| : was 
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was tio rare and ſeldome thing \, for the Sabbath to be thus kepr, 
but tat it was in the Apoſtles times, a moſt ordenary & conſtant 
thing ſo to doe; and this is ſignified vnto vs, by thoſewords, And 
Tawnl,as bis manner was: So it was acuſtome with S,Paul,to my 
tt e Sabbath day , evermore whereſoener he came, Apaine , 
At. 18.4. And be Diſputed im the Synagogyes euery Sabbath day, 
& exhorted the Irwes & the Grecians, Loe,tere j. 37mg an other 
time.and in an other place or Citty , the Sabbath d 
& note t'econſticy ofthe keping the Sabbath day;for in this citty 
Paul kept euery Sabbath day, ſo laith the text, exery Sabbath day, 
not a Sabbath day once in a quarter of a yeere, but euery Sabbath 
in a yeere, What can be more plainly proued , then this point is, 
that the Sabbath day was kept, yea and conſtantly kept in the 
dayes of the Apoſtles ? | 
Furthermore it ſhall not be amifle to ſhew alfo, by whom 
the Sabbath: was kept ; and here Iſhall prove yntoyou, that this 
obſcruation of the Sabbath day , it was an Apoſtolicall praQiſe; 
and therefore the more to be regarded: for this purpole let-ys 
looke backe vnto the texts fore alleaged, ſee AR.13.13.14. Now 
when Panl,and they that were with him &©c, Where you ſee, that 
the Apoſtle Pa»! kept the Sabbath day ;and alſo other (briſtianer, 
that accompanied him in bis voyage , namly thoſe wko were with 
Paul, asthe text ſpeaketh, Againe, ſee AR. 13.43.44-46, Where 
mentionis made of Barnabas the Apoſtle , who ioyned timſelte 
with Paul , & thoſe other Chriſtiaxes , in the obſeruation of the 
Sabbath day. Againe,ſee At, 16,1.3.13.19.20. Where is men- 
tion made of Timothens,& of Silas, both which,ioyned with Paul 
in the ſanRification of the Sabbath day. Thus you baue frene, 
t' arthe Sabbath day, wasobſerued after Chriſts refurre&ion , by 


the Apoſtles Paul & Barnabas, & by Timothens & Silas , and by 


other (hriſtians that accompanied Paul in his voyage: wherefore, 
we may ſafely cale , the obſeruation of the old $i day , an 
Apoſtelicall & (hriſtian praQiſe:for it was oblerued by the Apo- 
ſtles of Chriſt , and by ſuch as were Preacbers of the Gofpell af 
Chrift : and therefore the obſeruation of the old Sabbath, hath 
Authority ſufficient to backe iz, by thoſe that publiſhed and preg» 
cicdthe Goſpell of Chrift, ynder the new Teſtament, | 
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Thas you haue ſeene ir proved, that the Sabbath day was 
kept, and conſtantly kept, after Chriſts death & refurreRion, 
2, That it was kept by the Apoſtles themſelues, and by ſuch as 
publiſhed, and preached the Goſpell, z It ſhall not be amiſle to 
ſhew you, how ysierſallig the Sabbath was kept : for it was kept 
in diuerſe and fondry places, as at Antiocbia Act. 13. 14. 42, 
And at Philipps At. 16,312.13. and at Theſſalonica Act, 17, 1.2, 
And at {orinth At. 18. i. 4. So you lee, the Sabbath day was 
kept in theſe 4 Chriſtian, Churches, to wir, in the Church at An- 
tivch,at Philipp , at Theflalonica , and at Corinth: all theſe we 
know of, | | 

Albeit we have ſufficiently proued; both the Major , and allo 
the hrſt branch of the Minor ; yer all is not done in thus argue 
ment which ſome that are very ſcrupulouſe require: for ia 
ſome, it is true indeede; that the Apoſtles Kept the Sabbath after 
Chriſts refurreRion ; but ir was amongſt the Fewes, and in the 
Tewiſh Synagogues, but proue vnto vs, that euer the Apoftles 
kept the Sabbath , among the Gentiles. But herevnto I reply. 

This diſtinQion of Keeping the Sabvath among Tewes , but 
aotamong Gentiles is fond and vaine; for thele men make 
doubtes & differences, where the Apoſtles made none,as I ſhall 
proue ynto you: for, the Apoſtles kept the Sabbath day, among 
both Iewes & Gentiles, ioyned in one congregation togeather: 
fee AR. 18,4. And he diſputed wn the Synagogne,cuery Sabbath day, 
& exhorted the Iewes _— Grecianes: Here you lee the Sabbath 
was kept, both with Iewes & Gentiles, for the Grecianes, were 
no Iewes but Gentiles, {ce alſo AR, 17,2.4. And ſome of them be- 
leexed, & ioyned in company with Paul & Silas:alſo of the Grecianes 
that feared God a greate multitude : Here you ſee a multitude 
of Grecianes or Gentiles, were preſent with the Iewes , in the 
ſame congregation , when Paui & Silas kept the Sabbath day, 
as in v.2, {othen, the Apoſtles made no difference, in keeping 
the Sabbath day , betwixt lewes & Gentiles. 

Neuertheletle I wiil proue vnto you, that the Apoſtles kept 
the Sabbath with the Gentiles,fee AR. r 3.42.44. And when they 
were come ont of the Syyagogue of the Iewes, the( Gentiles) beſongit, 
tha: thy would preach theſe words to them, the next Sabbath day, 


and 
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& the next Sabbath came almeHt the whole catty together yo heaft the 
word of Ged.Loeghere is a moſt pregnantext for the purpoſe;fot 
here the Apoſtles Paw! & Barnabas, kept the Sabbath with Gen» 
11ler;yea with the whole citty almoſt of the AntiochianGentiles; 
wherefore, the Apoſtles made no difference of keeping the Sab- 


bath betwene Tewes and Gentiles:for they kepr it indifferently, 


as well amongſt Gentiles as amongſt Iewes, | 
An other text whereby I {hall proue ynto you, that the Apoſts 

les kept the Sabbath among the Genriles, is At.r6.12.1 3. And 
from thence to. Phulipps, which 18 the chiefe Cutty in the partes 
of eMacedoma, and whoſe inhabuants came from Rome to dwell 
there : and we weere in that Citty abiding certaine daies, & onthe 
Sabbath day we went ont of the (ary , beſuds a rimer,wbere they were 
wonte to pray : C& tve ſate downe, & ſpakg vntothe women, which 
were come together &c, In this text, it is tobe obſerued,that theſe 
at Philippi with whom Pax, Timorhie, 6 Silas kept the Sabbath 
day, v.3.19. they were Gentiles : for, 1; Lidia, who was then 
converted, & ſhe & hir houſhold baptized, ſhee was a Gen- 
tile, for ſhe was of the Cirty of Thyatira,as the text ſpeaketh. y, 
14, It doth nur follow, that ſhee was a Iewefle, becauſe the text 
ſaith, ſhee was a worſhiper of God, as ſome thinke: for ſo was 
Cornelius alſo a worſhiper of God A&.10.2. But yet he was 
noIJew , no nor {o much as a proſelite, for he then was vncire 
cumciled, AR, 11.3 ſecondly, it is plaine in the texr; becauſe 
the text ſaith that theſe Philippians were Romanes : Whoſe in« 
habitants came from Rome to dwell there,v.x2, now the Romanes 
were not lewes, but Gentiles :' which appeareth further in y, 
20.21, by the oppoſition, betwixt Iewes 8& Romanes, Theſe 
men who are Tewes, trouble our City , and preach ordinances which 
are not lawfull for vs to receiue,ſceing we are Romanes, T helephilipe 
pians therefore were Romanes, & ſo Gentiles : and/ſo it is eui» 
dent by this text alſo, that the Sabbath day was kept amon 
Gentiles,& that the Apoſtles wereas redy to keepe the Sabbat 
when they came among the Gentiles with the Gentiles,as they 
weere to keepe it when they came among the Iewes with the 
lewes : they made no difference betwixt Iew & Gentile for 
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Finally, ſuppoſe it could not be proued, that the Apoflleg 
kepr the Sabbath with the Gentiles art all, but onely with the 
lIewes ; is it lawfull thereforeto reie& the examples and prac« 
riſe of the Apoſtles? if it be , then theſe abſurderies follow, x, 
That when the Apoſtles exhorte ys, to become imitatores and 
followers of them, as in x, Cor. 1. x. and 1. Cor. 4-16, & Phil, © 
3-17. then theſe rextes muſt be vnderſtod,with this yaine limi« 
cation, that we muſt imitatethe Apoſtles,onely in ſuch a&iones, 
as they did doe among the Gentiles, but not in thoſe they did 
among the Iewes, 2.1f we muſt imitate the Ot , onely in 
ſach things, as they did doe among the Gentiles ; then is the 
example of the Apoſtles , of little or no-vſe for our dire@ion: 
for all their a&iones well nigh, were done , among the lewes 
onely,or elſe among lewes 8& Gentiles mixed together , as you 
may read euery where, ſee At,2.14. AQ.13.14.42, AQt,r4.5, 
AQ. 17.4.5. AX.18,4. So much for heir firſt anſwer. 

An other anſwer they viually bring, __ the Apoſtles 
keeping the Sabbath day, after Chriſts reſurre&ion is, thar it 
was (0 ow for a time onely , fo beare with the weakeneſſe of the 
Tewes, who would not be ſuddainly weaned from the Sabbath 
day, no more then they would from Circumciſion, Here. 
yntol reply. x.That it was no weakeneſle in the Iewes (I eruſt) 
nor {o to be eſteemed of vs,for the toyeeld obediece vnto a mo« 
rall precept, which injoyneth the Sabbath day:neither are they to 
rank the Sabbath day with circumciſion, ſuppoſing the Iewes 
to be as ſuperſtirioule iv the one as in the ather, vntil they know 
bow as well,/to proue the Sabbath day to be aboliſhed, as it is 
ealy toproue Circumciſion tobe aboliſhed, 

If the Apoſtles keeping Sabbath,was to beare with the weak- 
eſſe of ard (irty , then I would gladly know, why they kept 
Sabbard with the Gentrles ; this was not Itruſt to beare with the 


Iewes weaknefle, fee AR, 13.42. 44. this repetition ſermon 
or ſermon prrecpect apaine at requeſt of the Gentiles, it was

de for the Iewes ſake , but for the Gentiles ſake , who 
requeſted it $ now what cauſe was there then , that Paul & Bar- 
_ nabas ſhould preach this ſermon vato the Gentiles , ypon the 
. Sabbath day,to beare with the weakneſle of the Tees , % 
wlll | fl | | : whoſe 
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whoſe ſake it was not preached? had this ſermon bene preached 
at the requeſt of the Iewes, and fo for their ſakes, happily this 
might haue had ſome better culler ; but it being prached for the 
Gentiles ſakes, & at their requeſt, it is abſurd therefore 
to thinke, that the Apoſtles ſhould haue regardto the Iewes in 
this caſe: and ſo much for the Sabbath day kept among the Gen= 
tiles at Antioch A&t.1r3 14.42.44. 

T he vanity of their anſwer,will further appeare if we looke 
into that other Church where Pax, T imothie & Silas kepr the 
Sabbath day alſo, to wit , at Philips, & that too among the 
Romane Gentiles AR.16.12,13 now forſomuch as we reade not 
of any [ewes ancibag at Fhlippibet haue proued the c6trary, 
nor can they proue that any dwelt there, who could thinke, 
that S. Paul and the reft, ſhould keepe the Sabbath there, in« 
fauor of the [ewes ? or for the alc of the Iewes? lince 
there were no Tewes eirher in that Citty,or in theirAflemblies, 
of whom the Apoſtles ſhould be afraied, or for whoſe ſakes 
they*(hould doe ir. 

But here it is anſwered, that albeit there were no Iewes in 
this Citty or Aſſembly, yet if Paul had nor kept the Sabbath 
here, it would haue bene by one meanes or other carried to the 
lewcs where they dwelt, whereat they would haue bene offen- 
ded,8 therefore Paul kept the Sabbath here at Philip, But how 
vaine this conceiptis appeareth. x, Becauſe this ſuppoſeth, that 
the Apoſtle durſt not freethe Gentiles, from the obleruation of 
needlefſe ceremonies in their owne Church,for feare he ſhould 
oftend the ſuperſtitioule Iewes in ſome other remote Church, 
2, By the like reaſon, Paul ſhould not haue reproued Peter for 
Indaizing in the Church of Galatia, Gal.2.14, nor haue durſt 
to ſpeake againſt Circumciſion;nor to haue wrote to the Colol- 
ſfians againſt Meares and drinkes , new Mones , & yeerly Sab- 
baths, Colof.2,16, for by one meanes or other,this would haue 
come to the hearing of the Iewes,& offended them. 3. By this 
it ſhould haue come to paſſe, that there ſhould haue beneno 
place left in the world for the Apoſtles to haue bepune a refor- 
mation of Iewiſh ceremonies,if they durſt not refadie them for 
feare it ſhould come to the heating of the Iewes : wherfore the 

| Ooo - Apoſtles 
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Apotles kept not the Sabbath ar Philippi for topleaſe the ewes 
onely , nor onely for feare of offending them, 

Yet further, ere is not want of good reaſon, to ſhew that 
the Apoſtles kept not the Sabbath for the weakneſſe of the 
Jexes onely : this being laied for a grownd,that if they be ſup- 
poſed to keepe it for the weakneſſe of the Iewes onely,that then 
it was a ceremony & lo aboliſhed ny reaſons are theſe, 

1. Becauſe the Apoſtles kept it voluntarily, & when rhey mipte 
have auoidecd it, as appeareth, xr. Becaule the Apuſtles re- | 
wained certaine daics with the Church at Antivch AﬀX.13.42, 
44 and with the Church at Philippi AX.16.12, Nuw any day 
of the Sixe had bene as fit for the Gentiles, as the Sabbath, it the 
Sabbath was a ceremony. 2. Becauſe the Gentiles beſought the 
Apoſtles to preach to them the next Sabbath day Aﬀt.1g 42. 

ow what is obtained by requeſt ofSuperiors,is at their liberty 
tro grant : nowſan any. thinke the Apoſtles would vſe 2n a= 
boliſhed ceremony, when it was at their choile and libertie ro 
vic it or not ? foralmudch as the jtroyg ought to beare the infirmi- 
ties of the weake , it was'a burden for an Apoſtle to vſe a Iewiſh 
Ceremony : and would the Apoſtles then take an voproffitable 
burden on their backes, when they might auoide it? | 

2. If the Sabbath was kept for the weakneſle of the Iewes, 
and ſo appeared to |be but a Ceremony , then had the Apoftles 
rune ypon jj dangerouſe rockes, x. As touching the ewes, how 
could this but harden the hearr of the Iewes in their /ndaiſme, 
and retaining flill of Ceremonies, when they ſaw S, Paul,the 
greateſt enemy! to C:remonies of all the Apoſtles, to oblerue the 
Sabbath day till, nor ohely when he was among them, butwher. 
ſveuer be came,yea among thie Gentiles alſo; 2 As touching the 
Gentiles, if the Sabbath had bene kept for the weakneſſe of the 
lewes onely ,35 a cerem«.y,t het hadS. Paul by keeping the Sab- 
bath among the Gentiles, infe&ed them with /udaiſme by his 

' praQtife: yea , & ſo taught rem that now in practiſe , which he 
muſt afterwards beate downe & ynteach againe by DoRtrine ; 
Thus the Apoſtles ſhould be ſuppoſed to make themſelues 
worke: firſt to infet, & then toheale & cure : further , if their 
anſwer be good, then was Paul boxrd, to permit & ſuffer the 
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Chriftian Churches in Iudaiſme; for the ſtrong ought to beare the 
@firmities of the weakg, Rom, x5, 1» Now Paul was ſtrong, 
& thole lewes were weake. 

3. To ſuppoſ: the Apoſtles to keepe the Sabbath amon 
the Gentiles, for the weaknes of the Iewes , is abſurd : for by {o 
doing the Go{pell ſhould receiue no aduantage: for looke what 
a ſuperſtitioule Iew was caled therby , by {o much a beleeuing 
Gentile was burdened & combered ; he being intangled with a 
Iewiſh Ceremony : now what were this better then if the A 
Rles ſhould pull a thorne out of the foote of a Iew, and thruſt it 
into the foote of a Gentile? 

4. Obſerue , that S. Paul was the DoQonr of the Gentiles 
Gal. 2,7. Nuw by Geatiles here , we muſt not ynderſtand ſuch 
congregations as conſiſted only of Gentiles: for of all the Chur- 
ches which Paul planted there were fewe ſuch, but for the moſt 
parte they were all a mixed people,of lewes&; Gentiles both,as 
| you may fee AR. 27.2.4, AR.r8.4, AR.19.10.AM, 13.14 42. 
AR. 14.5.wherctore,{uppole yee that the Sabbath had no where 
bene kept among theGentiles,that is,in (uch a congregatio whe. 
rinthere were none but GEriles;yet is the caule the ſame fill; for 
frſt,ic is plaine that Paul kept the Sabbath frequently-in theſe 
Churches, whic' were mixed of lewes and Gentiles, ſee AR-rx 7, 
2. 3. AQ. 18. 4. Andſ-cn ily, itis plaine , that theſe were the 
Churches wich Paul p'anted , 8 outr whom he was ſet : now if 
thekeping of theS4abbaih had bene a ceremony ,as meats & drinkes 
were,then had Paul committed a foule e-70wr by viing of this Ce- 
remony in his C':urches, the Churches of the Gentiles: for he had 
conſtrained therby the Gentiles ynto Iudaiſme; the which fault , he 
torely reproued Peter for Gal. 2. 14. 12, For, Pauls keeping the 
Sabbath muſt as well conſtraine the Gentiles to Sabbattuzing , as 
Peters refraining of Meates, did conſtraine theſe Gentiles to doc 
tne like, 

5. If Paul did Sabbathize among the Gentiles , for the weaknes 
of the Iewes onely, and that ordenarily and cuſtomarily , for ſo he 
did AR.13.14.42.44. AR. 17,1.2, AR.18, 4. Thenthis ablur- 
dety followeth, that Paul did alſo circnm::ſe the Gentiles, forthe 
weaknelle of the ewes , and that ordenarily and cuſtomarily : for 
Ooo2 there 
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there is as greate reaſon , that Paul ſhould haue vſed circumciſion 
among the Gentiles, in fauor of the Tees , as to haue vied the 
Sabbath day among the Gentiles, in fauor of the Iewes: for the le+ 
wes were as zealouſe for circumciſion as they were for the Sab- 
bath, Herevnto I might alſo add, that Paul muſt as well have ved 
the'r new moones, & abftinance from prohibized meates,among the 
Gentiles, for the ſake of the Tewes, as the Sabbath day , if theſe 
were all alike Ceremonies, and ifthere v ere no more morallity 
in the Sabbath, then in the Hew moones and prohibited meates, 

6, As touching things indifferent, and the Ceremoniall Law, 
Paul became all things wnto all men &c, Vnto the lewe who had = 
the Ceremoniall Law,he became a Irwe; & ynto the Ge 'tile, who 
were without this Law , he became a Gentile ; that is, when he 
was among the Iewes, rhenke vſed the ceremoniall Law, but when 
he was among the Gentiles , then he behaued himlſe'fe withowr 
Law , he vſed no Ceremonies : from this text then thus expoun- 
ded, it is _ , that Pauls Sabbathizing among the Gentiles , it 
was no Ceremony,nor done for the weaknelle of te Iewes : for 
am-ng the Gen'tles be was withont law , that is, he vied no Cere- | 
monies : To tiinke otherwiſe , were to thinke that Paul did not 
onely vnto the Iewe become a Iewe , but abſurdly that voto the 
Geanlle alſo be became a Iewe. . 

7. If the Sabbath was a Ceremony ,and oblerued, bythe Apo- 
ſtle,in thole Churches where he kepr ir, for the weaknefle of the 
Iewes, then this abſurdery followech ; that he did not roote out 
Ceremonies , orrefraine [udaiſmein thoſe Churches; & conſe- 
vently thathe left behind him,many famoule Chriſtian Chur« 

ches,peſtered with Ceremonies, & inf-&ed with Iudaiſme: for 

he keptthe Sabbath day in many famuuſe Churches,fee AR. 13. 

14.42.44, AX.16.12. At.x7.2. At, 18. 4. Now if Paul was 

forced to oblerue Ceremonies , for the weakneſle of the ewes 

at that time , then ſo muſt he for the ſame cauſe , haue done 
euer after during his life: for the Iewes remained weake in this 
matter of Ceremonies , to Pauls dying day : ſince that all eon- 

Fefle it , that Ceremonies had for their honourable buriall 

among the Tewes , yntil] the ditruRtion of the Temple , which 

was adout 5o yeercs after Chrift, | 
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9. It cannot be that the obſeruation of the Sabbath was a Ce- 
remony, & kept for the weaknelſe of the Iewes onely , amon 
the Gentiles: for, if aoy Iewes could be offended at & negle 
of Ceremonies, they were thoſe at Teruſalem as much as avy: for 
they were all ſtill zealonſe of the law, that is, the law Ceremo- 
niall. A. 21.20, Now thele lewes, the yery chiefe of them, as 
the Apoſtles & Elders,they had determinedit, & written voto the 
Gentiles,that they ſhould obſerwe no ſuch things,that is, that they 
ſhould obſerue no Ceremonies AR. 21. 18, 25, How then can 
we thinke,that S, Paul, who was ever an enemy ynto Ceremo- 
nies. AX. 21. 21, ſhould beſo forward, as to oblerue the Sab. 
bath day, if ir were a Ceremony? yea,and thattoo in the Chur- 
ches of the Gentiles,contrary vato the decrees and determinations 
of the Apoſtles and Elders at Ieruſalem , made againſt rhe yſe 
of Ccremonies among the Gentiles? 8 ſo much for confuration 
of this their ſecond anſwer , whereypon I haue dwelt the lont- 
ger,becaule it is their chictc anlwer , wherin they put greateſt 
confidence. | 

A third anſwer they make to my argument, againſt the Apo- 
les keeping of the S.bbath day is this , that the Apoſtles muſt 
take ſuch dayes as they fonnd in yſc in the Church then, or elfe 
they could not preach & diyulge the Goſpell : and the Iewes 
would aſſemble then on no dayes but on the Sabbath dayes, 
according to their ancient cuſtome, 

Herevnto Ireply ſaying, that whereas the enemies to this moſt 
auncient ordinance of Gods Sabbath, doe faine a neceſſity vpon 
the matter, as if the Apoſtles were compelled to keepe the Sab- 
bath day; this is but a forged fition of their owne braines : for 
the Apoſtles knew how to divulge & make knowne the Goſ- 
pe!l , albeit they had neuer preached on the Sabbath day , nor 
taken the opportunity of the Iewes aſſemblies, & Synagogues: 
for they could preachit, from houſe to boule , in private how« 
ler; as we read they did ſometimes, daily in the Temple, and in 
enery houſe, they ceaſed not to teach, and to preach leſus Chriſt, At, 
5-42. And when Paul forſoke preaciing in the Tewes Synago» 
pues and aſſemblies , he could find other places to teach & to 
preachin;8 therefore we reade,that he taughtaongtime,inrhe 
= Qoo z Schule 
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Schole of one T'yrannwr, and there aſſembled vnto him both 
lewes & Gentiles, for the ſpace of :wo yeeres, AQ, 19. 8. 9. 10, 
and tbis place he found out to teach ingafter he left the aſſem« 
blies and Synagogue of the Iewes,as you may lee in the text : & 
therefore it is Gur a forged invention , tolay, that the Apoſtles, 
muſt rake the opportunity of the Iewes aſſemblies , ropreach 
ynto them when they were aſſembled ; there was no neceſſity 
of it as you ſee, And it is but a forgery of them to ſay, that the 
Iewes would not allemble on any dayes but on their Sabbath 
dayes:as if they would not heare Gods word , out of the Sab. 
bath day,as well as ont of the Synagogue : and as if the Apoſtles 
ſhould preachdaily, but the peeple did not beare daily AR. 5.42, 
& fee Mat.y.r. with Mat.4-laſt.Yet further,Paul could aflem. 
ble & gather together the Ilewes,at his pleſure,as you may reade 
he did AQ, 28.17, Andthe third day after, Paul called the chieft 
of the Tewes togerher,& when they were come, he ſaid unto them &c, 
Now he did notcale them together into the Synagogue , but 
into a private hquſe,as you may ſee v.16. And further,not onely 
the Iewes, but the very chiefe ofthe Iewes (as the text ſpeaketh) 
refuſed not to come at his cale: And therefore , Paul was not 
compelled to ſ{eeke out them , and to goe into their alſemblies, 
& Synagogues ; for he could cale for them to come ynto him, 
& that vato his Chamber or lodging. Yet furcher, Paul being a 
priſoner , remained two yeeres in an houſe hired for himſelfe , and 
chither the people came vnto him, to be taught & inftructedin 
the kingdome of God,& thoſe things which concerne the Lord 
Jelus,as you may read ARt.28.30.31.It is therefore an idle plea, 
to ſay,that the Apoſtles muſt take the opportunity of the Aſſem 
blies of the Iewes, then to preach vnto them ; as if there could 
be no other time for the Apoſtles , but onely that time wherein 
they were mett in their Synagogues, to preach Chriſt in, 

But happily it will be ſaid,that though this time , wherin the 
lewes were aſlembled in their Synagogues,on the Sabbath day, 
was notneceſlary , yetit was the moſt opportune & fit time for 
the Apoſtles topreach in, Hereynto I aniwer, when an oppor- 
rrmity & an inconenience meete,, the greater of the two is to be 
regarded ; Pauls care was fo to inſtruct the lewes —_— 
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Chriſt alredy come , as be might eherewirhall , beate downe all 
Ceremonies & ſhaddowes of Chriſt to come: for, He rawght the 
Jewes among the Gentiles, to for ſake Moſes, and circumcilion , and 
the Tewiſhcuſtomes. AQt.21.2r. Now ifthe Sabbath day , was a 
Ceremony and a ſhaddow of Chriſt to come ( as thele menima- 
gine) & then Paul ſhould frequent the Tewes afſemblies orde- 
narily & vſually, weeke By weeke vpon the Sabbath day , him- 
{e}fe keeping rhe Sabbath with them ; this were of dangerouſe 
conſequence, leaft it ſhould fleſh & hearten the Tewes in their 
hard heartednefſe,to thinke that Chriſt was nor yer come , ſince 
that the Sabbath was a figne (as is holden) of Chriſt to come: & 
further, it was of dangcroule conſequence, leaſt it ſhould ouer- 
turne all Pauls dedtrine , when they heard him preach that the 
Meilias was come, and yet they ſawe him keepe the Sabbath 
with them, which Gignitied that Chriſt was till ro come: Yea, 
it was perillouſe ynto the Iewes that were beleeuing Tewes, 
that by this meanes,, they might be ſtill retained , in a ſuperſti- 
tiouſe opinion of Ceremonies, when they ſaw Paul keepe them 
with them fo generally , and ſo conſtantly : Now let all theſe 
inconveniences,cr but any one of them, be put into the ballanee, 
with that opp« rtunity of preaching to the ewes, whilſt they 
were allembled after their wonted manner; and then tell me 
waither of the twaine is the greater, & whither muſt gine place 
ynto the other : doubricfle, Paul would not hazard the leaſt of 
theſe inconveniences, for to gaine that opportunity of the Tewes 
aſſembly ; he would rather haue made a new aflembly of them, 
vpon ſome other day, & in ome other place , then to havepur 
them into ſuch perill of danger : for Paul was moſt carefull ro 
_ them from Ceremonies:& ſo much for their third & laſt 
anlwer, 
Thus you ſee , we haue proned the keeping of the Sabbath 
day was an ApoFtolicall praftiſe,& to be imirated & followed of 
vs:& haue alſotakE away whartſoeverthey can obie& tothe con- 
trary: but ſuppoſe we could onely hane proued, that the Apoſt- 
les did conſtantly obſerue the Sabbath day , yet in this hane we 
done and (aid much more in defence of the Lords Sabbaths,thE 
they baue ſaid , orcan ſay, in defence of the Lords day, who are 
patro- 
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Pa:rones of it : this Lords day Sabbath, were it not the Dian 
and darling of our time , & ſupported by men of learning, ho- 
linefle, = zeale, I would lay of it, that it is the moſt idle & 
fri uolouſe thing, that cane be ipvented ; for beſids other defeRts | 


in it, they cannot proue a conſtant praRtiſe of it, no nor that jt 


was euer kept weeke by weeke, two Lords dajes together , one | 


&ter an other, in any place , nor at any time : I can but wonder 


therefore, that any man, that hath but either learninge or ho». 
nefty, ſhould after the conſideration of theſe things , preferre 
the Lords day aboue the Sabbath day , or negleC the ancient 
ordinance of Gods Sabbath day , to imbrace this nouill Sabbath 
of the the Lords day, | | 

I haue now finiſhed my 12th & laſt argument,as touching the 
firſt branch of it , wherin I have proued, that the Apoſtles of 
Chriſt, did conſtantly keepe the Sabbath day , after Chriſtsre= 
ſurre&ion: & now I am toprocede,, and toproue vnto you, 
the ſecond branch of my Minor or ſecond propofition, which is, 
That the primuine Churches, which lined after the daies of the Ape. 
ſtles, kept the Sabbath day , for 300 or 409 yeeres after Chriſt. And 
this trueth I ſhall confirme vnto you by fondry Teſtimonies,

I will begine with that which M, Perkins reporteth , ſaying, 
The obſeruatio of the Sabbath,waz negletted of thoſe Courches which 
ſucceeded the Apoſtles but afterwards,it was eftabliſhed by Chriſtian 
Emperonrs:;his Author for it is Leo & Anton Editt, of Holy daies 
Perk.in his firſt yolume, vpon the 4th com, pag.18.by the word 
Sabbath M.Perkins vnderſtandeth the Lords day Sabbath:Now 
of this Lords day,he faith according to his authur,that theChur» 
ches which ſucceded theApoſtles,they negle&ed it yntill it vyas 
eſtabliſhed by Chriſtian Emperours; now theſe Churches,were 
the primitiue Churches, for they lived immediatly after the 
Apoftles ; & they liued in the negleR of the Lords day Sabbath, 


* for about 300 yeeres after the daies of the Apoſtles ; as is ga» 


therable by this, that he ſaith , it was eſtabliſhed by Chriſtian 
Emperoures:now the firſt Emperour thateſtabliſhed the Lords 
day, was Conftantine the greate, as ſaith Hoſp, Cap.9.pag.27- 
& this Conſtantine, liued aboute 300 yeers, after the Apoſtles: 
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now for aſmuch as theſe Churches,tiued about 300 yeeres with” 
out the Lords day Sabbath ir followeth, that they all that time 
kept the 7th day Sabbath ; valelſe we ſhall v#charizably cenſure 
them, to haue liued profanly without any Sabbath day all char 
while, which were ablurd to thinke : many Churches kept 
both Sabbaths together, to wit, the Sabbath day,and the Lords 
day, as you ſhall fee by and by ; now can it be thought, that 
{ome of the Primitiue Churches, ſhould be fo zealoule, as to 
keepe two daies,& other ſome lo key could,as to keepe none at 
at all>wherefore , ſince theſe Churches kept not the Lords day, 
therefore irmuſt follow, that they kept the Sabbath day : thus 
you ſee it followeth, that the Sabbath day was in vicin the pri- 
mitiue times, for about 300 yeercs after the Apoſtles: ſothen 
as the Apoſtles kept the Sabbath day, conftantly , after Chrifts 
relurreRion;(o the primitiue Churches that ſucceded next after 
the Apoſtles , they kept it for a matter of 300 yeeres longer.

My next Teſtimony ſhall be out of the Centuries £ where it 
is thus recorded, Rome conventss eccleſiafticos non fuifſe 1n Sab- 
bato , quemadmodum in aliarum terrarum eccleſius; Centur iiij, 
Cap. vj. Pag.477 .de ritibus eccleſie Romane. Theſumme where- 
of is this , that There was no EccleſiaFticall or Church aſſemblies, 
vpon the Sabbath day at Rome , as there was in other Churches. Tn 
which words , there is an oppoſition made, betwixt the Church 
of Rome , an other Churches (to wit, Chriftian Churches) 
aboute keeping of the Sabbath day, now ir is recorded , that 
there was no Church meetings, vpon the Sabbathday,at Rome; 
bur yer, there was' Church aſſemblies, vpon the Sabbath 
day in other Churches abrode in the world : ſo then by this Re- 
cord, it is plaine, that the moſt Churches kept the Sabbath day, 
albeit Rome did nor: and it is no maruaile, that.Rome had 
learned of the Laodicean Counſaile, to reic&theyoke of Gods 
4t2 com, with the firſt;& farther', this Teſtimony was of 'whar 
was done in thele Churches, for 300 or 400 yeeres after Chriſt: 
{0 then you ſe? that the Sabbath day, was obſetued in the moſt 
Caurches 300 or 450 yeeres after Chrift : & ſo; much for' this 
lecvnd Teſtimony, 
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My third Teſtimony ſhall of from an ate wade by the Lao. 
dicean (owunſaile in the yeere of Chriſt 364, Laodicenum Concie 
lium celebratum circa annum 364 ſanxit :; Non oportere IndaiJare 
Chriftianos, & in Sabbatho vacare, ſed potius operari mn eadem die, 
Dominican preponendo Sabbatho : quod fi invents fuerint Sabba.

Firſt of the firſt, that this Decree made apainſt Gods Sab- 
baths, is not to be regarded or eſteemed , ſhall thus appeare, 
becaule it was an yngodly a& & decree 2 for they made a Law 
direRly againſt Gods Law : for God ſaid, Remember the Sab. 
bath day , toſan&ify it : but they decreed, thar no Chriſtianes 
ſhould obſerue the Sabbathi day, ro ſanRifyit: and therefore 
this Counſaile , was guilty of that brand of that wicked one, 
Prophecied of by Daniel, Who ſhowld ſpeake words againſt the moſt 
high , and thinke that he may change times & Lawes, Dan. 9.25. 
Now this Counſaile,did here change rwmes,to wit,lacred times, 
ſanQified of God , the Sabbath day ; and decreed,that this time 
ſhould now be profaned,8& men,yea Chriſtians ſhould profane 
it by working on it: & further , they _ this day for an 
other day, to wit, the Lords day , caſting downe finfully the 
Sabbath day,& ſetting vp in its roome, and preferring aboue 
it ſuperſtitioufly the Lords day, 

And as this decree againſt the Lords Sabbaths , was vngodly 
inthem, ſo was it Schiſmaticallallo : for they now begane not 
onely to decline from ancient purity , but allo to rexd Chure- 
ches, and ro divide betwixt Church and Church, Chriſtianes & 
Chriſtianes: for cther Churches which lived about their time, & 
rogether with them , kept that ancient ordinance of Gods Sab- 
bath, as we haue proued alredy out of Perkines , and out of the 
Centuries, and as you may perceiue by thoſe Teſtimonies which 
you ſhall ſee by 8 by; and other Chriſtanes , kept the Sabbath 
allo,cuen among thermlelues ; as appeareth by their law inated 
againſt Chriſtians, for keeping the Sabbath day ; thusir appea- 
reth,they rent themſclues, both from thoſe other Churches li. 
uing then with them , and from Chriſtianes then in their owne 
Church alſo: You ſhall ſee by and by alſo, how this Counſaile, 
bath made a rent fro!m the Churches , whereof thoſe famoule 
lights eAthanaſi1ns & Ignatins were Biſhopes , & whichlined 
befure this Counſaile, & therby you ſhall perceiue, how they 
haue made a Schiſrae & rent alſo, from the moſt ancient and pu- 
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reſt, Churches, that lived before them, | | 
Neither is any man to wonder at this, for if we conſider” 
what was Prophecied of this Church of Laodicea, whereof this. 
Counfaile bath its name , we can expe no berter from'it : for 
of all the 7 Churches , which lob» wrote vnto in his Reuelation, 
this of Laodicea , it was the worſt : and therefore ſaith Chriſt, . 
becauſe thou art luke warme, & neither could nor hote , it ſhall come 
to paſſe,that | willſpue theeout of my mouth Reuel. 3.16, Chriſt here 
forteld them , that it {ſhould come to paſle , that be would ſpue 
them out of h's mouth,as moſt loathlome ynto him; and thinke 
you that they.did not well deſerue it at this time ; when they 
begane to make a Schilſme & rent from other the Churches of 
Chriſt, and to change Gods time : and to enact lawes againſt 
Gods Law? con{jdering therefore , what an vrzcalovſe Church, 

Chriſt foretould this Laddicean Church ſhould be , it therefore 
is not to be regarded, what they decreed againſt Gods Sabbaths, 
Yet further, if we ſhall note the time wherc in this Counſaile 
lived, and made this deeree,their decree will prow more ſuſpi- 
rioule, and lefle to be regarded: for it was 364 yeeres after 
Chriſt; abour which time; begane the Myſterie of iniquity to 
worke: for the purity of the primitive Churches , begane to 
declineand be Ecclipled theo, & fuperftition & popery mega 
to infinuate it lelfe,and creepe into the Churches : for thoſe pure 
Churchcs of the primitive times, are comparcd'to a riuer , the, 
which the further off it'runneth from the ſpring heade,the more 
tithit gathcreth, 6 lo it was'with thele Churches : for, as you 
may reade in Perkins his Demonſtration of the probleme, about | 
the 300 and 40) yeeres after Chriſt, then begane /mages to 
creepe into Churches , The Croſſe to be adored , Invocation of 
Saints, prayers for the dead, *Pulyrimage, Pur gatory, Single life of 
Aliviſters, Monkery, © eMonaſticaBprofeſſion &c. Till atlaſt 
they had corrupted the ſ:cond commundement by Images, Cruci- 
fixes, and the breaden god ' now what maruaile , that they had 
alſo corrupted the grh com. and aboliſhed the Lords Sabbaths, 
when thoſe times had corrupted theſecond commandement? - 
wherefore their decree made ncere 4oo yeers after Chriſt, is ro

Alecond thing to be vblerued by the way , from the decree 
ofthis Counlaile,is to note the Origmall and hiſt vplpringing,, 
of our new Sabbath , caled the Lords day, as a lole Sabbath, and 
generally received ; The pite out of which it was digged, is the 
LaodiceanCounfaile ; the Antiquity that can be alleaged for ir, 
it is no higher the 3 64 yeeres afrer Chriſt;for, x.vntill aboutthe 
time ofthis counlaile,& fince hitherto,this Lords day wasneuer 
generally receiued in the Chriſtian Churches , for the Churches 
whereot Perkins (peaketh,wich lived immediartlyafter che apo- 
ſtles,they negle&ed theLords day,for a matrerof3ooyeers, yntill 
Chriſtian Empcrours eſtabliſhed ir ; it is rrue, that Conſtantine 
enated aLaw tor the generalloblcruatis of theLordsday;which

Chap, 8.lib, 
6, & againe, At Ceſarea, Cappadocia,®@ in Ciprio, yponthe Sab- 
bath day,& vpon the Lords day, the Preſhiters & Biſhopes did enet- 
more interpret (© expound. the Sciptures, Socrat. Cap. 21. lib. 6, 
here you ſee,a weekly obſeruation of the Sabbath day;z& a con- 
ſtant pradtiſe of Prelhiters and Biſhopes, ro expound the holy 
Scriptures vpon the Sabbath day. 

But before I proceed any further, it ſhallnot be amifſe, 
to anſwer a doubt,tbat may riſe in the minds af fome that reade 
theſe Antiquities : may they ſay, what did the primitive Chur- 
ches keepe two Sabbath daies euery weeke ? for it ſeemeth ſoz 
becauſe they kept both the Sabbath day, and the Lords day.

then to follow that famoule Athanaſms, who defendeth it, that 
the keeping of the Sabbath day, is no Iudailme, 

Further, itis to be noted , that the Chriſtian Churches, in the 
time of Achanaſtus , kept the Sabbath day, and that this was 
about z00 yeeres after Chriſt; ſo that the Sabbath day was in 
vie with Chriftianes, for 3co yeeres after Chriſt, Now the firſt 
300 yceres after Chriſt, are accounted for the moſt pure times, 
& the freeſt from.corruptiones : and the after times were leſſe

T hat hee 
ſpeaking both cf the Sabbath day,and allo of the Lords day, doth 
infh:1uate a plaine diftetence berwixt them, as rouching their 
eſtimation:for the Lords day he counteth as the qreene of daies, 
and (oleaucth a place for the Sabbath day, to be in account as

Iſa. x.3, Now God did not ſimply hate their Sabbaths, ſince he 
had commanded them;but he hated their irreligioule & hypo- 
criticale obſeruation of the Sabbaths ; and ſo Ignatius did nor 
meane ſimply , that the Iewes ſhould worke vpon the Sab- 
bath day,or elle they ſhould not eate'; but comparatiuly, and 
reſpe&iuly , as if he ſhad/thus ſaid , rather then men ſhould 
keepe the Sabbath,as doe the Tewes,in reuelling,& ſporting, 8c 
idlenefſe,let them be forced tolabour & worke in it,by denying 
them foode: for it is better to worke on the Sabbath day accor- 
ding to that commandement which inioyneth labour, 2. The. 
3-10» then toreſt according to that commandement, Exod, ..

as thoſe of the Laodicean Counſaile thought it , who lived 209 | 
yeeres after Ipnatius; and as many of vs now a dayes1udge it |

Againſt the wholl Law & every branch thereof, and fo aboliſh 
it 00? chers the ſame equity for both, ler ys not therefore aboliſh 
Gods Sabbath day , ynleffe we minde to rurne Anabaptiſts and 
Antinomians, and aboliſh the wholl Law allo. | 

Happily it will be thought, ther is not ſo good realon,to abo«  -- 
liſh the wholl Law , by theſe Scriptures which theſe SeRaries 
doealleage again ir,asthere is in thoſe other Scriptures, which | 
they alleage againſtthe Saturday Sabbath : But for this marter, 
I ſhall make it appeare, that ( as theſe SeRaries , haue as little 
caule ty yrge theſe args ante the wholt Morall Law,as they - 
or wee,haue to alleage thoſe rexres againſt the old Sabbath day, 
{v)they haue as good caule & as ſtrong realons, to alleage theſe 
textes apainſt the wholl Law , as chey\ and we haue to alleage 
thoſe textes againſt the old Sabbath day: for this purpoſe,ler vs 
compare the textes on either partes. 

Firſt, for the textes brought againſt the Sabbath day, 
Exod, 3r. r3. & Coloſ,2. 16, x7, Here ſay & wee, the 
Sabbath in the Morall Law is made a ſigne, & a ſhaddow: now 
all ſignes & Shaddowes, are aboliſhed at Chrifts coming , hee 
being the ſubſtance of thoſe ſhaddowes, 2, Inthe text Col.2.16. 
17. Say they and wee, here we haue the yery thing in queſtion, 
expreſly mentioned,namly Sabbaths , and Sabhaths roo in the 
plurall number,$ ſo all Sabbaths both weekly & annuall,in the 
Morall Law and in the Ceremoniall Law, are aboliſhed *: Now 
on the other parte,far the texres brought againſt the wholl laws 
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ſec Heb,1o, x, for the Law haning a ſhadow of good things to com. 
&c, Where the things commanded by the Law , are calledg' 
ſhadow : hence 1 thus reaſon , if the Sabbath commandeg. 
in the Morall Law be aboliſhed, becauſe Sabbaths commandeg 
in a Law are a ſhadow; Col. 2.16.17. Then are all things com. 
manded in the Morall: Law aboliſhed { and conſequeatly the 
Law alſo) becauſe things commanded in a Law are a ſhadows: 
Heb. 10. x. Is not there as good realon for the one;as for the 
other? come we tothe other textes allo,fee Eph,2.15.Col,2,z4, 
Heb. 7.12. Where it is ſaid, there is a chang of the Law : & that 
the handwriting of ordimances 1s put out : & that the Law of com. 
mandements is abrograted , In which zexts ic is atirmed , that the 
law is aboliſhed :here then may they ay in like manner, in theſe 
rextes we haue the thing in queſtion exprelly mentioned, namly : 
the Law.: & þy Law in Scripture is ſomtimes meant , boththe 
Morall & Ceremoniall Law Mal. 2. 7. And lo the wholl Lawis 
aboliſhed , both Morall and Ceremoniall : well then , hencel 
thus reaſon, if the Sabbath in the Morall Law be aboliſhed by 
Col.2.17.Becaule thete is mention of Sabbaths aboliſhed ; then 
muſt not the Morall Law, be aboliſhed allo by Eph. 2. x5. Cal, 
2.14. & Heb, 7. 12. Becauſe here is mention made of the Jay 
aboliſhed? is thete not the ſame reaſon in both ? for if you will 
extend the word Sabbaths , which is onely vnderſtod of the 
Sabbaths in the Ceremoniall Law,vnto the Sabbath inioynedin 
the Morall Law;why may not they extend the word Law, which 
is ovely, ynderitode of the Ceremoniall Law , vato the Moral 
Law? & whereas you alleage , that in Col, 2, 16. 17, Theres 
mention of Sabbaths in the plurall number , and therefore all 
kinds of S.byaths weekly and anniverſary muſt be aboliſhed; 
why may not they, and you with them, argue allo and ſay , that 
inEpi.2.15,and in Col.2.14: T here is mention of ordinances 
& commandements, iu the plurall number , and thereforeare 
all Gods ordinances,and all Gods commandements, whither in 
the Morall Law or inthe Ceremoniall abuliſhed? 
Thus you fee then , there is as good realon for vs, to loyne 
with Antinomians and Anahaptiſtes in caſting away the Morall 
þaw,as to ioyne with themin caſting away the Sabbath day»

Scriptures miſapplied , euen all Gods commandements, and all

Sabbath before it; & his zeale'ot theſe holy women, 
bath the holy Ghoſt recorded ynto poſterity, (114 1 1 00 
5thly,that the holy Ghoſt recorded this , by way of approba- 
tion and commendation of their fa& ; appeareth hereby; x. be- 
cauſe he doth ranke it together with other remarkable/and 
commendable fats: forhe recorderh ir withthat-commendable 
fac of Joſeph of Arimathea, who begged the body of»leſus of 
Pilate,rooke it downe from the Crofſe, wrapped it in a linnen 
cloth, and laid it in a new Tombe Luk; 23, 50, &c, And with 
that laudable fate of thoſe women, who oblerued the place 
where they. laid the body of Chriſt , prepared odoures, & oint- 
ments , and on the firſt day of the weeke erlyin the morning, 
they went ynto the Sepulchre to embalme'the body of Chriſt 
Luk, 23.55.56, Luk, 24.1. now together with thele laudable 
ationes, is rekoned yp allo the religioule lanctification of the 
Sabbath day, by thoſe religioule women.

fame dueties: But it was not Lawfull for the Iewes to change their 
Sabbath day ,as all confeſle: Therfore was the 7thday nccellary in 
ſome lorte. 

2. If the 7th day, were not neceflary in ſome forte vnto the 
ſeruice of God, and worke of mercy in refref hing man and beaſt 
after they were ſpent in labour, then would not God haue ex- 
preſly commanded it for thoſe endes : But God did expreſly cm- 
mand the 7th day to thoſe endes , as we readin the fourth Com, 
Deut. 5. 14,Exo0d.23.12. Mark. 2.27. Therfore is the 7th day ne- 
ceſſary in ſome ſorte &c: wiy ſhould we thinke,tbat God ſhould 
expreſly command the 7th day by name for his Sabbath, the 8th 
day for Circumciſion , & the 14th day forthe paſſeouer,yvben he 
mentioned not the day for baptizing of Infantes ? nor the day for 
adminiſtration of the Lords Supper? bur thatthe dayes expreſly 
cmmanded,yvere nece{{zr7., and tie dayes not commanded vvere 
indiffcrent > had-not the 7th day bene neceſſary,God vvould baue

God vſeth it, & to what day be doth apply it, namely voto Sa- 
turday : for as Lords day , is a proper name for Sunday , fois 
Sabbath day , a proper nag for Saturday;whence it plainly ap- 
peareth, that they Gally and play with the word Sabbath, when 
they flie to its 5.47708 jon, negleRing its application , and the 
HolyGhoſtes vie of the word:tHeſe with other things we might 
add, but enough hath bene ſaid for him that will ynderftand : if 
furtheryou deſire to ſee of this point,l referre you to myE 
{tion oftheſe words in the qthecommandemet Sabbath day: & fo 
much for this euafton. 
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An other cuaſion is this; let a man alleage Gods Com, for the

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7th day Sabbath, and one anfwer ſhall be this; The Sabbath day ,

Were it not blaſphemy to but at Gods ordinances, why might not 
ſome thus but at our Sacraments,as well as theſe doe at Gods Sab- 
bathes? why may they not as well ſay the Sacramentes, what need 
you be o {tri for them , they-are but Signes of things &c? the 
water, it is but well water ; the breag, it is but Bakers bread &c? 
as you lay, the Sabbath , why it is but atime , and buta circum- 
tance? | , 

2. We muſt know that ſome circumſtances be bur indifſerent, Ys 
others be necefiarie : for example, the circumſtance of time , when 
it is not commanded & limited, then it is an- indifferent circum- 
ſtance, & then a man may but atit by way oftiminution,thus the 
Sacraments areto be vied, but whitber inthe forenoont or in-ti:e 
after noone, whither on the Lords day , or onan other day , is a 
thing indifferent, becauſe not Commanded,On the other fide, the 
malfpolie was not onely commanded. to be eiten ,; bur alſo te 
time when, namely onthe 14th day oft:he moneth,now here this 
time, to doe it onthe x4th dy, was a neceſſarie circumftance , not 
to be burted at and leited, but to be ſtood for,as for an ordinance

bound by the 4th com, to the keeping of the Lords daydno,no, 
the 4th commandement was ginen tothe lewe: (thou ) that is

2*Itis true indeed , the Sabbath day was commanded tothe 
lewe, ypon Mount Sinay, neither were any Engliſh men there

Azainſt this diſtintion'] conceiue theſe things. 1,that by the 
ſame diſtin&ion , we may ſtill retaire all thoſe Ct remoniall and 
anniuerſary Sab\atbs in Leuit. 23, holding them all morall & 
ia force ſtill quoad: genws, as touching ſme time to be annual 
allotted tor Gods worſhip, but aboliſhed as touching thole ſpe- 
clall dayes: quod ad Speciem attinet : and {o there ſhall be no 
more morallity in the 4th com, then there is in thoſe Ceremo- 
niall ms wy by 1) 19 , which is 1uſt none at all: orelle the 4th 
com, thall be euery white as much a Ceremoniall cormande- 
ment,as any of thoſe cowmandements for thoſe yeerly Sabbaths 
in Leuit.

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2, Since that the authores of this diſtinRion, doe grant , that 
ſome day in generall is by the 4th com. morall and perpetuall, I 
will proue, that that day muſt be Saturday the 7th day; my rea- 
ſon is, becauſe the other Sixe dayes are commanded in the 4th 
com.for the dayes of worke and labour : Sixe daies thow ſhalt la« 
bour and dee all thou haſt to doe Exod. 20, now this commande- 
ment of Sixe dayes labour , is morall and perpetuall , neuer yet 
altered: and ſo ſaith 34. Perkins in his commentary on the 4th 
Chap. to the Galatianes v. 9, pag. 286. But the words (ſauth be ) 
Saxe daies thon ſhalt labour &c; &, the 7th day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord &c, are morall,& conteine a valgeoors irweth. and in his Ca- 
ſes of conſcience pag. 106, D, thus ; This reaſon made by God to 
the creatwe, muſt ftand in force till be rewerſe ut , which yet he hath 
»0t, And further, the Sixe daies mentioned in the 4th com. are 
Sunday, Monday, Tewſday,V Vedneſday,Thurſ{day,& Friday, 
namely , thoſe Sixe dayes wherein God himſelfe wrought at the 
Creation Genel.1,5.8.13-&c, Exod, 20. 11, For Saturday ne« 
ver came into the number of the Sixe dayes ; neither by the 
commandement did the Iewes oblerue, or rekone any other 
daies for thole Sixe,but theſe I baue mentioned , as I haue pro- 
ued in my expoſition on theſe words of the 4th com, wheretore, 
if one day of the 7 be morall by the 4th com, and then the for-

as appeareth by Exod. 31.13. and by Colof,2.1/, and other like 
textes; now they oppoſe theſe textes which ſpeake of _ 
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daies not onely vnto thole anniverſary Sabbath daiesin Leuit, 
23. but allo to that weekly Sabbath day in the gthcom.Exo.20,

chat if tbe Sabbath day inthe 4th com, be aboliſhed by this texr 
Colol.2.16, which ſpeakes of Sabbath daies, then are all Sab- 
bath daies , and times in the 4ch commandement aboliſhed,& 
that both ſpecially and generally ; for euery aniuerſary Sabbath 
aboliſhed by tis texr, is aboliſhed both generally and ſpecially: 
lo then, lince they apply this textgColol.2.16, gu the Sab- 
bath mentioned in the 4thcom, it is a friuoloule tenet, to lay 
the time inthe 4th com. is morall quod ad germs attiner, and to 
fay that by the 4th co. ſome day or time in general! onely is mo- 
rall'; this cannot be, valeſle it be yaioly ſuppoſed, that the name 
Sabbath day in the 4th com. bath a gewws , but the ſame name in 
Cclol.2, 16. hath none, 

8, If ocely the time commanded in the 4th com. quod ad ge- 
n45 attinet, be morall ayd perpetuall, but not quod ad Speciem 
attinet , then this abſurdety followeth,that we ſhall have a gens 
without a Species, 

9. Ifthe time inthe 4th com. be morall quod ad genms attiver, 
then muſt allo the Speciall Sabbaths, conteined in the genus, be 
allo morall ; for the genus cannot be without its Species; & the 
pi oper Species tothe genus of the 4th com. are the weekly 7th 
day or Saturday Sabbaths : and thus, this diſtiaion will 
proue a good argument, for the morallity of the old Sabbath

An other euaſion we meete withal], and it is this , Jet a man 
alleage the 4rb com. for the Lords Sabbath, and one anſwer 
ſhall be to this effe&, That the Law belongeth vnto vs Chri- 
ftids, but as it is the law of nature; or {o farre forth as it agreerh 
with the Law of Nationes ,*and light of Nature &&c, now this 
is an anſwer of greate eſteeme;for they foreſee it, that theGeEri= 
les haue not by the light of nature , found out and obſerucd the 
Aaaa 3 Saturday 
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Saturday Sabbath, of all other things in the morall Law, 

For confurtation of this, if no more could be ſaid againſt it,bur 
that tbe authores thereof a nkngn 1n Gods Law, Mal.2.9, and 
haue not an indifferent reſpett vnto all Gods commandements, Pla, 
119.6, this were enough : for fince we imbrace Gods Law, it is 
ſhamefull ro profeſle it by halues and peeces: & thus theſe doe, 
who imbracing all other: things commanded in the morall 
Law, doe neuertheleſſe by this diftinQtion, reie& that parte 
thereof, which commandeth Gods Sabbath. 

2. If they will receiue no more of the Decalogue,then agreeth 
tothe Law of nature, then theſe abſurdeties will follow. 1, That 
they muſt reieQ the do&rine of the Trinity in wnity : for this is 
not found in the Law of nature or Nationes, 2. They muftre- 
ie& the roth com, for S. Paul could not find luſt to be a finne, 
by the Lawes and light of nature,but by the Law of God, / had 
not (ſaith he) knowne luſt , except the Law. had ſaid thoy ſhalt not 
tf, Rom.z.7, & they muft renownce the doctrine of original 
ſinne : for the Gentiles could not find ir out by their light ; fo 
then, they may aſwell reie& the tirſtand the 10ch commande- 
ments as reie the Sabbath of the Lords 

3. This diſtin&ion is blaphemouſe : for it quite raſeth one 
one of the 20 morall Lawes, to wit, the 4th com, for the Law of 
nature teacheth no more , but that ſome time be allotted for 
Gods ſeraice, not reſpeRing that 7th day which God hallowed at 
the Creation , Genel.2-z. aud expreſly commanded, Exod, 20, 
8. now ſometime is alloted for Gods worſhip , ov fridaies, and 
wedneſdaies, & on Le&yre daies ; and all this may be, and is, 
without the grh com. and thus the qth commandement is ra- 
ſed out, | 

Yea further, ſome time or other for Gods worlbip, is neceſ- 
farily implied in the ſecoud Com. where Gods worſhip is inioy- 
ned: for if God muſt haue a worſhip, of neceſſity he muſt haue 
ſome time alloted for it : if therefore , they will haue no more 
of the morall Law,then apreeth to the Law of nature,they muſt 
moſt wickedly, blott out Gods 4th com. as a ſuperfluouſe and 
needlefle Law : for all that the Law of nature caleth for, it is 
found in the 2thcom, and that which is in the 4th com, ir _ | 
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fids, or more then the Law of naturerequireth : thus by flying 
ro the Law of nature, they haue reieted the Law of God. 

4. Ifth; Law of God muſt beruled by the Law of natare, lo 
as rather the Law of nature muſt teach vs, what is morall, and 
appt rcainerh toour obedience, then the Law of God ; then this 
blaſphemy followeth, that the Law of nature is a more perfect 
rule for Chriſtians to walke by,then the Law of God : and then 
alſo theſe abſarderies follow. r. That it was needleſſe for God 
atthe firſt tocommit his Law ynto writing, Exod.20.1, for the 
lewe had the light of nature ro dire& them;z8 why would God 
giue them an imperfe& rule, when they bad alredy that which 
was more perfe&t 2 2,1f the Law of nature can dir e& vs Cbri- 
ftians, and better too then the Law of God, then what neede 
haue we now of the Law at al'?

On the contrary parte , they teaſon againſt the Antiquity of 
the Sabbath,our of Exod. r6, 23. where it is thus wri-ten, To 
morrow is the re#t of the Holy Sabhaih unto the Lord. Hence they 
gather, that the Iſraelites were ignorant of the Sabbath vnrill 
this time , and conſequently that the Sabbath was not frum the 
Creation : for if it had , Moles ſhould not haue needed to tell 
them,that it was to morrow 8&c, 

Herevntol anſwer : the Lord reld his people from Mount 
Sinay , that the 7th day was the Sabbath Exod, 20. 10, Apaine 
after that,he ted them in Leuir, 23. 3. thar the zth day was the 
Sabbath : now will it hence follc w, that becauſe God teld the 
Iſraclites in (Leuit.

Can 
any man thinke ir, that God ſhould ſanRify the zth day , and 
ſo make it an holy day, at the Creation, and then ſuffer ic to be 
profancd and polluted, for 2000 yeeres after,vntill the Iſralites 
came into the wilderneſſe? or , can any man thinke, that God 
ſhould make a Sabbath day at the Creation , for the people of

My ſecond reaſon to proue that the Sabbath was from the 
Creation is, becauſe the 4th com, muſt be ſuppoſed, tobe as 
ancient , as arethe other nyne commandementsof the Decalo. 
gue ( for the Decalogue is holden of all , to be as ancient as the 
world) and ſo it mult be,for elſe the Law were not of a copula« 
tive oature; the ro commandements were not linked togerher, 
as a chaine of many linkes : for one linke,to wit,the 4th in mi- 
deft of the chaine Id be wanting, vnto lam, 2.16. 
& con ro the dodrine ofall Diuines. 2. If the 4th c6, were 
not as ancient as the other 9 cormandements, then it muſt be 
abſurdly ſuppoſed, that the Decalogue had not alwaies 10 com- 
mandements in it, as it bad Deut. 10.4. If then the 4th com, be 
2s ancient as are the other 9g commandements,then the Sabbath 
therein commanded,muft be as ancient, as is the Morall Law, 
which is for antiquity from the Creation. 

It maybe obicQed, that there is no mention of the Sabbath 
day, vnrill the Law was giuen vpon Mount Sinay,Exod.20. or 
at ſooneſt in the wildernefle of Sin, Exo,16.1.23, well, beit ſo, 
but doth it follow, that becauſe it was not ſooner mentioned, 
it was not therefore ſooner in vie? the Law againft murther, ir 
is not mentioned at the ſooneſt, yntill after the murther of Abell 
Geneſ.4.15. but will it thereof follow, that there was no Law 
aivft murther, before Kaine killed Habel ? we know , many 
things there were, which were not recorded; for elſe the world 
could not conteine the bookesToh, 21.25.00 the contrary, for {o 
much as we tind,that the Sabbath was'in viſe Ex0.16.23. before 
the 4th com. was given on mount Sinay,Ex.20.1.$+it 1s there- 
fore the moſt likly, that it was from the Creation : for if it had 
not its firſt originall at Mount Sinay,when can it be though ro 
haue its begining, but at the Creation, togetber with the other 
commandements of the Decalogue?

touching this point , the Lord needed not ſay any more vnt» 
them, but Remember jr &c,l have often maruailed in my leltfe, 
why it ſhould pleaſe God, ſo punRually &expreflyro mention, 
the corporall obſeruation of the Sabbath, in reſting from bodily 
laboures, and be fo filentas it were, in the Spirituall ducties of 
the Sabbath, which ars the moxye excellent : doubrletle, the rea- 
fon is becaule the SanQtification of the Sabbath did not then 
begine, when the Law was given Exod,20, or Ex0.16, but that 
it was an ancient ordinance of Gods, long before in the Church, 
& in the memory. of all men before the giuing of the Law, as 
were the other Morales inthe Decalogue; fo as they knew how

New the benetir 
of campany & fell.w.hip,in ſanQtification of Gods Sabbaths, is 
of preate vie, to kindle zealeand forwardnefle in our frozen 
heartes, like as coales laid rogether burne more ftiruent'y , / re- 
yoyced ( ſaith the Prophet Dawid ) when they ſaid to me,wee will goe 
wmto the beuſe of the Lord Pl, 122. x, Now luch as are convinced 
of this trueth,to belecue that thelords Sabbaths are ſtill in force, 
are fewe innumber;,as one in an houſe, two in a Towne, z or 4 
ina Citty,like the cluſters that grow neereſt the ſunne,bere one 
and. there one ripe before the reſt; now if thele thus diſperſed 
ſhould keepe the Lords'Sabbath continually,(olitarily & alone, 
It iS much to be feared, that their zeale wold waxe could , like 
burning coales,when ſcattered ypon the bearth,8& put aſunder; 
and fo ate ſoules ſhould languiſh and pine away as it were,

If any ſhall aske me now, why Lkeepe not the Sabbath day, 
ſince it 1s my judgement tbat it ought roþe kept : my anſwer 
ſhall be, x.That a man is not bound in all caſes,and at all times, 
to put in praiſe what he knoweth ſhould be done ; as I haue 
ſhowne by the examples of Moſes, touching diuorcement : of 
Iſraclites omitting Circumciſion : of Dauids ſpareing Ioab: and 
eating Shewbread: and the reſt. And further, and more particu- 
larly, Ikeepe it not ; becauſe as I haue proued, by two good 
arguments, that an other Gay may be kept for it, fora ſeaſon, 
2. My anſwer ſhall be, that I keepe not the Sabbath day, becauſe 
I cannot keepe it,neceſlity lying vpon me. Now I cannot keepe 
it, 1, Becauſe (o {hould haue but x daies in a weeke,to follow 
my caleing, 2. Becauſe ſo1!hould impoueriſh my ſe}fe and my 
family , which is a iuſtifiableplea , in this caſe of the Sabbath. 
3- Becauſe I cannot haue /afſcmblies on the Sabbath , to ioyne

| Charity; and he is moſt applauded , thar can wreſt my Diſpenſa- 
tion tothe worſt. And {o much for my firſt reaſon, 

An other reaſon let me giue you, whereby you may be induced, 
to conſtrue my diſpElatid in the better ſenſe 8 nor in the worſe; 
& to imbrace it,if poſſible it may be; and itis this ; that by this 
' Diſpenſation , I doe treade in the footeſtepes of the Apoſtles 
themſelues: forſo we ought: Be yee followers of mee;laith S. Paul 
x Cor. 11. r, For this purpoſe, note how the-Apoſtles , had a 
greate reformation to worke,to wit,the abrogation of the Cere- 
monies and the Ceremoniall Law,from among the Iewes: Now 
how behaued thy themſelues, in this matter ? did they gallop 
. forth poſt-haſt vnto a reformation? did inſtantly ruinate 
& aboliſh the vſe of Ceremonies, among beleeuing Iewes? no 
ſuch matter ; but contrariwiſe , they went therevntoin a ſofte 
walke , according as the tines , & conditiones of their people 
would beare it: and for the preſent, they retayned all the Cere- 

monies ſill in the Church;yes,, 8 they'the Apoſtles, ved theſe, 
ceremonies,together with thefpeople,as you' may'reade ARﬀ.2r,' 
20/21-2.23421. And they waited forſeafor'8 opportunity to”. 
throw” dowhe Ceremonits'afterwards ; &"thusbytheir wile-" 
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dome they wone many of the Iewes to the faith, which other. 
wile by a raſh & violent courſe they might bauc lot. Juſt ſo (if 
this Diſpenſation be imbraced) ſhall we imitate the Apoſtles, in 
this reformation tquching the Sabbath : T he Lords day hath 
bene in yle a long time,& now in theſe dates !t is in greate ho- 
nour : ſoalſo, the Lords Sabbath , bath bene a long rime out of 
vie,& at this time in diſhonour : and fo preate is the loue of 
moſt men ynto the one, & hatred of the oe , as cannot eaſily 
be expreft : now can it be thought, that the current and treame 
of the times can be turned in an inſtant? what,before they baue 
heard on it?for many haye nor ſo, muchas heard of this queſtion: 
and wary that haue heard on it, haue not read it; and ſuch as 
haue reade it,it is fit they ſhould take a time to deliberate, and 
to aduiſe about it: now what ſhall wee doe the meane while 2 
ſhall we fale toa preſent praiſe, and fo rend our ſelues from 
our bretheren ? is this the way to winethbem , or to exaſperate 
them rather?did the Apoſtles rend themſelues,from the belceu- 
ing Iewes in practiſe? noſuch matter : ell things are lawfull for 
m: (ſaith Pau!) but all things are not expedient: and all things eaifye 
nt : let no man ſecke his owve , but enery man anothers wealth. x, 
Cor. 10.23, 24, And againe , Unto x ewes I became as alew, 
#hat 1 might gaine the Iewes, 1 Cor, 9.20, It is expedient there- 
fore that cuery man ſeeke an others wealth and edification, fo 
as if poſſibly he may , he divide not from bis brethren in prac- 
tiſe ; but rather to lecke their wealth , by holding conformety 
with them : it is cnough that the DoA&rine and tructh of the 
Lords Sabbath is publiſhed, gige it time toroote and to ripen; _ 
this foundation being laid, a reformation (by God bleſſing)will 
c ome off intimethe more kindlie : and thus with the Apoſtlcs 
we {hall waite ſeaſon and opportunity , for a bappy reforma- 
clon, 118 : 

There are confeſſe (but they are ſuch as be onr aduerſaries 
in this caſe)who would haue v$ in their raſh and inconſiderate

I haue reſerued this Se&ion, to make anſwer vnto fondry 
obieQions , which are framed ypon occation of this Diſpenla- 
tion ; and theſe they are which follow. 

OBIECT..1L 

Some obie& thus ; foraſmuch as I am perſwaded', that the 
Lords Sabbath is ſtillin force , howbeirI am alſo wellperſwa- 
ded of the trueth of your diſpenſation , yer canI nor paſſe ouer 
the Sabbath when it cometh,profaneing it,8 working vpon it, 
withbut many 6c great checkes of conſcience;and much forrow 
of heart,that I ſhould profane the Lords Sabbarth;and that too 
after I know it to be the Lords Sabbath , 8 till in force by the 
4th commandement, thus I am afflifted and pricked in con- 
ſcience euery weeke: now I pray what ſay you to this? isit not” ' 
aſinne for me, to goe againſt the checkes of my conſcience ? 
what may I doe in this cale? 

For anſwer hereynto,, we muſt know, that ſome checkes of 
conſcience doe ariſe from the doinge of ſomething , which we 
ſhould not dee: and fora man topoe againſt thele , it is dange- 
rouſe and ſinnefull, and a note of an harde heart. Againe, there 
are ſome checkes of conſcience, which ariſe from the doinge of 
ſomething which we wowld not doe: and theſe are not alwayes 
finnefull , but are notes of a ſofte heart , and render conſcience ; 
' for they would not doe the things they doe, if it werein their 

power to amend them, I will cleere this caſe by ſome exam- 
les : itis lawfull for a man to fly for hislife., his enemy pur- 
uing him , vpon the Sabbath day : and it is lawfull for a ma 
» way; in grpacting ee er op EROS 
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theleſſe a ſofte heart , and tender conſcience, will be full of 
prickings in the time of his flight, and whilſt he is at worke : 
Now the reaſon hereof is, not becauſe thefe his a&ions are 
ſinefull , but becauſe he doth what he would nor doe ypon this 
day,ifit could be auoided ; and becaule he negleQeth eipe- 
ciall ſeruice of God all that time , which he would much rather 
hage bene imployed abour, Furthermore, Dauid,, when he cat 
the Sewbread, it could not bur grieue him , that he was caſt 
vpon ſuch neceſlity,, as that he muſt eate that , which was not 
lawfull for him to cate. And Dauid, when he ſpared the life of 
Lloab, which he ſhould haue taken away , it could not but be a 
corziue to his conſcience,ſo often as he ſaw that murtherer liue, 
And the Apoſtles, when they obſ-rued thoſe things commanded 
inthe Ceremoniall Law , in circumciling , & ſhauing the head, 
and thelike, they knowing that. theſ? things were aboliſhed, 
they could not but doe it with checking and vnquiet conſcien- 
ces in me reſpeR: and yettheſe were not euill conſciences,nor 
theſe aRiones ſinnes, but they were markes of ſoftened heartes 
and tender conſciences : and (ov isit with the checkes in corſci- 
ence,which we cannot but haue, in ſome reſpectes,ſooften as we 
negleR the Lords Sabbath: they are notes of ſoft heartes 8& ten- 
der conſciences,plainly bewraying, that we would much rather 
SanRify the Lords Sabbath, it ir were in our power, 
Furthermore , whereas you asked me, what you ſhould doe 
in this caſe: I an{wer,euen all you can doe,to the vtmoſt cf your 
power,to get out of this neceſſity, that ſo you may haue your 
hearts defire in ſanification of the Lords Sabbaths : for no 
man will lay ſtill vnder a neceſſity , any longer then he needs 
muſt: a poore man will get out of his pouerty ; a ſicke man out 
of his licknefle; a priſoner out of priſon,with all the ſpeed they 
may. Now thefway to get out of our neceflity is this, to labour 
a generall reformation; and that, firſt by inſtant & conſtant pra. 
yer to God: and next, by ivulghe this trueth of God, as farre 
25 thin occationes and caleing will permit;that ſo it may rune 
from manto man, till at: lenpth ir may come vmothe Mapi- 
ſirate, whoſe: office it is to make reformarion;,- and lo to loofen 
thee- from thy -neceflity ofiprofaning the' Lords Sabbarhs any 
tanger. | Indeed 
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Indeed ir is fit we ſhould baye prickes , and checkes in.con= 
(cience,all the time welay in the negle of the Lords Sabbaths, 
that ſv we may be thereby often rowled vp, to vfe allgood 
meanes pollible and ſpeedily for a reformation: 1f God ſhould: 
let vs bequiet in minde , we would grow ſecure with this Diſ< 
penſation,lit downe,and take our eaſe, neuer careing what be= 
comes of Gods lacred Sabbaths , nor when a reformation were 
made,

Bur herevnto I anſwer,that you are not well enough : & for 
the diſcouery of this, you muſt note, for whom this Diſpenſa« 
tion is made , & vnto whom it doth properly belonge : for ic 
belongeth not ynto all men: this Diſpenſation therefore is 
made, for ſuch as are perſwaded ,. that the Sabbath day is ſtillin 
force , ard therefore doe make a conſcience of it ; whoin a 
cale of neceſſity , may: keepe the- Lords day for-ir, for aſcalon, 
vntill a timeof refurmation:But this. Diſperſation, isnot made 
at all, for our newe Sabbatharians , who-make no-con(cience: of 
the old.

In the Diſpenſation , it is allowed: for: men-tokeepe the new: 
Sabbath, or Lords day, for the old Sabbath , and in fteadeofir 
for a ſeaſon; which doth imply , that they: had rather keepe the 
old Sabbath rhen the-newez& that they. haue a conſcience of the 
old Sabbath ſtill; andthat the-Lords day: is-not kept:for-itſcife 
ſake,but for the Sabbarhs ſake; {o thatiitis the Sabbath; thathath 
all the reſpe&.and honour:; & the Lords day:hath-none asforit 
{elfe:Now our new Sabbatharians,willnotkeepethe-Lords day» 
ill, io chis ſenſe-but if they weill rake any adnantagefromour 
Diſpenſation,and from our keeping the Lords {day with: them, 

they muſt keepe it in this ſenſe , for io this lenle ——_ 
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Sabbatharians doe keepe the Lords day : we honour the Sab-

Yet further, our new Sabbatharians obie& thus vnto vs, ſay- 
ing,you fay you keepe the Lords day , in place or roome of the 
Sabbath day : well, and ſo, doe we too : like as we keepe the 
Lords Snpper in roome of the Paſſeouer , ſo doe we the Lords 
day,in roome of the Sabbath day. | 

L anſwer, we ſay not onely that we keepe the Lords day in 
roome of the Sabbath, but this we add,that we keepe it in roome 


of - 
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of the Sabbath,by way of a change , for the Sabbath : now here 
they leaue vs, they will not ſay they keepe the Lords day for 
the Sabbath day lake, for ſo they ſhould renownce the Lurds 
| day, and not keepe it for it ſelfe fake : Albeir we keepe the 
Lords Supper inroome of the Pafſeouer yet we keepe it nor 
for the Paſſeonerſake, but for its on owae. fake ; orelle we 
ſhould aduance the Paſſeoner aboue the Lords Supper, and fo 
it ſhould not be regarded for it ſelfe fake, For example , when 
the old King is dead , then the n*w King his heier , rules in his 
roome and place; and we obey the new King in ſtead vf the old, 
but for his owne ſake not for the old Kings ſake ; and in this 
ſenſe they keepe the new Sabbath in roome of the old Sabbath, 
ſuppoſing the old Sabbath to be deade, & therefore they keepe 
the Lords day for it (elfe fake not for the Sabbaths ſake : Burt'it 
is otherwiſe with vs ; for when the King goeth to the warres 
into ſome forraine Land , and leaueth a deputy or viceroy to 
ouerne in his roome, we obey this deputy inthe roome indeed 
of the King, but not for his owne ſake, but for the Kings ſake ; 
and ſo wee keepe the Lords day for a time,in roome of the Sab. 
bath, but for the Sabbaths ſake, not for its owne fake.

Some argue thus , foraſmuch as thoſe which ſtand ſo trongly 
for the old Sabbath,doe profane and negle& it themſelues,and 
doe by this Diſpenſation iuſtify it as warrantable ; therefore 
what neede wee to take any care at all of it > why ſhould we 
make any (cruples of conſcience about it ? why ſhould we feare 
to profane it , and to worke on it? and why ſhould we bein 
douvt of tranſgreſſion of the 4th commandement by neg« 
le&ing 1t? 

Herevnto I anſwer, greate is the difference , betwixt our 
profanation and negle& of the Sabbath day , ard the profana« 
tionand negleR of it by our new Sabbatharians ; and therefore 
it followeth not that they may prophane it,as well as we,and as. 
ſafely; for we doe profane it in griefe of heart,like as Dauid did- | 
breake the Law of the Shew-bread; and , did ſuffer Ioab to 
liue;and,as the Apoſtles did vie and retaine Ceremonies among 
beleeuers,after they were aboliſhed; and,as a man laboureth to 
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quench anhowle on fyer , on the Sabbath day ; ſo as we bartely 
and vi feirectly w.ſhi: could be gtherwiſe, 2, Whilſt wepro- 
fane ih:s day , we freely giue God an other daysfor it, by way 
cf exchange,as Herehiah dl i & hereby it appeareth,that whilſt 
we profane it by bodily labour in a caſe of neceſſity, we doc 
reucrence it,& honour it highly io our heartes.But on the con. 
trary , theſe new Sabvatharians , they doe profane the Sabbath 
without any reſpe& had ynto neceflity ; th:y profane it voluns 
tarily: for they take no griefe of heart, ar their working on the 
Sabbath day; neither doe they wiſh it were otherwiſe, and that 
there were a reformation; neither doe they giue God an other 
day for the Sabbath day, but they keepe the Lords day for it 
{cite one!ly,hateing Gods Sabbath : and therefore vaive 15 their 
arguing, ro{ay, they may as well negle& the Sabbath day as we 
doe. Let them know, that if our negle& were a ſinne , it were 
buta ſinne of trailty,bur their neglet of it,is a finne with an high 
hand ; our were but a finne \againſt our wiles, buttheirs is a 
fione vvith full conlent of will , nay ours is no finne; for x, we 
giue God an other day for it, 2. yve profane it but ina caſe of 
neceſſity onely,as Dauid did eate the Shew-vread, and as men 
quench an howle on flier onthe Sabbath : But on the contrary 
theires is a ſinne: for they prophane Gods Sabbaths willingly, 
neuer reſpeRing any nect ity at:all. VVherefore,ler not them 
beare themlelues vpon vs ,. nor thinke to worke vpon the Sab- 
bath day, as well as we doe, vnletſe they did it withjthe lame 
minde that vve due it vvith. h 

You know the Iſraelites went thorough the Red Sea ſafely ; 
fr they had a warrant from God ſo to doe ; but the Egyptians 
following them, thinking they might as well goe thorough as 
they, were drowned, Let no man footh vp & flatter himſelferhc- 
retore,thinking hee may worke on the Sabbath, becauſe weedoe 
worke on it; for it may coſt him deere to follow vs,ynlefle be be 
of the ſame iudgment vvith vs. I verily perfwade my lelfe,thar 
many « wan cozeneth himſelfe,taking heart & courage, toliue 
Kill in the vvant of reformation, cither of his judgment or prac- 
tiſe in this point, becauſe he ſeeth ys to negle& the keeping of 
the Sabbath day ; but let him be.admoniſhed in time ; 1 dare 
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sfare him,tbat he ſhall be accounted of God, for a Sabbath brea® 
ker, when wee ſhall be iuftified ; and he ſhall be arraigned be- 
fore Gods Tribunall,for a weekly tranſgrefour of his 4th come 
mandement,whenit ſhall be ſaid ynto ys, Well done thou good and

Herevntol anſwer, I account the ſinne of Sabbath breaking 
heere, no lefſe beinouſe &fearefull, thenI accounted it there s 
for it doth not follow, that becauſe there is a Diſpenſation from 
a commandement,in a caſe of neceſſity,that therefore the tranſ« 
greſſion of that commandement, when there is no neceſſity , is 
a light marter:A Diſpenſation indeed, maketh the breach of that 
commandement light, for that time, and to thoſe perſons vnta 
whom the Diſpenſarion doth properly belong ; as the eating 
of the Sewhbread in a caſe of neceflity,it was for that time light, 
and vnto Dauid in hunger,it was light ; but yet at other times, 
and to ſuch perſons as were not in Dauids cafe at that time , ic 
had bene an heinoule and a fearefull ſinne,to hauecaten of that 
bread: and thus it is with the Sabbath, whilſt there is a Diſpen«

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erify of Peter is alleaged,Gal.2.12,x3. And ſo we are condems 
ned for Hypocriſy as Peter was. | 
For a' wer hereto, firſt we muſt know what Hypocriſy is: Hypo« 
criſy therefore inthe common ſenſe ofthe word,is when a man 
doth make ſemb/ance & ſhew,to be that which in deede and im 
trueth he is not; his'vutward appearance being one'thing , bur 
his home and inwerd praftiſe being an other, In this ſenſe our 
Sauiour denounceth a woe ynto theScribes and Phariſes,caling 
th:m Hypocrits, becauſe th: y made cleane the outer ſide of the 
Cupp and Platter, bur within they were full of bribery and 
excciſe: and becaule they were like to whited Tombes , which 
gppeare beautifull outwardly , but within they were full of 
dead mens bones , and hilthineſle : and b:cauſe outwardly they 
appeared righteoule to men, but within were full of iniquity 
Mar. 23, 25. &c, Now this diſcription of Hypocriſy , we are 
as free from it in this our praiſe , as they are that taxe vs with. 
it:for where can they ſhew that we vle any of this Hypocriti- 
call guile and diſsimulation,making a faire thew outwardly , of. 
that which we praiſe not indeed & in trueth? if indeed we did 
outwardly protefle , that we kept the Sabbath day in our fami-- 
lies, but when theſe men that ſo taxe vs, come amongft vs, they 
{ce no{uch matter ; then they might taxe vs for Hypocriſy : but 
bebold the quite contrary ; for we openly , fairly , and honeſtly 
_ profeſle it, that in our judgements we hold , we are not bound 
ynto the preſcnt praRtiſe , asthe cale ftandeth ; now according 
to this our open [hew,appearance,avd profeſsion, iuft ſo is our 
practile at hame;for we keep not the Sabbath day,but the Lords 
day, let themraxe vs, if they can : where then is this Hypocri=- 
ticall di\[-mbling ? where isthis guilfull dealing, wherewithall:

giuen ;butſuer I am , theſe men were farre from the practiſe of

Fom charritable conſtruQiones, as they baue ſtretch their wites: 
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ypon the Tainters , to finde out as bade a cenſure as polsiblie 
could be made,to make vs to ſtinke befor the people, & odiouſe 
to all that know vs, But they ſhall give accompres to God,for 
ſach flaunders one day ; when we {ball be b/efed that baue bene 
ſo rewiled Mat.g.t1.

Furthermore,we cannot be cenſured with Hypocrily, if they 
looke but ypon our iudgements , which we haue formerly re- 
uealed to them: for we openly profeſſe ir and fo ever haue done, 
that we thinke in our conſciences,that a Diſpenſation is good in 
our caſe ; and that we are not bound ynto the preſent praiſe, 
dureing this caſe of neceſsity : now ſuppoſe, that this our iudg- 
ment wereerroniouſe, and that there ought tobe no Diſpenls- 
rion; yet, ſo long as we doe indeed,thinke and beleeue,that we 
may refraine the praiſe; ſo long ( at the worſt) we can be cen- 
ſured but for an errour of frailty,& for as errour of ignorance ; 
becauſe we praQtiſe according to our iudgement : but to brand 
vs with Hypocriſy , is very vncharitably done; for Hypocrites 
are commonly ynderſtod , to praQiſe cuningly and puilfally, 
wittingly and willfully , contrary! vnto their iudgements; the 
which wee doe not.

Peters Hypocriſy againſt ys Gal.2,12.x3 For this purpole note,- 
that Peter did eate of prohibited meates,with the Gentiles;and 
{ofor a time, lived as the Gentiles , as the text ſpeaketh : Bur 
after a time,vpon the coming of fome Iewes intotheir aſſembly, 
Pete: for fcare of them , refrained , and would no longer eate of 
thuſe vncleane meates ; now for that Peter did thus throu 
feare , withdraw himſelte , from his former praQtiſe with t 
Gentiles,& ſo drew other of the aſſewby after him toIudaiſme, 
from the praQiſe of Chriſtianiſme ; therefore Paul taxed 
him with Hypocriſy, as you may lee Gal,2.1x.&c, Now here- 
in lay his Hypocriſy,that vntothe ewes, who were newly come 
into the Chriſtian Aſſembly , Peter made ſhew in outward ap= 
perancezas if he had retained Iudailme ſtill : for he refuſed to 
eate with the Gentiles ; howbeit indeed and in trueth he had 
forſaken IJudaiſme ; for be had eaten with the Gentiles varilt 
their coming, and had ſo done fIl, had it not bene for feare of 
them. Againe, he bewrayed Hypocriſy toward the Gentiles ; for 
vntili theſe Iewes came intothe Aſſembly , Peter made ſhew, as 
if he had renownced Iewiſh ceremonies;forhe did cate vncleane 
meates with the Gentiles ; but no ſooner were a fewe Iewes 
come in amongſt them , but inſtantly for feare of them , Peter 
withdrawes binmſelfe , and will no longer eate with the Gen» 
tiles, whereby he bewraies that he had not renownced Iewiſh:

 Hereyvnto I anſwer, that we find diſpenfationes inthe pexrmes 
touching Moralles : for exarnple. x. The Patriarkes bad a di 
ſation from the 7th com, when they tooke them many wiues:and 
{o had the diuorced woman,as hath bene { howne,Deut. 24. 1.&. 
2. There isa diſpenſation from the 5th com.in cafe the Magiſtrate 
commandeth things contrary vnto God, At.4.19. 3. To take 
vlury of a poore man is a morall, and againſt the Law of mercy,8c 
yet there was a diſpenſa ion granted vnto the LIfraelites in ſome 
caſe, as that they might take vſury of a poore ſtranger, that is,of a 
poore Gentile, Deut. 23.20. 4. It is generally holden, that to 
lanQify one day of feauen for Gods worl hip is morall, as the 
Lords day every weeke, & yet they will not deny a diſpenſation 
from thisin ſome caſe, as in caſe of neceſſity, when an howle is on 
fyer, and when an enemy makes an aſſault vpon one. of our Cities 
&c, The dueties of reſt, and performance of holy exerciſes pre- 
ſcribed in the 4th com. are boldenMorall by all,and yetin cafes of 
neceſſity there layes a diſpenſatio,they may be wholly omitred for 
one ortwo weekes togethet. 5. Abraham had a diſpenſation from 
the fixte Com, to kill his ſonne,Genel. 22, 2. Neither did Dauid 
take vengeance for God,in puniſhing Ioab the murtherer 1King. 
2.5. which he ought to have done,8& which law is in force at this 
day, Genel... 6. Rom. 13.4. Finally, why a diſpenſation 1 hould 
not bein a morall as well as ina ceremonill, they haue yeelded

In the ſecond place, we will conſider of the Fonowrablenefie of 
this reformation; and this will appeare, by the Honourableneſſe 
of the thing tobe reformed , to wit, the Lords Sabbath : tou- 
ching which, firft we will conſider of ics antiquity : this ordi« 
nance of Gods Sabbath, of all others , it is one of the moſt an- 
cient; for it is of the age ofthe world ; it being inftitured at 
the Creation Geneſ.2.3, If therefore the honourableneſſe, may 
be valued by the antiquity , what can be more honourable > for 
nothing is more ancient : who'woald not haue an hand and a 
yoyce, in the raiſing vp againe,of ſo ancient and honourable an 
ordinance of Gods,as is his ſacred Sabbath? 

Secondly, we will conſider of its conftant obſeruarion, a longe 
all times and ages, from before. the gining of the Law vpon 
Mount Sinay, vntill 300 or 400 yeeres after Chriſts aſcention : _ 
for as we haue formerly proued:' the Sabbath day was in vſe in 
the Church, before the giving of the Law ;; and (o allo it was 
in vie, after the giving of the Law , vorill Chriſt: yea, and ir 
was in vſcin the Tates of the Apoftles , by .the. Apoſtles them. 
ſelues after Chriſt: and allo it was in vſe in the primitiue 
Churches after Chriſt,for 300 or $00 yeeres,cuen ſolovg as the 
Church retained its beſt purity; and vorill corruptiones and 
popery begane to creepein : now if we (hall yalue the honour 
- of the Sabbath day , by the honourable cſtimation , that the 
Church of God had conſtantly for thowlands of yeeres of ir 
before Chriſt; and if we ſhall efteeme of its honour , by the ho- 
nourable eſtimation , which the {Þriſt1an (Þrrches had of it, for 
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geere 400 afrer Chrift, then doubtclefſſe rhe Sabbath is an 
honourable thing: and the tion of it will be no lefle ho» 
nourable: and who yyould not put hand and yoyce , to ſuch an 
honourable reformation? | 
Thirdly, we will conſider how Almightie Ged hath honoured 
it: this will appeare in theſe particulares x.God honoured it by, 
his owne obſeruation ofit , at the Creation « for God himſelfe 
reſted ypon the Sabbath day Genel, 2, 3, 2dly , God bonqured 
this day and time aboue all daies and times, in that he bleſſed, 
ballowed,and ſanQified this day,as we reade Geneſ.2,3,Exod. 
20.11. and ſomade itan Holy day, 3dly , God honoured this 
day, by commanding it by bis owne immediate yoyce , v 
Mount Sinay and by placeing it among the other Morales ; 
and gining it there allo an eminent and chiefe place ; for bee 
ut it into the firſt Table of the Decalogve; and after that, cau- 
fed it carefully to be laid vp and prelerued in the Arke , with 
the other Morales, ny God honoured this day, by taking it 
ynto bimſelfe ina por ſorte, caling it his day , as myne holy 
day, Ila. 58-13 ,And,the Sabbath of the Lord Exod,20,10, whence 
it is caled the Lords Sabbath, Emphatically, 
1  VVherefore, fince God refted on this day, let vs indeanour a 
reformation,that we his children alſo may reft on this day : and 
fince God hallowed and fanQified this day , let vs vie a good 
meanes,that we may hallow and nrove this day alſo : & lince 
God deliuered this day by lively yoyce;et vs vſe our toungs & 
yoyces for it ; and fince God placed it amongſt the other Mov 
rales,& ſet it eminently in the firſt Table ; let not ys ſuffer it to 
bethraft out amongſt the Ceremonies; and fſeing God gaue it 
an high place in the Morall Law ; let not ys ſuffer it tobe thruſt 
quite ourcfplace, ſo as now it ſhould baue noplace at all in the 
Morall Law: whers your courage  whers your zeale for God,if 
ou: can indure thele things ? If Chriftian men , loue to haue 
their hands in an "65 AY. worke , then let them caſt aſide 
ſhame,and feare,and ſuch like carnall affe&iones z and let them 
armed with courage and zeale, ſpeake for God , and defend his 
Sabbaths, and cale for a reformation: the worke is honourable;

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cf GodsChurch,& that alſo of the pwreſt & primitiue Chure hy 
_ with ſpeciall honour done vnto it , by Almighty God him- 
Yet farther , this Sabbath & in Scripture expreſly called an ' 
Holy day: To morrow 55 the Reff of the Holy Sabbath ynto the Lord 
Exod. 16.23.Iſa.58.13. and one reaſon thereof may be,becauſg 
at the Creation, God bleſſed it and fan&ified it, Genel. 2. 2. 3, 
And fo made it an Holy day. Now no day of all the 7, no not 
the Lords day,was euer ſanRified by God,or caled an Holy day. 
Yea, God had many anniuerſary Sabbaths, as we read in Leuir, 
2 : . Yer doe we not read, that euer. God bleſſed & ſanttified any 
of them,as he did this Sabbath of the zth day, So highly God 
honoured it. This difference therefore of this day from others, 
is as the difference of Sacramentall bread from common bread 
and as was the ſacred Temple from'common howſen, and who 
would not :abour the reedifying , of ſuch an holy and bonoura- 
ble thing? | Wo 


Inthe third place, we will conſider of the neceſſicy of this Re- 
formation : and here,If vatill a reformariqn be made, diuerſe & 
{ondry verſes of the boly Scripture, yeainthe xo commande- 
ments , be as ſo many verſes rent out of the Scripture , or quite 
blotred out of the booke of God, or ftand but as ſo many 
Ciphers: And alſo,the Decalogue or Morall lawe,is not taughr, 
and maintained in our Church, nor in any Chriſtian Church be- 
f1ds, in its integrity and perfeQion, but onely lamely and mai- 
medly.If yntill a reformation,the whole 4th commandement, is 
vtterly and wholly aboliſhed , both roote and branch. If vntill 
a reformation be made , the Land and Kingdome wherein we 
liuve,with all other Chriſtian Churches , doe liuc in the weekly 
profanation of the Lords Sabbaths , and tranſpreſsion- of the 
4th commandemenr. If I ſhall ſhewe vynto you, that vntill a re« 
furmation be made, we ſanftify a common and profane Jay, and 
profane a ſanRified and holy day : And Gods worſhip will lan- 
mou and profaneffe inuade 'vs: And that a Romiſh Re-lique is 
»noured in ſtead of an ordinance ofGods:And thatGods wor« 
ſhip is daily negleQted : yea and corrupted : with many _

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euiles, If Iſhall proue ynto you, that yntill a ceformation, the 
finne of Idolatry is commited by many inthe Land:if (I ſay)I 
ſhall maketheſe things plainly appeare voto you, theo I cruſt 
you wilay with me,thar iris high time , that every man lay tao 
his helping hand for a reformauon,& that ſpeedily,

For the firſt of theſe, there ate not many verſes in the Deca« 
. Iogue or 10 commandements, and yet there are noleſle then 
fowre whole yerlcs in the xo commandements , which be as\o 
many verſcs,rent out of theScripture,or blotted out of the booke 
of God , or ſtand but for ſo many Ciphers : and they are theſe, 
verle the $th,8& verſe the gth,and verſe the 10th, and verſe the 
x,ith of the xx Chapter of Exodus: for, the Sabbath day , there 
ſpecified,we haue not:and the 7th day,ihere [pecificd , we haue 
not: and the Sixe daies for working daies, there ſpecified, we 
haue not: and the 7th day, wherein God reſted, and the which 
God blefled and ſanified, we haue not. Thele things we haue 
more.larply proued in the former parts of this booke, & there- 
fore a touch of them here is enough. W hercforeſeeing we 
haue not in vſe, the things ſpecified and commanded , in thoſe 
iii verſes, therefore thoſe iiij verſes , be as if they were rept our 
of the ſacred Bible,or blotted our of the booke of God,or ſtand 
but for Ciphers, Now is itnot high time to ftirre, when the 
Scriptures ofGod are thus abuſed?for we haue but the brann ar 
buske, that is,the bare words of the 4 verlſes,as for the flower & 
keraell, which is the ſenſe and the things meant by thole words

Furthermore,that the Dzcalogue or Morall law,is not taught 
or maintained in its inteprity,wholenefſe,and perfe&ion,in our 
Church; this I haue made plaine allo, in the former parte of 
this booke : for vnlefſe we hold and teach (which we doe not ) 
that the Decalogue is wholly Morall , without any Ceremony 
commanded in it,and ſo maintaine the Lurds Sabbaths for mo» 
rall ; we doe not teach and maintaine Gods Lawes in their in»

Yet further, that the whole 4rh commandement , is vtterly 
ouerthrowne,and altogether aboliſhed , both roore and branch ;

is ic not rime that all good people, ſhould wiſh for a reforma- 
tion, that ſo God may baue his intire worſbip & ſeruice among 
vs? that hee may be intirely worſhiped, and notby halues ? 
Furthermore,whereas at this day,the Lords ſacred and hallo- 
wed. Sabbaths,are trampled ypon , and contemned , and difpi- 
{ed,as Iewiſh,and as ludaiſme,and as vaine Shadowes & aboli- 
ſhed Ceremonies ; and fo a parte of Gods ſacred worſhip, is 
trampled ypon, and a principall parte of his worſhip , to wit, his 
immediate worſhip,is contemned and diſpiſedzisit not time,& 
more then time,that theſe things ſhould be amend-d? 
When we conſider of the time, how long time God hath bene 
denied his intire worſhip , in all Churches both of Proteſtants 
& Papiſts, to wit, for a thowſand yeeres and vpwards , is it not 
now high time then,that a refarmation ſhould be ſought for, & 
that this ſpreding euill ſhould. goe no further ? ob, let vs no lon- 
ger prouoke God, with our finnes of ignorance: The fogges & 
miſts, and blacke darkeneſle of Popilh ignorance, are not yet 
all diſpelled ; a greate light I copf:-{ſe came in by Luther , by 
meanes whereof , the corruptiones of the ſecond commande- 
ment were happily reformed ; bur yer all that 'Romilh rubbiſh 
was not then, remoued; the ſanuary of the Lord, was not then 
cleane purged; for albeit the worlhip of God yas areere lay 
ſ-cond commandement , was then reſtored ; yer Gods worthip, 
as touching the gth commandem*nt, was left yntouched 3. and 
n> doubt, God that appointed that parte of his worſhip , to be 
reſt red by thoſe times, bath reſerued this parte of his worſhip, 
to be reſtored by our times ; if we will be ſo happy , asto take 
the hint;our ProteftantChurches,haue obtained that hbanoarable 
W-: PTR: Ii iiz Title, 
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Title,to be caled the R-farm:id (arches ; and this we obtained, 
by a reformation of the warſhip of God ,, touching the: ſecond 
commandement;butif yhto that refurmation,we {hall add now 
an other, and ref»rme the worſhip of God touching the gth 
commandement , and ſo purg the: Lords SanCtuary and make it 
cleane,that ſo God may haue his intire worthip,in all the dueties 
of the tir Table; then ſhall we doubly delerue that honourable 
Title,of Reformed (urches, + ] 

VVe haue a notable exhortation recorded for this purpole, 
IVherefore come out from among them , and be yee ſeparate ſareth the 
Lora,and touch not the uncleane thing,and 1 will receine you, & wall 
be a father wvnto you, and ye ſhall be my ſounes and daughters ſaieth 
the Lord Almightie, 2 Cor.6,17.18. This exhortation, we may 
hily apply vnto this purpoſe: che Church of Rome , ſhee liucth 
ſti] in the negleR and corruption of Gods worthip, both ig the 
du: ties of the ſecond commandement, and alto in the duties 
of the fowrth commandement, for ſhee negleReth and denieth 
God allo,the worſhip of bis Sabbaths' ro this day: now as laieth 
the Apoſtle , what communion hath light with darkneſie? 1 Cor, 6, 
14. This Romiſh Church, ſhee lierh ſtill in ignorance , blind- 
nefſe,and darknefle touching this parte of Gods worſhip , pre- 
{crib"d in the 4th commandement, as well as in that other 
parte of his worſhip,preſcribed in the 2th commandement,now . 
fince we will baue no fellowſhipwith bir,in hir darknefſe, blind. 
neſle , and ignorance touching the 2th com, why ſhould we 
baue any communion with hir,in bir darknetle, blindneſle, and 
Ignorance touching the 4th commandement ? The principall 
and immediate worſhip of God, is conteined in ity commande- 
ments of the firſt Tabletnow the Church of Rome, bathdiuided 
with God,and jj of them, ſhee yeeldeth God , and rhe other i) 
{hee robberh him of moſt ſacrilegiouſly : thee giuerh God thole 
partes of bis worſhip , conreined in the firſt, and third comman- 
demegts, butſhee denieth God thoſe other partes of his wor- 
{hip , conteined in the ſecond, and fowrth commandements 
well, we haue bappily forſaken hir , in hir corrupriones of the 
241 commandemenr, let vs alſo fortake and departe from hir, 
in the corruption of the 4th commandement: let vs come out 
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' from hir;; let ys be ſeparate from hir ; and let ys touch none of 
hir yncleannefſe. And thus muchfor this,namely ztbatGods wot- 
ſhip is weekly negle&ted. |

I come now. ynto that other thing forememtioned ; to wit, 
that-vntill a time of reformation, God is not purely worſhiped, 
for bis worſhip is corrupted amongſt ys : And this ſhall a peare 
| by this, that the Lords day,which'by Gods ordinance in bi 4th 
commar dement, is appointed for a working day ,it is by many 
brought into the worſhip of God , and ſanRified by virtue of 
the jth commandement. 

[t is a poore [hifte that ſome make ; ſaying, we keepe not the 
Lords day now;as a parte of @he worthip of God , as the ewes 
did the Sabbath day: For, 1 {ince we hold rhat. the Lords day, 
is kept in roome of the Sabbath day , as the Lords Supper is 
kept in the roome of the P-fleouer ; it muſt needs follow, that 
foraſmuch as the Sabbath day whilſt it ſtood ,owas a parte of 
Gods worthip, that fo in like mnner, the Lords day, muft be a 
parte of Gods worſhip alſo : for it ſtands in the place of that 
which was a parte of Gods worſhip, 2, If we will keepethe 
Lords day , by virtue of the 4th commandemenr,then itmuſtof 
necellity be kept as a parte of Gods worſhip: for ,what is per- 
formed in obedience to any of the 4 precepts of the firſt Table, 
that muſt -needs be the worthip of God: becauſe the dueties 
. therein contained,are the worſhip of God, 

It is to be noted, that the Lords day , it is by Gods ordinance 
in his 4th commandement a working day ; for God himſelfe 
wrought on it,, at the Creation, it being the firſt day of the 
world;and by bis exemplary working onirt;hee ſet ys apattorne 

'that weſhould doe the like, Yea to his example , he gauevs his 
precept for it, ſaying, Sixe dates ſhalt thou labour &c. Now'the 
' Lords day, is the firſt day of thoſe Sixe, and therefore allo a 
working day. Yeafurther,God did not hallow,blefle,and ſanti- 
fy the Lords day , as hee did the Sabbath'day Genel, 2,3. So 
that this Lords doy,it is a profane,vnhallowed,and vnſantified 
day; like vnto the other F working daies of theweeke, Yet 


farther,Chriſt bimaſclfe, and his Diſciples , made it atravailing

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day; and never made it a Sabbath day , wherefore itis but a 
common day: now for any wan , to aduance rhis common and 
vohalluwed day,and place it inthe firſt Table of the Decalogue, 
amidſt and amongſt the partes of Gods worlhip ; and then to 
ſanQify it and conſlecrate it ynto Gad,by virtue of his 4th com- 
mandernent, it is to pollute the holy worſhipof God, with pro- 
fane things: and they that ſo ve it, doe worſhip God impurly 
and corrupt!y : as well might thoſe profane perſones, whom 
our Sauiour whipt out of the Temple , for buying and ſelling 
there,bring their dowes, & waves into the Temple to lell there, as 
in a common market, Mark, 1T. 15, As theſe may bring the 
Lords day, ivto the firſt Table,and worſhip of God, And as well 
might Nadab & Abiby , put ſtrange fier , which the Lord had 
not commanded , into their Holy 'Cenſers , ts offer ynto God 
Leuir, 10, 1, 2. As theſe may put the Lords day , into the firft 
Table,ro be conſecrated to God: as well may they put the name 
of ſome Kmng or gentleman into the third commandement, or 
of S. Paxl or $. John: ard then ſanRify theſe by virtue of the 
third commandement,withlike diuine adoration , as the name 
ofGad is to be ſanified,by virtue of the third commandement, 
as t2 put the Lords day, into the 4th commandemenr, and 
lanRihe itby the 4th commandement, as the Sabbath day was 
ſanRifed, 8 | 

M. Dod onthe ſecond Commandement , fait , that Papsſts 
{inne againſt the fecond Com, by defiling of Gods worlhip : his 
words are theſe, Papiſts are ro be condemned , becauſe they doe defile 
the wor hip of God,with their owne inventions, 4s by praying for the * 
dead, by putting bolineffe in meates and day:s &c, Now doe not 
tele patrones of the Lords day, put holineſle in dayes , to wit , in 
the Lords dayes? for God neuer put holineſſe in this day , it is 
themſelues therfore that haue et it aparte from all other dayes in

4. Many Divines doe in their publike prayers, and fermones, 
blelle God for vowchlating vs bis holy ordinances , as his Sab« 
baths and Sacraments &c, by Sabbaih , they' meane our Lords 
daies z whereby you (ee, they honour the Lords day,togethec 
with the Sacraments;and ſo they muſt doe: for the Sacraments 
and the Lords day, baue both one viein the Church: for as the 
Sacraments doe minde ys of Chriſts death and reſurreQtion; fo 
the Lords day is fanRified in memory of Chrifts deathand re- 
furce&ion : thus the Lords day is honoured as the Sacraments 
arc : now all men-confeſle that the Sacraments are honoured 
withdiuine & religiouſe honour, and lothen is the Lords day 
allo: yea , who feareth not to profane the Lords day , as he fea- 
reth ro eate the Lords Supper vnworthily ? 

5. They honour the Lords: day with that kind of honour

owne hands? but with ys,the conſcience is made to ftand in awc 
of the worke of mens braines ; and religiouſe honour & Hcoly 
afte&iones, and worſhip:, are beſtowed vpon that which we 
haue made ous ſclues, ifnot by our owne fingers, yer by our 
owne wittes : Now who would be {» ridiculouſc, as to feare the 
poyocinn , of what himſelte hath made Holy? or religiouſly to 


onour a meers nothing, a very favly ? 

For men to giue vato the Lords day divine honour, that is, 
to reuerence it as an ordinance of Gods , ypon paine of dam- 
nation,this is to aduance afition of mans braine, and place it in 
a<quall Throne with Gods ordinances, & tg exatt of mens con- 

ſciences, like religioule reugrence.,. as is due vato Gods ordi- 
nances : for (his tition (hall haue power to command and con- 
ftireine the Conſcience, like as Gods ordinances haue ; and that 
vpon paine of damnation too; what an heinouſe thing is this? 
Is it not as greate a ſinne, t9 giue Diuine worſhip, voto mens 
fantaſies, as ynto Images)tp the deuices of proteſtints, as tothe 
Trinkets of Papiftes* My glory (laith God) [will not giue to an 
other, [{a.42.8. What an h+inouſe. and horrible finne then is it, 
for any to giue religioule worlhip, which is proper vnto Gud & 
to his ordinances, to a meere deuice of mans making! God is a 
leluule God, & moſt zealoule of his glory, woe therefore voto 
h'm that robbeth God: of his glory , to giue it ynto mens 
deuices, " 

Three euiles there are.combined in this one ,,which make it 
a Capitall euill, 1. 'Thatthe people of the Land who are moft 
tractable vnto goodneſle , have rheir conſciences brought into 
{lauery, bondage, & thraldome,for they are made afraid of the 
ſhaddow of a man,ot the ſhaking of the leaues of the trees,that 
is,that vpon paine of damynation gthey worke not on the Lords 
day. 2. By the ſuppoſed necel{ary conlequenees , men haue ad- 
uanced this Idoll of the Lords day, and ranked it among the 
Srarccs of the Heauen , that is, they baue placed it among-the 

| | ordinances 
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Ordinances of God , & piuen it like powet ouer the conſcience 
which they haue , hw Yew God will take this at th-ir hands, 
It behoueth the Authors hereof to be thinke them(ſclues, 3. The 
Authors hereof doe bewray moſt audaciouſe preſumprion, in 
that they dare approch fo neere the Majeſtie of God,that Ie. 
louſe God, withtheir owne inventions; that they dare ranke 


them with the Ordinances of God:now what would tFey more, 
valefſe they rake the Crowne > that is, to Deify themſtlues ? for 


who bur A God , can exerciſe power ouer the conſcience, and 
make ordinances tying conſcience?>and of equall authority , 8 
power with Diuine ordivances? Since this deformity is in the 
vifige of a Proteſtant, happilly ir wilt be winked at, of overly 


looked vpon,or minced and extenuated, if nbt defended, bur 


wcre it, in the face of a Papiſt; fuer I 'am itſhould find no 
mercy, bur according to the iuft deſert rhereof,it ſhould be ag= 

rauated ro the full: but what ſhould I fay ? lone is blind, I 
meane ſelf loue: we can ſpie ablemwith in an other , but cannot 
or will not ſee it in ourſelues, 

I cannot ſee but that thefe men may as wgll et vp a new Sa- 
crament of Baptiſme ,in ſtrad of the old one, astoſet yp anew 
Sabbathinroome of the old one : or an other Lords Swpper in 
ſtead of that inſtituted by Chriſt , as an other Sabbath in roome 
of that inſtituted by God : and ſince none but a God can fer 
vp Sacraments and Sabbaths in the Church, whart elſe doe they 
bt vſurpe the roome and Authority of God , who ſet yp new 
Sabbaths in the Church ? By the way,as touching Gods ancient 
Sabbaths ; haue not Papiſts by their reaſons and confequences 
out of Scripture ( which thele men call their neceſſary conſe- 
quences; but how vnneceſſary you haue feene ) aboliſhed Gods 
Sabbaths , expreſly commanded 'in the Morall Law ? and have 
they not hereby aduanced their Syllogifticall reaſon , to be of 
equall authority with never erring Scriptures? and'their conſe- 
quences to be of equall authority with Gods 4th commande- 


ment? nay to take rhe ypper hand,and to ſhowlder out of place, 


Gods commandement > Now fince a law inaRed in Parlia. 
ment,cannot be reuoked but by the ſame autburity that firſt in= 
acted it,doth it not follow that Papifts make Idoles of them.

Thus you ſee,the Lords day is an Idoll, the preachers for ir 
Idolaters, and their obſcruation of it Lap (let none enuy & 
malice mee , for diſcouering vatp. them rhis their ſinne ; but 
rather, let them turne their eauy apainſt thewſclues , for being 
ſuch fianers, and their malice againſt their (tone ;| nor Jet any 
ſtudy to wreſt my words; but lertheir ſtudy be how to worke a 
reformation), To conclude this point , ſeeing that zs the caſe 
ſtandeth, there is Idolatry committed by many thowſands in the 
Land, and that by moſt puritanes , is it not high time toſccke 
ont for a reformation ? | 
Now lay all theſe forementioned things togeather , and be 
ſtirred yp to endeauor for a refyrmation : for lo, as S. James 
{peaketh , Thou ſhalt hide a multitude of ſinnes lam, 5, 20, And 
endeauour fora ſpeedy reformation: for reformation is Repen- 
ance:& Repentance is by no meanes , to be delayed and procra-» 
ſtinated, as w2 are daily taught, | 
I ceade inthe prophecy of the Prophet Haggay , an excellent 
exhortation , to incourag all ſortes of people , to the reedifying 
of the Temple; it is this, Tet now be ſtronge,o Zernbbabel,ſaith the 
Lord, and be ſtrong,o Toſhuah,ſone of 1%.yow the High Prieſt ; 
and be ſtrong all yee peopl: of the Land,ſaith the Lord, and worke : 
for } am with you, faith the Lord of Hoaſtes, Hagp. 2. 4. I verily 
thinke that I mzy apply this Exhortation, vrco all ſortes of peo- 
8 now; to incourag them to the reedifying of the Lords Sab- 
ths,ſaying,be ftrong,o Prince,be ſtrong,oPrieſt,8 be ſtrong, 
all yee people of the Land, and worke ; for the Lord of Hoaſtes 
is with you: God was with his Church in the-daies of Luther, 
he proſpered thE,fo as glorioully they reformed the corraptions 
in his worſhip, and the Idolatry daily committed againſt the 
{ccond commandement';; wiy ſhould we doubt but One. the 
ſam; 
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ſame God fauourably alloweth this our worke ? or feare to, Fa 
expe a like bleſſing , when the Caſes are fo like? *\
